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DECISIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  rendered  the  following  decisions: 

Decision  1.  Statement. — A  Virginia  lodge  asked  a  Tennessee  lodge  to 
waive  jurisdiction  in  the  case  of  a  citizen  of  Tennessee,  living  nearer  a 
Tennessee  lodge  than  a  Virginia  lodge,  so  that  the  citizen  in  question 
could  join  the  Virginia  lodge,  and  the  Tennessee  lodge  refused  to  grant 
the  waiver,  claiming  it  had  not  a  legal  right  to  do  so. 

Question. — Under  the  articles  of  concurrent  jurisdiction  did  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  lodge  have  a  right  to  grant  such  waiver? 

Answer. — No.  A  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master  cannot  grant  legal 
permission  to  elect  a  candidate  outside  of  his  Jurisdiction,  unless  the 
lodge  in  the  contiguous  Jurisdiction  is  nearer  the  candidate’s  residence 
than  the  one  in  his  own  Jurisdiction. 

Dec.  2.  Statement. — After  the  Tennessee  lodge  had  refused  to  grant 
the  waiver  requested  by  the  Virginia  lodge,  the  Virginia  lodge  laid  the 
question  before  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  and 
requested  instructions.  The  Grand  Master  instructed  the  Virginia  lodge 
that,  as  it  had  asked  the  Tennessee  lodge  to  waive  jurisdiction  and  the 
Tennessee  lodge  had  refused,  the  citizen  not  being  a  member  of  the 
Order  the  Virginia  lodge  could  proceed  to  receive  the  application  and 
initiate  the  applicant. 

Question. — Was  the  instruction  given  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Virginia 
legal? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  3.  Statement. — After  the  Virginia  lodge  had  initiated  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  man,  the  Tennessee  lodge  called  upon  the  Virginia  lodge  to  refund 
to  it  the  fees  and  dues  collected  from  this  brother. 

Question. — If  the  Tennessee  lodge  is  entitled  to  the  fees  and  dues,  from 
whom  should  the  collection  be  made?  From  the  Virginia  lodge  initiating 
the  brother,  or  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  the  advice  received 
by  the  Virginia  lodge  being  from  its  own  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand 
Master  representing  the  Grand  Lodge  during  recess,  his  acts  in  this 
respect  becoming  the  acts  of  the  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — All  initiation  and  degree  charges  must  be  paid  by  the  lodge 
receiving  the  candidate  illegally,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction 
in  which  he  (the  candidate)  resides. 

Dec.  4.  Question. — If  the  Tennessee  lodge  is  entitled  to  the  fees  and 
dues  collected  from  the  brother  illegally  initiated  for  how  long  a  period 
will  the  Virginia  lodge  be  required  to  pay  the  dues  and  fees  to  the 
Tennessee  lodge? 

Answer. — The  penalty  is  to  return  fees  and  charges  collected  for 
initiation  or  degrees.  I  do  not  think  the  member  can  be  deprived  of  his 
membership.  The  dues  cover  his  right  to  membership  after  initiation. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  the  dues  belong  to  the  lodge  admitting  him  be¬ 
cause  the  said  lodge  owes  him  benefits  and  nursing  and  must  give  him 
the  attention  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Order.  In  other  words,  I  think 
the  penalty  applies  to  the  fees  and  charges  for  initiation  and  conferring 
of  degrees. 
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Dec.  5.  Question. — Who  is  entitled  to  the  Annual  Traveling  Pass 
Word? 

Answer. — Members  paying  dues  in  advance  and  holding  Official  Certifi¬ 
cates  or  Visiting  Cards,  as  the  case  might  be,  are  entitled  to  the  A.  T. 
P.  W.  The  word  may  be  communicated  by  any  Noble  Grand  or  Chief 
Patriarch  when  member  is  entitled  to  same. 

Dec.  6.  Statement. — The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  provides  that  “  The 
officers  of  a  Grand  Encampment  are:  Grand  Patriarch,  Grand  High 
Priest,  Grand  Senior  Warden,  Grand  Junior  Warden,  Grand  Scribe, 
Grand  Treasurer,  who  are  elected,  and  Grand  Sentinel  who  is  appointed 
by  the  Grand  Patriarch.”  (Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  1207.) 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts  provides 
that  “  The  elective  officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment  shall  be  a  Grand 
Patriarch,  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand  Senior  Warden,  Grand  Scribe, 
Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Junior  Warden,  and  such  Grand  Representatives 
as  it  may  be  entitled  to  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 

At  a  recent  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Report  18,  from  the 
Committee  on  Appeals  was  considered  and  adopted.  This  report  is  to  the 
effect  that  a  provision  of  a  Grand  Encampment  Constitution  that  no 
Past  Chief  Patriarch  can  accept  the  nomination  or  be  a  candidate  for 
more  than  one  office  at  the  same  time  is  invalid,  in  so  far  as  it  affected  a 
patriarch  who  was  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Grand  Treasurer  and 
Grand  Representative  for  two  years. 

The  election  of  Grand  Encampment  officers  in  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Massachusetts  is  held  annually  in  the  subordinate  encampments,  and  it 
is  provided  in  the  Constitution  of  said  Grand  Encampment  that  no 
patriarch  shall  be  a  candidate  for  more  than  one  office  at  the  same  time. 
The  nominations  for  the  next  annual  election  have  just  been  made  and 
a  Past  Grand  Patriarch  has  been  nominated  for  Grand  Representative 
for  one  year  and  for  Grand  Representative  for  two  years.  He  has  ac¬ 
cepted  both  nominations. 

Question  1. — Are  the  Grand  Representatives  officers  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Massachusetts  by  virtue  of  such  election? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — Can  a  patriarch  who  is  otherwise  qualified  be  a  candidate 
for  Grand  Representative  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts 
for  the  term  of  one  year  and  for  the  term  of  two  years,  when  two  Grand 
Representatives  are  to  be  elected  at  the  same  time? 

Answer. — No.  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts  is  entitled  to  two 
Representatives  and  one  person  cannot  fill  both  positions. 

Dec.  7.  Statement. — July  4,  1911,  was  the  regular  meeting  night  of 
Rochester  Lodge,  No.  13,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Minnesota.  The  meeting 
was  held  on  that  date,  although  the  Constitution  provides  that  July  4 
is  a  legal  holiday.  A  member  was  struck  by  lightning  and  instantly 
killed  on  July  5  and  his  dues  were  paid  to  July  1.  Section  6,  Article  VII, 
of  Constitution  for  the  government  of  subordinate  lodges,  I.  O.  0.  F., 
Minnesota,  provides  in  part  as  follows:  “Provided  further,  when  a 
brother’s  dues  are  paid  up  to  a  certain  date,  as  shown  by  his  receipt  and 
the  books  of  the  lodge,  he  shall  not  be  in  arrears  until  after  the  close 
of  the  next  regular  meeting  thereafter.” 
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Question. — ’Would  the  deceased  brother’s  family  be  entitled  to  funeral 
benefits? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  8.  Statement. — At  the  May  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Indiana,  held  May  22  and  23,  1907,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was 
adopted  to  take  effect  January  1,  1909.  Through  an  oversight  the  Grand 
Secretary  failed  to  submit  such  amendment  to  the  Grand  Sire  or  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  its  approval.  The  law,  however,  has  been 
treated  as  being  in  force  since  said  January  1,  1909,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  been  governed  thereby.  Under  Article  9,  of  By-laws  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  a  Grand 
Lodge  is  required  to  be  immediately  submitted  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  its  approval,  if  it  be  then  in  session,  or  to  the  Grand  Sire  in 
recess. 

Question. — If  approved  at  this  time  does  the  fact  that  this  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  was  not  submitted 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  or  to  the  Grand  Sire  immediately  after  its 
passage,  under  the  circumstances  and  facts  above  stated,  affect  its 
validity? 

Answer. — By  Article  9  of  the  By-laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
it  is  made  the  duty  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Grand  Encampment  to  submit 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  immediately,  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  or  to  the  Grand  Sire,  if  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in 
session,  for  approval.  Failure  to  do  this  renders  such  amendment 
inoperative  and  of  no  binding  force  until  approved  by  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Sire.  When  approved  they  become  at  once 
the  organized  law  in  full  force  and  do  not  depend  for  validity  upon 
any  future  action  of  the  subordinate  Grand  Body  whatever.  The  effect, 
therefore,  of  failure  to  submit  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  or  to  the  Grand  Sire 
for  approval,  would  be  to  suspend  its  action  until  such  submission  has 
been  made,  but  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Indiana  has  acted  upon  this  amendment  in  the  election  of  Representa¬ 
tives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  Representatives  have  been 
accepted  by  and  have  served  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  this  effect 
has  not  been  carried  into  force,  so  far  as  the  amendment  referred  to  by 
you  is  concerned. 

The  amendment  approved  at  this  time  is  entirely  valid  and  of  full 
binding  force  and  effect  and  stands  as  the  law  of  your  Jurisdiction. 

Dec.  9.  Statement. — A  subordinate  lodge  pays  say  $4.00  per  week  sick 
benefits. 

Question. — Is  that  lodge  required  to  pay  that  amount  for  the  full 
period  of  fifty-two  weeks,  to  a  brother  who  is  sick  that  long,  or  may  said 
lodge  pay  the  stipulated  amount  of  $4;00  per  week  for  the  period  of  say 
ten  weeks,  then  $3.00  per  week  for  say  ten  weeks,  and  $2.00  per  week 
for  the  the  remainder  of  the  year?  In  other  words  must  the  weekly 
benefits  be  the  same  amount  for  the  fifty-two  weeks  before  a  less  amount 
can  be  paid? 

Answer. — Subordinate  lodges  must  require  the  payment  of  not  less 
than  $2.00  per  week  sick  benefits  to  every  member  entitled  to  sick  bene¬ 
fits,  by  the  constitution  or  by-laws  of  its  lodge,  who  shall  be  disabled 
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by  sickness  or  bodily  injury  from  following  his  usual  occupation  or  other¬ 
wise  earning  a  livelihood  himself,  if  such  disability  be  not  the  result 
of  his  own  vice  and  immorality.  A  Grand  Lodge  may  provide  that 
when  a  member  has  received  one  full  year’s  benefits  the  benefits  therefor 
to  be  paid  such  member  may  not  be  less  than  $1.00  per  week. 

Outside  of  these  provisions  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  no  law 
regulating  the  question  of  benefits. 

Dec.  10.  Statement. — A  brother  who  is  otherwise  qualified  and  pays 
his  dues  in  advance  is  entitled  to  the  A.  T.  P.  W. 

Question. — Does  “  in  advance  ”  mean  to  the  end  of  the  year  for  which 
the  A.  T.  P.  W.  is  good? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  11.  Statement. — In  the  State  of  Missouri,  since  the  adoption  of 
the  local  option  laws,  clubs  are  licensed  to  do  a  liquor  business  in  some 
form.  Only  a  member  after  he  has  paid  his  initiation  fee  and  become 
a  partner  in  the  business  is  allowed  to  buy  anything  and  then  he  is  sold 
a  book  of  tickets  which  he  turns  in  from  time  to  time  for  drinks. 

Question. — Is  a  person  who  belongs  to  such  a  club  eligible  to  member¬ 
ship  in  our  Order? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  12.  Statement. — The  Uniform  Constitution  of  this  Jurisdiction 
reads  as  follows:  “Article  YI.  Sec.  1.  The  fees  for  membership  shall 
be  such  as  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge  provides,  but  which  in  no  case  shall 
be  less  than  the  following:  For  initiation,  when  the  applicant  is  under 
40  years  of  age,  $9.00;  if  40,  and  under  50  years  of  age,  $15.00;  if  50  years 
of  age  $20.00,  and  50  cents  for  each  year  of  his  age  over  50.  Sec  3. 
The  fees  for  the  First,  Second  and  Third  degrees  shall  be  not  less  than 
$2.00  each,  which  shall  accompany  the  application  therefor;  provided , 
the  Grand  Master  may,  at  the  organization  of  new  lodges,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  reorganizing  defunct  lodges,  or  on  good  reasons  being  given 
by  petitioners  from  any  subordinate  lodge,  grant  a  dispensation  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  10  days,  making  the  fee  for  initiation  not  less  than 
$5.00  and  fee  for  each  degree  not  less  than  $1.00.” 

Section  460,  Busbee’s  Digest,  reads  as  follows:  “Lodge  cannot  lower 
admission  fee  by  dispensation:  Grand  Masters  cannot  grant  dispensa¬ 
tions  to  subordinate  lodges  allowing  them  to  admit  applicants  for  a  fee 
less  than  called  for  in  their  by-laws.  Lodges  must  change  their  by-laws 
and  have  them  properly  approved  if  they  wish  to  change  the  initiation 
fee.” 

Question. — In  the  face  of  these  provisions  can  the  Grand  Master 
legally  grant  dispensations  to  reduce  the  fee  to  $5.00  for  initiation,  and 
$1.00  for  the  First,  Second  and  Third  degrees,  as  provided  in  the  last 
clause  of  Section  3,  Article  VI,  of  the  Uniform  Constitution? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  13.  Statement. — A  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  changes  his 
residence  from  this  to  another  State  and  makes  application  for  member¬ 
ship  in  a  lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Transfer  Law,  and  is  elected.  The  lodge  regularly  notifies  his  former 
lodge,  which  lodge  forwards  to  the  lodge  so  electing  him  a  Transfer 
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Certificate  accordingly;  but,  before  the  Transfer  Certificate  is  received 
by  the  lodge  so  electing  him,  the  brother  moves  back  to  his  former  place 
of  residence,  in  this  State,  and  consequently  cannot  sign  the  constitution 
in  the  lodge  receiving  the  Transfer  Certificate.  The  brother  is  again 
permanently  residing  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  his  former  local  lodge  and 
desires  his  membership  in  that  lodge. 

Question  1. — What  course  must  be  pursued  in  order  for  the  brother  to 
have  his  membership  remain  in  his  former  lodge,  or  what  course  must  he 
pursue  to  regain  membership  in  said  former  lodge,  as  the  case  may  be? 

Answer. — The  law  provides  that  the  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate 
severs  membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing  it,  and  provides 
that  if  a  member  be  taken  sick,  becomes  disabled,  or  dies  within  four 
(4)  weeks  subsequent  to  issuance  of  card  and  before  completing  his  mem¬ 
bership  by  signing  the  constitution  of  the  new  lodge,  then  the  Transfer 
Certificate  should  be  cancelled  and  he  should  retain  his  beneficial  mem¬ 
bership  in  his  own  lodge,  provided  he  shall  have  paid  his  dues  four 
weeks  in  advance  (Journal,  1907).  This  is  the  provision  of  the  Trans¬ 
fer  Law  as  amended,  and  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find  is  the  only 
provision  relating  to  the  subject  you  submit  for  my  decision.  It  would 
seem  to  me  that  the  course  to  pursue  to  have  the  brother  remain  in  his 
former  lodge,  under  the  circumstances  submitted  by  your  question, 
would  be  to  call  upon  the  lodge  to  which  Transfer  Certificate  had  been 
issued  asking  them  to  return  such  Transfer  Certificate  to  the  lodge 
issuing  it,  informing  such  lodge  of  the  fact  that  the  brother  could  not 
perfect  his  transfer  as  intended,  and  when  such  certificate  is  returned 
have  the  same  cancelled  by  action  of  the  lodge,  in  this  way  setting  aside 
proceedings  relating  to  said  transfer  and  thus  restoring  the  brother  to 
membership  in  his  former  lodge. 

Question  2. — What  is  his  status  as  an  Odd  Fellow  in  the  meantime? 

Answer. — His  status  as  an  Odd  Fellow  is  that  for  four  (4)  weeks  follow¬ 
ing  issuing  of  Transfer  Certificate  he  is  entitled  to  the  beneficial  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  lodge  from  which  he  is  taking  transfer,  provided 
his  dues  are  paid  in  advance  for  that  time.  If  more  than  four  weeks 
have  elapsed  and  he  has  not  perfected  his  transfer  of  membership  he 
belongs  to  no  lodge  until  he  shall  have  signed  the  constitution  of  the 
lodge  to  which  he  has  applied  for  membership  on  Transfer  Certificate, 
or  until  he  has  had  the  issuance  of  the  Transfer  Certificate  cancelled 
by  his  former  lodge  as  indicated  above. 

Question  3. — Does  the  same  rule  apply  to  Rebekah  lodges? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  14.  Question. — Do  the  provisions  for  non-beneficial  veteran  mem¬ 
bership,  as  contained  in  Section  905,  page  254,  Busbee’s  Digest,  apply  to 
the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  15.  Statement. — A  young  girl,  18  years  old,  applies  for  member¬ 
ship  in  a  Rebekah  lodge;  her  father  is  an  Englishman,  and  her  mother 
is  one-quarter  Indian  and  three-quarters  white. 

Question. — Is  she  eligible  to  membership? 

Answer. — No. 
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Dec.  16.  Statement . — A  member  of  a  Rebekah  lodge  applies  for  a 
Withdrawal  Card  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Question. — How  shall  the  vote  be  taken?  Shall  it  be  by  ball  ballot  or 
the  usual  manner  of  voting  upon  questions  coming  before  a  Rebekah 
Lodge? 

Ansiver. — By  ball  ballot. 

Dec.  17.  Question. — Does  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  relating  to  smoking  in  the  lodge-room  apply 
with  equal  force  to  the  encampments? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  18.  Statement. — The  regalia  of  the  Order  is  prescribed  by  the 
By-laws  of  the  Order  in  Article  XXII  thereof,  commencing  at  page  797  of 
Busbee’s  Digest.  At  the  session  of  1910  these  By-laws  were  amended  so 
as  to  authorize  the  wearing  of  the  Veteran  Jewel  by  members  entitled 
thereto  instead  of  regalia  (see  Journal  1910,  Resolution  22,  page  682, 
and  Report  111,  page  795).  At  the  session  of  1911  a  resolution  and  report 
were  adopted  authorizing  a  Veteran  Button  (see  Journal  1911),  Resolu¬ 
tion  14,  page  288,  which  was  amended  and  adopted  by  Report  21  at  page 
328).  In  the  legislation  providing  for  the  Veteran  Button  it  was  pro¬ 
vided  that  it  should  conform  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  Veteran 
Jewel,  but  did  not  specify  that  it  could  be  worn  in  lieu  of  regalia,  nor 
did  this  legislation  undertake  to  amend  the  By-laws  in  regard  to  regalia 
and  the  wearing  of  the  same. 

Question. — Is  it  legal  and  proper  for  the  Veteran  Button  provided  for 
by  the  legislation  of  1911  to  be  worn  by  members  entitled  to  possess  them 
in  lieu  of  regalia? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  19.  Statement. — A  subordinate  lodge  leases  its  hall  to  a  canton. 
A  dispute  arises  between  the  two  bodies  as  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
to  be  enjoyed  by  each  under  the  lease,  and  the  canton  removes  from  the 
premises.  Later  the  subordinate  lodge  brings  an  action  for  the  purpose 
of  recovering  rents  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  lease,  which 
action  is  brought  in  the  civil  courts. 

Question. — Should  the  subordinate  lodge  first  be  required  to  bring  its 
action  in  the  tribunals  of  the  Order,  to  wit:  Department  Council  of 
Indiana? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  20.  Statement. — A  brother  applies  for  Transfer  Certificate  under 
our  transfer  laws,  is  elected  to  the  lodge  to  which  he  applies  but  fails 
to  sign  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  new  lodge,  and  now  refuses 
to  do  so,  thereby  not  completing  his  membership.  He,  however,  con¬ 
tinues  to  send  his  dues  to  his  old  lodge,  and  the  lodge  is  receiving  the 
same,  notwithstanding  under  the  law  his  membership  ceased  upon  the 
issuance  of  the  Transfer  Certificate. 

Question. — What  is  the  status  of  the  brother  and  can  his  former  lodge 
accept  his  dues? 

Answer. — He  loses  his  membership  in  his  old  lodge  after  four  weeks 
time  has  elapsed,  and  his  old  lodge  cannot  legally  accept  dues. 
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Dec.  21.  Statement. — Recently  a  lodge  in  this  State  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing,  asked  a  visiting  Past  Grand  of  another  Jurisdiction  to  take  the 
Vice  Grand’s  Chair,  notwithstanding  there  were  eligible  members  of 
the  lodge  present,  and  in  the  course  of  the  meeting  an  application  for 
membership  was  balloted  on  and  the  question  was  raised  as  to  the  right 
of  the  visiting  Past  Grand,  acting  as  Vice  Grand  especially  during  the 
taking  of  the  ballot. 

Question. — Was  it  right  for  this  visiting  brother  to  fill  the  Chair  of  Vice 
Grand,  and  would  his  filling  such  office  affect  the  legality  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings? 

Answer. — The  lodge  having  called  a  visiting  brother,  competent  to  fill 
the  same,  to  the  Vice  Grand’s  Chair,  all  action  taken  in  the  regular 
course  of  business  by  the  lodge  while  the  brother  is  filling  the  position 
is  legal  and  valid  and  the  lodge  is  estopped  to  question  same. 

Dec.  22.  Statement. — A  brother  of  the  Order  was  suspended  for  two 
years,  for  cause,  and  failed  to  pay  dues  to  his  lodge  for  one  year  during 
the  time  of  his  suspension  for  cause. 

Question  1. — Can  the  lodge  suspend  him  for  non-payment  of  dues? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — If  the  brother  is  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
is  not  reinstated  again  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  to  which  he 
was  suspended  for  cause  has  expired,  what  is  his  standing  in  the  lodge? 

Answer. — He  has  no  standing  in  the  Order  except  as  a  member  sus¬ 
pended  for  non-payment  of  dues  after  the  time  of  his  suspension  for 
cause  has  expired.  He  may  be  reinstated  by  the  lodge  by  such  terms  as 
it  may  determine. 

Question  3. — Does  the  same  apply  to  the  encampment  and  Rebekah 
lodge,  the  same  as  to  the  subordinate  lodge? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  23.  Statement. — When  the  constitution  of  Rebekah  lodges  pro¬ 
vides  that  the  term  of  fifty-two  weeks  shall  commence  on  the  first  regular 
session  in  January,  and  shall  end  on  the  day  the  succeeding  one  com¬ 
mences,  does  a  Noble  Grand  who  has  served  during  the  year  become  a 
Past  Noble  Grand  at  the  close  of  the  first  regular  session  in  January  if 
the  officers  have  not  been  installed  on  that  session  and  are  not  to  be  in¬ 
stalled  until  the  second  regular  session  in  January? 

Question .- — Does  a  Noble  Grand  become  a  Past  Noble  Grand  prior  to  the 
installation  of  her  successor,  provided  the  installation  of  her  successor 
does  not  take  place  on  the  first  regular  session  in  January,  at  which  time, 
according  to  the  constitution,  the  new  term  commences  and  the  term  for 
which  she  served  as  Noble  Grand  ends? 

Answer. — She  becomes  a  Past  Noble  Grand  upon  the  installation  of  her 
successor 

Dec.  24.  Question  1. — A  brother  being  entitled  to  own  and  wear  the 
Veteran  Button,  is  it  legal  to  furnish  him  with  two  or  more  of  said 
buttons? 

Answer. — One  button  to  each  member  is  all  that  is  permissible. 
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Question  2. — A  brother  now  in  possession  of  a  Veteran  Jewel  is  it  legal 
to  furnish  him  with  a  Veteran  Button? 

Answer. — Yes.  The  button  to  be  used  under  the  same  restrictions  as 
the  Jewel. 

Dec.  25.  Question—  Does  Decision  4,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  page 
15,  Journal  1911,  include  Rebekah  lodges? 

Ansiver. — Yes. 

Dec.  26.  Question. — Is  the  Rebekah  lodge  subordinate  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  wherein  the  Rebekah  lodge  is  located? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  27.  Question  1. — Can  a  brother  be  tried  in  a  subordinate  lodge 
for  larceny,  the  offense  having  been  committed  against  an  encamp¬ 
ment? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — Charges  presented  against  a  patriarch  for  larceny  and  ex¬ 
pelled  for  contempt,  can  this  brother  be  tried  in  the  subordinate  lodge  on 
the  same  charge  of  larceny? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  3. — An  encampment  expelled  a  patriarch  for  conduct  unbe¬ 
coming  an  Odd  Fellow.  The  fact  is  officially  reported  to  the  subordinate 
lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member.  Is  it  essential  for  the  subordinate  to  hold 
a  regular  trial,  disregarding  the  fact  that  he  was  proven  guilty  of 
larceny  in  an  encampment? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  28.  Question  1. — Has  a  Grand  Lodge  power  to  levy  upon  its  sub¬ 
ordinates  any  special  tax  for  the  purpose  of  publishing  a  periodical, 
newspaper  or  magazine  to  be  furnished  to  the  members  of  the  Order  in 
the  Jurisdiction  free  of  charge? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge,  having  the  power  to  raise  its  revenue 
by  a  per  capita  tax  upon  the  membership,  use  any  portion  of  the  tax  thus 
raised  for  the  purpose  of  publishing  and  furnishing  to  the  members  of 
the  Order  in  its  Jurisdiction  a  periodical,  newspaper  or  magazine? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  3. — With  special  reference  to  a  report  (Report  9)  made  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  at  its  session  in  the  year  1911,  and  found  in  the 
printed  Journal  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  beginning  on  page  5597,  which 
report  has  not  yet  been  adopted  by  the  said  Grand  Lodge,  would  it  be 
lawful  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  to  undertake  the  publication  of 
a  periodical  of  the  character  therein  set  forth  and  to  provide  for  the 
expense  thereof  either  by  special  per  capita  tax  for  that  purpose,  or  out 
of  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  raised  by  means  of  its  regular  per  capita 
tax? 

Answer—  No. 
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Dec.  29.  Statement. — Brother  A.  residing  in  Detroit,  and  a  Royal 
Purple  degree  member  of  an  encampment  in  Detroit,  without  changing 
his  residence,  made  application  and  was  elected  to  membership  in 
Trenton  Encampment,  Jurisdiction  of  Michigan,  in  October,  1911;  Tren¬ 
ton  Encampment  being  outside  the  Jurisdiction  of  Detroit  Encampment. 
In  November,  1911,  Brother  A.  was  elected  Chief  Patriarch  from  the  floor, 
all  eligible  members  declining  the  nomination,  permission  to  so  elect 
having  been  obtained  from  the  Grand  Patriarch.  In  December,  1911, 
Trenton  Encampment  requested  Brother  A’s  former  encampment,  to¬ 
gether  with  all  the  other  encampments  in  Detroit  (Detroit  being  a  con¬ 
current  Jurisdiction),  to  send  waiver  of  jurisdiction.  All  encamp¬ 
ments  in  Detroit  complied  except  two;  one  refused,  and  the  other  (his 
own)  issued  a  Transfer  Certificate  and  sent  same  to  Trenton  Encamp¬ 
ment  on  January  17,  1912.  January,  1912,  Brother  A.  was  again  elected 
Chief  Patriarch  before  Transfer  Certificate  was  received  by  Trenton 
Encampment. 

Question  1. — Does  Brother  A.  hold  legal  membership  in  Trenton  En¬ 
campment? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — If  not,  must  his  membership  be  ordered  cancelled? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  3. — If  ordered  cancelled  must  his  former  encampment  restore 
him  to  membership? 

Ansiver. — Yes. 

Dec.  30.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  pay  from  its  general  funds  for  the 
medical  examination  of  an  applicant  by  initiation? 

Answer. — This  is  a  matter  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  to 
first  pass  upon.  It  is  not  a  violation  of  the  law  to  require  a  physician’s 
certificate,  but  that  a  lodge  may  pay  from  its  general  funds  for  such 

examination  must  first  be  passed  upon  by  its  Grand  Lodge. 

• 

Dec.  31.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  by  by-law  require  dues  to  be  paid  in 
advance,  the  State  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  being  silent  on  the  point? 

Answer. — No.  The  subject  of  dues  is  wholly  within  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which  the  subordinate  lodge  is  located,  and  such 
Grand  Lodge  has  the  right  to  fix  the  minimum  amounts  to  be  paid,  etc. 

Dec.  32.  Question  1. — Is  it  legal  for  an  encampment  to  vote  each  of 
its  members  Withdrawal  Cards  and  then  vote  to  surrender  its  charter? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — Is  it  legal  for  an  encampment  to  vote  to  surrender  its 
charter  and  then  vote  each  of  its  member  a  Withdrawal  Card? 

Answer. — No.  • 

Question  3. — Would  it  be  legal  for  the  Grand  Patriarch  to  take  up  the 
charter  under  either  of  the  above  circumstances? 

Ansiver. — The  taking  up  of  charters  by  a  Grand  Patriarch  for  mal¬ 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  an  encampment,  is  not  for  the  direction 
of  the  Grand  Sire,  but  should  be  acted  on  by  the  Grand  Patriarch  within 
his  discretion,  subject  to  approval  of  his  Grand  Encampment. 
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Dec.  33.  Statement. — Mrs.  A’s  brother  is  an  Odd  Fellow,  she  is 
married  to  a  man  not  an  Odd  Fellow. 

Question. — Is  Mrs.  A.  eligible  to  membership  in  a  Rebekah  lodge? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  34.  Statement. — Three  subordinate  lodges  of  Battle  Creek, 
Michigan,  desire  to  incorporate  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
as  an  I.  O.  0.  F.  Temple  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  Odd 
Fellows’  Temple,  to  be  used  jointly  by  them  for  meeting  purposes,  and 
also  the  lower  floor  to  contain  stores  to  be  rented  for  commercial  pur¬ 
poses,  the  upper  floor  to  contain  lodge-rooms,  which  will  be  used  by  these 
three  lodges,  and  also  rented  to  other  fraternal  organizations  in  Battle 
Creek  for  meeting  purposes.  The  corporation  is  to  be  composed  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order  only,  and  they  propose  to  issue  stock  to  members  of  the 
Order  only  for  the  purpose  of  raising  sufficient  funds  to  build  the  temple. 
The  entire  building,  when  completed,  will  be  owned  by  the  corporation. 

Question—  Is  such  a  corporation  organized  for  the  purposes  stated,  a 
legal  corporation  under  the  laws  of  Odd  Fellowship? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  35.  Statement. — In  1909  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  ap¬ 
proved  the  following  decision  of  the  Grand  Master: 

“  Question  A. — Is  it  permissible  for  a  Rebekah  lodge  to  purchase  a  Past 
Noble  Grand’s  regalia  to  be  presented  to  the  retiring  Noble  Grand  and 
pay  for  same  from  the  general  fund? 

“  Ansioer. — No. 

“  Question  B. — Is  it  permissible  for  a  Rebekah  lodge  to  purchase  a  Past 
Noble  Grand’s  regalia  to  be  presented  to  the  retiring  Noble  Grand  and 
pay  for  same  from  the  contingent  fund? 

“Answer. — Yes,  provided  the  members  so  vote,  or  such  purchase  is 
authorized  by  the  by-laws  of  the  lodge.” 

As  a  result  of  such  approved  decision  many  Rebekah  lodges  in  the 
Jurisdiction  have  provided  by  by-law  for  the  presentation  of  a  Past 
Noble  Grand’s  regalia  to  the  retiring  Noble  Grand,  the  expense  of  same 
to  be  paid  from  the  contingent  fund. 

Question. — Is  such  expenditure  permissible  under  the  laws  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  36.  Statement. — A  Rebekah  lodge  votes  to  purchase  a  Past  Noble 
Grand’s  collar  for  all  of  its  living  Past  Noble  Grands.  This  involves  an 
expenditure  of  from  $150.00  to  $200.00  as  there  are  some  25  or  more 
collars  to  be  purchased. 

Question. — Can  this  be  done? 

Ansiver. — No. 

Dec.  37.  Statement. — Sec.  72,  Constitution  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 
Members  Entitled  to  Benefits:  Each  beneficial  member  in  good  standing, 
who  shall  be  disabled  by  sickness,  or  injury  to  his  person  from  following 
some  legitimate  business,  provided  said  sickness  or  injury  shall  not  have 
been  occasioned  by  his  own  improper  conduct,  and  who  shall  have  been  a 
member  of  the  lodge  for  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  as  bene- 
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fits,  not  less  than  two  dollars  per  week,  and  not  more  per  week  than  a 
sum  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the  amount  charged  by  his  lodge  for  annual 
dues  (and  not  including  in  the  annual  dues  any  amount  charged  or 
assessed  for  nursing  or  watching  with  the  sick)  during  the  time  of  such 
sickness  or  disability;  which  amounts  shall  be  drawn  and  paid  weekly 
to  such  brother,  by  the  Noble  Grand  or  Vice  Grand;  provided,  that 
benefits  shall  not  be  paid  for  the  fractional  part  of  a  week,  and  that  any 
lodge  may,  by  by-law,  except  the  first  one  or  two  weeks  of  sickness  from 
the  operation  of  this  section;  provided  further,  that  a  lodge  may  enact 
a  by-law  limiting  the  payment  of  benefits  to  those  of  its  members  only, 
who  have  attained  the  Third  degree,  but  in  the  absence  of  such  limitation 
all  sick  and  disabled  members  in  good  standing  who  have  been  members 
of  the  lodge  for  six  months  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits;  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  where  a  lodge  pays  benefits  to  members  of  all'  degrees,  it  may 
in  such  case  make  a  distinction  in  the  amount  of  weekly  benefits  paid  as 
between  members  of  different  degrees,  but  not  as  between  members  of  the 
same  degree.  A  lodge  may  also  adopt  a  by-law  providing  that  when  a 
member  shall  receive  fifty-two  consecutive  weeks’  benefits  the  weekly 
benefits  thereafter  shall  not  be  less  than  one  dollar  during  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  same  sickness,  and  said  by-law  may  go  into  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage;  provided  further,  that  the  suspension  or  expulsion 
of  a  member  shall  not  invalidate  any  claim  of  his  for  benefits  to  which  he 
may  have  been  entitled  prior  to  preferring  charges  against  him  on  which 
he  shall  afterward  have  been  suspended  or  expelled. 

Question. — Under  the  foregoing  section,  or  under  the  minimum  benefit 
law,  can  a  subordinate  lodge  enact  a  by-law  providing  for  the  payment 
of  benefits  as  follows:  Seventeen  weeks  at  three  dollars  per  week; 
eighteen  weeks  at  two  dollars  per  week,  and  then  one  dollar  per  week  for 
the  remaining  seventeen  weeks  of  the  year  for  the  same  sickness?  In 
other  words,  can  a  lodge  enact  a  law  providing  for  the  payment  of  one 
dollar  per  week  for  the  unexpired  weeks  of  the  first  year,  provision  hav¬ 
ing  been  made  for  a  sum  sufficient  per  week,  prior  to  the  provision  of  one 
dollar  per  week  to  make  in  the  aggregate,  the  sum  of  the  one  dollar  per 
week,  of  course  included,  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  four  dollars  for  the 
year,  an  average  of  two  dollars  per  week  for  that  time. 

Ansiver. — No. 

Dec.  39.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  provide  for  the  admission  and  initia¬ 
tion  of  candidates  over  50  years  of  age  as  non-beneficial  members,  such 
members  not  being  required  to  pay  dues  or  to  be  entitled  to  any  pecu¬ 
niary  benefits,  or  to  vote  or  hold  office? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  40.  Question  1. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  pass  a  law  prohibiting  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  from  initiating  an  applicant  who  is  over  fifty  years  of 
age? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  prohibit  a  subordinate  lodge  from  ad¬ 
mitting  to  membership  by  Transfer  Card  a  brother  who  is  over  fifty 
years  of  age? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  8. — Can  a  subordinate  lodge  legally  initiate  an  applicant  who 
is  over  fifty  years  of  age? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  not  prohibited  by  action  of  its  Grand  Lodge. 
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Dec.  41.  Statement. — In  New  South  Wales  a  number  of  Past  Grands, 
who  are  also  Royal  Purple  degree  members  in  good  standing  of  subordi¬ 
nate  encampments,  have  scarlet  collars  trimmed  with  gold  fringe  and 
yellow  metal  trimmings. 

Question  1. — When  visiting  his  own  or  a  sister  encampment  would  such 
a  brother  be  entitled  to  wear  his  regalia? 

Answer. — Assuming  that  you  mean  his  scarlet  collar  as  above  de¬ 
scribed,  no. 

Question  2. — Is  it  in  accordance  with  the  law  or  custom  of  the  Order 
in  America  that  this  regalia  should  be  worn  in  subordinate  encamp¬ 
ments? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  3. — Is  it  contrary  to  the  law  or  custom  of  the  Order  in 
America  that  this  regalia  should  be  worn  in  subordinate  encampments? 

Answer. — Yes.  A  brother  is  entitled  to  wear  the  regalia  indicative 
of  his  highest  rank  in  the  Order  whether  he  is  attending  lodge  or  en¬ 
campment  and  to  be  designated  in  the  journals  thereof  in  like  manner, 
Journal  1898,  15,975,  15,994.  A  member  is  entitled  to  and  should  wear 
the  regalia  designating  the  highest  rank  to  which  he  has  attained,  Journal 
1902,  537,  978,  1002  (Busbee’s  Digest  1575).  Only  the  prescribed  regalia 
can  be  lawfully  worn  (By-laws  of  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Article  XXII, 
page  797,  Busbee’s  Digest).  Encampment  regalia  is  provided  for  in 
Section  1566,  Busbee’s  Digest,  and  the  regalia  provided  for  herein  should 
be  worn  in  subordinate  encampments. 

Dec.  42.  Statement. — Under  the  law,  as  it  now  stands  a  Veteran  Jewel 
or  Honorable  Veteran  Jewel  is  the  proper  substitute  for  regalia  in  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge. 

Question. — Will  such  jewels  be  recognized  as  the  proper  regalia  in  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  43.  Statement. — Referring  to  Report  53,  found  on  pages  339  to 
340,  Journal  1911,  and  to  the  following  resolutions  contained  in  said 
report  and  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  namely: 

“  Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  hereby  permits  and 
authorizes  Grand  Lodges  to  enact  legislation  so  as  to  make  provision 
for  brothers  of  defunct  lodges  who  have  been  members  of  this  Order 
for  not  less  than  twenty-five  years,  by  the  transfer  of  membership  of 
such  brothers  to  any  other  lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction;  and  provided 
further,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  reimburse  such  lodges  for  the  amount 
of  sick  and  funeral  benefits  paid  to  such  members  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  dues  collected  from  them  by  such  lodge. 

“  Resolved ,  That  all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  authority  so  granted  to 
the  Grand  Lodges  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.” 

Question. — Does  the  second  resolution,  “  That  all  laws  in  conflict  with 
this  authority  so  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodges  be,  and  the  same  are, 
hereby  repealed,”  refer  to  or  affect  the  law  on  “  Aged  Odd  Fellows  ”  as 
set  forth  in  Busbee’s  Digest,  1903,  Sections  545  to  547,  inclusive? 

Answer. — No. 
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VISITS. 

During  the  year  I  visited  the  Jurisdictions  of  Michigan,  Illinois,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  Maryland  and  Indiana.  I  should  have  been  glad  to  do  more 
visiting  with  the  members  of  the  other  Jurisdictions,  but  could  not  find 
the  opportunity  to  do  so. 

The  membership  generally  seems  to  me  to  be  active  and  energetic  in 
doing  all  it  can  to  forward  the  interests  of  our  grand  fraternity. 

DEATH  OF  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  ROBERT  E.  WRIGHT. 

On  April  15,  1912,  Bro.  Robert  E.  Wright,  Past  Grand  Sire,  died  at  his 
home  in  Allentown,  Pennsylvania,  after  a  long  illness. 

To  no  member  of  this  great  Order  is  due  greater  honor,  for  the  un¬ 
tiring,  unselfish,  and  devoted  work  given  in  its  interest  than  should  be 
given  to  Brother  Wright. 

He  was  heavily  burdened  with  active,  difficult  and  weighty  business 
cares,  yet  he  always  found  the  way  to  give  of  his  time  and  labor  all  that 
was  required  to  promote  the  interests  of  Odd  Fellowship.  His  work  as  a 
member  of  this  Grand  Body  during  all  the  years  of  his  service  is  marked 
with  an  individuality  rarely  noticed.  He  was  a  man  of  high  ideals,  pure 
purpose  and  wholesome  life.  In  his  association  with  this  organization 
he  has  set  and  left  examples  well  worthy  to  be  followed  by  any  one. 

In  his  life  and  conduct  with  the  ^world  at  large  he  was  in  every  way  one 
to  receive  the  highest  plaudits  and  strongest  approval  of  all  who  learned 
to  know  him. 

In  his  home  life  he  was  in  every  way  an  ideal  husband  and  father. 
Kind,  forbearing,  loved  and  trusted  by  all  who  knew  him,  he  will  be 
greatly  missed. 

I  recommend  that  a  committee  composed  of  all  the  living  Past  Grand 
Sires  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  memorial  to  him. 

BRO.  GEORGE  T.  CLARKE. 

We  all  remember  with  much  pleasure  the  visit  of  Bro.  George  T.  Clarke, 
Past  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  to  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Body  held 
at  Denver,  Colorado,  in  1908. 

Brother  Clarke  has  been  for  many  years  and  still  is  very  active  in  his 
country  in  the  interest  of  Odd  Fellowship.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I 
inform  you  that  he  has  received  the  appointment  of  Lord  Mayor  of 
Sydney,  Australasia.  This  is  an  important  city  of  large  population,  the 
position  is  an  important  one  and  Brother  Clarke  will  do  it  credit  in  his 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  his  high  office. 

I  suggest  that  it  would  be  entirely  proper  to  send  him  the  greetings 
and  compliments  of  this  Grand  Body,  wishing  him  success  and  long 
service  in  his  new  position. 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  SUPPLIES. 

I  received  a  letter  dated  May  30  from  Grand  Secretary  Goodwin  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  unauthorized  persons  were  offering  for  sale  a 
P.  M.  Badge  or  Button,  which  was  an  infringement  on  the  patent  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  Brother  Goodwin  I 
issued  a  letter  dated  June  6,  to  all  Department  Commanders  and  cantons 
calling  their  attention  to  the  fact  and  directing  that  supplies  be  pur¬ 
chased  only  through  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant-

was  as  follows: 

To  all  Department  Commanders  and  Cantons: 

Dear  Sirs  and  Chevaliers. — Information  comes  to  me  that  unauthor¬ 
ized  persons  or  concerns  are  advertising  and  offering  for  sale  what  they 
claim  as  P.  M.  Badges  or  Buttons.  The  regular  P.  M.  Badge  is  furnished 
only  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  no  other  is  authorized.  De¬ 
partments  and  cantons  will  see  to  it  that  all  P.  M.  Badges  and  all  other 
supplies  furnished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  obtained  only 
through  the  regular  channels.  Cantons  under  Department  Councils  will 
purchase  only  through  and  from  Departments;  cantons  not  attached  to 
Departments  will  purchase  only  through  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Adjutant-General,  25  North  Liberty  Street,  Baltimore,  Mary¬ 
land.  It  is  hereby  directed  that  Department  Commanders  issue  to  all 
cantons  in  their  Departments,  respectively,  notice  in  accordance  with  the 
above,  to  the  end  that  the  rights  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  De¬ 
partments  shall  be  respected  and  protected  by  all  cantons.

I  think  it  advisable  that  some  legislation  be  had  to  require  that  all 
supplies  for  this  Department,  as  well  as  all  others,  be  purchased  through 
the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant-General. 

PEACE  MONUMENT. 

I  received  a  letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Netherlands  re¬ 
lating  to  a  proposition  to  found  and  reveal  some  kind  of  monument  on 
the  square  before  the  Palace  of  Peace  at  The  Hague,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  official  opening  of  the  same  in  the  year  1913. 

It  was  desired  that  permission  be  given  to  solicit  for  money  for  this 
purpose  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I 
explained  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Netherlands  that  under  our  sys¬ 
tem  of  government  the  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Patriarchs  of  the  Juris¬ 
dictions,  respectively,  would  have  authority  to  grant  permission  to 
solicit  aid,  but  that  it  was  doubtful  if  they  had  any  authority  outside  of 
granting  petitions  for  relief. 

I  also  asked  that  he  name  the  sum  which  would  be  expected  from  the 
Continent  of  North  America  toward  the  project  so  I  might  report  the 
same  to  you.  I  have  had  no  reply  to  my  letter,  but  submit  the  fact  that  I 
have  had  this  correspondence  to  you  for  your  consideration. 

Among  the  letters  referred  to  under  the  head  of  “  Correspondence  ”  in 
this  report  will  be  found  the  letter  of  Brother  Van  Wankum  set  out  in 
full,  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made. 

MANILA  LODGE,  NO.  1,  MANILA,  PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS. 

A  letter  from  Bro.  C.  E.  Helvie,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  to  me  dated  January  8,  1912,  reporting  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  officers,  and  the  general  condition  of  Manila  Lodge,  No.  1,  I  have 
no  doubt  will  be  of  great  interest  to  all  members  of  our  fraternity.  It 
is  fully  explanatory  of  all  that  is  being  done  in  that  far  away  country 
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In  the  interests  of  our  Order,  and  I  therefore  set  out  the  letter  in  full 
herewith:

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  lodge  had  88  members,  during  the 
year  there  were  5  initiated  and  3  admitted  by  card;  during  the  same  time 
4  members  withdrew  by  card  and  transfer,  3  were  suspended  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues,  1  expelled  on  account  of  drunkenness,  and  2  of  the 
members  died,  leaving  the  number  of  members  at  end  of  year  at  86;  a 
net  loss  of  2. 

The  net  receipts  for  the  year  were  as  follows:  Initiations  $150.00; 
degrees  $75.00;  dues  $970.50;  donations  $7.83;  Visiting  and  Withdrawal 
Cards  $3.00;  rents  and  invested  funds  $46.67,  or  a  total  of  $1253.00. 

There  were  $256.00  paid  to  7  members  for  94  weeks  sick  benefits  and 
$48.00  to  1  member  of  another  lodge  for  12  weeks  sick  benefits;  $125.00 
for  the  funeral  expenses  of  one  of  the  brothers  and  $23.00  as  special  relief 
to  the  widow  of  the  same  brother;  or  a  total  of  $452.00  paid  for  relief 
of  all  kinds. 

The  lodge  is  in  a  good  financial  condition,  and  considering  the  small 
American  population  we  have  to  draw  from  in  Manila,  its  membership 
compares  well  with  like  organizations  here  and  in  the  United  States. 
The  unsettled  conditions  of  Americans  in  the  Philippines  tend  largely  to 
deplete  our  membership  and  it  is  only  by  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part 
of  all  that  it  is  possible  to  make  any  material  increase  in  membership. 
We  consider  that  we  have  done  well,  but  we  are  not  satisfied.  From  the 
present  indications  the  prospect  for  a  decided  increase  in  numbers  as  well 
as  the  quality  of  initiates  is  bright,  and  I  feel  sure  our  hopes  will  be 
realized. 
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On  January  G,  1912,  the  Odd  Fellows’  Entertainment  Club  gave  a  re¬ 
ception  and  ball  in  honor  of  the  newly  installed  officers  which  proved  to 
be  a  grand  success.  There  were  over  300  Odd  Fellows  and  their  friends 
present  and  all  enjoyed  themselves.  Bro.  Newton  W.  Gilbert,  ex-Lieu- 
tenant-Governor  of  Indiana,  and  at  present  Vice-Governor  of  the  Philip¬ 
pine  Islands,  favored  the  club  with  a  splendid  address  on  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  and  afterwards  led  the  grand  march  at  the  opening  of  the  ball.

SPURIOUS  ORDERS. 

Heretofore  we  have  had  considerable  trouble  with  spurious  organiza¬ 
tions  attempting  to  use  the  name  of  and  adopting  the  emblems  of  our 
Order,  and  have  had  no  court  decision  upon  which  we  could  rely  for 
protection. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York  by  a  decision  rendered  May  24, 
1912,  in  the  case  of  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  against  Im¬ 
proved  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  of  the  World,  et  al.,  it 
was  decided  by  the  court  that  an  injunction  was  properly  granted  the 
complainant — “  The  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  ”  restrain¬ 
ing  the  use  of  the  name  “  the  Improved  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order 
of  Elks  of  the  World  ”  by  a  negro  organization  which  was  not  and  had 
never  been  a  part  of  the  original  order;  the  court  holding  that  the  prefix 
“  Improved  ”  and  suffix  “  of  the  World  ”  were  insufficient  to  differentiate 
the  two  organizations. 

I  call  your  attention  to  this  decision  so  you  may  have  access  to  the 
same  at  any  time  you  need  it  in  the  future.  The  decision  will  be  found 
in  Volume  98,  Northeastern  Reporter,  page  756. 

TUBERCULOSIS  SANITARIUM. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  which  was  practically  disposed  of  at 
the  last  session,  I  received  a  letter  from  Bro.  John  E.  Raker,  member  of 
Congress  from  California,  offering  his  assistance  in  securing  the  passing 
of  a  Bill  authorizing  the  use  of  public  lands,  which  may  be  selected,  for 
the  purpose  of  a  Sanitarium,  or  camping  ground,  by  our  Order.  I  wrote 
to  Brother  Raker  saying  that  I  appreciated  very  much  the  thoughtful 
interest  he  had  shown  in  behalf  of  our  great  Order  and  thanking  him 
for  his  proffer  of  help. 

I  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  could  do  nothing  with  this 
matter  until  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  this  session. 
I  suggested  to  him  that  I  could  see  no  reason  why  the  grant  should  not 
be  made  subject  to  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  making  the 
time  limit  for  acceptance  five  years  distant. 

A  Bill  was  introduced  by  Brother  Raker,  known  as  Bill  23289,  which  I 
herewith  set  out  in  full. 

Brother  Raker  will  be  remembered  as  Grand  Representative  from 
California  who  has  rendered  valuable  and  efficient  service  to  the  Order, 
and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  matter  to  you,  showing 
his  great  interest  in  the  Order. 

The  matter  is  submitted  that  you  may  take  such  action  as  you  see  fit. 
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62D  CONGRESS,  2D  SESSION.  H.  R.  23289. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  April  13,  1912. 

Mr.  Raker  introduced  the  following  Bill;  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Public  Lands  and  ordered  to  be  printed: 

A  BILL 

Authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  Set  Aside  Certain  Lands 
to  be  Used  as  a  National  Sanitarium  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  for  other 
Purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  In¬ 
terior  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  and  directed  to  set 
aside  a  tract  of  land  not  exceeding  four  sections  of  any  unoccupied  non¬ 
mineral  public  land  in  a  salubrious  part  of  the  United  States,  to  be  used 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
for  a  sanitarium  and  camping  ground,  subject  to  the  care,  use,  and  con¬ 
trol  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  patent  to  the  said  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  of  said  land  to  be  so  selected  and  set 
aside:  Provided,  That  no  patent  shall  be  issued  until  said  selection  has 
been  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  the  consent  first  had 
thereto  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  with  the  written  statement  by  the  said  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  that  said  land  is  to  be 
used  by  said  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  for  the  purposes  specified  in  section  one  of  this  Act:  Provided 
further,  That  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  shall  first 
certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  to  the  character  of  said  land 
as  specified  in  section  one  of  this  Act  before  patent  shall  be  issued:  And 
provided  further,  That  said  patent  shall  contain  the  proviso  and  ex¬ 
pressed  condition  that  if  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows  shall  cease  to  use  said  land  for  sanitarium  and 
camping-ground  purposes  for  a  period  of  two  years,  the  said  lands  and 
the  whole  thereof  shall  revert  to  the  United  States,  and  all  claim  and 
right  and  title  thereunder  and  thereto  under  said  patent  issued  by*this 
Act  shall  cease  and  end  and  be  null  and  void,  and  be  thereupon  forfeited 
to  the  United  States  without  any  further  action  or  proceedings  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  Act  is  hereby 
expressly  reserved. 

AUSTIN,  PENNSYLVANIA,  FLOOD. 

On  September  30,  1911,  the  country  was  startled  by  the  report  of  the 
terrible  flood  at  Austin,  Pennsylvania,  caused  by  the  breaking  of  a  dam. 

I  at  once  wrote  to  Bro.  Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  conveying  through  him  to  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
Austin  and  their  families,  the  sincere  sympathy  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  and  asking  him  to  assure  them  that  if  anything  was  needed  of 
the  Order  it  would  be  done. 

I  received  a  gratifying  reply  from  Brother  Hall,  saying  that  notwith¬ 
standing  the  sad  occurrence  and  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  members 
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located  at  Austin,  yet  that  the  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania  was  in  a 
position  to  afford  ample  relief,  and  he  informed  me  at  the  same  time  that 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania  has  provided  a  fund  under  the  control 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  on  which  they  can  draw  for  immediate  relief 
in  such  cases. 

This  strikes  me  as  being  an  example  in  this  Jurisdiction  which  is 
worthy  to  be  followed  in  all  Jurisdictions,  and  one  about  which  the 
Order,  generally,  should  be  informed. 

I  therefore  submit  this  information  for  your  consideration. 

DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  SIRE  OF  PORTO  RICO. 

On  December  6  I  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Goodwin  enclosing 
resignation  from  Bro.  Paul  L.  Hagen,  D.  D.  G.  Sire  of  Porto  Rico,  and 
recommending  the  appointment  of  Bro.  Henry  Axtmayer  as  his  suc¬ 
cessor. 

Thereupon  I  appointed  Brother  Axtmayer  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
of  Porto  Rico,  which  position  he  accepted  and  has  been  performing  the 
duties  of  the  positions  since  with  credit  and  ability. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  ORDER  IN  ENGLAND. 

Pursuant  to  Report  100,  page  378  of  the  Journal  of  1911,  I  requested 
Grand  Secretary  Goodwin  to  take  up  with  Past  Grand  Sire  George  T. 
Clarke  and  Bro.  John  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary  of  Australasia,  the 
subject  matter  of  establishing  the  Order  in  England  and  ask  for  their 
views  and  suggestions  as  to  the  best  procedure  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  result  desired. 

Accordingly,  Brother  Goodwin,  with  his  usual  promptness  and  extraor¬ 
dinary  ability,  took  this  matter  up  with  Brothers  Smith  and  Clarke 
and  since  had  considerable  correspondence  with  them  upon  the  subject. 

The  question  of  the  establishment  of  our  Order  in  England  is  one  that 
has  given  our  officers  no  little  concern  and  will  continue  to  be  a  source 
of  difficulty  for  some  time  to  come. 

I  suggest  that  all  the  matters  relating  to  this  subject  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  International  Relations  and  that  that  committee  give 
the  subject  full  consideration,  and  further  that  the  whole  matter  be  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Grand  Secretary  with  a 
view  to  working  out  the  details  of  this  troublesome  proposition  if  at  all 
possible. 

GRAND  ENCAMPMENT  IN  ALBERTA. 

I  received  a  letter  dated  July  20,  from  Bro.  A.  E.  May,  D.  D.  G.  S., 
Edmonton,  Alberta,  which  reads  as  follows: 

John  B.  CocTcrum,  Esq.,  Grand  Sire,  I.  0.  0.  F..  Indianapolis: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother. — As  we  have  now  sufficient  subordinate  en¬ 
campments  in  this  Jurisdiction  to  enable  us  to  make  application  for  a 
charter  for  a  Grand  Encampment,  and  as  I  believe  that  for  the  welfare 
of  this  branch  of  our  Order,  immediate  action  should  be  taken,  I  beg, 
therefore,  to  ask  that  we  be  permitted  to  proceed  under  Section  5  of  the 
By-laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  wherein  it  provides  that  when 
the  distances  are  so  great  as  to  cause  considerable  expense  in  calling  a 
convention,  that  the  matter  may  be  arranged  by  correspondence,  etc. 

I  am  therefore  anticipating  your  consent  in  the  matter  and  am  pro¬ 
ceeding  along  this  line. 
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I  will  be  in  position  to  make  application  for  the  charter  in  a  day  or 
two,  and  as  we  are  anxious  to  institute  our  Grand  Encampment  as  early 
in  August  as  possible,  it  is  desirable  that  we  receive  our  charter  at  an 
early  date.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother. — I  have  your  favor  of  the  20th  in  which  you  ask 
that  you  be  permitted  to  proceed  under  Section  5  of  the  By-laws  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  take  the  vote  of  the  different  encampments 
in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Alberta,  to  determine  whether  or  not  you  shall 
establish  a  Grand  Encampment  in  your  Jurisdiction. 

By  authority  in  me  vested  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  Grand 
Sire,  I  hereby  grant  you  this  consent,  and  shall  be  glad  to  have  you  report 
the  action  taken  in  the  premises.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  report  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  and  am  gratified  indeed  that  application  will  no  doubt  soon 
be  made  for  a  charter  for  a  Grand  Encampment  therein. 

PAST  NOBLE  GRANDS’  ASSOCIATION. 

In  February  I  was  advised  by  Sister  Flora  L.  Hart,  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  of  Michigan,  that  she  had  visited  a  Past  Noble  Grands’ 
Association  in  that  Jurisdiction  and  found  them  conducting  their  meet¬ 
ing  with  ritualistic  work  prepared  by  themselves,  worded  differently 
but  very  similar  to  our  Ritual;  secret  work,  signs,  annual  and  semi¬ 
annual  passwords,  installation  work  and  all  pertaining  to  the  Order. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  information  I  at  once  wrote  to  Grand  Master 
Hamburger  of  Michigan,  asking  him  to  investigate  the  matter  and  if 
he  found  the  facts  to  be  as  stated  by  Sister  Hart  to  put  a  stop  to  the  same 
at  once  and  report  to  me. 

Accordingly,  Brother  Hamburger  very  promptly  and  thoroughly  in¬ 
vestigated  the  matter  and  wrote  me  on  March  22  that  he  had  been  ad¬ 
vised  by  Sister  Hart  that  all  of  the  Past  Noble  Grands’  Associations 
that  had  been  illegally  operating  in  that  State  had  been  discontinued 
and  are  now  conforming  strictly  to  the  law. 

I  make  this  report  to  your  for  your  information. 

FOREIGN  RELATIONS. 

I  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Representatives  to  that  part  of  my 
report  which  sets  out  answers  to  my  letter  written  to  Grand  Masters, 
Grand  Patriarchs.  Presidents  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  Grand  Secretaries, 
Grand  Scribes..  Secretaries  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  Department  Com¬ 
manders,  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires,  who  are  located  in  Foreign  Juris¬ 
dictions.  It  is  with  great  appreciation  of  the  promptness  with  which  all 
of  these  various  officers  have  replied  to  my  communication  that  I  call 
your  attention  hereto. 

These  brothers  in  foreign  lands  are  doing  extraordinary  work  in  the 
interest  of  our  great  Organization  and  deserve  in  every  way  the  highest 
praise  and  the  very  best  assistance  that  can  be  given  them.

USE  OF  “  THREE  LINKS  ”  FOR  ADVERTISING. 

Early  in  March  I  received  a  letter  from  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Keller, 
enclosing  a  map  used  by  the  I.  &  G.  N.  R.  R.  Co.  for  advertising  purposes. 
I  wrote  to  an  agent  of  the  railroad  company  and  received  from  him  a 
letter  apologizing  for  any  infringement  on  our  right,  and  assuring  me 
that  they  would  have  no  new  matter  published  bearing  this  emblem,  but 
would  use  a  car  coupling  link  for  their  advertising  without  infringing 
upon  the  emblem  of  our  Order. 

It  was  explained  that  a  large  supply  of  printed  matter  was  on  hand 
with  this  emblem  and  when  exhausted  no  further  use  of  our  emblem 
would  be  made. 

I  thought  this  a  very  good  way  to  dispose  of  the  matter  and  so  acknowl¬ 
edged  receipt  of  the  communication  to  the  agent  of  the  railroad  company, 
thanking  him  for  his  courteous  consideration  of  our  request. 

Another  violation  of  our  rights,  by  use  of  our  emblem,  the  “  Three 
Links,”  by  a  Newark,  New  Jersey,  house  has  been  reported  to  me.  I 
referred  the  same  to  Bro.  F.  P.  Trautmann  for  investigation.

GRAND  SIRE’S  PRIZES. 

At  the  session  of  1910,  on  assuming  the  position  of  Grand  Sire,  I 
addressed  a  letter  to  Brother  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary,  to  be  found  at 
page  866  of  the  Journal  of  1910,  in  which  I  proposed  to  give  a  silver  cup 
to  cost  not  less  than  $100.00  to  the  Grand  Lodge  showing  the  greatest 
gain  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  between  December  31,  1910,  and 
December  31,  1911.  And,  also  at  the  same  time  I  offered  to  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  showing  the  largest  increase  in  membership  a  lodge 
banner  to  cost  not  less  than  $100.00. 

By  resolution,  approved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  each  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Body,  and  request  them  to  send  a  copy  to  every  lodge  in  their  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  order  that  the  widest  publicity  might  be  given  to  the  offers  made, 
all  of  which  instructions  were  fully  carried  out  and  a  friendly  rivalry 
sprang  up  between  the  various  Jurisdictions  throughout  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  a  manner  to  try  to  gain  these  prizes  and  at  the  same  time  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  Order. 

I  have  to  report  that  after  receiving  reports  from  all  the  lodges  and 
Jurisdictions  the  silver  cup  has  been  awarded  to  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Illinois,  showing  an  increase  in  membership  of  5064  as  against  the  next 
highest  (the  Jurisdiction  of  Washington)  which  showed  an  increase  of 
2919. 

Although  the  reports  from  Illinois  cover  the  period  from  March  31, 
1911,  to  March  31,  1912,  inclusive,  and  were  not  strictly  within  the  terms 
of  the  offer  upon  which  the  awards  were  to  be  made,  after  correspondence 
with  Brother  Hart,  Grand  Secretary  of  Washington,  he  advised  that  the 
cup  be  given  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  because  it  had  rightfully 
earned  it  and  it  was  so  manifestly  certain  that  the  large  increase  made 
by  this  Jurisdiction  between  the  dates  named  in  my  proposition,  if  prop¬ 
erly  obtainable,  would  far  exceed  that  of  any  other  Jurisdiction,  so  in 
all  fairness  I  decided  that  the  cup  should  go  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois. 
Accordingly,  the  award  was  made  and  I  have  so  informed  Brother 
Sikes,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois.  The  following 
statement  furnished  me  by  Brother  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary  of  Tha 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  shows  the  increase  and  decrease  in  subordinate 
membership  during  the  year  1911,  by  Jurisdictions:

Replies  from  all  giving  favorable  information  were  promptly  re¬ 
turned  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  you  all,  I  am  sure,  to  give  considera¬ 
tion  to  that  part  of  these  communications  relating  to  the  Order,  omitting 
therefrom  all  formal,  personal  and  irrelevant  parts  I  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Alabama. — Harry  Firstbrook ,  Department  Commander :  There  is  so 
little  I  could  tell  you  that  would  redound  to  our  credit,  and  so  much  that 
I  could  tell  you  that  would  be  adverse,  that  I  wish  to  ask  you  if  you  will 
kindly  excuse  me  from  anything  that  could  be  termed  a  report  at  this 
time. 

Mrs.  Leona  B.  Kirk,  Secretary  of  Rebekah  Assembly :  The  Rebekah 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Alabama  is  not  in  a  flourishing  condition; 
indeed,  the  utter  lack  of  indifference  displayed  in  many  of  the  lodges

in  our  State  is  alarming  to  those  of  us  who  love  the  work  and  desire  to 
see  it  grow.  The  Alabama  Assembly  did  not  approve  the  organization  of 
a  National  Assembly,  as  set  forth  in  resolutions  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  1910,  this,  however,  does  not  signify  that  the  Alabama  Rebekahs 
do  not  feel  the  need  of  better  representation  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  which  I  think  we  must  have  sooner  or  later,  if  we  would  grow. 
There  are  many  points  of  law  which  members  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of 
Odd  Fellowship  might  discuss  with  good  results  to  that  branch  of  the 
Order. 

Alberta. — 0.  E.  Tisdale ,  Grand  Master:  It  is  with  pleasure  I  have  to 
advise  you  of  the  very  marked  progress  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Alberta  for  the  past  year.  During  1911  we  have  had  a  gain  in 
subordinate  lodge  membership  of  approximately  1200  members;  and  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  subordinate  lodges  of  10.  The  Rebekah  branch 
and  the  Encampment  branch  also  show  a  very  gratifying  increase. 

With  but  a  few  exceptions  all  of  our  lodges  are  doing  a  good  work,  and 
•I  anticipate  that  the  current  year  will  show  even  a  better  increase  than 
the  one  just  closed. 

Arizona. — Alfred  A.  Ferguson,  Grand  Master:  I  find  by  the  report 
furnished  me  by  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  situation  is  anything  but 
flattering.  While  we  have  added  two  new  lodges  I  find  that  the  total 
increase  for  the  year  is  but  10  members.  This,  of  course,  does  not  sound 
r  ood,  and  might  mean  that  the  Grand  Officers  have  not  performed  their 
full  duty  during  the  year,  but  the  fact  is  that  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
myself  made  more  extensive  visits  during  the  year  than  have  been  made 
by  the  Grand  Officers  for  several  years;  besides  I  have  done  a  great  deal 
of  corresponding  and  endeavored  to  assist  in  keeping  up  an  interest  in 
that  way.  The  true  reasons  are  the  business  conditions  existing  in  this 
Jurisdiction  for  the  past  year  or  more.  Copper  properties  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction  have  either  closed  down  or  curtailed  their  output; 
several  of  our  big  mining  towns  have  lost  hundreds  of  their  residents; 
the  war  in  Mexico  has  raised  havoc  with  business  in  our  border  towns, 
and  on  the  whole,  conditions  have  been  extremely  bad. 

With  the  advent  of  statehood,  and  prospects  of  cessation  of  hostilities 
in  Mexico,  with  the  advance  in  the  price  of  copper,  our  prospects  are 
materially  brightened  and  we  look  forward  to  increased  interest  and 
growth  during  the  coming  year. 

George  A.  Mintz,  Grand  Secretary:  Two  new  lodges  have  been  added 
to  the  list  during  the  past  year,  but  both  are  in  small  communities  and 
consequently  light  in  membership.  Including  the  two  new  lodges  the 
total  increase  in  membership  has  been  119,  while  the  loss  from  various 
causes,  principally  from  the  closing  down  of  mines  and  laying  off  of  men, 
has  been  109,  leaving  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  but  9.  I  am  sorry 
I  cannot  make  a  more  favorable  report  of  the  past  year  but  cannot  do  so. 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Secretary:  The  report  from  the 
Grand  Lodge,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  shows  a  fair  gain  in  membership 
during  the  year,  though  not  as  large  as  we  have  been  accustomed  to  for 
the  last  twelve  years.  However,  we  feel  greatly  encouraged  and  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  we  shall  be  able  to  show  a  greater  pros¬ 
perity  for  the  coming  year.  Our  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  went  to 
work  with  the  motto  “  Increase  the  Membership  ”  and  have  succeeded 
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in  instituting  six  new  lodges  since  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  We 
are  having  district  meetings  which  are  proving  beneficial.  The  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  interest  does  not  seem  to  be  confined  to  any  special  part  of 
the  State.  The  outlook  is  indeed  encouraging,  which,  of  course,  stimu¬ 
lates  all  concerned. 

John  P.  Paul,  as  Grand  Scribe:  The  Patriarchal  branch  does  not  grow 
as  rapidly  as  we  would  wish,  but  we  have  reasons  to  believe  that  a  new 
impetus  has  been  given  during  the  last  few  months,  and  we  expect  a 
larger  increase  during  the  coming  year.  We  have  been  very  fortunate 
in  having  at  its  head  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  patriarchs  in  the 
State,  Bro.  W.  S.  Grove,  whose  ambition  in  this  branch  for  success  has 
induced  great  activity  in  the  subordinate  encampment,  and  when  the 
year  closes  we  expect  a  showing  that  will  justify  us  in  being  proud  of 
what  has  been  accomplished. 

British  Columbia. — W.  H.  Cullin,  Grand  Master:  It  is  very  gratifying 
for  me  to  inform  you  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  continues  to 
prosper. 

E.  L.  Webber,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  year  1911  started  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  668  and  ended  with  820,  showing  an  increase  during  the  year 
of  over  22  per  cent.  Not  as  good  an  increase  as  I  had  hoped  for,  but 
still  I  am  sure  you  will  consider  it  very  gratifying  and  surpassed  by  few 
Jurisdictions.  The  condition  of  this  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this 
Jurisdiction  is  good,  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  most  promising. 

Frances  A.  Walker,  Secretary  Rebekah  Assembly:  The  Rebekah  lodges 
in  the  Jurisdiction  of  British  Columbia  are  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
with  prospects  of  three  new  lodges. 

Colonel  Chas.  S.  Keith,  Department  Commander:  I  regret  to  report 
that  in  so  far  as  the  Militant  is  concerned  we  are  not  in  the  flourishing 
condition  which  we  have  a  right  to  expect  in  the  great  and  growing  west. 
We  have  seven  cantons  on  our  roster,  but  two  of  these  are  anything  but 
active  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  recall  their  charters.  The  other  five 
are  doing  very  good  work.  There  are  only  four  other  places  where  there 
are  active  encampments  from  which  we  might  draw  material  for  the 
Militant  and  of  these,  three  are  mining  towns  where  labor  conditions 
and  hostile  influences  militate  against  the  Militant  so  that  you  will  see 
that  the  opportunities  for  advancing  the  Militant  are  few  and  uncertain. 

California. — F.  E.  Colley,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  outlook  for  Patri¬ 
archal  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  coming  year  is  very 
bright. 

Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Grand  Scribe:  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  installation 
and  everything  looks  encouraging  in  all  branches  of  the  Order. 

II.  D.  Richardson,  Grand  Secretary:  At  this  time  indications  point  to 
a  good  healthy  growth  of  membership  with  peace  and  harmony  prevail¬ 
ing  to  a  marked  degree.  Several  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  and 
none  have  fallen  by  the  wayside.  Two  of  our  lodges  number  over  700 
members;  Redlands  Lodge,  No.  341,  closed  the  year  with  705  members, 
and  Riverside  Lodge,  No.  282,  with  701  members,  the  former  lodge 
making  a  net  gain  of  141  members.  I  am  certain  that  Redlands  Lodge 
will  be  very  glad  to  have  the  cup  offered  by  you  for  the  largest  net  gain 
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during  the  year  1911,  but  if  it  is  not  destined  to  go  to  southern  California, 
no  matter  where  it  may  go,  the  lodge  securing  the  trophy  has  the  best 
wishes  ot  our  California  brethren. 

Gen  J.  K.  Ritter,  Department  Commander :  As  Department  Commander 
of  California  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  Department  continues  to  be 
in  a  very  prosperous  and  harmonious  condition.  It  has  been  my  pleasure 
to  visit  practically  every  canton  in  this  Department  once  a  year,  and 
those  visits  have  resulted  in  much  good  for  the  entire  Order,  because  it 
cannot  be  denied  but  that  the  chevaliers  that  comprise  a  live,  up-to-date 
Department  such  as  California,  consist  of  active  workers  in  all  branches 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  therefore  our  enthusiasm  and  visits  are  with  those 
who  build  up  the  Order.  It  is  our  hope  and  wish  that  by  the  last  of  the 
year  1912,  that  this  Department  will  not  only  outrank  all  other  Depart¬ 
ments,  but  will  have  the  largest  membership  of  any  Department  in  the 
United  States.  Our  motto  has  been  set  for  2500.  That  will  stand  out  as 
boldly  to  the  officers  and  chevaliers  as  the  year  1915  stands  to  the  world. 
In  conclusion  let  me  express  a  wish  to  the  effect  that  California  will  be 
permitted  to  entertain  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  during  the  World’s 
Panama  Pacific  International  Exposition,  1915. 

Colorado. — J.  E.  Snook,  Grand  Master:  The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction 
is  harmonious,  loyal  and  progressive  and  we  hope  to  have  a  good  year. 
Our  Grand  Lodge  Trustees  have  been  directed  to  select  a  site  for  an  Odd 
Fellows’  Home.  We  shall  have  in  the  Home  Fund  by  the  next  meeting 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  about  $75,000  so  that  we  hope  now  speedily 
to  erect  and  maintain  a  real  Home  for  the  aged  and  the  orphans  of  the 
Order. 

Gen.  J.  J.  Hallock,  Department  Commander:  The  year  1911  was  a  fairly 
prosperous  year  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  We  mustered  six  new 
cantons  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  several  more  this  coming  summer 
and  fall.  The  cantons  are  increasing  their  membership  and  there  was 
less  dropping  for  non-payment  of  dues  for  1911  than  for  1910  and  I  think 
there  will  be  less  this  year.  I  am  in  hopes  this  will  be  the  banner  year 
for  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  this  Department  and  all  others.  There  is 
not  too  much  praise  we  can  give  the  chevaliers  for  the  effort  to  make  this 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  the  grandest  of  all  fraternal  societies  known 
to  man. 

Connecticut. — A.  T.  Woodford,  Grand  Master:  I  take  great  pleasure 
in  reporting 'to  you  at  this  time  that  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut  is  most  encouraging.  I  can  assure  you  that  we  have 
made  substantial  gains  in  every  branch  of  the  Order  and  there  never  was 
a  time  when,  the  Order  was  in  better  condition  than  to-day. 

William  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary:  While  the  gain  in  member¬ 
ship  in  subordinate  lodges  does  not  equal  that  for  the  year  1910,  the 
results  are  very  satisfactory.  In  the  Rebekah  lodges  the  gain  is  the 
largest  for  fifteen  years,  and  in  the  subordinate  encampments  the  results 
are  very  gratifying  indeed.  Not  only  have  we  made  gains  in  all  the 
branches  of  the  Order,  but  the  increased  interest  in  all  branches,  leads 
us  to  anticipate  a  splendid  gain  for  1912.  I  believe  that  the  Order  in 
Connecticut  was  never  in  better  condition  for  a  forward  movement  than 
at  the  present,  and  I  look  for  good  results  the  coming  year. 
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Mrs.  Cordelia  A.  Blakeman,  President  Rel)eTcaTi  Assembly:  Although 
there  was  a  loss  of  one  lodge  having  38  members,  still  we  have  a  net 
gain  of  109  brothers  and  261  sisters,  making  our  membership  December 
31,  1911,  7040.  There  has  been  harmony  and  good  will  in  all  the  lodges 
and  we  feel  sure  that  the  good  work  will  go  on,  in  building  up  the 
Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Delaware. — 'William  W.  Douty ,  Grand  Secretary:  It  is  with  a  great 
deal  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  this  Juris¬ 
diction  has  made  a  very  material  increase  during  the  year.  Our  Order 
in  this  State  is  in  better  condition  than  ever  before.  The  lodges  are  all 
active  and  doing  good  work.  The  membership  in  general  has  the  spirit 
of  progressiveness  which  denotes  further  advancement  for  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 
in  the  little  State  of  Delaware.  Our  numerical  strength  is  greater  than 
it  has  ever  been;  we  have  over  3000  members,  something  we  have  never 
had  before  since  the  Order  was  instituted  in  Delaware.  We  trust  our 
next  report  to  you  will  still  show  a  good  increase  for  our  beloved  Order. 

District  of  Columbia. — Dr.  Thomas  J.  Gates,  Grand  Master:  My  term 
as  Grand  Master  is  drawing  to  a  close  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
note  that  peace  and  harmony  and  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  prevail  through¬ 
out  the  Jurisdiction.  Our  subordinate  lodges,  each  of  which  I  have 
officially  visited  during  my  term  of  office,  all  seem  to  be  fully  alive  to  the 
true  aims  and  work  of  the  Order.  Proficiency  in  the  ritualistic  work  and 
perfect  acquaintance  with  the  unwritten  work  are  manifest  everywhere. 
We  close  the  year  with  an  increase  of  membership  in  the  subordinate 
branch  of  13.  This  is  small  but  it  means  much  in  our  little  Jurisdiction 
where,  for  several  years  past,  the  tide  has  been  setting  the  other  way. 
There  is  a  more  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  members  owing 
less  than  one  year’s  dues. 

In  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  conditions  are  quite  encouraging. 
Just  at  the  close  of  my  term  I  have  instituted  a  new  Rebekah  lodge, 
Miriam,  No.  6,  which  was  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  a  special 
session  on  January  11.  It  makes  a  flourishing  start,  with  a  numerous 
and  representative  membership.  Without  exception,  both  subordinate 
and  Rebekah  lodges  are  in  satisfactory  financial  condition. 

Florida. — Frank  A.  Eaton,  Grand  Patriarch:  I  am  unable  to  say  at 
this  time  just  what  the  condition  of  this  branch-  of  our  Order  will  be 
when  all  the  reports  are  in,  but  I  do  know  that  while  some  of  the  camps 
have  not  done  much,  others  have  made  a  creditable  increase,  and  the 
prospects  are  that  the  improvement  in  these  camps  is  of  a  permanent 
character  and  will  continue.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  consideration  given 
to  this  branch  of  our  Order  by  the  last  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  be  of 
lasting  and  permanent  good  and  that  we  may  confidently  look  forward  to 
a  great  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Patriarchal  degree.  I  am 
sending  out  a  circular  letter  to  all  the  camps  in  this  Jurisdiction  urging 
them  to  bend  all  their  energies  to  regain  their  lost  membership  and  en¬ 
deavor  to  make  1912  a  good  and  successful  year,  if  not  the  most  success¬ 
ful,  in  the  history  of  this  Grand  Domain,  and  I  feel  sure  that  I  can  safely 
promise  you  that  there  will  be  something  doing. 

Georgia. — Mrs.  Gyppie  Thomas,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  am 
very  sorry  to  have  to  report  to  you  that  the  conditions  in  the  Rebekah 
branch  of  our  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  are  not  as  encouraging  as  I 
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would  like  to  have  them.  However,  I  am  working  very  hard  and  am 
doing  all  that  is  in  my  power  to  try  and  bring  about  better  conditions  and 
for  the  advancement  of  the  great  and  good  cause  in  which  all  good  Odd 
Fellows  are  engaged. 

Idaho. — E.  G.  Guy  on,  Retiring  Grand  Patriarch:  I  have  the  pleasure 
to  report  that  this  Jurisdiction  is  a  live  one  and  that  all  the  branches  of 
the  Order  here  are  advancing.  The  year  of  1911  was  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  we  have  had,  and  we  are  starting  out  this  year  with  even 
greater  vim  and  enthusiasm  than  ever  before.  The  Encampment  branch 
over  which  I  had  the  honor  of  presiding  last  year  made  a  splendid 
record,  of  which  I  am  extremely  gratified,  as  well  as  proud,  and  I  hope 
the  coming  year  will  be  one  of  greater  activities  among  the  encampments 
than  it  was  last  year. 

Illinois. — Maj-Gen.  James  Henry  Harris,  Department  Commander :  It 
is  the  purpose  of  this  Department,  at  all  times,  to  carry  into  the  great 
work  three  distinctive,  important  and  very  necessary  concomitants,  that 
is:  determination  to  increase  the  membership;  a  desire  to  uphold  the 
splendid  dignity  of  the  military  army,  and  lastly,  to  pay  due  homage, 
respect  and  obedience  to  our  Grand  Sire. 

John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary:  The  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Illinois  is  in  splendid  condition,  and  we  are  anticipating  a  gain  this  year 
equal  to  any  made  in  past  years.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  is  looking  for  one  or  both  of  your  prizes.  Our  report  for  the  year 
is  not  made  up  until  the  first  of  April,  but  I  am  sure  it  will  be  very 
gratifying. 

Indiana. — Lulu  B.  Kean,  President  of  Rebekah  Assembly:  It  gives 
me  much  pleasure  to  report  to  you  that  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Indiana  is  in  a  prosperous  and  harmonious  condition.  Very  few  lodges 
have  given  any  evidence  whatever  of  either  strife  or  discord  existing 
within  their  borders.  I  have  visited  in  nearly  all  sections  of  the  State 
and  wherever  I  have  been  I  have  found  the  spirit  of  our  degree  being 
exemplified  in  the  daily  lives  of  our  members.  Our  Home  at  Greensburg 
is  growing  in  usefulness  and  beauty  every  day.  It  is,  without  question, 
the  greatest  monument  to  Odd  Fello  wship  that  the  Order  has  ever  erected 
in  this  State.  The  degree  work  in  all  lodges  is  becoming  more  perfect, 
and  many  of  the  degree  staffs  in  the  little  country  lodges  are  rivaling 
the  staffs  of  the  city  lodges  in  the  beauty  and  impressiveness  of  their 
exemplifications.  More  subordinate  members  should  belong  to  the  Re¬ 
bekah  degree.  I  have  made  direct  appeals  to  the  subordinate  lodges  to 
furnish  us  with  candidates  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  they  responded 
very  generously. 

Iowa. — R.  L.  Tilton,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Scribe:  Your  letter 
of  advice  and  good  wishes  is  greatly  appreciated  I  can  assure  you. 
In  these  days  of  unrest  and  intense  activity  in  all  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  life,  in  this  exacting,  impatient  and  hurrying  world,  it  affords 
a  comforting  pleasure,  it  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  know  that 
there  is  a  steady  appreciation  of  the  grand  principles  in  which  Odd 
Fellowship  is  established,  and  that  our  Grand  Order  is  so  generally 
flourishing  as  you  relate.  In  due  time  we  hope  to  make  a  favorable  and 
encouraging  report  for  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Iowa. 
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Miss  8.  Elizabeth  Matheney ,  Secretary  Rebekah  Assembly:  The  Re- 
bekah  branch  in  this  State  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  Through¬ 
out  the  State  enthusiasm  is  shown  and  new  methods  are  being  con¬ 
tinually  advanced  for  the  betterment  of  our  condition.  The  best  of  good 
fellowship  exists  between  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  branches,  and  to 
this  we  attribute  our  continued  success.  No  task  seems  too  great  for  our 
sisters  to  accomplish  as  they  feel  assured  they  will  always  have  the 
hearty  support  of  the  brothers.  The  Old  Folks’  Home,  dedicated  July  4, 
1912,  has  been  furnished  throughout,  together  with  all  electrical  fixtures, 
by  the  Rebekahs  at  a  cost  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  At  last,  after 
continuous  effort,  our  membership  has  passed  the  forty-thousand  mark, 
and  we  feel  much  rejoiced  over  the  fact.  Our  one  great  drawback  has 
been  loss  of  members  by  non-payment  of  dues.  We  hope  the  day  will 
hasten  when  we  will  be  able  to  remedy  this,  and  we  believe  other  States 
likewise  will  rejoice  in  finding  such  a  remedy.  Since  our  last  Rebekah 
Assembly  in  October  we  have  instituted  12  new  lodges  and  have  more  in 
view. 

Kansas. — Chas.  G.  Lilly,  Grand  Master:  This  is  what  might  be  termed 
house  cleaning  time  with  us,  that  is,  all  the  lodges  are  cleaning  their 
records  of  dead  wood,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  not  going  to  be  surprised 
if  our  last  term  does  not  show  as  great  a  gain  as  we  had  hoped  for. 
However,  I  am  persuaded  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in 
Kansas  have  the  prospects  been  more  favorable  than  now  for  a  splendid 
growth.  We  have  just  been  having  home  coming  meetings  and  roll  calls 
to  be  followed  up  with  a  rally  week  the  last  week  of  January,  and  the 
way  the  lodges  are  responding  to  this  suggestion  is  mighty  encouraging, 
and  as  scores  and  scores  of  lodges  have  written  me  that  they  are  going 
to  make  a  record  this  term,  so  I  write  you  we  will  make  a  record  this 
year  that  will  put  Kansas  Odd  Fellowship  up  with  the  top  notchers.  We 
have  nearly  50,000  now  and  if  present  enthusiasm  keeps  up  it  will  be 
60,000  by  this  time  next  year. 

Maj.-Gen.  O.  R.  Stevens,  Department  Commander:  Am  pleased  to  re¬ 
port  affairs  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  Kansas  to  be  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  in  fact,  the  best  we  have  ever  enjoyed.  One  year  ago  we  had 
23  cantons,  now  we  have  33,  an  increase  of  10  cantons  in  one  year.  Re¬ 
ports  are  coming  in  now  and  show  the  cantons  to  be  in  excellent  con¬ 
dition,  with  good  interest  and  prospects  of  good  growth  for  this  year. 
The  work  of  this  office  is  ably  seconded  by  an  earnest  and  efficient  corps 
of  staff,  field  and  canton  officers,  and  the  Department  of  Kansas  is  going 
on  to  greater  things. 

Kentucky. — Sarah  Jones  Hughes,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I 
find  the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  in  fairly  good  condition. 

Mrs.  Corinne  C.  Graham,  Secretary:  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  Re¬ 
bekah  branch  of  our  Order  in  Kentucky  is  in  a  very  good  condition.  Our 
growth  has  been  steady  and  we  are  just  beginning  to  get  the  women  of 
Kentucky  interested  in  the  Rebekah  branch.  At  present  the  Rebekahs 
are  deeply  interested  in  the  proposed  Home  for  indigent  Odd  Fellows, 
their  wives,  and  Rebekahs,  and  we  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  place  another 
on  the  list  of  the  many  Homes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 
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Maine. — Charles  E.  Jackson,  Grand  Master:  Since  I  assumed  office, 
last  October,  I  have  visited  extensively,  in  fact  giving  nearly  all  of  my 
time  to  the  work,  and  I  can  truthfully  say  that  Maine  will  give  splendid 
account  of  herself  the  coming  year.  Our  lodges  are  strong  financially 
and  you  will  notice  from  our  reports  that  we  suspend  fewer  members 
for  non-payment  of  dues  than  any  other  Jurisdiction  on  the  North  Ameri¬ 
can  Continent.  It  is  only  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  not  had  a  single  appeal  case  presented  to  our  Grand  Lodge  during 
the  past  three  years  to  show  that  we  have  the  utmost  harmony  in  our 
ranks.  Considering  the  fact  that  our  membership  is  over  25,000,  we  feel 
that  you  will  agree  that  this  harmonious  condition  is  remarkable.  In 
the  death  of  Grand  Secretary  Sears  last  January  we  met  with  a  severe 
loss.  This  untimely  taking,  coming  so  soon  (within  a  period  of  nine 
months)  after  the  demise  of  Grand  Secretary  Dyer,  caused  profound 
grief.  Men  die  but  the  great  work  goes  on.  The  on-rush  of  the  world 
never  stops.  God  is  in  his  heaven  and  there  is  always  someone  to  take 
the  vacant  place.  Maine  has  a  splendidly  equipped  Grand  Secretary  in 
the  person  of  Past  Grand  Master  W.  W.  Cutter,  who  is  worthily  attend¬ 
ing  to  the  duties  of  that  very  important  office. 

Mrs.  Frances  C.  Homer,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  The  majority 
of  the  lodges  are  doing  good  work  and  peace  and  harmony  exists  among 
our  members.  The  reports  which  I  have  received  from  some  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Deputy  Presidents  are  for  the  most  part  very  gratifying,  they  show 
added  interest  and  additional  membership,  and  the  weaker  lodges  as  well 
seem  to  be  making  a  fresh  attempt  to  strengthen  themselves.  It  is  our 
hope  that  this  year  may  be  the  best  one  that  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship 
here  in  Maine,  and  elsewhere,  has  ever  known.  It  has  been  our  policy 
to  strengthen  the  weak  places  and  to  urge  that  every  effort  be  made, 
while  increasing  our  membership,  to  retain  our  present  members.  The 
field  fob  new  Rebekah  lodges  is  small  as  we  have  almost  as  many  Re¬ 
bekah  lodges  as  subordinates,  but  we  hope  that  one  or  two  may  be  in¬ 
stituted  this  year.  Our  district  meetings,  for  the  most  part,  take  place  in 
April,  May  and  June,  and  we  are  very  successful  with  these,  much  in¬ 
terest  being  manifested.  In  closing  I  would  say  that  Maine  has  stood  in 
the  foremost  ranks  in  many  affairs  of  the  nation,  and  she  has  taken  her 
place  also  in  the  front  ranks  of  Odd  Fellowship  as  well,  and  I  trust  and 
hope  will  retain  that  position,  and  that  this  year  will  see  greater  pros¬ 
perity  in  every  way  for  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  here  in  Maine. 

Grace  E.  Walton,  Secretary  Rebekah  Assembly :  We  feel  very  proud  of 
our  Jurisdiction  in  many  ways.  Though  we  make  few  lodges  each  year, 
still  we  are  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  no  charters  are  surrendered.  We 
have  lost  but  two  lodges  since  our  Assembly  was  organized,  nineteen 
years  ago,  and  those  cases  were  in  the  early  history  of  our  Organization. 
The  change  in  the  Ritual  caused  some  depression  for  a  time,  but  the 
lodges  have  worked  faithfully  and  results  have  been  excellent.  Our 
visiting  officers  make  good  reports.  The  District  Deputy  Presidents  work 
in  harmony  with  Assembly  officers  and  meetings  are  arranged  in  most  of 
the  districts.  We  are  not  in  favor  of  a  National  Assembly,  in  fact  are 
opposed  to  it,  as  a  rule.  Our  Home  Fund  is  growing  and  we  feel  that  we 
are  working  for  a  most  worthy  object. 

Manitoba. — A.  M.  Shaw,  Grand  Master:  I  regret  to  say  that  while  the 
condition  of  our  Order  throughout  this  Jurisdiction  is  very  healthy,  and 
we  have  good  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves,  I  cannot  report  as  great 
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an  increase  in  the  membership  as  we  had  in  1910.  Manitoba  is  purely  an 
agricultural  Jurisdiction,  when  crops  fail  everything  is  at  a  standstill; 
in  many  parts  of  the  province  the  1910  crop  was  almost  a  failure,  and  on 
that  account  very  little  was  done  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  toward 
increasing  the  membership.  1911  promised  well,  prospects  for  a  good 
crop  were  never  better  and  our  hopes,  so  far  as  the  crops  were  concerned, 
were  more  than  realized.  We  had  a  banner  crop,  but  the  weather  con¬ 
ditions  were  such  as  to  retard  the  harvesting  and  threshing  operations 
so  much  that  a  great  deal  of  the  threshing,  usually  finished  in  September 
or  early  in  October,  dragged  along  well  into  December  and  in  fact  it  is 
not  finished  yet.  Still,  we  have  made  good  progress,  four  lodges  have 
been  instituted,  the  lodges  report  a  substantial  increase  in  membership 
for  the  year,  the  prospects  for  1912  are  very  bright.  Many  applications 
that  in  an  ordinary  year  we  would  have  had  in  the  last  half  of  1911  we 
will  get  in  the  first  half  of  1912.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  meet 
in  our  Jurisdiction  next  September,  and  taking  everything  into  con- 
sideration  I  think  I  am  not  very  wide  of  the  mark  when  I  predict  that  the 
year  just  entered  upon  will  be  the  best,  in  every  way,  our  Grand  Lodge 
has  experienced  since  it  was  instituted,  nearly  twenty  years  ago. 

B.  D.  Beering,  Grand  Secretary:  It  is  very  gratifying  and  pleasing 
news  to  learn  that  our  beloved  Order  is  in  a  most  flourishing  condition 
everywhere,  but  how  could  it  be  otherwise  when  Wildey  and  his  asso¬ 
ciates  built  on  so  solid  a  foundation  and  selected  that  great  storehouse — 
the  Bible — for  principles  to  guide  us.  Any  assistance  that  the  Grand 
Officers  of  this  Jurisdiction  have  rendered  has  been  solely  from  love  of 
the  Order  and  its  teachings,  and  as  the  days  pass  on  we  become  more 
anxious  to  increase  its  usefulness.  In  regard  to  the  work'  of  the  past 
year  I  can  truthfully  say  that  we  have  not  many  idle  members,  and  as 
w'e  are  going  to  have  the  honor  of  having  our  Supreme  Body  meet  in 
our  Jurisdiction  this  year  we  are  going  to  try  and  repay  the  compliment 
by  reporting  a  membership  on  June  30  next  of  10,000  in  the  subordinate 
branch  and  an  equal  increase  in  the  other  branches. 

Maritime  Provinces. — J.  J.  McKinnon,  Grand  Secretary:  I  am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Order  is  in  a  good  healthy  condition.  While 
we  do  not  perhaps  grow  as  rapidly  as  some  other  Jurisdictions  this  is  ac¬ 
counted  for  in  part  by  the  fact  that  large  numbers  of  the  young  men  of 
Maritime  Provinces  are  leaving  home  every  year  for  western  Canada 
and  the  cities  of  the  eastern  States,  and  when  located  in  their  new 
home  transfer  -to  lodges  there,  and  so  while  our  yearly  increase  may  not 
appear  as  large  as  some  others,  we  are  doing  our  share  toward  building 
up  the  Order  at  large;  notwithstanding  this  drain  and  the  usual  number 
of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  deaths,  etc.,  we  have  made  a 
net  gain  for  the  year  of  574  and  added  9  new  lodges  to  our  roll  and  are 
now  safely  past  the  10,000  mark.  Reports  from  practically  all  parts  of 
the  Jurisdiction  tell  of  an  active  interest  being  maintained  and  are  most 
encouraging  and  I  confidently  look  for  a  still  greater  gain  during  the 
next  twelve  months. 

Robert  H.  Goudey,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  reports  to  December  31, 1911, 
were  not  very  encouraging  as  we  only  held  our  own,  but  I  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  there  will  be  a  good  increase  when  all  of  the 
reports  are  in  for  the  present  term.  In  my  visitations  I  endeavored  to 
visit  the  encampments  that  wrere  just  existing,  and  tried  to  encourage 
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the  patriarchs  to  put  forth  extra  efforts  so  that  this  term  might  be  one 
of  success.  Much  to  my  disappointment  I  have  not  done  what  I  expected 
to  do  when  I  was  elevated  to  the  office  of  Grand  Patriarch;  I  fully  in¬ 
tended  to  visit  more  of  the  encampments  in  the  Jurisdiction,  but  through 
illness  which  kept  me  in  for  two  months  I  was  deprived  the  privilege  of 
so  doing.  But,  I  trust  I  have  used  the  mails  to  good  advantage  in  trying 
to  further  the  interests  of  the  Patriarchal  branch,  and  feel  sure  that 
when  the  reports  are  all  in  we  will  have  a  substantial  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership. 

Maryland. — Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Groom,  President  Rebekah  Assembly : 
It  is  with  pleasure  I  report  the  condition  of  the  Rebekah  lodges  in  Mary¬ 
land  as  good,  with  all  the  members  interested  and  earnestly  at  work, 
spreading  the  principles  of  steadfast  friendship  and  eternal  love.  I  re¬ 
gret  that  I  am  not  able  to  report  any  new  lodges.  Our  Rebekah  Assembly 
was  instituted  in  January,  1910,  and  the  year  following  was  a  most 
active  one,  during  which  ten  new  lodges  were  instituted.  Our  Juris¬ 
diction  is  small  and  the  opportunity  to  start  new  lodges  not  great.  We 
have  petitions  being  circulated  at  several  places  and  I  believe  before  the 
close  of  1912  we  will  have  several  new  Rebekah  lodge  to  report.  Our 
work  this  year  has  been  confined  to  strengthening  the  lodges.  Much 
has  been  accomplished  and  our  statistical  report  will  be  a  satisfactory 
one.  I  am  also  glad  to  report  that  our  members  are  thoroughly  aroused 
over  the  necessity  of  having  a  Home.  Funds  are  being  raised  and  before 
long  Maryland  will  take  her  place  along  side  her  sister  Jurisdictions  and 
have  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  to  be  proud  of.  We  are  beginning  to  look 
forward  to  1919  when  we  hope  the  centennial  of  the  Order  will  be  cele¬ 
brated  in  Baltimore  and  all  our  brothers  and  sisters  from  all  over  the 
world  will  come  home  to  Maryland  to  help  us  honor  Wildey  and  to  make 
it  a  world-wide  celebration. 

Fred.  A.  Groom,  Grand  Master:  Odd  Fellowship  is  making  rapid 
strides  in  Maryland,  the  mother  Jurisdiction.  It  seems  that  every 
member  realizes  the  responsibility  and  appreciates  the  honor  of  it  being 
the  birthplace  of  our  great  Order  to  the  extent  that  everyone  is  working 
and  we  are  going  forward  by  leaps  and  bounds.  We  have  just  closed  one 
of  the  best  terms  of  our  history,  it  being  estimated  that  the  gain  has 
been  about  two  thousand.  We  are  entering  upon  that  which  we  think 
will  be  a  still  better  one  with  a  larger  increase  and  many  new  lodges. 
Many  district  meetings  and  rallies  and  a  number  of  reunions  are  con¬ 
templated  whereby  the  public  will  become  acquainted  with  our  work  and 
objects,  which  means  the  addition  of  many  good  men  and  the  institution 
of  a  number  of  new  lodges,  so  I  think  we  can  feel  justly  proud  of  our 
record,  be  satisfied  with  our  present  work  as  our  future  looks  most 
bright.  We  are  beginning  to  look  forward  to  1919  when  we  expect  to 
see  the  centennial  of  our  Order  celebrated  in  the  fair  city  of  Baltimore, 
the  birthplace,  and  we  want  all  brothers  and  sisters  to  come  home.  We 
will  be  ready  to  give  them  a  cordial  welcome  and  promise  them  the  time 
of  their  lives.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Rebekah  branch  is  keeping 
pace  with  the  subordinate  branch;  both  are  in  a  flourishing  condition 
and  we  greatly  appreciate  the  assistance  and  the  inspiration  you  have 
given  us  at  all  times. 

Massachusetts. — George  L.  Marshall,  Grand  Master:  The  Order  in 
Massachusetts  is  in  splendid  condition,  our  lodges  are  vying  with  each 
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other  in  presenting  the  work  of  the  various  degrees,  in  a  manner  not 
only  creditable  to  the  Order,  but  most  satisfying  to  the  brothers  who 
revised  the  Rituals,  whom  we  have  the  honor  to  number  among  our 
membership  in  Massachusetts.  My  efforts  for  the  coming  year  will  be 
to  arouse  our  members  to  their  duties  as  Odd  Fellows,  both  in  and  outside 
the  lodge-room,  to  point  out  to  them  the  benefits  sure  to  accrue,  not  only 
to  their  lodges,  but  to  themselves  as  individuals,  by  united,  earnest  work 
toward  this  end.  I  am  sure  that  the  reports  of  another  year  will  show  a 
much  larger  increase  in  this  Jurisdiction  which  will  not  only  please  me, 
but  I  know  will  be  most  gratifying  to  you. 

George  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Secretary:  I  anticipate  a  splendid  report 
from  the  subordinate  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  think  you  will  be 
satisfied  with  the  general  statement  that  they  were  never  more  pros¬ 
perous  than  they  are  to-day.  I  very  much  fear  that  I  will  be  obliged  to 
report  a  decided  loss  in  the  Encampment  branch.  The  conditions  are 
discouraging  to  say  the  least.  There  is  very  little  interest  shown  and 
our  efforts  to  improve  the  existing  conditions  have  not  been  successful. 
In  my  own  encampment  I  have  advocated  the  policy  (and  it  has  recently 
been  adopted)  of  doing  away  with  everything  which  duplicates  the  work 
of  the  subordinate  lodge;  no  report  of  the  sick,  no  visiting  the  sick,  no 
benefits,  but  having  as  a  motto  “  Good  work  and  a  good  time.”  We  are  to 
set  aside  25  per  cent  of  our  receipts  from  dues  as  a  contingent  fund  to 
be  used  for  social  purposes.  We  propose  to  have  a  very  high  order  of 
degree  work,  and  just  as  many  good  times  as  opportunity  will  permit. 
One  night  for  work  and  one  night  for  play  is  needed  in  an  organization 
which  stands  primarily  for  the  promotion  of  hospitality  and  sociability. 

Sarah  A.  Barry,  Secretary,  Rebekah  Assembly:  Since  my  last  report 
to  you  I  find  we  have  instituted  twro  new  lodges,  making  our  number 
now  180.  The  same  interest  is  taken  in  giving  perfect  ritualistic  work 
and  we  are  still  trying  in  every  way  to  assist  in  making  the  members  of 
the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  family  contented  and  happy.  The  lodges  are 
financially  successful  and  peace  and  harmony  prevails. 

Michigan. — John  B.  Penfield,  Grand  Scribe:  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  Wolverine  patriarchs  will  show  a  gain  of  over  500  members,  and  the 
financial  receipts  have  already  distanced  those  of  last  year,  with  two 
months  of  our  fiscal  year  to  hear  from.  I  know  of  no  more  favorable 
report  that  I  could  make  and  feel  justly  proud  of  the  steady  gains  in 
membership  and  financial  receipts  every  year  during  my  incumbency  of 
this  office,  the  past  nine  years.  Not  a  backward  step  has  been  taken 
during  these  years,  in  fact  every  year  has  shown  an  advance  over  that 
of  its  predecessor.  I  am  truly  grateful  for,  and  proud  of,  this  showing. 

Mrs.  Flora  L.  Hart,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  It  gives  me  pleasure 
to  inform  you  that  our  membership  is  increasing  rapidly  and  several  new 
lodges  are  being  instituted,  although  we  have  several  lodges  whose 
charters  must  be  surrendered.  But  these  lodges  have  been  weak  for 
several  years  and  unable  to  gain  a  footing. 

Minnesota. — Peter  A.  Nelson,  Grand  Master:  Wish  to  state  that  the 
conditions  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Minnesota  are  fairly  satisfactory.  The 
returns  for  the  year  1911  show  approximately  a  net  gain  of  850  members. 
While  I  do  not  feel  that  this  gain  is  a  satisfactory  one  for  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Minnesota,  still  the  conditions,  as  existing,  seem  to  make  it  impossible 
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to  make  a  very  large  net  gain.  The  extreme  west  has  been  drawing  upon 
our  membership  during  the  last  few  years,  therefore  making  it  hard  for 
the  subordinate  lodges  to  show  a  net  gain.  Nevertheless  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Minnesota  is  in  a  healthy  condition  and  free  from  the  burdens  that 
sometimes  beset  different  Jurisdictions.  The  prospects  for  the  coming 
year  are  very  bright,  and  if  crop  conditions  will  be  all  right,  I  feel  that 
the  membership  roll  for  Minnesota  will  show  a  comfortable  gain.  Con¬ 
ditions  are  peculiar  to  different  sections.  The  southeastern  part  of  our 
Jurisdiction  is  where  the  first  lodges  were  instituted,  and  during  the  last 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  Odd  Fellowship  has  not  done  just  what  it  should 
do  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order.  Then  in  the  southwestern  and 
western  border  of  our  Jurisdiction  the  crop  failure  of  last  year  gave  the 
Order  a  set  back  in  the  way  of  new  membership.  This  I  know  to  be  a 
fact  for  the  reason  that  I  have  just  returned  from  that  section  cf  the 
State  after  a  ten  days  visit.  In  the  central  part  of  our  Jurisdiction  Odd 
Fellowship  is  doing  fairly  well.  On  the  iron  range  and  in  the  north 
central  part  of  our  Jurisdiction  and  the  twin  cities,  the  lodges  are  doing 
a  great  deal  of  work. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  Jurisdiction  did  very  good  work  during  the  last 
year.  The  subordinate  lodges  are  taking  hold  of  the  new  ritualistic 
work  in  better  shape.  When  the  new  Rituals  were  first  issued  the  mem¬ 
bership  did  not  take  so  very  kindly  to  the  changes  and  the  work  of 
memorizing  the  new  parts,  but  conditions  are  changing  and  the  lodges 
are  now  organizing  staffs  to  do  the  work,  which  also  places  more  en¬ 
thusiasm  in  the  work  by  the  different  subordinate  lodges.  So  I  feel  that 
Odd  Fellowship  in  Minnesota  is  coming  back  rapidly  into  its  own  and 
is  receiving  at  the  hands  of  the  public  the  due  consideration  which  our 
Order  deserves,  and  also  that  the  future  will  show  our  Order  in  a  very 
flourishing  condition  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary:  One  thing  would  be  for  the  good  of  the 
Order  and  that  is  to  publish  statistics  of  the  Order  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  in  each  year  and  not  keep  lodges  and  members  waiting  for  eight 
months,  and  then  give  them  statistics  which  are  nearly  one  year  behind 
the  times. 

Frank  II.  Castner,  Grand  Scribe:  While  I  am  practically  inexperienced 
and  unacquainted  with  the  work  of  the  office  of  Grand  Scribe,  yet  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  Encampment  branch  practically  ever  since  I  joined 
the  Order,  and  from  my  knowledge  of  the  general  growth  and  prosperity 
of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  I  can  truth¬ 
fully  say  that  the  past  year  and  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year  are 
brighter  than  they  have  been  in  the  history  of  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  this  Jurisdiction.  During  the  past  six  months  we  have  instituted 
six  new  encampments,  all  of  which  promise  to  make  successful  encamp¬ 
ments,  and  in  addition  we  have  revived  five  or  six  dormant  encampments. 
In  my  opinion  the  only  way  that  the  lack  of  growth  in  the  Encampment 
branch  can  be  accounted  for  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  subordinate  mem¬ 
bership  has  not  been  informed  of  the  teachings  of  the  high  moral  lessons 
contained  in  the  ritualistic  work  in  the  encampment  and  the  encampment 
members  have  not  made  the  most  of  their  opportunity  in  presenting 
these  lessons  to  the  candidates  as  they  have  been  advanced  in  the  Order 
and  thus  prepare  them  for  further  advancement  in  the  Encampment 
branch  as  soon  as  they  have  completed  the  degrees  in  the  subordinate 
lodge.  I  have  been  talking  this  doctrine  all  through  the  Jurisdiction 
since  I  went  into  office  last  June  and  from  the  gains  that  I  know  have 
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been  made  and  from  reports  from  other  encampments  our  net  increase 
for  the  year  beginning  July,  1911,  and  ending  July,  1912,  will  unques¬ 
tionably  reach  the  500  mark,  which  will  surpass  all  previous  records  in 
this  Jurisdiction. 

Miss  Lucy  Bolton ,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  The  condition  of  the 
Rebekah  lodges  in  Minnesota  is  generally  satisfactory.  Two  new  lodges 
have  been  instituted,  one  revived,  two  consolidations  effected,  and  several 
applications  for  new  lodges  are  now  pending.  The  excellent  results  from 
attendance  at  district  meetings,  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  created 
therein,  have  contributed  largely  to  the  active  work  in  the  lodges.  Our 
Jurisdiction  is  divided  into  32  districts,  in  nearly  every  one  of  which 
there  is  a  President  who  is  elected  annually  at  a  regular  meeting.  I 
have  endeavored  to  have  these  officials  keep  in  close  communication  with 
the  lodges  in  their  districts  by  correspondence  or  visits.  Several  Presi¬ 
dents  have  done  so  with  good  results,  and  many  others  would  be  glad  to 
do  the  work,  but  lack  of  funds  prevents  their  carrying  out  of  the  plans. 
I  feel  that  only  a  beginning  has  been  made  in  this  work,  but  I  hope  to  see 
the  time  when  a  thorough  trial  will  be  made  of  the  district  system.  I 
feel  sure  that  our  membership  will  be  increased  by  so  doing  and  better 
work  accomplished. 

Gen.  August  Hohenstein ,  Department  Commander :  The  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch  of  the  Order  in  Minnesota  is  in  good  condition  and  grow¬ 
ing  right  along.  At  the  Department  Council  session  in  June,  I  reported 
five  new  cantons,  and  200  new  chevaliers  added  to  our  ranks,  the  large 
majority  of  whom  were  mustered  into  service  by  me  personally.  Have 
applications  out  for  two  more  cantons  with  63  signatures  so  far.  My  old 
cantons  are  mostly  in  good  working  order,  some  of  them  very  active,  old 
No.  1  leading  the  procession  by  adding  over  30  members  during  this 
year.  1  am  at  work  among  them  all  the  time  and  feel  proud  of  the  results 
obtained. 

Mississippi. — H.  Katz ,  Grand  Master:  I  regret  very  much  that  the  Jur¬ 
isdiction  of  Mississippi  is  not  doing  as  well  as  it  should  in  the  matter  of 
increasing  our  membership.  We  have  some  splendid  lodges  in  our 
State  and  they  carry  on  the  great  work  of  our  Order  to  the  glory  of  the 
founder  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  State  has  a  great  number  of  negroes 
and  our  white  population  is  much  smaller  than  it  should  be.  I  believe 
that  in  the  next  five  years  the  influx  of  desirable  emigrants  will  sweep 
the  State  and  the  population  will  double  itself.  We  are  getting  them 
settled  on  lands  now  and  they  are  making  very  desirable  farmers.  One 
great  loss  that  we  have  is  from  lack  of  interest  in  the  small  country 
lodges.  It  seems  that  the  Ritual  is  hard  to  learn  and  not  having  any 
paid  lecturers  the  small  lodge  gets  despondent  and  drops  out.  I  believe 
if  we  had  a  system  of  paid  lecturers  it  would  build  up  our  membership 
to  a  great  extent.  I  hope  in  the  next  few  years  that  Mississippi  will  be 
able  to  double  itself  in  numbers. 

Missouri. — Harry  A.  Collins,  Grand  Patriarch:  I  am  glad  to  report 
that  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  is  alive  and  working  in  this 
State.  We  have  a  good  prospect  for  the  largest  increase  in  membership 
in  its  history.  Our  Grand  Scribe  is  in  the  field  and  his  work  is  bringing 
good  results.  We  have  started  in  for  a  gain  of  one  thousand  during  the 
year  and  with  the  assistance  of  six  thousand  loyal  patriarchs  that  we 
already  have  enlisted  we  will  make  the  required  gain.  Look  for  a  good 
report  from  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  coming  year. 
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Ben  Weidle ,  Grand  Scribe:  I  am  happy  to  state  that  Patriarchal  Odd 
Fellowship  is  doing  well  in  Missouri.  In  the  year  just  passed  this  Juris¬ 
diction  recorded  a  net  gain  of  498  members,  with  a  greater  number  of 
active  encampments  and  more  enthusiastic  patriarchs  than  ever  before*. 
We  are  not  satisfied,  however,  with  making  one-eighth  of  the  entire  gain 
as  we  know  greater  results  can  he  accomplished.  Therefore,  we  have  set 
the  mark  at  1000  net  gain  for  this  year  and  we  are  exerting  every  effort 
to  succeed,  with  the  assistance  of  the  brethren.  We  still  believe  that 
work  will  win. 

Montana. — D.  W.  Self  ridge.  Assistant  Adjutant-General :  There  is  a 
slight  falling  off  in  the  membership  of  the  Patriarch  Militant  branch  the 
past  year.  We  also  lost  our  Department  Commander,  Col.  J.  H.  Gilbert, 
who  died  October  29,  1911.  The  loss  in  membership,  I  believe,  is  due  to 
general  business  conditions,  but  with  the  expected  improvement  the 
coming  year  there  should  be  renewed  interest  and  substantial  gains  in 
this  branch  of  our  Order.  Our  new  Department  Commander,  Col.  Jas.  N. 
Pratt,  is  a  very  able  and  efficient  officer  and  will  undoubtedly  make  a 
record  creditable  to  himself  and  the  Department  of  Montana. 

Gustav  A.  Hoff,  Grand  Patriarch:  In  February  I  visited  all  the  en¬ 
campments  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  found  them  doing  well  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  two,  and  they  promised  that  they  would  do  better  in  the  future. 
I  have  some  inquiry  as  to  how  to  start  new  encampments  and  how  to 
proceed  to  resuscitate  defunct  ones,  but  nothing  came  of  it.  The  cost  of 
instituting  new  encampments  in  this  part  of  the  country  is  very  high 
if  they  get  all  the  regalia  and  paraphernalia  which  is  required  in  an 
encampment. 

Mrs.  Nellie  W.  Neill,  Secretary  Rebelcah  Assembly:  Will  say  that  we 
consider  our  branch  of  the  Order  in  a  live  and  thriving  condition  in  this 
State  with  good  prospects  for  the  future. 

Nevada. — George  O.  McNees,  Grand  Master:  After  my  visitations  to 
the  various  lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that 
most  of  the  lodges  are  in  a  flourishing  condition  except  in  the  mining 
districts.  The  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  the  largest  we  ever 
have  had  and  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  very  bright. 

Miss  Lizzie  R.  Mudcl,  Secretary  Rebelcah  Assembly:  The  Rebekah 
lodges  in  this  State  are  all  active  and  doing  good  work.  The  mem¬ 
bership  is  increasing  and  we  expect  to  show  a  gain  over  last  year.  The 
Home  Fund  is  increasing  and  the  outlook  for  a  Home  in  this  Jurisdiction 
in  the  near  future  is  encouraging. 

New  Hampshire. — Charles  S.  Hutchins,  Grand  Master:  I  can  assure 
you  of  my  hearty  co-operation  in  promoting  this  good  work.  I  believe  I 
shall  be  able  to  report,  as  Grand  Masters  have  in  the  past,  a  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition,  and  a  steady  growth. 

Willis  C.  Patten,  Grand  Patriarch:  I  have  visited  every  encampment 
in  this  Jurisdiction,  thirty-nine  in  all,  and  great  pleasure  is  taken  in  re¬ 
porting  that  most  of  them  are  adding  to  their  membership  in  a  greater 
or  less  degree;  a  few  are  in  a  quiescent  state,  but  in  most  such  cases 
a  visit  of  the  Grand  Patriarch  has  resulted  in  the  quickening  of  a  new 
life  and  in  the  gaining  of  new  applicants  where  discouragements  had 
caused  a  loss  of  interest.

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Willis  C.  Patten ,  Assistant  Adjutant-General :  The  annual  report  re¬ 
cently  sent  from  this  office  to  headquarters  at  Baltimore  shows  a  falling 
off  in  membership  of  12,  due  to  the  necessary  suspension  of  chevaliers 
who  could  not  maintain  their  good  standing.  Since  the  first  of  the  year, 
however,  we  are  gaining  rapidly,  some  30  chevaliers  having  been  given 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree  in  the  last  four  months,  with  a  probability 
of  as  many  more  coming  along  before  the  close  of  this  term.  Two 
cantons  which  have  not  elected  officers  or  paid  their  per  capita  tax  for 
two  or  three  years  have  proposed  to  this  office  that  their  locations  be 
changed  hoping  to  benefit  thereby  and  increase  the  interest.  Their 
requests  have  been  considered  favorably  and  they  have  been  told  that 
wished-for  changes  would  be  made,  provided  that  at  least  15  new  mem¬ 
bers  can  be  gained  in  the  places  to  which  they  wish  to  move.  They  are 
now  working  on  this  proposition.  We  expect  early  in  May  to  muster  in  a 
new  canton  at  Plymouth,  N.  H.,  numbering  20  to  30  men.  They  have 
purchased  their  uniforms,  have  their  organizations  nearly  completed 
and  are  waiting  to  add  a  few  more  names  to  their  list  of  applicants  for 
the  degree  of  chivalry. 

Mrs.  Annie  P.  Rogers,  Secretary  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  say  that  we  have  lost  no  lodges  and  I  know  of  none  that  we  are 
liable  to  lose.  Many  of  our  lodges  are,  doing  most  excellent  work,  work 
that  I  think  could  be  classed  among  the  first.  While  our  State  is  small 
and  we  cannot  expect  to  gain  as  many  new  lodges  as  some  of  our  sister 
States,  yet  we  feel  that  the  quality  of  what  we  have  is  worthy  of  mem- 
tion  among  the  best. 

New  Jersey. — Frank  R.  Jummel,  Grand  Scribe:  I  am  in  the  happy 
position  to  say  to  you  that  during  the  present  year  much  good  has  been 
accomplished  in  the  way  of  re-enthusing  our  membership,  and  I  feel  sure 
that  some  of  the  lost  ground  will  be  recovered  before  the  close  of  our 
present  fiscal  year.  Specific  improvements,  intended  for  the  general 
betterment  of  conditions  in  our  Jurisdiction  are  being  considered  by 
those  having  our  welfare  most  at  heart,  and  I  confidently  expect  a 
healthy,  forward  movement  all  along  the  line,  in  the  very  near  future. 

Mrs.  Maggie  L.  Sharp,  President  Rebekah  Asseuibly:  We  assure  you 
of  our  earnest  support  and  will  make  extra  effort  to  increase  our  mem¬ 
bership  and  advance  our  branch  of  the  Order. 

New  Mexico. — N.  E.  Stevens,  Grand  Secretary:  I  assure  you  I  will  do 
all  in  my  power  to  build  up  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  new  State  of  New 
Mexico.  We  labor  under  many  disadvantages  in  this  Jurisdiction  from 
the  fact  that  our  lodges  are  so  far  apart,  and  it  is  impossible  to  give  them 
the  help  they  need,  and  they  are  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  visiting  each 
other  as  is  done  in  more  thickly  settled  Jurisdictions.  However,  we  are 
growing  slowly  and  trying  in  every  way  to  live  up  to  the  beautiful  teach¬ 
ings  of  our  beloved  Order.  Our  reports  for  the  year  1911  show  a  gain 
in  membership  of  211  in  the  subordinate  lodges  and  154  in  the  Rebekah 
lodges.  We  have  instituted  one  Rebekah  lodge  and  hope  to  institute 
several  more  during  the  year  We  will  also  have  not  less  than  four  new 
subordinate  lodges. 

There  is  very  little  interest  manifested  in  the  Encampment  branch  and 
I  am  at  loss  to  account  for  it,  except  it  is  the  fault  of  the  officers  of  the 
Grand  Encampment,  and  of  the  subordinate  encampments.  We  expect 
to  open  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  Home  in  February,  and  I  think  that  will  be  the 
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means  of  building  up  our  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges.  So  watch 
the  I.  O.  0.  P.  grow  in  the  State  of  New  Mexico. 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary:  Take  pleasure  in  saying 
that  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  fraternity  are  being  carried  out  to 
their  fullest  extent,  and  that  there  is  evidence  on  every  hand  that  no 
pains  are  being  spared  in  its  upbuilding. 

Benjamin  Berliner,  Grand  Patriarch:  I  have  visited  a  good  many  en¬ 
campments  in  different  parts  of  the  State;  in  some  I  found  them  very 
enthusiastic,  while  in  others  not  so.  While  we  may  not  be  able  to  show  a 
gain  in  membership,  yet  I  think  that  the  encampments  are  in  better 
condition  and  the  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship  improved.  I  shall  endeavor 
to  do  all  in  my  power  to  impart  the  knowledge  of  true  Odd  Fellowship 
during  my  term  of  office  as  Grand  Patriarch. 

Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe:  I  regret  to  say  from  present  indications 
the  reports  of  the  several  encampments,  when  tabulated,  are  not  likely 
to  show  much,  if  any,  gain  in  membership  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
not  always  possible  to  determine  the  causes  that  contribute  to  gain  or 
loss  in  membership  in  any  particular  period,  but  my  personal  opinion 
is  that  the  proposition  to  merge  the  encampments  and  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  had  a  detrimental  influence  upon  the  organization.  Many  members 
were  needlessly  alarmed  and  supposed  that  the  whole  status  of  Patri¬ 
archal  Odd  Fellowship  was  about  to  be  changed.  Although  the  proposi¬ 
tion  referred  to  was  not  adopted  at  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  it  will  take  some  time  to  allay  the  spirit  of  apprehension  that  has 
been  aroused,  and,  like  many  others,  I  feel  that  the  best  thing  that  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Body  can  do  for  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  is 
to  let  it  alone.  I  have  an  abiding  faith  in  the  value  of  encampment  teach¬ 
ings,  which  cannot  be  estimated  by  membership  percentages,  and  deplore 
any  action  leading  to  radical  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  a  Body  which 
has  proved  its  value  to  the  fraternity. 

North  Carolina. — W.  H.  Overton,  Grand  Master:  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  we  have  made  a  substantial  gain  the  year  just  closed  and  shall  be 
able  to  report  the  16,000  men  in  line. 

R.  H.  Ramsay,  Grand  Scribe:  There  was  nothing  but  losses  reported 
the  first  of  the  year  in  almost  every  instance,  but  since  that  time  we  have 
gained  a  little  interest  and  the  patriarchs  seem  to  have  gone  to  work. 
We  hope  by  the  first  of  July  to  show  a  larger  increase  for  the  year,  but 
of  course  this  will  not  be  in  the  report  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
We  have  been  sending  out  circulars  to  the  encampments  and  members, 
trying  to  get  them  interested  and  to  work  again,  which  I  trust  will  arouse 
new  interest  and  install  in  the  minds  of  the  patriarchs  their  duty  as 
patriarchs.  It  is  true  that  this  has  been  a  very  hard  year  on  the  farmers 
in  this  section,  but  we  hardly  ever  have  two  hard  years  in  succession. 
We  are  going  to  try  to  make  this  the  banner  year  of  Patriarchal  Odd 
Fellowship  in  North  Carolina. 

North  Dakota. — Thomas  A.  Kirkland,  Grand  Patriarch  and  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander:  Some  of  our  encampments  are  doing  splendidly; 
others  I  have  hammered  at  until  they  are  showing  some  life.  The  present 
outlook  is  that  in  this  Jurisdiction  this  year  will  show  the  largest  in¬ 
crease  of  any  yet.  Since  my  appointment  as  Department  Commander  of

the  Patriarchs  Militant,  I  find  they  have  been  without  head  or  guidance 
for  two  years  and  you  may  be  sure  there  is  great  need  of  a  personal  visit 
to  stir  up  some  enthusiasm. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Harriman ,  President  Rebekah  Assembly :  We  are  labor¬ 
ing  under  discouraging  features,  which  affect  the  Jurisdiction  fraternally 
as  well  as  commercially.  We  have  directed  our  efforts  to  strengthening 
and  conserving  what  we  already  have,  while,  of  course,  hoping  for  an 
advance.  It  is  too  early  to  outline  what  the  result  will  be. 

Ohio. —  Mrs.  Eva  Curl,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  The  outlook  for 
the  Rebekahs  of  Ohio  is  fine.  While  we  have  a  few  weak  and  dormant 
lodges  the  Order  as  a  whole  is  in  a  fine  condition.  I  feel  there  has  never 
been  a  time  when  as  many  enthusiastic  and  energetic  Rebekahs  were  at 
work  in  the  Order  as  at  the  present  time  and  I  only  hope  that  their  num¬ 
bers  may  increase. 

TP.  L.  Ryan,  Assistant  Adjutant-Oeneral,  Patriarchs  Militant:  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  I  have  never  seen  the  prospects  for  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  in  this  Department  so  bright  as  at  present.  The  annual  report 
from  this  Department  will  show  but  a  slight  gain  for  the  year  1911,  but 
the  chevaliers  have  gone  to  work  since  the  first  of  the  year  and  are 
beginning  to  show  results,  and  if  this  Department  does  not  show  a  good 
gain  for  the  year  1912  I  am  going  to  be  very  much  disappointed. 

Oklahoma. — A.  N.  Leecraft,  Grand  Master:  The  Order  in  Oklahoma 
is  progressing  splendidly  and  is  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  It  is 
especially  gratifying  to  see  the  good  results  following  consolidation  of 
the  two  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  Indian  and  Oklahoma  Territories,  and 
since  this  important  event,  on  April  13,  1911,  in  Oklahoma  City,  25  lodges 
have  been  instituted  in  the  new  Grand  Jurisdiction.  It  is  my  earnest 
desire  that  we  go  into  the  next  Grand  Lodge,  at  Muskogee,  in  October, 
with  50  new  lodges  enrolled  on  the  banner  of  Odd  Fellowship,  during 
my  tenure  of  office  as  Grand  Master,  and  as  the  first  Grand  Master  of  the 
newly  consolidated  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma.  We  now  have  596  lodges 
in  this  Jurisdiction. 

G.  TP.  Bruce,  Grand  Secretary:  Everything  is  moving  forward  in  our 
Jurisdiction,  notwithstanding  adverse  conditions.  We  have  instituted 
27  subordinate  lodges  since  consolidation.  Am  also  sorry  to  report  that 
we  have  taken  up  about  ten  charters  on  the  grounds  of  inactivity. 

Major  J.  M.  Felton.  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  Patriarchs  Militant: 
I  am  pleased  to  say  that  we  are  in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition. 

Ontario. — S.  A.  Poylestone,  Grand  Master:  In  presenting  my  report 
to  you  it  is  gratifying  to  note  the  good  work  and  general  prosperity  of 
the  Order  in  this  particular  branch.  The  year  1911-12  has  been  very 
successful.  We  anticipated  this  growth  and  we  point  with  pride  to  our 
financial  and ‘numerical  standing.  The  membership,  always  loyal  and 
enthusiastic,  continues  to  increase  in  numbers,  to  advance  in  business 
methods,  to  improve  in  decorum  and  to  exemplify  our  beautiful  degrees 
in  a  clearer  and  more  consistent  manner.  As  a  result  the  fraternal  in¬ 
fluence  seems  to  be  deepening.  As  the  years  go  by,  naturally,  relief  ex¬ 
penditure  becomes  greater,  but  the  numerical  increase  more  than  bal¬ 
ances  this;  we,  therefore,  should  be  grateful  for  the  blessings  of  long 
continued  prosperity  in  our  Jurisdiction,  Our  young  country  has  at* 
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tracted  the  peoples  of  the  world;  here  all  nations,  tongues  and  kindreds 
of  the  earth  are  meeting.  The  great  question  with  us,  as  Odd  Fellows, 
is,  are  we  prepared  to  grapple  with  this  momentous  undertaking  of 
moulding  these  new  comers  into  good  citizens  by  teaching  them  the  law 
of  universal  brotherhood?  My  visits  have  been  many.  All  told  they  will 
total  120  in  my  year  as  Grand  Master.  I  have  covered  the  Jurisdiction 
very  well,  having  travelled  from  Ottawa  on  the  east  to  Keewatin  on 
the  west  and  from  Niagara  on  the  south  to  the  Cobalt  District  on  the 
north.  This  counts  up  into  thousands  of  miles,  as  our  Jurisdiction  is 
one  of  the  largest  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  believe  I  have 
done  my  best  to  advance  our  grand  Order  in  our  midst,  I  have  endeavored 
to  perform  my  duties  honorably,  with  despatch  and  to  the  best  of  my 
ability.  I  have  given  of  my  time,  talent  and  thought,  I  have  withheld 
nothing,  which  I  believed  would  advance  this  society,  to  which  we  are 
proud  to  say  we  belong. 

J.  R.  Thomson ,  Grand  Patriarch:  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  in 
Ontario,  I  am  led  to  believe,  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  We  are  all  work¬ 
ing  assiduously  hand  in  hand  in  an  effort  to  bring  about  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  results,  and  I  feel  confident  that  our  efforts  will  not  be  in  vain. 
The  aim  is  not  to  encourage  to  any  great  extent  the  institution  of  new 
encampments,  but  to  keep  in  touch  and  promote  greater  interest  in  the 
old  ones;  resuscitate,  if  possible,  dormant  ones;  root  out  dead  ones  by 
recalling  their  charters  and  assist  the  weaker  ones.  This  policy  I  feel 
safe  in  saying  is  proving  a  successful  one.  The  increase  in  membership, 
I  feel  assured,  if  not  too  many  suspensions,  will  exceed  any  previous 
term.  Peace,  harmony  and  good  will  prevail  throughout  the  Jurisdiction. 

Oregon. — A.  W.  Bower  sox,  Grand  Master:  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
the  Order  is  progressing  very  satisfactorily  in  this  Jurisdiction.  From 
the  reports  of  the  officers  and  district  deputies  I  am  led  to  believe  that 
the  membership,  as  a  whole,  is  working  together  and  in  harmony  for  the 
upbuilding  of  our  beloved  Order,  as  never  before,  and  the  true  principles 
of  fraternity  are  being  daily  practiced  in  the  lives  of  our  membership. 
During  the  year  5  subordinate  and  5  Rebekah  lodges  were  instituted,, 
and  others  will  be  instituted  early  in  the  term  of  my  successor.  During 
my  official  visitations  I  have  urged  “  county  organization  ”  of  the  lodges, 
and  an  interchange  of  visits,  as  a  means  of  creating  greater  enthusiasm 
and  interest  in  the  Order  and  bringing  the  membership  into  closer  com¬ 
munion.  Every  lodge  visited  seems  to  be  much  interested  in  the  work 
of  our  Home  and  desired  full  information  regarding  its  management,  and 
the  brothers  and  sisters  are  contributing  liberally  for  its  support,  and  are 
faithfully  carrying  out  the  precepts  of  the  Order.  2029  names  have  been 
added  to  our  membership  list  during  the  year,  which  is  11  y2  per  cent 
increase,  and  our  membership  on  December  31,  1911,  was  18,510. 

O.  P.  Miller ,  Grand  Patriarch:  In  this  Jurisdiction  the  encampments 
will  probably  show  a  small  loss  for  the  past  year  caused  by  the  suspension 
of  patriarchs  for  the  non-payment  of  dues.  Some  of  these  have  been 
carried  on  the  books  of  the  various  encampments  for  several  years, 
hoping  that  they  would  see  their  way  clear  to  pay  up  and  not  be  sus¬ 
pended.  There  was  one  new  encampment  instituted  the  past  year.  Since 
January  1,  1912,  there  have  been  more  members  taken  into  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  than  during  the  whole  of 
the  year  1911.  The  condition  of  the  encampments  at  present  is  good  and 
this  year  will  show  a  great  increase. 
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E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary:  We  closed  the  year  1911  with  18,511 
members,  a  gain  of  737.  This  gain  is  not  so  large  as  it  was  for  the  year 
1910,  but  general  conditions  in  this  State  have  not  been  the  best  in  the 
world  for  the  year,  and  many  of  the  lodges  have  weeded  out  quite  a 
number  that  they  have  been  carrying  on  their  rolls  for  some  time.  The 
general  condition  of  the  Order  in  this  State  is  excellent,  and  I  believe  I 
can  safely  predict  a  much  greater  increase  for  the  current  year. 

Miss  Bell  Belcher,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  find  the  lodges 
of  our  Jurisdiction,  generally,  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  Of  course 
we  find  weak  ones,  but  all  are  striving  to  abide  by  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  of  our  beloved  Order.  The  weak  lodges  have  been  the 
objects  of  our  consideration  this  year,  trying  to  strengthen  and  en¬ 
courage  with  instructions  and  visits.  It  is  our  wish  that  this  year  pros¬ 
perity  in  the  different  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship  may  be  the  best  ever 
known. 

Pennsylvania. — W.  Oscar  Miller,  Grand  Master:  I  believe  you  will  find 
a  considerable  increase  in  membership  and  finances  in  this  State.  Lodge 
No.  718  at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  will  have  an  initiation  class  of  250  the 
last  of  January,  and  I  believe  we  will  reach  150,000  in  this  State. 

Edioin  L.  Ritter,  Grand  Scribe:  The  outlook  in  this  Jurisdiction  is 
very  favorable.  Our  encampments  have  been  doing  good  work  during 
the  last  six  months  of  the  year,  and  if  they  continue,  at  the  same  rate, 
we  will  have  a  fine  gain.  We  are  already  over  the  18,000  mark. 

Mary  N.  Joslyn,  Secretary  Rebekali  Assembly:  I  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  not  gone  back¬ 
ward  but  forward  during  the  year.  One  source  of  gratification  to  me, 
as  Secretary  of  this  State,  is  that  some  of  our  lodges  that  have  been  lying 
dormant  for  several  years,  have  taken  on  new  life  and  have  been  re¬ 
organized,  and  seem  now  to  be  doing  better  than  they  did  in  their 
prosperous  years.  The  Rebekah  lodges  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
greatly  assist  in  the  work  of  caring  for  the  orphans  in  our  four  Homes 
and  also  in  caring  for  our  aged  sisters  in  the  Rebekah  Home  here  in 
Philadelphia.  We  now  have  13  aged  sisters  under  our  care  and  our 
Home  is  kept  up  by  voluntary  contributions. 

Quebec. — W.  Kennedy,  Grand  Scribe:  We  report  an  increase  in  our 
membership  of  about  12  per  cent.  The  progress  in  the  Encampment 
branch  has  been  steady  since  the  institution  of  the  Grand  Encampment. 
The  Grand  Patriarch  is  making  a  special  effort  to  increase  the  member¬ 
ship  to  1000  during  his  term,  with  good  hope  for  success.  One  new  en¬ 
campment  will  be  instituted  next  week,  with  prospects  of  two  others 
before  the  end  of  the  present  term. 

Saskatchewan. — H.  E.  Armstrong,  Grand  Master:  In  our  Jurisdiction 
we  find  most  of  our  lodges  very  active  and  enthusiastic.  We  had  one  lodge 
that  more  than  doubled  its  membership  in  one  term  by  active  work  of 
its  members.  With  the  building  of  new  railways  in  our  province  villages 
spring  up  very  rapidly  and  we  have  many  places  where  the  only  reason 
they  have  no  Odd  Fellows’  Lodge  is  that  there  is  no  suitable  hall  in  which 
to  meet.  We  had  one  place  where  the  brothers  were  so  much  in  earnest 
that  they  put  up  a  hall  for  themselves  before  they  made  application  for  a 
charter  for  a  lodge.  As  it  is,  the  applications  for  new  lodges  are  coming 
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about  as  fast  as  we  can  properly  attend  to  the  institutions.  Applica¬ 
tions  are  also  coming  in  for  Rebekah  lodges.  Taking  all  things  into 
consideration  the  outlook  is  very  promising.  We  look  for  a  great  increase 
in  enthusiasm  from  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  our 
neighboring  Jurisdiction  in  September. 

South  Carolina. — F.  C.  Perry,  Grand  Scribe:  We  have  instituted  one 
encampment  and  several  have  made  small  gains  and  I  think  we  will 
show  a  small  increase  this  time,  although  we  have  two  encampments 
that  are  not  doing  any  work,  but  we  have  hopes  of  resuscitating  them. 
Here  in  Columbia  we  are  doing  some  creditable  degree  work  and  I  can 
see  good  results  from  same,  and  I  am  most  sure  that  is  one  of  our  great 
drawbacks  in  our  Jurisdiction.  We  are  looking  forward  to  our  Grand 
Encampment  meeting  in  May  and  there  we  are  going  to  confer  some 
degrees  which  I  am  most  sure  will  have  some  good  effect  on  our  mem¬ 
bership. 

Mrs.  Minnie  Mattison,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  cannot  say 
much  that  is  encouraging  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  lodges  here. 
But  I  can  say  that  some  of  the  lodges  are  reviving  and  hope  others  will 

be  more  progressive.

Mrs.  George  Easton,  Secretary  Rebekah  Assembly:  The  Rebekah  work 
in  South  Carolina  has  been  on  a  very  quiet  scale  for  the  past  two  years. 
We  have  lost  a  number  of  lodges  and  made  no  new  ones.  Personally  I 
feel  that  we  are  going  to  brighten  up,  as  some  of  the  brothers  high  in 
authority  seem  to  think  that  the  lodges  we  have  lost  were  the  ones  that 
were  holding  back  our  work,  and  those  left  are  of  a  better  standing.  True 
we  are  not  making  much  of  a  show,  but  our  Assembly  is  young  and  in  a 
State  where  few  people  believe  in  the  better  class  of  women  belonging  to 
lodges.  It  will  take  time  to  educate  them  in  this.  We  are  trying  to 
hold  on  and  hope  before  the  end  of  1912  to  say  that  we  are  at  last  moving 
ahead.  We  want  quality  instead  of  quantity.  We  are  collecting  funds 
for  the  building  of  an  infirmary  at  the  Orphans’  Home.  One  trouble  we 
have  is  the  little  interest  the  brothers  show  in  our  work,  and  naturally 
if  they  are  not  interested  they  do  not  try  to  get  their  wives,  mothers  and 
sisters  to  join. 

South  Dakota. — F.  B.  Raymond ,  Grand  Master:  The  Order  in  our 
Jurisdiction  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  we  have  made  a  nice  gain 
in  membership  in  both  branches.  The  invested  funds  of  the  subordinate 
lodges  are  in  a  very  flattering  condition,  and  our  Home,  which  is  the  sub¬ 
ject  most  discussed  in  the  Order  here,  has  proven  to  be  a  factor  which 
cements  the  members  closer  together  than  anything  we  have  ever  pro¬ 
duced. 

J.  J.  Pfister,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  encampments  of  South  Dakota  will 
not  make  the  showing  I  wish  they  would,  but  the  crop  conditions  were 
very  poor  in  this  State  the  last  year,  and  under  these  conditions  it  will 
make  it  hard  to  show  a  big  increase.  The  camps  in  the  western  part 
of  the  State  are  doing  some  work,  but  nothing  very  big.  In  the  eastern 
part  they  are  having  some  work  and  some  of  the  camps  have  taken  in 
several  new  members  this  winter.  Under  the  conditions  I  think  South 
Dakota  will  make  a  very  good  showing. 

Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary:  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
Order  in  South  Dakota  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  While  our  net  gain 
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did  not  reach  our  expectations  for  1911  we  do  not  feel  at  all  discouraged. 
The  year  was  rather  a  hard  one  for  our  Prairie  State.  However,  we  are 
still  gaining  in  numbers,  our  net  gain  being  a  little  over  600  and  the  in¬ 
dications  are  that  for  1912  we  will  make  still  larger  gains.  Lodges  are 
all  in  good  condition  and  show  a  renewed  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Order. 

Harvey  J.  Rice ,  Grand  Scribe:  Our  Encampment  branch  is  small,  but 
we  are  moving  along  all  right  and  gaining  in  numbers.  Some  of  the  en¬ 
campments  are  doing  fine,  some  are  rather  dormant.  We  have  now  about 
2000  members  and  think  that  is  pretty  good  for  South  Dakota. 

Mrs.  Hattie  B.  Borland,  Secretary  Rebekah  Assembly:  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  was  never  so  flourishing  in  South  Dakota  as  at  the  present 
time.  The  recent  annual  session  of  our  Assembly  was  the  best  attended, 
and  the  most  interest  manifested  for  several  years.  Every  member  is 
enthusiastic  over  our  new  Home,  and  all  are  anxious  to  do  all  they  can 
to  further  its  interests  and  the  comfort  of  its  guests.

Tennessee. — Caesar  Thomas,  Grand  Patriarch:  Conditions  here  are 
not  altogether  satisfactory  due,  doubtless,  to  the  fact  that  there  has  not 
been  much  interest  taken  in  this  branch  of  the  Order.  Until  the  last 
year  the  Grand  Encampment  has  been  meeting  in  the  spring  and  has  been 
entirely  divorced  from  the  Grand  Lodge  so  far  as  the  meetings  have  been 
concerned,  but  at  the  meeting  in  1910  it  was  decided  to  change  the  date 
of  meeting  to  the  time  and  place  of  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting  and  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  attendance  will  be  larger  hereafter  and  that  it 
will  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  interest  in  the  various  camps 
throughout  the  State.  Our  membership  in  the  State  is  small,  only  about 
1900,  but  from  reports  coming  in  from  the  various  encampments  I  am  led 
to  believe  that  a  reasonable  gain  will  be  made  during  the  present  year. 

Texas. — Miss  Bessie  Dolan,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  During  my 
administration  as  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Texas  the  work 
done  by  those  whom  I  have  appointed  to  interest  themselves  in  the  up¬ 
building  of  the  Order  has  been  very  gratifying  to  me.  There  have  been 
36  charters  granted  for  the  organization  of  lodges  and  prospects  for 
more  before  the  year  closes.  In  my  travels  over  the  State  I  find  the 
lodges  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  the  members  are  zealous  in  their 
work,  the  officers  are  familiarizing  themselves  in  the  ritualistic  work, 
degree  staffs  are  being  organized,  and  in  seeking  new  members  quality 
instead  of  quantity  is  solicited,  thus  lifting  the  Order  to  a  higher  plane 
of  membership. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Alexander,  Secretary  Rebekah  Assembly:  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Texas  is  progressing  beyond  all  expectation  this  year.  On 
account  of  the  great  financial  strain  that  has  swept  over  the  United  States 
there  has  been  some  decrease  in  membership,  but  those  who  are  in  the 
Order  are  as  enthusiastic  as  ever.  The  Rebekahs  have  pledged  them¬ 
selves  to  give  three  thousand  dollars  toward  the  building  of  a  new 
auditorium  and  natatorium  in  Corsicana  and  are  doing  such  for  the 
music  department  at  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home. 

Utah. — Mrs.  Jennie  Binkerd,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  am 
proud  to  report  the  lodges  in  our  Jurisdiction  in  very  good  condition 
and  that  the  result  of  the  past  year’s  work  has  been  an  exceptional  one 
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in  the  advancement  of  Rehekah  Odd  Fellowship.  We  have  no  lodges  that 
could  be  considered  weak  ones,  we  have  a  few  that  are  small,  but  we 
found  them  working  harder  and  more  united  than  the  larger  ones.  Only 
a  few  decisions  have  been  asked  for  which  proves  conclusively  that 
harmony  prevails.  Our  suspension  rate  is  still  too  high  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  a  diligent  effort  was  made  to  reduce  it.  The  desire  for  an 
I.  0.  0.  F.  Home  has  increased  during  the  past  year.  The  sisters  have 
awakened  to  the  fact  that  in  order  to  survive  the  criticisms  of  the  present 
day  and  age  they  must  have  a  definite  goal  and  produce  results.  A  great 
many  of  our  lodges  have  established  Home  Funds  with  the  intention  of 
adding  to  them  until  such  a  time  as  the  Home  is  built  when  they  expect 
to  use  the  money  in  furnishing.  Throughout  our  year’s  work  we  have 
enjoyed  the  unanimous  support  of  our  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  espe¬ 
cially  of  our  Grand  Master  who  has  been  faithful  and  untiring  in  his 
efforts  to  help  build  up  our  branch  of  the  Order.  He  has  never  been  too 
busy  to  lend  a  helping  hand  and  the  success  of  our  year’s  work  is  due  to 
his  good  advice  and  better  judgment  more  than  to  any  other  source.  Our 
Grand  Secretary  has  also  been  very  courteous  towards  us  and  we  have 
received  a  great  deal  of  assistance  from  him  during  the  past  year. 

Vermont. — S.  F.  Jones,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  Encampment  branch 
of  the  Order  in  our  State  is  in  a  prosperous  state,  and  I  think  has  made  a 
good  gain  in  membership  this  year,  although  I  cannot  give  the  exact 
data.  I  have  attended  all  the  district  meetings  throughout  the  State  this 
year,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  great  interest  in  the  work,  and  I  expect 
there  will  be  several  encampments  instituted  during  1912. 

0.  H.  Henderson,  Grand  Secretary:  We  have  at  the  present  time  76 
subordinate  lodges,  the  majority  of  them  doing  good  work.  No  new 
lodges  were  instituted  during  the  year,  but  we  turned  our  efforts  to 
strengthening  the  weaker  lodges.  We  made  a  net  gain  of  121  for  the 
year.  One  thing  very  noticeable  in  the  summary  of  the  reports  was  the 
suspension  of  228  members,  and  in  my  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  ses¬ 
sion  I  called  particular  attention  to  this  fact.  I  feel  that  some  of  our 
Secretaries  are  not  doing  the  missionary  work  which  they  ought  to  do 
and  I  have  tried  to  call  attention  to  this  fact  to  see  if  something  cannot 
be  done  to  improve  this  condition.  Our  Rebekah  lodges  are  doing  good 
work.  Odd  Fellowship  is  certainly  taking  a  strong  hold  in  the  Green 
Mountain  State  and  is  becoming  a  factor  that  is  being  recognized  both  by 
its  strength  as  well  as  the  great  good  it  is  accomplishing  in  the  different 
methods  of  work.  The  Gill  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  of  which  we  are  proud, 
is  doing  its  share  to  help  in  the  good  work  and  is  being  recognized,  not 
only  by  members  of  the  Order,  but  by  those  outside  the  Order.  Odd 
Fellowship  certainly  is  progressing  within  our  borders  and  I  can  report 
nothing  but  prosperity. 

Virginia. — James  Mitchell ,  Grand  Master:  Virginia  Odd  Fellowship  is 
in  very  good  condition  indeed.  For  the  last  two  years  we  have  sustained 
slight  losses  in  membership,  due  largely,  it  is  believed,  to  reaction  after 
a  season  of  extreme  prosperity  in  membership,  but  these  losses,  slight 
though  they  are,  are  but  temporary.  We  are  organizing  a  few  new  lodges 
where  this  can  be  done  with  due  regard  for  future  growth  and  prosperity. 
Experience  has  taught  us  that  here  in  Virginia,  we  must  necessarily 
have  a  large  number  of  small  lodges.  Our  State  is  divided  into  a  number 
of  judicial  districts  within  counties,  instead  of  townships,  as  most  States 
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to  the  north  and  west  of  us,  and  these  districts  are,  some  of  them, 
sparsely  settled,  and  we  have  comparatively  few  cities  of  large  popula¬ 
tion.  Perhaps  in  the  years  past  we  have  been  too  anxious  to  increase  our 
membership  and  have  been  somewhat  careless  in  investigations  and  the 
slight  losses  are  the  result  of  this.  We  are  now  undertaking  to 
strengthen  the  old  lodges  rather  than  to  institute  new  ones,  believing 
in  this  way  we  will  have  a  more  constant  membership.  Then,  too,  the 
high  cost  of  living  is  exercising  an  influence,  and  in  some  degree  the 
Southern  States  are  more  readily  influenced  by  this  than  some  of  those 
to  the  north  and  west'  of  us.  Then,  another  thing,  only  a  little  over  half 
of  our  population  is  eligible  to  membership  in  our  Order.  We  have  a 
splendid  Odd  Fellows’  Home  near  Lynchburg,  a  city  of  nearly  30,000 
inhabitants,  where  we  are  caring  for  127  orphan  children  of  our  deceased 
members  and  quite  a  number  of  old  people.  The  enlargement  of  the 
Home  to  accommodate  a  growing  stream  of  applications,  is  now  con¬ 
cerning  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  we  do  not  anticipate  any  trouble  in  meeting 
the  demand. 

E.  E.  Hinclcle,  Grand  Patriarch :  The  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order 
in  my  Jurisdiction,  while  not  so  flourishing  as  I  would  like,  is  doing 
a  good  work,  and  I  am  using  my  best  efforts  to  get  the  various  encamp¬ 
ments  to  show  an  increase  in  membership  during  the  present  year,  and  I 
think  the  Order  will  show  a  nice  increase  in  membership  during  the  next 
few  years. 

Washington. — N.  K.  Staley,  Grand  Master :  The  progress  made  by  our 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  gratifying. 
The  membership  generally  has  been  active,  our  numbers  have  increased, 
and  an  excellent  fraternal  spirit  prevails.  The  year  1911  was  the  biggest 
in  point  of  increase  in  membership,  and  we  trust  the  best  in  the  history 
of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Washington.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
credit  therefor  that  may  be  justly  attributed  to  the  untiring  zeal  and 
energy  of  our  ever-active  and  efficient  Grand  Secretary,  who  works  both 
in  and  out  of  season  with  the  other  Grand  Officers,  all  contributing  alike 
their  best  efforts  for  the  further  advancement  of  the  principles  of  our 
fraternity.  Washington  has  a  noble  band  of  Odd  Fellows  working  in  the 
ranks,  everywhere  laboring  for  the  three  links  from  the  promptings  of  a 
good  true  heart  within.  Thirteen  new  lodges  were  instituted  during  the 
last  year  and  the  Order  is  in  splendid  condition  throughout  the  entire 
Jurisdiction.  The  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  located  at  the  city  of  Walla  Walla, 
is  an  excellent  institution  well  managed.  It  is  a  practical  exemplification 
of  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  respect  and  is  the  pride  of  every 
member  of  the  Order.  Briefly,  and  in  conclusion,  I  may  say  that  the  Odd 
Fellows  of  this  northwestern  Jurisdiction  are  keenly  alive  and  interested 
in  the  splendid  work  for  which  Odd  Fellowship  stands  before  the  world; 
good  results  have  crowned  their  efforts,  and  as  good  Samaritans  they 
will  industriously  continue  their  labors  in  the  future  as  in  the  past, 
earnestly  endeavoring  to  make  each  succeeding  year  bigger  than  the 
preceding  one  in  numbers  and  better  in  fraternity. 

F.  W.  Stuart,  Grand  Patriarch:  With  a  few  exceptions  the  Patriarchal 
branch  of  the  Order  is  in  a  good  healthy  condition  and  I  believe  that  our 
net  gain  will  equal  or  exceed  that  of  1910,  which  was  TVz  per  cent.  We 
now  have  the  distinction  of  having  located  within  our  confines  the  largest 
encampment  of  the  world,  being  Unique  Encampment,  No.  32,  at  Spokane, 
Washington,  with  a  membership  of  961.  The  outlook  for  1912  is  very 
encouraging. 
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Gen.  E.  P.  Edsen,  Department  Commander:  It  gives  me  great  pleasure 
to  report  that  the  Department  of  Washington  is  in  an  excellent  condition. 
The  entire  Department  is  armed  and  equipped  in  accordance  with  regula¬ 
tions.  My  last  report  to  the  Department  Council  showed  that  during  my 
entire  command,  covering  a  period  of  over  four  years,  not  a  single  death 
had  taken  place  in  this  Department,  numbering  upwards  of  a  thousand 
officers  and  chevaliers.  Certainly  this  is  a  remarkable  history  for  a 
healthy  condition,  and  in  every  other  way  this  Department  shows  a  high 
standard  of  efficiency.  Proper  discipline  and  military  etiquette  is  ob¬ 
served  not  only  when  the  officers  and  chevaliers  are  in  uniform,  but  also 
at  other  times.  In  connection  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Council,  we  always  have  an  encampment  of  from  four  to  five  days 
duration,  which  has  so  far  proven  not  only  successful  in  every  way,  but 
very  beneficial  to  the  service. 

Wisconsin. — John  Luclisinger,  Grand  Master:  With  the  efficient  aid 
of  my  deputies  and  all  active  brothers  I  am  trying  hard  to  arouse  active 
interest  in  the  lodges  of  this  State,  and  hope  to  show  a  splendid  gain  in 
membership  and  good  work  at  the  close  of  this  term.  If  we  do  not  realize 
all  we  wish  for  it  will  not  be  owing  to  any  intentional  neglect.  Con¬ 
ditions  in  this  State  are  somewhat  adverse  because  of  the  unusually  great 
number  of  different  peoples  and  races  living  here,  yet  retaining  the 
language,  customs  and  prejudices  of  their  native  countries.  There  are 
a  number  of  lodges  which  conduct  their  work  in  foreign  languages,  espe¬ 
cially  in  German,  and  use  the  authorized  translation  of  our  Ritual.  I 
have  frequent  occasion  to  meet  with  such  lodges  and  take  part  in  their 
work  and  I  find  that  the  German  translation  is  faulty  and  in  many  places 
the  beauty  and  strength  of  the  charges  are  impaired  if  not  wholly 
destroyed.  The  language  is  stilted  and  elaborate  and  not  at  all  the 
simple  direct  German  of  Luther’s  Bible  and  Schiller’s  writings.  The 
translation  is  as  if  made  with  the  use  of  the  dictionary  and  literally, 
with  the  usual  result,  of  conveying  the  sense  and  spirit  imperfectly. 

Mrs.  Emoroy  Perry,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  The  second  year  of 
my  labors  as  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Wisconsin  is  nearly 
completed  and  although  I  have  not  accomplished  all  that  I  planned  they 
have  been  pleasant  and  successful  years.  On  account  of  the  increase  in 
per  capita  tax  last  year  for  the  Home  and  the  increase  in  dues  this  year 
more  members  than  usual  have  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
but  none  of  the  earnest,  faithful  members  are  dropped  and  our  branch 
of  the  Order  is  in  a  very  harmonious  and  prosperous  condition.  Several 
delinquent  1  jdges  have  been  revived  and  seven  new  lodges  instituted 
during  the  two  years,  one  of  the  new  lodges  this  year  started  with  80 
members.  The  outlook  for  next  year  is  favorable  in  every  respect. 

Wyoming. — Thomas  Cottle,  Grand  Secretary:  The  Order  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  is  in  a  healthy  condition,  although  our  in¬ 
crease  has  not  been  large.  During  the  past  year  we  have  held  our  own, 
and  I  assure  you  we  are  doing  all  we  can  to  promote  the  good  of  Odd 
Fellowship  wherever  we  can.  The  present  year  looks  bright  for  our 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  I  hope  by  the  end  of  this  term  I  will  be 
able  to  report  a  larger  increase  in  membership  than  has  been  reported 
here  before. 
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Thomas  Cottle ,  Grand  Scribe:  The  Encampment  branch  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  not  a  very  large  one,  yet  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  it  is  in  a  healthy  condition  and  the  prospects  are  bright  for 
larger  increase  in  membership  the  present  year  than  they  were  the  past 
year.  The  increase  of  the  past  year  has  been  small,  but  we  are  advanc¬ 
ing  upward  and  onward  and  procuring  good  live  material  wherever 
possible  to  get  the  same.

AUSTRALIA.

John  B.  CocTcrum,  Esq.,  Grand  Sire,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F., 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  U.  S.  A.: 

Hon.  Sir  and  Dear  Brother:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  very  kind  letter 
of  January  1  last  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  have  the  honor  of 
acknowledging  same.  Under  separate  cover  I  am  sending  the  Annual 
Reports,  Agenda,  and  daily  records  of  our  32d  annual  session  of  New 
South  Wales,  likewise  the  Agenda  and  Reports  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment’s  27th  annual  session  of  New  South  Wales,  both  held  in  Sydney  this 
week. 

My  term  of  office  as  Grand  Master  is  closing  rapidly.  To  me  the  twelve 
months  just  passed  has  been  a  year  of  honor,  pleasure  and  strenuous 
work.  My  first,  last  and  only  thought  has  been  to  perform  my  task  for 
the  best  interest  of  all  concerned.  It  is  with  great  satisfaction  I  can  say 
that  this  year  has  been  a  record  one.  The  extent  of  my  jurisdiction  of 
New  South  Wales  in  square  miles  is  310,372  and  in  population,  January, 
1910,  of  1,621,677,  of  which  Sydney  has  605,900  souls.  Twenty  new, 
healthy  lodges  have  been  successfully  instituted  and  the  officers  are  doing 
their  work  in  a  most  creditable  and  painstaking  manner. 

The  membership  has  increased  797  in  the  subordinate  lodges  and  43  in 
the  Rebekah  lodges  and  the  increase  in  the  funds  of  the  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction  for  the  past  year  is  equal  to  8.85  per  cent.  The  spread  of  our 
beneficial  work  and  influence  indicated  thereby  cannot  be  other  than 
encouraging  to  our  friends  and  to  our  world-wide  membership. 

I  have  to  report  that  our  four  degree  lodges  are  doing  excellent  service, 
in  a  word,  the  ritualistic  work  is  being  exemplified  better  this  last  two 
years  than  ever  before  in  my  recollection,  whilst  “  the  tenets  of  the 
Order  ”  are  being  daily  practiced  by  those  imbued  with  Odd  Fellowship. 
We  have  been  exceedingly  proud  to  learn  the  almost  phenomenal  success 
which  has  attended  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  as  disclosed  in  your  last  Journal  and 
satisfied  that  the  Jurisdiction  under  the  Southern  Cross  has  added  its 
little  quota. 

We  are  striving  to  make  the  Order  great  in  our  State  and  I  candidly 
believe  will  succeed  in  doing  so  in  spite  of  other  so-called  fraternal  orders 
dispensing  altogether  with  entrance  fees  and  lowering  their  contribu¬ 
tions,  in  fact  practically  converting  themselves  into  “  Insurance  Socie¬ 
ties  ”  by  gradually  dropping  all  ritual  and  formula — again— unless  the 
Government  interfered  in  any  way  that  will  affect  fraternity,  such  as  the 
“  Nationalization  of  all  Benefit  Societies  ”  on  lines  just  consummated  in 
Great  Britain.  In  this  regard  our  “Veterans”  and  “Thinkers”  are 
somewhat  pessimistic  of  the  future  and  are  in  consequence  endeavoring 
to  separate  “The  Fraternal”  from  the  “  Insurance”  section  of  our  ad¬ 
ministration.  This  for  the  time  being  is  our  policy  and  our  only  hope. 
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We  shall  value  communications  from  you  and  your  successors  from 
time  to  time. 

New  South  Wales  is  far  distant  from  the  “  Home  of  our  Order  ”  yet 
through  our  fraternal  press  we  are  privileged  to  speak  to  each  other, 
which  has  been  one  of  the  principal  factors  to  our  success. 

I  assure  you  we  are  grateful  in  Australasia  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  their  unsolicited  munificence  in  giving  a  Representative 
triennally  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Supreme  Parliament  of  our 
Society. 

The  visits  of  our  veteran  brother,  George  T.  Clarke,  Past  Grand  Sire, 
our  esteemed  and  beloved  Grand  Secretary — who  we  hope  will  be  elected 
Lord  Mayor  of  Sydney  this  year — and  our  illustrious  Bro.  J.  C.  Smith, 
Grand  Secretary  of  Australasia,  to  your  shores,  has  created  a  tie  with 
American  brothers — “  not  forgetting  your  fleet  ”  that  never  will  be  for¬ 
gotten 'and  we  all  sincerely  hope  that  some  day,  sooner  the  better,  a  Past 
Grand  Sire  will  visit  the  great  continent  of  Australia  and  Dominion  of 
New  Zealand  and  give  us  the  benefit  of  his  long  experience  and  superior 
knowledge  in  the  grand  principles  we  all  love  so  well. 

I  esteem  myself  one  of  the  most  fortunate  of  men  that  it  has  fallen  to 
my  lot  to  officially  institute  during  my  year  the  first  Rebekah  Assembly 
in  Australasia,  which  was  successfully  launched  at  Sydney,  New  South 
Wales,  on  April  20,  1912.  The  Grand  Sire  of  Australasia,  Bro.  S.  A.  E.  B. 
Gilder  conferring  the  Grand  Assembly  Degree,  whose  elevation,  in  pass¬ 
ing,  we  are  naturally  very  proud  of  in  this  State.  The  Rebekah  branch 
in  this  Jurisdiction  commenced  in  an  humble  way  16  years  ago  at  the 
instigation  of  that  noble  and  untiring  sister  Linda  Salmon,  P.  N.  G.,  of 
Portland,  Oregon,  U.  S.  A.,  where  she  hailed  from,  when  visiting  Aus¬ 
tralia.  The  first  lodge  only  lasted  a  little  while,  but  the  second,  Sydney, 
No.  2,  with  Bro.  S.  A.  E.  B.  Gilder  as  its  first  Noble  Grand  (who  is  now 
Grand  Sire  of  Australia),  did  excellent  work  for  the  cause  of  Rebekahism 
by  the  kind  hearted  way  he  instilled  enthusiasm  in  those  that  followed 
in  the  Chairs  and  afterwards  tactfully  pushed  along  by  Bro.  W.  C. 
Bowler,  P.  G.  M.,  and  R.  J.  H.  Bryant,  P.  G.  M. 

At  this  moment  there  are  38  Rebekah  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction,  of 
which  22  are  located  in  the  Metropolitan  District  and  16  in  the  country 
with  a  membership  of  2553.  To  the  representatives  of  these  lodges  we 
handed  “  Home  Rule,”  but  reserving  the  right  of  veto  and  retaining  the 
investment  of  the  sick  and  funeral  funds  amounting  to  £2117  18s. 

I  sincerely  trust  that  posterity  when  reviewing  the  results  of  our 
work  last  week  will  be  able  to  say  “  They  builded  better  than  they  knew.” 

A  question  that  closely  concerns  us  here  and  in  which  I  have  no  little 
interest  is  the  establishing  of  our  Order  in  Great  Britain  and  South 
Africa.  In  Australasia  we  certainly  lose  a  certain  amount  of  prestige 
as  a  British  Colony  in  consequence  of  not  being  able  to  reciprocate  with 
the  motherland,  furthermore  losing  many  a  member  retiring  to  his  native 
land.  On  my  furlough  to  the  Old  Country  in  1910  I  made  an  effort  to 
sow  the  seeds  of  our  Association  on  American  and  Australian  lines,  which 
sojourn  convinced  me  it  was  our  duty  to  plant  our  flag  there,  especially 
as  our  great  parent  society  “  The  Manchester  Unity  Odd  Fellows  ”  have 
found  it  absolutely  necessary  to  institute  lodges  in  the  great  States  of 
America  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

I  candidly  believe  that  lodges  could  be  opened  successfully  in  the 
north,  south,  east  and  west  of  London,  Southampton,  Liverpool,  Widnes, 
Hull,  Cardiff,  Bristol,  and  doubtless  at  Edinburgh  and  Belfast.  You  will 
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notice  these  towns  are  located  on  the  coast  where  I  found  American, 
continental  and  over-sea  Odd  Fellows  domiciled.  I  have  not  the  slightest 
hesitation  in  saying  that  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  organizer  lodges  ot 
our  beloved  Order,  opened  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  Masonry,  could  be 
easily  instituted,  provided  he  could  have  the  assistance  of  resident  Odd 
Fellows  belonging  to  our  Order  from  other  parts  of  the  world  to  intro¬ 
duce  him  to  the  citizens  who  are  somewhat  conservative  and  considered 
by  strangers,  unaffable.  As  it  is  our  aim  in  all  our  teachings  to  make 
the  Order  universal,  should  not  the  principle  be  carried  out  firstly  in 
English-speaking  countries? 

If  opportunity  arises  of  revisiting  my  native  land  I  shall  certainly 
try  to  help  this  expansion  movement  which  is  nearest  my  heart. 

Without  wishing  to  be  deemed  boastful,  but  nevertheless  proud  of  the 
fact,  that  I  have  had  the  honor,  during  the  last  ten  years  throughout 
the  broad  acres  of  this  State  of  founding  on  my  own  initiative  17  lodges 
and  now  with  more  time  at  my  disposal  I  hope  to  add  another  three 
before  1913  and  as  yet  not  one  has  surrendered  its  charter.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  beg  to  acknowledge  yours  of  January  1, 
1912,  requesting  information,  etc.,  regarding  conditions  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction. 
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I  am  pleased  to  say  1911  was  a  good  year  in  South  Australia,  both 
numerically  and  financially.  We  opened  in  several  districts  and  had  a 
net  gain  of  880  for  the  year  in  all  branches.  I  have  posted  you  a  Journal 
in  this  same  mail,  containing  very  full  reports  from  the  Grand  Master  and 
various  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  You  will  also  notice  that  I  have 
been  elected  Grand  Secretary  in  succession  to  Bro.  A.  Leane,  our  veteran 
Secretary  who  retired  at  our  last  session  in  March,  after  being  actively 
engaged  in  the  work  for  30  years.  He  was  instrumental  in  introducing 
the  Order  in  this  State  some  35  years  ago,  was  the  first  Grand  Master  and 
then  Grand  Secretary,  which  position  he  held  until  March  last,  and  I  feel 
the  task  of  filling  the  place  of  such  an  able  Odd  Fellow  will  be  no  easy 
one. 

The  indications  of  the  future  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  are  bright  and  though 
at  times  things  are  inclined  to  look  doleful  from  purely  local  conditions 
which  have  certainly  an  influence  on  our  propaganda  work,  we  are  one 
of  the  foremost  and  soundest  societies  in  this  State. 

The  friendly  society  is  first  and  foremost  in  these  States  controlled 
and  governed  by  State  laws  and  consequently  legal,  hence  it  follows  that 
the  fraternal  part  is  not  receiving  the  consideration  it  deserves  and 
again  when  endeavoring  to  open  lodges  in  various  towns  we  find  our¬ 
selves  up  against  the  medical  profession  who  very  often  will  not  deal 
with  us,  and  in  fact  hold  the  position  in  their  hands  as  to  whether  a 
lodge  shall  be  opened  or  not  and  this  to  say  the  least  is  unfortunate. 

Notwithstanding  these  various  set  backs  we  are  in  a  live  state  and 
forging  ahead  in  numbers  and  also  financially  and  I  am  hoping  that  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  our  great  Order  will  be  represented  in  every 
town  of  any  importance  in  our  prosperous  State.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  In  compliance  with  request  contained  in  your 
circular  letter  of  January  1,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  Juris¬ 
diction  continues  to  progress  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

We  have  now  on  our  roll  73  male  lodges,  13  Rebekah,  and  4  juvenile 
lodges,  all  active  and  progressive  excepting  one  male  lodge  which  at 
present  under  suspension  we  hope  to  organize  at  an  early  date.  We 
have  now  7411  male  members,  an  increase  of  417  during  the  year  and 
739  Rebekah  members,  an  increase  of  42.  The  juvenile  branch  does  not 
prosper  as  we  would  like,  but  we  are  taking  steps  to  bring  it  more  into 
touch  with  the  general  activities  of  the  Order,  and  which  we  hope  may 
produce  better  results.  We  recognize  that  this  is  a  branch  which  should 
have  great  potentialities  as  a  feeder  to  the  adult  lodges.  The  great 
difficulty  is  to  get  adult  Presidents  in  the  sympathy  and  accord  with  the 
juvenile  mind  necessary  for  controlling  them. 

Since  the  consolidation  of  our  sick  fund  was  carried  out  four  years  ago 
the  financial  position  has  rapidly  improved  and  our  sick  fund  now  totals 
up  to  $226,995.  the  funeral  fund  to  $132,125.  and  subsidiary  funds  to 
$14,499,  an  aggregate  total  of  $373,550  or  nearly  equal  to  $55  per  capita. 

While  improving  our  position  numerically  and  financially  and  estab- 
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lishing  ourselves  on  the  solid  foundation  of  financial  soundness  we  are 
not  neglectful  of  the  amenities  of  the  Order;  the  Ritual  work  has,  during 
the  past  few  years,  shown  a  marked  improvement,  the  result  largely  of 
competitions  in  the  initiatory  ceremony  among  the  various  lodges.  In 
this  connection  the  new  Rituals  are  recognized  as  being  a  distinct  im¬ 
provement,  but  are  still  thought  to  be  too  long.  No  matter  how  well  the 
beautiful  ceremony  is  rendered,  it  is  too  much  for  the  average  entrant  to 
assimilate,  and  some  of  the  instruction  might  well  be  left  over  until  a 
future  time. 

Our  Government  has  lately  entered  into  competition  with  friendly 
societies  by  establishing  a  fraternal  annuity  scheme  for  providing 
annuities,  and  sick  and  maternity  benefits  to  working  men.  The  fees  are 
fixed  at  a  lower  rate  than  those  of  friendly  societies,  and  any  deficiency 
which  may  arise  is  paid  out  of  the  consolidated  revenue  of  the  Dominion. 
We  have  not  so  far  found  that  it  has  become  a  menace  to  the  well  being 
of  friendly  societies. 

We  are  pleased  to  notice  the  rapid  strides  the  Independent  Order  is 
taking,  and  feel  a  pride  that  we  have  some  share  in  its  advancement.

We  have  also  established  a  fund  having  for  its  purpose  the  payment 
of  the  contributions  of  those  members  who  have  attained  the  age  of  65. 
This  also  is  a  move  along  fraternal  lines. 

I  will  write  you  again  before  Sovereign  Grand  Lodee  meets  and  will 
endeavor  to  keep  you  in  touch  with  matters  pertaining  to  this  Juris¬ 
diction.

Dear  Brother  Cockrum:  I  have  your  kind  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  and 
beg  to  wish  every  prosperity  to  you,  the  head  of  the  Order,  and  to  the 
Order  in  general  during  the  new  year. 

As  to  our  Jurisdiction  I  am  glad  to  say  that  everything  is  going  on  well 
here,  I  may  even  dare  to  state  that  the  last  year  has  been  to  us  a  year  of 
record  as  regards  instituting  new  lodges  and  increasing  of  membership. 
In  the  last  nine  months  we  have  instituted  not  less  than  8  new  good 
lodges;  our  lodge  membership  was  a  year  ago  5172  and  is  now  5749.  We 
have  52  lodges  and  the  average  membership  per  lodge  is  111.  Our 
capital  is  also  steadily  increasing.  We  have  4  encampments  and  also 
their  membership  is  steadily  increasing;  not  one  of  our  encampments  or 
lodges  has  yet  been  compelled  to  give  up  its  charter. 

Peace  and  harmony  prevail  everywhere;  complaints  and  appeals  are 
rare  within  our  Jurisdiction  and  our  members  seem  satisfied  as  well  with 
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our  laws  as  with  their  executive  Grand  Officers,  who  now  have  served 
continually  since  the  institution  of  our  Grand  Lodge  in  the  year  1895. 

We  have  now  introduced  the  Order  at  42  different  places  in  our  vast 
Jurisdiction  and  preparations  are  made  to  introduce  it  at  several  new 
places;  our  prospects  for  the  future  are  good.  Our  northernmost  lodge 
at  Gallivare  is  situated  above  the  Polar  Circle  and  from  that  place  to 
our  southernmost  lodge  it  is  a  distance  by  rail  of  not  less  than  1170 
miles.

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CONTROVERSY  BETWEEN  GRAND  LODGE  OF  TENNESSEE  AND 
THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  KENTUCKY. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Tennessee  relating 
to  a  case  on  which  he  asks  my  decision,  and  I  herewith  set  out  the 
letter  received  together  with  the  statement  of  the  case  and  the  questions 
submitted  by  him:

I  have  written  the 
Grand  Master  of  Kentucky  twice  in  regard  to  this  case,  but  have  received 
no  replies  to  my  communications.  My  last  communication  to  him  was 
July  19,  1912.  % 

I  respectfully  request  as  early  adjudication  of  this  matter  as  possible.

Statement. — Bro.  H.  A.  Campbell  joined  Weakley  Lodge,  No.  190, 
located  at  Martin,  Tennessee,  by  initiation,  May  3,  1908.  He  lived  then 
at  McConnell,  Tenn.,  five  miles  from  Martin,  and  has  not  moved  his  resi¬ 
dence  since  joining  Weakley  Lodge,  No.  190,  but  still  lives  at  McConnell. 
On  March  31,  1911,  Cerro  Gordo  Lodge,  No.  46,  formerly  defunct,  was 
reorganized  at  McConnell  where  Brother  Campbell  lives,  but  he  did  not 
remove  his  membership  to  that  lodge  and  remains  a  member  of  Weakley 
Lodge,  No.  190,  at  Martin.  During  the  fall  of  1911  Brother  Campbell 
applied  for  membership  in  Frank  Carr  Lodge,  No.  206,  at  Fulton,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  on  an  Official  Certificate,  and  was  elected.  Fulton,  Kentucky,  is 
six  miles  from  McConnell,  Tennessee,  where  Brother  Campbell  lives  and 
eleven  miles  from  Martin,  Tennessee,  where  he  holds  membership.  Appli¬ 
cation  was  made  by  Frank  Carr  Lodge,  No.  206,  to  Weakley  Lodge,  No. 
190,  for  a  Transfer  Certificate  for  Brother  Campbell,  which  was  refused 
on  the  ground  that  he  had  not  removed  his  residence  as  required  by  law 
to  entitle  him  to  a  Transfer  Certificate  and  did  not  reside  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Frank  Carr  Lodge,  No.  206,  at  Fulton,  Kentucky.  The  Grand 
Master  of  Tennessee  decided  that  the  position  taken  by  Weakley  Lodge, 
No.  190,  was  correct  and  instructed  that  lodge  not  to  issue  the  Transfer 
Certificate  asked  for  by  Frank  Carr  Lodge,  No.  206.  Frank  Carr  Lodge, 
No.  206,  of  Kentucky,  has  since  accepted  Bro.  H.  A.  Campbell  as  a  mem¬ 
ber,  and  so  recognized  him,  without  a  Transfer  Certificate  or  other 
evidence  of  disconnection  from  Weakley  Lodge,  No.  190,  of  Tennessee, 
and  Brother  Campbell  holds  the  Official  Certificate  or  receipt  of  Frank 
Carr  Lodge,  No.  206,  for  dues  paid  by  him  to  that  lodge  for  the  year  1912. 

Question  1. — Is  Bro.  H.  A.  Campbell  a  member  of  Frank  Carr  Lodge, 
No.  206,  of  Fulton,  Kentucky,  or  is  he  a  member  of  Weakley  Lodge,  No. 
190,  of  Martin,  Tennessee?  If  a  member  of  the  latter  lodge  we  ask  that 
Frank  Carr  Lodge,  No.  206,  of  Kentucky,  be  required  to  cancel  the 
membership  of  Brother  Campbell  in  that  lodge,  and  pay  to  Weakley 
Lodge,  No.  190,  of  Tennessee,  the  full  amount  of  dues  and  fees  paid  by 
him  to  Frank  Carr  Lodge,  No.  206. 

Question  2. — As  Bro,  H.  A.  Campbell  resides  at  McConnell,  Tenn., 
where  a  lodge  exists,  and  six  miles  from  Fulton,  Kentucky,  is  he  eligible 
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to  join  a  lodge  at  all  at  the  latter  place  under  existing  laws  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

To  Brother  Brown’s  letter  I  made  reply  as  follows: 

Indianapolis,  August  12,  1912. 
Mr.  R.  A.  Brown,  G.  M.,  Knoxville,  Tennessee: 

Dear  Brother  Brown:  I  have  yours  of  August  8,  enclosing  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  case  of  H.  A.  Campbell,  upon  which  you  ask  for  my  decision. 
This  matter  does  not  come  in  shape  that  would  justify  my  giving  an 
opinion.  It  is  not  in  the  nature  of  an  appeal  and  as  it  involves  a  con¬ 
troversy  between  two  Jurisdictions  I  do  not  think  the  Grand  Sire  should 
undertake  to  decide  it  until  the  matter  has  been  submitted  in  some 
way  of  proper  proceeding  under  the  law  to  determine  the  questions  in¬ 
volved.  I  call  your  attention  to  Sections  913  and  914,  Busbee’s  Digest, 
relating  to  this  subject.  *  will  report  your  letter  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.

REBEKAH  ASSEMBLY  FOR  NEW  SOUTH  WALES,  AUSTRALIA. 

I  have  received  a  report  from  Miss  Alice  McLoghlin,  President  of  the 
new  Rebekah  Assembly  of  New  South  Wales,  Australia,  relating  to  the 
establishment  of  the  Assembly  in  that  Jurisdiction.  The  letter  is  so 
full  of  interest  that  I  set  the  same  out  herewith.

J.  B.  CocTcrum,  Esq.,  Grand  Sire,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Indian¬ 
apolis,  U.  S.  A.: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  It  is  with  pleasure  I  have  to  report  the  in¬ 
stitution  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  New  South  Wales,  Australia,  on 
April  20,  1912.  As  the  President  I  beg  to  convey  fraternal  greetings  to 
you  as  the  official  head  of  the  Order. 

We  started  off  with  35  lodges  and  2500  members.  Whilst  the  draw¬ 
backs  are  many  it  will  be  our  constant  aim  to  reach  the  standard  set  us 
by  our  sister  Jurisdictions  of  the  States.  The  Assembly  will  be  the 
means  of  stimulating  new  life  in  our  particular  branch  of  the  Order; 
and  the  lodges  will  have  more  careful  supervision. 

We  are  the  first  Assembly  instituted  off  the  American  Continent  and 
feel  somewhat  isolated  in  consequence;  not  having  the  opportunities  of 
meeting  sister  Assemblies  and  thereby  gaining  knowledge  by  com¬ 
parison  with  their  long  experiences. 

Since  our  institution  we  have  a  petition  to  institute  a  lodge  with  36 
petitioners  and  two  more  on  the  tapes,  and  hope  to  show  a  substantial 
gain  in  membership  this  year. 

The  system  of  stated  benefits  does  not  tend  to  induce  a  good  attendance 
at  our  lodve  meetings  in  proportion  to  the  membership.  It  would  seem 
the  financial  benefits  actuate  them  to  the  detriment  of  fraternity.  The 
system  was  formulated  at  the  inception  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
State  and  is  subject  to  State  supervision.  It  will  be  the  aim  of  the 
Assembly  to  follow  as  nearly  as  possible  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  sister 
Jurisdictions  of  America  as  far  as  we  can  obtain  from  the  literature  in 
circulation.  It  is  our  aim  also  to  give  as  perfect  a  rendition  of  the  Ritual 
as  possible,  to  encourage  floor  work  and  to  carry  out  generally  the  teach¬ 
ings  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 
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The  Assembly,  I  might  add,  is  well  attended  by  loyal  sisters  who  have 
the  welfare  of  the  Order  at  heart  and  are  ever  striving  to  attain  the 
perfection  of  the  ideal  Rebekah. 

Trusting  the  knowledge  I  have  endeavored  to  impart  will  meet  with 
your  approbation,  believe  me  to  be.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COMMANDING. 

Hon.  John  B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Sib  and  Sire:  Herewith  is  submitted  to  you  and  through  you  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  annual  report  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant, 
not  including  the  statistical  features  and  other  items,  which  will  be 
submitted  by  and  included  in  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General. 

This,  my  first  year  of  incumbency,  has,  however  short,  been  given  my 
entire  time  in  office  and  field  work,  as  is  indicated  by  the  somewhat 
extended  list  of  visitations  made  to  different  portions  of  North  America, 
which  has  involved  traveling  many,  many  thousands  of  miles  since  the 
last  session  at  Indianapolis,  in  which,  at  all  times,  has  the  effort  for 
uplift,  prosperity  and  encouragement  been  equally  given  to  one  branch 
of  the  Order  as  another,  on  the  theory  that  where  activity  and  prosperity 
is  had  by  the  one,  that  all  others  will  be  the  gainer  thereby,  and  espe¬ 
cially  reminding  the  Militant  branch  of  the  necessity  of  active  and  pros¬ 
perous  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments,  as  thereon  depends  the 
possibilities  of  a  larger  Militant  army. 

While  the  travel  and  expense  have  been  considerable,  far  in  excess  of 
that  warranted  by  the  appropriation,  yet  to  some  extent  have  expenses 
been  provided  locally,  and  the  results  quite  satisfactory  in  that  a  more 
perfect  and  complete  organization  is  had  by  personal  contact,  urgent 
appeal  and  directions,  with  the  view  of  a  higher  standard  of  efficiency, 
attainments  and  a  greater  observance  of  the  requirements  of  the  code, 
which  thus  far,  we  are  pleased  to  say,  is  being  heartily  concurred  in. 

We  predict  that  in  the  near  future  the  Militant  branch  will  be  making 
most  favorable  and  comparative  reports.  However,  success  to  that  end 
to  a  degree  depends  upon  further  annoying  conditions  permitted  to 
prevail. 

The  net  increase  both  financial  and  numerical  is  quite  satisfactory  and 
complimentary,  being  the  best  indication  of  the  general  conditions  pre¬ 
vailing  throughout  the  Militant  organization.  Also  continued  gratifying 
encampment  acquisitions  are  largely  had  from  those  sections  wherein 
the  Militant  is  most  active,  as  will  be  noted  by  the  reports,  is  a  feature 
that  cannot  be  otherwise  than  gratifying.

2.  Directions  are  hereby  ordered  that  the  old  Drill  Regulations,  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  1910  issue,  prevail  until  such  time  when  the  1911  issue,  ap¬ 
proved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  recent  session  held  at 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  September  18  to  23,  1911,  is  published  and  ready 
for  distribution.

To  the  Officers  and  Chevaliers,  Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  Greeting : 

First. — The  year  1912  is  before  us.  May  we  hope  that  it  will  be  even 
more  fruitful  than  any  previous  year  we  have  enjoyed,  due  to  the  faith¬ 
ful  and  devoted  service  of  those  in  charge  of  the  affairs  in  the  various 
Departments.  May  we  apprehend  that  the  Militant  will  grow  to  great 
proportions  in  numbers,  and  meet  all  expectations  of  efficiency  and  at¬ 
tainments  desired,  but  to  accomplish  that  end  means  constant,  energetic 
and  united  work  by  all  officers  and  chevaliers,  all  of  which  it  is  possible 
to  obtain.  Permit  me  to  suggest  that  you  adopt  the  slogan,  “  stamp  it, 
get  busy  and  it’s  a  winner.” 

Second. — The  foregoing  equally  applies  to  the  work  necessary  in  the 
subordinate  and  Encampment  branches.  Regular  attendance  upon  your 
subordinate  and  encampment  meetings  is  highly  essential,  and  special 
activity  should  attend  in  assisting  in  the  conferring  of  the  beautiful 
degrees  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Order,  thus  impressing  the 
novitiate  so  that  he  will  sooner  or  later  knock  at  the  door  for  admission 
to  the  Militant. 

Third. — The  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  session  at 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  18  to  23,  1911,  bespoke  the  fact  that  the 
question  of  merger  is  indefinitely  settled,  consequently  the  Militant 
stands  untrammeled  as  a  separate  and  distinct  branch  of  the  Order;  a 
fixed  factor  and  establishment  within  and  for  the  Order,  completely  or¬ 
ganized,  active  in  membership,  comprehensive  in  achievements  and  on  a 
satisfactory  and  sound  basis. 

Fourth. — December  4, 1911, 1  called  to  my  assistance,  able  and  practical 
council  to  minutely  examine  the  manuscript  of  the  proposed  as  amended 
Patriarchs  Militant  Drill  Regulations,  approved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  recent  session  held  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.  After  careful  and 
exhaustive  examination  of  the  same,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that 
said  proposed  Drill  Regulations  are  not  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  army,  and,  therefore,  recommend  that  they  be  not 
printed  as  ordered  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  further  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  1898  Drill  Regulations  prevail  until  such  time  when 
Patriarchs  Militant  Regulations  be  hereafter  adopted  and  printed  that 
will  meet  the  requirements  and  general  approval  of  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  army,  all  of  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  Com- 
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mander-in-Chief,  Hon.  John  B.  Cockrum.  Consequently  it  is  hereby 
directed  that  the  1898  Drill  Regulations  prevail  accordingly. 

Fifth. — It  is  the  desire  and  direction  that  every  Department  Com¬ 
mander  report  to  these  headquarters  the  names  and  addresses  of  all 
commissioned  officers  (field,  staff  and  line).  This  information  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  complete  roster  of  all  commissioned 
officers  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  army. 

Sixth. — It  is  hereby  directed  that  all  medals  and  badges  of  honor 
authorized  shall  be  worn  in  the  following  manner:  from  the  center 
toward  the  left  shoulder  on  a  horizontal  line,  one-half  inch  below  the 
arm-pit.  The  serial  placing  of  medals  and  badges  is  optional. 

Seventh. — All  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers,  succeeding 
themselves  either  by  re-election  or  re-appointment,  except  those  who 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  Sec.  2364,  of  the  Revised  Patriarchs 
Militant  Code,  are  required  to  take  out  a  new  commission  or  warrant, 
as  the  grade  applies,  before  being  eligible  to  assume  charge  of  their 
respective  duties. 

The  foregoing  requirements  are  respectfully  directed  to  be  promptly 
complied  with.

First. — The  annual  Patriarchs  Militant  International  Encampment, 
competitive,  exhibition  and  other  drills,  general  parade,  session  of  the 
General  Military  Council  and  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F., 
will  be  held  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  September  16  to  21,  1912. 

Second. — A  general  mobilization  and  cantonment  of  all  Patriarchs 
Militant  forces  possible  to  participate  therein  is,  therefore,  hereby 
directed  and  ordered  for  the  period  of  September  16  to  21,  1912,  at 
Winnipeg,  Manitoba. 

Third. — We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  General  Committee  on 
Entertainment  has  given  in  charge  of  the  General  Commanding,  arrange¬ 
ments  and  directions  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant,  therefore,  be  assured  of  impartiality,  and  that  a  square  deal  to  all 
competing  will  be  insisted  upon  and  assured. 

Fourth. — Militant  Post  Headquarters  will  be  established  at  the  Amphi¬ 
theater,  located  adjacent  to  the  Armory,  which  has  been  secured  for 
Patriarchs  Militant  camping  quarters.  At  these  quarters  mattresses  and 
all  necessaries  for  camping  can  be  obtained  at  a  nominal  price.  Good 
meals  can  be  had  at  the  Amphitheater  at  popular  prices.  The  grounds 
about  these  buildings  are  beautifully  landscaped  with  flowers  and  shade 
trees  in  abundance,  located  in  the  city,  within  four  squares  of  the  parade 
formation. 

Fifth. — The  forthcoming  meeting  is  to  be  at  a  most  favorable  North 
American  center,  within  the  zone  of  greatest  membership  and  equally 
available  to  all,  easily  reached  by  rail  from  all  directions,  and  within 
the  beautiful  gateway  city  of  Central  Canada,  of  unlimited  attractions 
and  accommodations;  hence  there  is  no  apparent  reason  why  at  least  a 
very  large  per  cent  of  the  available  force  of  over  25,000  men  in  uniform 
should  not  be  present. 

Sixth. — Already  the  Canadain  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  made  a 
practically  one  fare  for  the  round  trip  over  all  its  main  lines  and 
branches  for  the  visitors  to  Winnipeg  during  the  session.  The  railroads 
in  the  United  States  have  not  yet  made  any  announcement  of  rates,  but 
it  is  hoped  and  looked  for  that  they  will  also  make  correspondingly  low 
rates,  a  round  trip  rate  of  three  cents,  a  cent  and  one-half  per  mile,  being 
altogether  probable,  same  in  a  great  measure  depending  on  the  indicated 
movements,  hence  for  this  and  other  reasons  it  is  important  that  the 
General  Commanding  be  early  advised  of  all  contemplated  movements. 
With  a  full  attendance  the  railroad  fare  will  be  an  important  item,  and 
the  Department  of  Manitoba  can  be  depended  upon  for  all  features  of 
entertainment  and  accommodation. 

Seventh. — We  want  you;  your  comrades  and  all  your  friends  want  you, 
Winnipeg,  yes,  Manitoba  wants  you  and  the  Order  wrould  like  to  see  you 
all  present.  Come!  You  will  be  most  heartily  welcomed  and  the  pleas-

directly  in  charge,  who  have  full  knowledge  of  the  progress  being  made, 
thus  constituting  a  valuable  feature  of  reliable  information  for  con¬ 
sideration. 

Arkansas. — Major  J.  C.  Crofts,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Our  official  strength  is  three  cantons;  however,  Canton  No.  3,  has  been 
dormant  for  more  than  a  year  and  while  I  have  written  them  repeatedly, 
I  do  not  receive  any  answers  to  my  letters.  Would  like  to  know  what 
action  I  ought  to  take  in  the  matter.  Cantons  No.  1  and  2  are  both  in 
good  healthy  condition  and  are  composed  of  the  live  wires  of  the  Order 
in  their  respective  locations.  As  to  future  prospects,  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  that  we  have  a  good  field  for  the  work,  but  progress  will  be  slow, 
owing  to  lack  of  means  as  none  of  us  are  able  to  go  about  the  State  and 
work  in  the  interests  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  we  receive  no  sup¬ 
port  from  the  Grand  Bodies,  as  they  have,  until  the  past  couple  of  years, 
been  dominated  by  those  opposed  to  the  Militant.  However,  I  have  hopes 
of  one  or  possibly  two  new  cantons  during  the  present  year.  If  you  can 
supply  me  with  any  circulars  or  other  literature  setting  forth  the  objects 
and  principles  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  I  can  put  them  to  very  good 
use  as  I  have  requests  for  the  same.”

California. — General  J.  K.  Ritter,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  In  accordance  with  your  wishes,  I  am  more  than  pleased  to  report  that 
the  Department  of  California  has  had  a  substantial  growth  in  the  past 
year,  and  aside  from  this  we  have  not  a  canton  in  this  Department  but 
what  is  active  and  doing  excellent  work.  A  further  fact  that  all  cheva¬ 
liers  are  active  workers  in  all  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship.  In  this  De¬ 
partment,  as  you  know,  we  have  held  for  years  our  annual  cantonment 
in  conjunction  with  the  Grand  Encampment  and  these  gatherings  are 
each  year  growing  in  strength,  popularity,  and  redounding  much  good 
for  Odd  Fellowship  in  general.  The  exercises  for  the  week  are  so 
arranged  that  one  does  not  conflict  with  the  other,  so  that  all  who  can 
attend,  are  privileged  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
as  well  as  take  part  in  the  manceuvers  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch.

This  year 
we  will  meet  at  Sonora,  up  in  the  mountains  and  in  the  mining  district, 
and  the  chevaliers  are  looking  forward  to  a  very  enjoyable  time  on  this 
occasion.  One  of  the  features  that  your  Department  Commander  has 
endeavored  to  carry  out  is  to  invite  the  sister  Rebekahs  as  well  as  the 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  join  with  us,  in  fact  last  year  we  had  all 
branches  of  the  Order  including  the  Grand  Master,  remain  the  entire 
week  with  us.  We  look  upon  these  annual  gatherings  as  enjoyable  ones 
as  well  as  profitable  to  the  Order  and  especially  arrange  the  affairs  so 
that  considerable  pleasure  and  amusement  is  had  by  those  who  attend. 
Each  year  from  six  to  eight  cantons  enter  the  competitive  drill  and  the 
drilling  is  par  excellent  and  considerable  interest  is  manifested.  A  few 
weeks  ago  we  received  information  that  the  General  Commanding  would 
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visit  this  Department  and  immediately  upon  definite  i  nformation  as  to 
dates,  arrangements  were  made  for  a  visit  by  him  at  L, os  Angeles  and 
San  Francisco.  On  May  23,  officers  and  chevaliers  entertained  the  Gen¬ 
eral  at  Los  Angeles,  arriving  at  San  Francisco  on  Sunday,  May  26,  he 
was  entertained  by  the  officers  and  chevaliers  of  this  locality  on  Monday 
and  Monday  night.  Your  Department  Commander  has  ju.st  bid  him  adieu 
and  sent  him  on  his  way  to  Portland.  The  visit  of  our  ( general  has  been 
not  only  appreciated,  but  in  my  judgment  profitable  and  instructive.  He 
is  a  man  that  at  once  commands  the  dignity  and  respect  ©tf  all  those  who 
have  the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance.  California  chevaMers  have  been 
working  and  forging  forward  and  upward  and  an  officer,  such  as  General 
Stocker  encourages  us  in  that  effort.  He  typifies  everyth  ing  that  is  up¬ 
lifting  and  we,  as  a  Department,  congratulate  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
army  and  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  advancing  such  an  able  officer 
as  General  Stocker  as  the  highest  Commander  of  our  arm  y.” 

Colorado. — General  J.  J.  Halloclc,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  and  for  your  consider  ation  a  report 
as  to  the  condition  of  my  Department  since  the  last  re  port  made  to 
General  Raney.  The  year  of  1911  was  a  fairly  prosperous  one  for  the 
cantons  through  the  Department  and  a  fair  increase  in  their  member¬ 
ship.  We  mustered  6  new  cantons  and  they  are  in  a  very'  healthy  condi¬ 
tion.  Would  have  done  more  if  the  conditions  had  been  b  etter.  This  is 
something  that  we  have  no  control  over  and  have  to  m.aTke  the  best  of 
the  conditions  as  we  find  them.  I  have  had  a  larger  number  of  inspec¬ 
tions  than  heretofore,  but  owing  to  the  long  and  severe  winter,  was 
unable  to  have  a  complete  inspection.  I  think  if  these  inspections  could 
be  started  the  first  of  October  I  could  have  accomplished  m  uch  more  and 
with  better  results.  There  are  several  cantons  I  expect  to  muster  this 
coming  summer  and  fall.  I  want  to  see  this  Department  rank  second 
to  none  in  the  West,  and  this  will  depend  largely  upon  the  local  condi¬ 
tions.  We  must  work  with  a  determination  to  go  forward.  I  am  looking 
for  you  to  make  us  a  visit  October  21  at  our  Department  Council  meeting 
which  will  be  held  in  Canon  City.  Will  thank  you  to  advise  me  of  your 
intention  of  being  present  and  be  the  guest  of  this  Department.” 

Connecticut. — Col.  C.  B.  Overton,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Referring  to  your  letter  of  May  21  concerning  the  work  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment  I  would  advise  that  this  Department  has  been  very  dormant  for 
some  time  past.  We  have  six  cantons  in  this  Departme  nt  in  several 
degrees  of  activity.  The  prospects  are  bright  to  muster  a  new  canton 
at  Torrington  within  the  next  few  months.  Some  of  the*  organizations 
within  the  Department  show  indications  of  new  life  and  w<e  hope  within 
a  short  space  of  time  to  have  the  whole  Department  in  munch  better  con¬ 
dition  than  it  is  to-day.  Much  work  must  be  done  to  briHig  the  Depart¬ 
ment  up  to  the  highest  standard  obtainable.” 

Georgia. — Major  Chester  L.  Elliot,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Again  I  have  been  disappointed  in  not  being  able  at  this  time  to  make 
a  report  which  would  show  an  increase  in  this  branch  of  our  Order,  but 
it  again  seems  circumstances  have  been  unfavorable.  The  twro  cities  in 
my  last  report  which  had  promised  me  each  a  canton  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  organize,  but  I  am  still  in  hopes  that  they  will  be  very  soon.  At 
the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  Indianapolis,  although 
the  Brunswick  canton  was  awarded  a  prize,  it  was  nothing  to  be  proud 
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of,  being  the  fourth  and  but  four  cantons  entered  in  Class  A,  but  it  did 
show  the  representatives  of  the  Order  that  Georgia  was  present  with 
33  men,  fully  equipped.  At  the  State  Grand  Lodge,  held  in  Gainesville, 
Georgia,  in  May  last,  the  first  prize  was  again  awarded  to  the  Bruns¬ 
wick  canton.  Canton  Brunswick,  No.  8,  expects  to  be  present  at  Winni¬ 
peg,  and  an  applicant  for  first  honors  in  Class  A.  I  wish  at  this  time  to 
add  to  the  many  statements  made  that  the  greatest  trouble  in  maintain¬ 
ing  this  branch  of  our  Order  is  the  utter  disregard  of  the  Military  branch 
iby  the  other  branches  of  the  Order,  which  has  never  yet  been  accounted 
for,  but  it  is  generally  conceded  to  be,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  other  branches  have  an  idea  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
is  a  show  feature  and  they  think  should  be  self-supporting  when,  for  a 
fact,  it  is  in  reality,  a  drawing  card  which  brings  many  new  members 
into  the  Order  and  is  therefore  a  help  rather  than  a  drawback.” 

Idaho. — General  James  W.  Wiggett,  Department  Commander ,  reports: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  our  Department  is  quite  young.  One 
feature  I  found  in  this  Department  and  I  presume  the  same  conditions 
exist  elsewhere,  no  provisions  are  made  for  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
and  Department  Council  at  Grand  Lodge  sessions  by  the  other  branches 
of  the  Order.  During  the  year  we  organized  a  new  canton  at  Ashton  with 
a  membership  of  25  charter  members.  It  is  in  a  promising  and  flourish¬ 
ing  condition.  We  have  an  inquiry  as  to  the  organizing  of  another 
canton  at  Hailey,  Idaho.  We  have  18  cantons  on  our  paper  in  this  Juris- 
'  diction  of  which  only  9  have  reported  during  1909,  1910  and  1911  up  to 
this  writing.  We  are  digging  at  and  in  hopes  of  reviving  a  few  of  those 
dead  cantons,  but  No.  5  and  No.  7  are  very  doubtful  and  beyond  re¬ 
demption  and  dead,  and  will  be  taken  off  the  list,  unless  reports  are  in 
our  possession  within  the  next  ninety  days.  I  don’t  believe  a  meeting 
has  been  held  for  several  years  in  either  of  those  cantons  according  to 
reports.  Notwithstanding  during  the  past  year,  we  not  only  held  our 
own,  but  made  a  slight  gain  in  membership  and  predict  a  greater  suc¬ 
cess  in  membership  during  the  years  to  follow.  We  hold  our  cantonment 
and  Department  Council  at  the  same  time  and  place  where  our  Grand 
Lodge,  Grand  Encampment  and  Rebekah  Assembly  meet  each  year.  It 
must  be  apparent  to  all  that  so  long  as  we  meet  at  the  same  time  and 
•  place  with  the  Grand  Lodge,  our  forces  are  torn  asunder  by  the  con¬ 
tinued  absence  of  officers  and  chevaliers  who  are  delegates  to  that  Body, 
and  who  are  either  attending  the  Grand  Lodge  or  serving  on  committees. 
Hence  the  result  is  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  Department  Council 
branches  of  the  Order  suffer  and  the  important  business  is  checked  for 
lack  of  time  and  attention.  Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  different  branches 
of  the  Order  in  this  our  Empire  State,  I  recommend  the  advisability  here¬ 
after  of  the  Department  Council  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch  holding  their  annual  session  together  for  better  results.” 

Illinois. — General  James  H.  Harris ,  Department  Commander ,  reports: 
“  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  recent  date  and  in  acknowledging  beg 
leave  to  extend  to  you  my  congratulations  on  the  prosperity  of  the  army 
under  your  command.  No  man  appreciates  more  than  I  what  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Commanding  has  to  contend  with  and  the  patience,  energy  and 
determination  that  must  be  exercised  in  order  to  obtain  the  success  that 
we  naturally  expect.  As  to  the  Department  of  Illinois,  I  have  nothing 
to  offer  except  that  which  is  good.  True  we  have  been  confronted  with 
the  lethargy  in  the  world  of  commerce  that  appears  to  have  extended 
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over  the  whole  nation  and  which,  of  course,  has  its  effect  upon  organiza¬ 
tions  such  as  ours,  the  membership  of  which  is  merely  a  luxury,  notwith¬ 
standing  which  fact  the  Department  has  continued  to  grow  and  has  main¬ 
tained  to  the  fullest  the  exuberance  and  energy  that  has  characterized  its 
past  existence.  In  point  of  military  education  and  discipline,  we  have 
shown  marked  advancement  and  therefore  I  have  the  honor  to  state 
which  I  do  with  much  satisfaction  that  you  have  every  reason  to  look 
with  pride  upon  this  Department  as  being  a  most  valuable  adjunct  to 
your  command.” 

Indiana. — General  Joe  A.  DeHority,  Department  Commander,  reports: 

“  Reporting  to  you  the  condition  of  the  Department  of  Indiana  beg  to 
say  that  conditions  are  not  in  such  a  state  as  I  should  desire  them.  I 
find  a  few  delinquents  and  a  decided  lack  of  interest.  Have  bent  every 
effort  to  awaken  some  sort  of  a  revival,  but  find  most  of  our  efforts  in 
the  direction  of  subordinate  branches.  Had  some  hopes  of  having  a 
few  cantons  represented  at  the  coming  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  but  railroad  rates  from  this  section  have  completely  discouraged 
us  in  that  direction.  Regret  I  am  not  permitted  to  report  a  more 
flourishing  condition.” 

Iowa. — General  C.  W.  Paschal,  Department  Commander,  reports: 

“  Since  assuming  command  of  the  Department  of  Iowa,  March  1,  1912, 

I  have  visited  15  cantons  and  found  them  all  working  and  I  think  from 
the  interest  they  are  showing  in  the  Order,  that  the  Department  will 
show  a  nice  increase  this  year.  We  have  several  prospects  for  new 
cantons  and  some  of  them  will  be  mustered  in  this  year.  I  am  advocating 
early  inspections  in  the  fall,  instead  of  the  winter,  and  I  think  it  will 
show  up  better  for  the  Department.  There  are  so  many  that  look  upon 
the  inspection  as  an  unnecessary  expense,  and  unnecessary  to  the  well- 
fare  of  the  canton,  which  I  think  is  wrong  and  this  work  ought  to  be 
done  when  everybody  could  get  out  and  make  the  inspections  a  great 
success.  We  are  also  advocating  the  holding  of  battalion  drills  and  some 
of  the  battalions  of  the  Department  are  holding  them  and  having  good 
times  and  good  lessons  in  the  drills.  Our  Department  is  in  good  shape 
and  working  harmoniously  and  we  hold  our  Department  Council  under 
canvas  every  year  in  August  and  go  out  in  camp  for  one  week  and  we  are 
gathering  strength  every  year.” 

Kansas. — General  0.  R.  Stevens,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Am  sure  you  would  be  interested  to  know  of  the  progress  and  work  of 
the  Department  of  Kansas.  Reports  for  1911  show  a  gain  of  20  per  cent 
in  membership  and  19  per  cent  in  value  of  uniforms  and  property.  In¬ 
terest  in  the  work  is  good,  the  Militant  made  good  showing  at  anni¬ 
versary  meetings,  April  26,  at  two  of  which  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry 
was  conferred  and  creditable  parade  given.  Prospects  are  good  for  the 
largest  and  greatest  meetings  of  all  Kansas  Grand  Bodies  in  October  of 
this  year  that  have  ever  been  held  in  Kansas.  At  these  meetings  the 
Militant  makes  good  showing,  performs  escort  duty,  holds  competitive 
drills  confers  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry,  etc.  One  pleasing  feature  of 
our  annual  meetings  is  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  Association  which  we 
have  formed  of  which  every  lady  and  chevalier  who  has  received  the 
Decoration  is  considered  a  member.  This  Association  holds  a  banquet 
to  which  each  member  can  invite  one  guest  on  Tuesday  evening  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  wreek  at  the  best  hotel  in  the  city  and  it  is  a  brilliant  and 
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successful  affair.  Association  was  organized  in  1910  with  General  O.  R. 
Stevens  as  President,  Mrs.  Hattie  Luse,  P.  P.  Rebekah  Assembly  as  Vice- 
President,  and  Mrs.  Genorie  B.  White,  who  is  now  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly,  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  same  officers  were 
re-elected  last  year.” 

Kentucky. — Col.  Dwight  L.  Bailey,  Department  Commander ,  reports: 
“  At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Military  Council  at  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  I  promised  a  new  canton  in  this  Department.  This  promise  I 
have  made  good  by  mustering  in  Canton  Paran,  No.  3,  at  Owensboro. 
Canton  Louisville,  No.  7,  continues  to  show  an  unabating  interest. 
Cantons  Park  City,  No.  5,  and  Richmond,  No.  6,  but  very  little  interest  in 
matters  Militant,  and  no  disposition  at  all  to  make  out  and  send  reports. 
Cantons  Atkins,  No.  1,  Corbin,  No.  2,  and  Covington,  No.  4,  should  be 
stricken  from  the  list  as  they  have  not  held  a  meeting  in  years  and 
seemingly  no  prospects  to  revive  an  interest  in  either.  The  future  does 
not  look  bright  for  the  reason  that  there  seems  to  be  but  little  interest 
taken  in  matters  Militant  by  the  patriarchs  throughout  the  State  and 
but  very  little  encouragement  given  by  the  officers  of  the  Grand  or  sub¬ 
ordinate  encampments.” 

Louisiana. — Major  Wm.  0.  Schmidt,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  I  have  the  honor  to  make  this  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
Department:  We  have  three  cantons  in  this  Department:  Orleans,  No.  1, 
New  Orleans,  Home,  No.  2,  Crowley,  Berwick,  No.  3,  Berwick.  Canton 
Orleans,  No.  1,  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  numbering  over  50 
members  and  nearly  every  member  has  his  uniform.  They  are  drilling 
well,  put  on  the  initiation  work  very  creditably  and  it  can  be  said  that 
the  canton  is  in  every  way  a  veritable  credit  to  this  Department.  Canton 
Home,  at  Crowley,  is  also  in  very  good  condition.  They  have  their  uni¬ 
forms,  drill  well  and  likewise  are  a  credit  to  this  Department.  Canton 
Berwick,  No.  3,  is  not  doing  as  well  as  I  would  like  it  to  do.  However, 
they  have  promised  to  purchase  their  uniforms  and  try  to  have  them  up 
to  standard  within  a  short  time.  You  must  realize  that  it  is  very  hard 
for  us  to  secure  reports  from  the  cantons  in  the  country  as  many  of  the 
members  work  on  their  farm,  some  in  saw  mills,  etc.  I  desire  to  say  that 
we  are  at  present  actively  engaged  in  securing  several  new  cantons  for 
this  Department,  namely,  at  Lake  Charles,  and  Derider,  and  feel  almost 
sure  that  by  the  time  my  next  report  reaches  you  this  will  be  an  ac¬ 
complished  fact.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship  in 
Louisiana,  we  will  put  on  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  of  sister  of  Re¬ 
bekah,  at  the  next  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  will  be  held  here 
in  March,  1913.  We  are  working  hard  to  have  the  Department  of 
Louisiana  compare  as  favorably  as  other  Departments  in  the  United 
States,  and  feel  sure  that  we  will  accomplish  a  great  deal  this  year. 
All  of  the  various  members  are  keyed  to  the  topmost  notch  and  are 
really  doing  yeoman  service  in  securing  new  members  and  popularizing 
their  branch  of  the  Order.  In  closing  I  will  state  that  the  General  Mili¬ 
tary  Council  will  sit  up  and  take  notice  in  the  near  future  at  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  Department  of  Louisiana.” 

Maryland. — Colonel  George  W.  Godman,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  The  Department  of  Maryland  is  in  a  good,  healthy  condition,  all 
cantons  sending  in  reports  except  one.  The  inspections  had  this  year 
show  quite  an  improvement  over  last  year’s  inspections,  showing  greater 
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efficiency  in  all  cantons.  The  increase  in  the  membership  the  past  year, 
while  not  as  large  as  desired,  yet  shows  a  small  gain,  enthusiasm  and 
activity  prevail  and  officers,  chevaliers  and  cantons  readily  respond  in 
assisting  and  encouraging  whenever  possible  all  departments  of  the 
work  and  every  encouragement  is  had  from  all  branches  of  the  Order  and 
we  believe  the  following  year  will  prove  a  successful  one.” 

Minnesota. — General  Aug.  Hohenstein ,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  The  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  in  Minnesota  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  having  made  a  gain  of  over  25  per  cent  since  the  last  session 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Prospects  are  that  it  will  be  3314  per 
cent  before  the  end  of  the  year.  We  are  busy  bringing  the  Patriarchs 

Militant  to  the  front.”

New  Hampshire. — General  H.  B.  Fairbanks,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “In  response  to  your  request,  the  writer  takes  pleasure  in 
reporting  the  conditions  of  the  Department  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
Department  Council  of  this  Department  convened  on  June  18  at  Odd 
Fellows’  Hall,  Manchester,  N.  H.  The  President’s  report  showed  this 
Department  to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  with  two  non¬ 
reporting  cantons  which  will  probably  be  removed  to  other  locations 
where  they  may  resume  active  work.  The  Secretary’s  report  showed  a 
net  loss  of  12  members,  due  mostly  to  necessary  suspensions,  honorable 
discharges  and  deaths,  making  a  total  loss  of  53.  We  are  happy  to  say- 
however,  that  1912  started  with  a  boom.  We  have  already  mustered  in 
a  new  canton  the  applicants  having  already  purchased  uniforms  and 
paid  the  charter  fee.  We  hope  to  add  100  during  this  term.  The  Decora¬ 
tion  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  upon  four  Rebekahs  and  we  now  have 
three  chevaliers  and  three  Rebekahs  on  whom  the  Decoration  is  to  be 
conferred.  The  clerks  of  the  various  cantons  are  making  cleaner  re¬ 
ports  than  heretofore  which  is  commendable.  The  Treasurer’s  report 
shows  a  gain  in  cash  of  nearly  $200.  The  Inspector-General’s  report 
indicates  greater  proficiency  among  the  officers  and  chevaliers  than  here¬ 
tofore.  At  the  last  Department  Council  $25  was  appropriated  with  which 
to  procure  a  suitable  prize  for  competitive  drills  between  the  cantons 
at  the  brigade  field  day.  Detailed  reports  will  be  found  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  which  will  soon  be  issued  and  copy  of  which  we  will  take 
pleasure  in  mailing  to  your  office.” 

New  York. — General  W.  C.  Gurney,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Answering  a  request  from  the  Military  Secretary  under  date  of  May 
21,  asking  me  to  give  to  you  a  report  of  the  work  of  my  Department,  its 
present  condition  and  future  prospects,  beg  to  say,  this  answer  has  been 
delayed  on  account  of  preparing  for  the  Department  Council  held  in 
Oneonta,  June  3,  4  and  5,  also  attending  Grand  Encampment  meeting 
at  Batavia  on  May  27,  28  and  29.  You  have  perhaps  received  before  this 
my  report  to  Department  Council,  by  which  you  can  judge  the  work  I 
have  done  so  far.  When  I  took  my  office  I  found  77  canton  numbers, 
but  only  59  cantons,  two  of  these  cantons  were  simply  existing  on  paper, 
as  one  had  two  members  and  the  other  four.  For  the  best  interest  of  the 
Department,  I  took  up  their  charter  and  effects,  this  leaves  us  57  work¬ 
ing  cantons,  nine  of  which  were  dormant  and  had  to  have  assistance 
which  has  been  given  them  and  as  many  reports  had  not  been  received 
sent  out  to  get  them  and  I  have  succeeded  and  am  able  to  render  a  report 
to  your  office  with  no  non-reporting  cantons  in  it.  For  some  unforeseen 
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reason,  the  Department  has  taken  on  new  life  and  many  chevaliers  are 
being  added  to  the  different  canton  rosters.  I  found  in  Tonawanda  that 
charter  for  a  canton  had  been  paid  for  (No.  74),  but  never  instituted.  I 
have  taken  this  matter  up  and  in  short  time  will  be  able  to  institute  a 
canton  there,  but  it  will  have  to  be  practically  a  new  one  as  many  of  those 
who  signed  the  charter  in  1909,  the  date  of  the  application,  are  now 
gone.  I  found  Canton  Cattaraugus,  No.  56,  Olean,  in  a  very  weak  con¬ 
dition  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  encampment  there  has  run  down,  but 
with  Cuba  only  a  short  distance  away,  desiring  a  canton  there,  I  de¬ 
cided  to  move  Canton  No.  56  to  Cuba,  which  was  done.  I  have  a 
charter  list  nearly  full  from  Middletown,  which  I  expect  to  institute 
in  the  near  future  and  have  one  or  two  more  out  which  I  expect  to 
hear  from  soon.  I  am  very  much  encouraged  by  the  reports  I  received 
throughout  the  State  and  hope  that  they  will  prove  true  in  the  1912 
report.  At  the  Department  Council  meeting  held  in  Oneonta,  a  resolu¬ 
tion  was  passed  that  I  be  instructed  to  present  a  resolution  authoriz¬ 
ing  that  the  letter  ‘  R  ’  be  abolished  and  that  a  stripe  be  placed  on  the 
left  sleeve  instead.  We  had  a  successful  meeting  at  Oneonta,  as  will 
be  seen  in  the  paper  sent  you  to-day.  This  is  all  that  I  am  able  to 
report  at  the  present  time  for  the  five  months  that  I  have  been  in  office.” 

North  Carolina. — Major  L.  B.  McBrayer,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “  In  compliance  with  a  request  under  date  of  May  21,  I  desire 
to  state  that  the  Militant  army  in  the  Department  of  North  Carolina 
is  not  in  as  flourishing  a  condition  as  I  would  like  it  to  be.  Little  if  any 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  last  year,  the  conditions  remaining 
about  the  same.  One  or  two  cantons  are  very  sickly  at  this  time,  others 
are  in  a  fair  condition,  while  a  few  are  perhaps  about  all  that  could  be 
desired.  I  get  inquiries  occasionally  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  a  new 
canton  and  while  I  always  follow  up  the  trail  nothing  has  materialized 
so  far.” 

North  Dakota. — Major  Thomas  A.  Kirkland,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “I  was  requested  to  give  what  information  I  could  regarding 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  three  cases  on  my  way  home  from  a  trip 
through  Canada  where  I  visited  some  lodges  that  are  anxious  to  break 
into  the  Militant  ranks.  I  wish  there  was  as  much  enthusiasm  on  this 
side  of  the  line.  The  Department  of  North  Dakota  could  be  worked  up, 
but  at  present  the  work  is  too  lax,  we  cannot  live  up  to  the  code  in  the 
matter  of  inspection  and  then  the  distance  being  almost  prohibitive,  the 
cantons  struggle  along  in  a  slipshod  fashion,  which  soon  causes  a  luke¬ 
warmness  and  indifference,  which,  to  my  mind,  is  the  canker  worm. 
If  I  could  have  stood  the  expense  as  well  as  the  loss  of  time  from  busi¬ 
ness,  this  Department  would  have  been  in  shape  to  come  in  the  lime¬ 
light.  I  think  the  Military  Council  will  be  able  to  do  something  for  us 
on  these  lines  by  seeing  to  it  that  the  inspector  shall  be  an  instructor 
able  and  willing  to  teach  and  thus  get  uniformity  in  the  work  all  along 
the  line. 

Nova  Scotia. — Major  H.  L.  Hart,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  The  Department  of  Nova  Scotia,  I  am  pleased  to  state,  is  in  a  healthy 
condition.  While  quite  a  number  have  moved  west,  the  ranks  are  being 
filled  with  new  chevaliers  and  uniforms.  The  prospects  are  bright  for 
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mustering  a  number  before  the  end  of  1912.  The  chevaliers  are  prompt 
and  willing  in  attending  to  the  duties  in  connection  with  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  and  other  branches  of  the  Order.” 

Ohio. — General  Perry  D.  Knapp ,  Department  Commander ,  reports: 
“  It  affords  me  a  great  deal  of  pride  and  pleasure  to  report  to  you  not 
only  the  good  condition  of  this  Department,  but  we  are  moving  forward 
and  the  command  ‘  halt  ’  will  not  be  given.  Upon  assuming  command  on 
March  15,  1912,  I  found  many  of  the  cantons  preparing  to  muster  in 
members  in  classes;  some  of  this  work  has  been  done.  On  April  1 
Canton  Maribn  mustered  in  6,  May  17  Canton  Sanders  mustered  in  29 
with  more  to  follow,  on  the  same  night  Canton  Earle  admitted  a  class 
of  3.  May  4  Canton  Lucas  mustered  in  11  and  the  same  night  Canton 
Sen-Han-Wood  admitted  3,  Canton  Akron  11,  Canton  Warren  6,  Canton 
Zanesville  7,  all  in  the  month  of  May.  On  June  2  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
being  with  Canton  Kenton,  took  part  in  the  memorial  services  which 
were  held  jointly  by  the  subordinate  lodge  and  Patriarchs  Militant,  the 
Grand  Master  being  present  and  delivering  the  principal  address  at  the 
cemetery  which  was  very  appropriate  and  impressive.  From  what  I 
have  learned,  many  of  the  cantons  are  holding  and  contemplate  holding 
memorial  services,  many  of  them  joining  with  the  subordinate  lodges, 
which  is,  I  think,  appropriate.  June  4,  with  the  assistance  of  Canton 
Earle,  of  Dayton,  I  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  mustering  into  service 
Canton  Miami,  No.  95,  at  Troy,  with  31  names  on  the  warrant,  Deputy 
Grand  Master  F.  C.  Goodrich,  installed  as  Captain.  I  cannot  refrain 
from  saying  that  Canton  Earle  has  no  superior  in  conferring  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  degree.  Captain  Goodrich  will  be  installed  as  Grand 
Master  June  21,  which  will  insure  us  the  harmony  and  good  will  that 
has  prevailed  between  the  different  branches  of  the  Order  in  the  past, 
will  be  continued  and  with  the  general  interest  shown  throughout  the 
Department,  I  feel  that  the  work  will  go  on  with  a  vim  and  when  the 
next  annual  report  is  made  this  Department  will  show  a  strength  sur¬ 
passed  by  none  under  your  command.  The  result  of  your  good  work  as 
Department  Commander  is  just  beginning  to  be  realized  and  I  assure  you 
that  every  possible  effort  of  mine  will  be  put  forward  to  keep  the  line 
straight  and  marching  to  the  front.  I  will  be  with  you  at  Winnipeg  with 
my  own  canton  and  one  or  two  more  if  possible.” 

Oklahoma. — General  P.  K.  Abbott,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  find  in  trying  to  make  a  report  of  the  Department  that  I  am  some¬ 
what  handicapped,  having  been  elected  only  last  April.  I  am  glad  to 
report  a  good  feeling  throughout  the  Department  and  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Department  Council  meeting  we  had  a  good  attendance.  There 
was  more  interest  taken  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  than  at  any  previous 
meeting,  which  might  be  credited  to  the  fact  that  it  was  our  first  session 
held  at  a  different  place  and  time  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  thus  giving  the 
undivided  attention  of  the  chevaliers  present  to  the  work.  The  Decora¬ 
tion  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  on  seven  sisters  and  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  degree  was  conferred  on  a  class  of  candidates.  True  brotherly 
love  and  good  fraternal  feeling  was  manifested  throughout  the  session. 
While  the  last  two  years  have  been  very  sterile  ones  and  owing  to  the 
bad  effects  of  the  last  two  years  in  the  financial  conditions  of  the  State 
(owing  to  short  crops),  it  will  take  some  little  time  to  overcome  the  draw¬ 
backs.  We  have  9  working  cantons  and  2  that  are  dormant,  but  we  hope 
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that  in  the  very  near  future  we  will  be  able  to  report  more  activity  in  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order  in  the  Department  of  Oklahoma.” 

Oregon. — General  P.  A.  Hantz,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “I 
am  not  able  to  make  as  favorable  a  report  for  the  Department  of  Oregon 
for  the  past  year  as  might  be  desired  and  yet  upon  the  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  conditions  are  very  promising.  Will  muster  2  cantons  in  in  the 
near  future  and  the  reports  show  an  increase.  Have  a  few  cantons  that 
are  dormant  because  they  were  mustered  with  the  instructions  that  they 
had  all  the  time  they  wanted  to  uniform.  Have  issued  orders  to  the 
contrary  and  am  not  alarmed  in  the  least  of  the  future  of  our  branch  and 
believe  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  we  shall  become  the  one 
attractive  feature  of  the  Order.” 

_  Pennsylvania. — General  J.  B.  Andrews,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  We  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  brief  report  of  conditions  in  this 
Department  for  the  past  year.  While  we  show  a  loss  of  three  cantons, 
one  by  consolidation  and  two  by  taking  up  the  charter,  there  was  a 
small  increase  in  membership  during  1911.  It  is  gratifying  to  report 
that  a  new  canton  was  instituted  at  Greensburg,  Westmoreland  County, 
with  25  members  on  Saturday,  June  29,  with  bright  prospects  for  an 
active  canton.  One  or  two  cantons  have  been  suspended,  but  a  strong 
effort  is  being  made  to  have  them  become  active  in  the  near  future  and 
we  hope  to  be  successful.  Generally  speaking,  the  prospects  in  this 
Department  for  the  coming  year  are  very  bright  for  a  nice  increase 
both  in  the  number  of  cantons  as  well  as  members.” 

South  Dakota. — Col.  A.  E.  Fuller,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  The  Department  of  South  Dakota  is  in  a  good  condition,  financially 
and  otherwise.  We  have  added  a  good  number  to  our  ranks  during  the 
past  year,  mustered  in  one  new  canton  at  Aberdeen  with  21  members  and 
they  have  mustered  in  several  members  since.  There  has  been  a  good 
healthy  increase  of  membership  in  nearly  all  the  cantons  of  this  Juris¬ 
diction.  We  had  a  very  interesting  meeting  of  the  Council  at  Aberdeen, 
May  14  to  17,  which  was  well  attended  and  every  one  present  went  home 
with  an  idea  and  determination  of  working  harder  for  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  degree  the  coming  year.  At  the  present  time  there  are  2  new 
cantons  in  sight,  with  from  20  to  35  members  each.  The  chevaliers  as 
a  general  thing  are  taking  hold  of  the  work  in  good  shape  and  they  make 
a  good  showing  both  in  the  halls  and  when  on  escort  duty.  Considering 
the  fact  that  this  Department  is  very  young  and  nearly  all  cantons  are 
less  than  five  years  old,  I  have  a  good  reason  for  feeling  proud  of  my 
little  army  of  new  recruits.  Our  prospects  are  very  bright  for  the  future 
and  all  branches  of  our  Order  are  in  fine  condition,  both  financially  and 
in  increase  in  membership.  Our  one-year  old  Odd  Fellows’  Home  has 
made  a  fine  showing  and  is  well  to  the  front  in  that  for  which  it  was  built, 
the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Home  are  the  most  wide-a-wake,  live 
bunch  of  Odd  Fellows  on  earth  and  have  beaten  all  records  in  the 
financing  and  operation  of  this  Home.” 

Tennessee. — Major  J.  W.  Howard,  Department  Commander,  reports: 

“  This  is  the  first  year  of  a  Department  Council  in  Tennessee,  we  have 
6  real  live  working  cantons  in  the  State,  with  prospects  for  at  least  2 
more  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  future  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
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in  the  State  is  now  assured,  it  is  my  intention  to  mobilize  as  many  of 
the  cantons  and  chevaliers  as  possible  at  Clarksville  in  October,  during 
the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Our  ambition  is  to  organize  a  regiment 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  Every  canton  has  made  its  report,  everyone  has 
been  inspected,  and  all  reports  have  been  forwarded  through  the  proper 
channels.  The  boys  are  all  interested  as  never  before  and  we  are  con¬ 
fidentially  depending  on  the  ‘  boys  ’  to  make  the  Patriarchs  Militant  go 
in  Tennessee.” 

Utah. — Major  W.  H.  Lepper ,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “I 
have  the  honor  to  report  the  conditions  in  this  Department  as  being  in 
fair  shape.  We  have  not  had  the  increase  that  we  had  looked  for,  but 
the  general  efficiency  has  been  improved.  One  of  our  cantons  has  not 
kept  its  position  as  well  as  we  would  like  to  see  it,  but  it  is  located  so 
that  it  is  difficult  for  it  to  hold  its  own,  but  on  our  recent  visit  it  has 
shown  promise  of  new  life,  otherwise  the  conditions  in  this  Department 
are  good  and  with  the  great  increase  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  we  ought 
to  have  a  decided  increase  in  our  Militant  branch.  I  hope  you  will  have 
a  great  gathering  at  Winnipeg.” 

Virginia. — Col.  H.  H.  Harlow,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “  The 
Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Virginia  is  in  a  better 
condition  than  it  has  been  for  some  time,  as  on  May  13  and  14,  during 
the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Newport  News,  we  organized  a  De¬ 
partment  Council  with  representatives  from  nine  cantons  present.  The 
charter  of  one  canton  will  have  to  be  taken  up  as  the  encampment  charter 
has  been  surrendered,  but  have  prospects  for  several  new  cantons  this 
year.  I  think  that  the  organization  of  our  Department  Council  will  be 
the  means  of  creating  renewed  interest  in  this  branch  and  next  year 
we  will  have  a  much  better  report  to  present  to  you.  The  new  officers 
of  the  Council  are  lending  every  assistance  they  can  to  advance  the 
interest  in  the  work  and  I  certainly  appreciate  their  aid  as  I  have  had 
an  uphill  drag  for  a  number  of  years  in  holding  the  cantons  together  and 
making  what  advancement  I  could  with  the  work  alone,  but  the  dark 
cloud  has  broken  away  and  I  now  begin  to  see  the  silver  lining.” 

Washington. — General  D.  W.  Lamb,  Department  Commander,  reports: 

“  Notwithstanding  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  this 
Department  shows  that  we  have  sustained  a  net  loss  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1911,  this  Department  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  The 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  just  closed  awakened  interest  in  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  work,  and  from  every  canton  encouraging  reports  are 
being  received  and  every  indication  is  that  we  will  regain  the  lest  ground 
before  the  close  of  1912.  Our  relations  with  the  other  branches  of  the 
Order  are  on  a  most  satisfactory  basis,  the  Grand  Encampment  this  year 
voted  $300  to  the  Department  Council  to  be  used  in  advancing  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  work.” 

Wisconsin. — Colonel  F.  H.  Koebelin,  Department  Commander,  reports: 

“  I  have  the  honor  in  regards  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Wisconsin  to  report  a  very  decided  increase  in  membership  and 
enthusiasm,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Colonel  Wm.  Crowhurst  we  have 
mustered  in  8  new  cantons  since  last  year,  and  now  have  20  live  cantons. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Department  should  be  reorganized  into  a 
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brigade,  thus  giving  us  a  larger  number  of  line  officers  and  field  officers, 
which  will  naturally  be  an  incentive  for  members  to  work  and  become 
efficient  in  the  work.  The  outlook  for  Wisconsin  is  much  better  than  it 
has  been  for  years  and  I  do  hope  to  report  it  as  better  next  year.  The 
prospects  are  very  good  for  mustering  in  one  or  two  new  cantons  in  the 
near  future,  applications  being  out  now  and,  as  a  whole,  I  am  very  much 
pleased  with  the  work  and  advancement  made  last  year  in  this  De¬ 
partment.” 


SPECIAL  RECRUITING  OFFICER. 

In  the  absence  of  legal  authority  to  do  so,  we  did  not  assume  to  re¬ 
commission  Special  Recruiting  Officer  Col.  Wm.  Crowhurst,  but  per¬ 
mitted  him  to  finish  the  work  he  had  already  started  in  the  Departments 
of  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  under  the  directions  of  their  respective 
Department  Commanders.  Upon  completion,  I,  on  May  28,  directed  that 
no  further  special  recruiting  be  had  until  such  time  when  proper 
authority  will  be  given. 


CONCLUSION. 

Satisfactory,  indeed,  have  been  the  accomplishments  during  the  pres¬ 
ent  year.  Not  apparent  in  statistical  form  at  this  time,  but  better 
known  to  all  localities  where  had,  and  the  harmony  prevailing  through¬ 
out  the  army  as  indicative  of  united  activity..  Observations  and  general 
reports  indicate  that  the  Militant  branch  is,  at  present,  enjoying  a  steady 
and  healthy  growth,  already  assuring  a  most  flattering. report  one  year 
hence. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  organized  three  new  Department 
Councils,  viz.,  Tennessee,  Virginia  and  North  Dakota,  with  Manitoba 
closely  following. 

Inspiration  is  everywhere  apparent  for  a  higher  and  more  permanent 
standard  of  organization,  and  a  readiness  to  more  closely  observe  the 
requirements  of  the  Code. 

It  gives  us  special  pleasure  to  report  that  at  Warren,  Rhode  Island, 
there  has  been  recruited  and  mustered  into  service  a  splendid  canton, 
viz.,  Sowamsett,  No.  1,  with  bright  prospects  for  several  more  in  the  near 
future,  indicative  of  the  fact  that  Rhode  Island  Odd  Fellows  are  favorably 
inclined  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order. 

Having  delayed  this  report  as  long  as  possible  for  the  report  of  the 
Inspector-General,  Surgeon-General  and  Chaplain-General,  as  yet,  not 
received,  neither  are,  for  obvious  reasons,  included,  although  interest  and 
participation  in  and  by  all  three  has  been  most  pleasing  and  satisfactory 
during  the  year. 

Due  appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  many  compliments  and  cour¬ 
tesies  extended  by  Departments  and  Grand  Officers  during  the  year  in  all 
portions  of  the  country,  not  omitting  the  chevaliers,  members  and 
citizens  generally. 

To  all  officers,  staff,  field,  and  line,  and  particularly  all  those  at  the 
Baltimore  office,  and  their  assistants,  is  great  appreciation  extended  for 
their  hearty  and  ever-ready  co-operation,  the  many  courtesies  extended, 
with  favors  unlimited.  The  comradeship  and  services  have,  in  every 
event,  been  one  of  love  and  happiness,  and  may  it  have  been  to  each  an 
equal  pleasure. 

Soon  our  army  is  to  mobilize  in  annual  cantonment  and  be  the  guests 
of  our  princely  Canadian  officers  and  chevaliers  at  Winnipeg.  Starting 
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early  in  the  year,  every  effort  has  been  given  that  the  number  shall  be 
befitting  the  occasion  and  complimentary  to  the  Militant.  The  rates  of 
the  State  railroads  has  proven  a  serious  handicap;  however,  indications 
point  to  a  satisfactory  and  gratifying  attendance. 

With  compliments  and  high  esteem  is  this  report  respectfully  sub¬ 
mitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives:  The  annual  report  of  this  office  to 
your  eighty-eighth  annual  session  is  herewith  presented  showing  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  year  1911  and  the  condition  of  all  branches 
of  the  Order  at  the  end  of  said  year  (except  as  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
which  latter  will  appear  in  the  separate  report  as  Adjutant-General). 

Again  the  Order  has  had  a  prosperous  year,  the  total  net  increase  in 
membership  in  subordinate  lodges  being  41,437  as  compared  with  49,562 
in  1910  and  41,608  in  1909,  and  practically  the  same  as  in  1909.  The  net 
gain  in  Rebekah  membership  is,  sisters,  15,726,  compared  with  22,227  for 
the  previous  year,  and  of  brothers  of  this  branch,  4076,  compared  with 
10,695  in  1910.  The  total  membership  of  the  Order  on  December  31,  1911, 
was  2,080,894,  of  which  the  subordinate  lodge  membership  is  1,624,606, 
and  sisters  only  of  Rebekah  lodges,  456,288. 

The  net  increase  in  encampment  membership  for  the  year  is  5809, 
which  is  the  largest  in  many  years,  and  this  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  20  Grand  Encampments  out  of  the  54  on  this  Continent  show  net 
losses,  but  for  which  the  splendid  total  net  gain  in  this  branch  would 
have  been  much  greater.  While  the  Encampment  branch  shows  better 
results  than  heretofore  it  happens  that  the  net  increase  in  Rebekah 
membership  is  less  than  for  several  years  past. 

The  total  net  gain  in  membership  in  1911  is,  therefore,  67,047  to  which 
should  be  added  that  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  1206  shown  in  the 
report  as  Adjutant-General,  which  brings  this  total  net  gain  in  all 
branches  for  the  past  year  to  68,253. 

The  total  expenditure  for  relief  in  1911  was  $5,854,271.64,  compared 
with  $5,711,049.41  for  1910.  The  receipts  of  subordinates  in  1911 
amounted  to  $18,303,210.86,  compared  with  $17,804,771.58  for  1910.  The 
total  invested  funds  of  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies,  reported  at  the 
close  of  1911,  amounted  to  $63,331,213.87,  compared  with  $57,743,272.60 
for  1910. 

The  total  relief  expenditure  of  the  Order  since  1830  has  been  $142  - 
552,661.72. 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY’S  OFFICE. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1912,  were  $100,- 
264.08,  compared  with  $108,791.49  for  the  preceding  year. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

From  the  Representatives’  certificates  received  it  appears  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Representatives  to  this  session  will  be  205,  while  at  the  1911 
session  there  were  209,  the  difference  and  reduction  being  accounted  for 
by  the  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian 
Territory. 

SALE  OF  OFFICIAL  CERTIFICATES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  which  closed  July  31,  1912,  the  sale  of  Official 
Certificates  reached  38,147  books  of  100  Certificates  each,  as  shown  by 
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separate  table  in  this  report,  which  also  gives  the  number  sold  to  the 
various  Jurisdictions. 


NECROLOGY. 

)3ince  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  death  has  come 
to  Past  Grand  Sire  Robert  E.  Wright,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  Grand 
Representatives  James  A.  Leete,  of  New  Hampshire,  and  A.  Villeret,  of 
Louisiana.  Brother  Wright,  Past  Grand  Sire,  had  been  in  ill  health  for 
over  seven  years,  but  Grand  Representatives  Villeret  and  Leete  were 
present  at  the  1911  session  in  good  health.  Each  of  these  distinguished 
brothers  served  the  Order  well  and  they  will  live  in  the  memory  of  all 
who  knew  and  loved  them  for  the  virtues  which  they  possessed  and 
illustrated  in  their  lives. 


THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

The  publications  in  the  interest  of  the  Order  are  increasing  in  useful¬ 
ness  and  in  the  appreciation  of  the  membership.  They  occupy  an  im¬ 
portant  field  and  relation  to  our  work  and  should  receive  the  encourage¬ 
ment  which  the  work  and  enterprise  devoted  to  them  so  well  deserve. 
I  deem  it  an  honor  to  be  in  close  touch  and  identified  somewhat  with  the 
Fraternal  Press,  especially  through  the  monthly  letter  which  goes  to 
them  and  their  readers  from  this  office.  It  is  a  congenial  and  pleasant 
work  to  me  and  I  am  very  grateful  for  the  generous  expressions  extended 
me  in  this  connection. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  TILE  ORDER  IN  ENGLAND. 

At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (see  Report  100,  page 
378)  the  subject  of  the  establishment  of  the  Order  in  England  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Secretary  to  take  such  steps  therein 
as  they  might  deem  best.  Inasmuch  as  both  Bros.  Geo.  T.  Clarke  and  J.  C. 
Smith,  Past  Grand  Representatives  of  Australasia,  had  made  compara¬ 
tively  recent  visits  to  England  and  given  some  attention  to  this  im¬ 
portant  matter  and  were  ready  and  willing  to  extend  fraternal  co¬ 
operation  in  this  behalf,  correspondence  was  duly  opened  with  them  by 
the  Grand  Sire  and  this  office  and  they  arranged  a  meeting  with  Grand 
Sire  Gilder,  of  Australasia.  The  result  of  the  conference  is  indicated  in 
a  letter  from  Brother  Smith  under  date  of  May  31,  1912,  as  follows: 

“  With  reference  to  the  commission  given  to  Brother  Clarke  and  me  to 
advise  the  Grand  Sire  and  yourself  on  the  matter  of  establishing  the 
Order  in  Great  Britain,  I  went  to  Sydney  and  had  two  days  in  con¬ 
ference  with  Brother  Clarke  and  our  Grand  Sire,  Brother  Gilder.  Many 
difficulties  presented  themselves,  which  we  had  not  thought  of  before, 
but  Brother  Clarke  had  a  scheme  which  he  was  very  sanguine  about,  and 
it  was  embodied  in  a  draft  report,  which  I  wrote  after  my  return  from 
Sydney  and  sent  it  on  for  Brothers  Clarke  and  Gilder’s  approval.  Your 
question  about  the  alteration  of  the  name  and  title  if  the  Order  was 
established  in  England  came  just  about  the  same  time,  and  I  sent  that 
on  also.  I  am  assured  that  the  title  would  have  to  be  altered,  to  enable 
us  to  effect  registration,  and  as  you  say  that  in  your  opinion  the  pro¬ 
posal  to  alter  would  involve  the  establishment  in  great  difficulty,  and  I 
too  believe  it  would,  it  appears  as  if  a  stone  wall  is  before  us  which  we 
cannot  get  over.  Brother  Clarke  has  lately  been  elected  Lord  Mayor  of 
Sydney,  and  his  time  has  been  so  fully  occupied  that  he  has  not  con¬ 
sidered  the  position  in  its  new  aspect,  but  I  am  hoping  that  he  will  do 
so  in  a  few  days  and  we  may  yet  be  able  to  report  to  the  Grand  Sire  and 
you  before  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 
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SPECIAL  DUTIES  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

LIBRARY. 

In  accordance  with  action  of  the  last  session  (Report  81,  pages  364, 
402)  special  effort  and  attention  have  been  given  in  behalf  of  enlarging 
and  improving  the  library,  especially  as  to  Journals  of  the  various  Grand 
Bodies,  of  which  it  chiefly  consists.  To  this  end  correspondence  was  had 
with  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  Rebekah  Assembly  Secretaries 
and  Department  Commanders  in  all  Jurisdictions  from  which  Journals 
were  needed  to  complete  the  files  in  this  office  and  with  gratifying  results. 
All  the  officers  mentioned  have  co-operated  readily  and  willingly  and  to 
them  all  my  thanks  are  freely  returned.  While  not  yet  complete  much 
progress  has  been  made  and  the  work  will  be  carried  on  until  it  is  as 
nearly  so  as  possible.  Heretofore  most  of  the  Journals  of  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  in  the  building  in  Baltimore  had  been  kept  in  the  large  basement 
vault  for  reference  and  examination  by  this  office  as  occasion  arose,  as 
no  sufficient  arrangement  had  ever  been  made  in  the  building  for  proper 
cases  or  shelving  for  an  open  library,  but  on  conferring  with  Repre¬ 
sentative  Cox,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  had  some  suitable 
cases  made  and  established  the  library  in  the  wide  side  hall  of  the  first 
floor  of  the  building  which  is  the  best  and  only  location  for  it  unless  a 
passenger  elevator  should  be  installed  to  reach  one  of  the  upper  floors, 
and  at  present  there  is  no  such  demand  for  consulting  the  library  by 
others  than  the  office  force  as  would  justify  the  expense  of  installing  and 
operating  a  passenger  elevator.  The  following  catalogue  shows  the 
Journals  and  other  books  in  the  library,  including  all  received  since  the 
last  session  and  up  to  the  making  of  this  report:

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  resolutions  duplicate  charters  were 
issued  and  mailed  to  the  officers  of  the  bodies  named. 

Whereas.  The  consolidation  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies  in  Okla¬ 
homa  and  Indian  Territory  necessitates  the  issuance  of  new  charters 
to  all  the  subordinate  lodges,  encampments,  Rebekah  lodges  and  can¬ 
tons;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  instructed 
to  furnish  said  new  Grand  Jurisdiction,  free  of  cost,  as  many  such 
charters  as  were  needed  at  the  time  of  the  said  consolidation;  also 
the  new  charters  for  the  new  Grand  Jurisdiction.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  the  following  correspondence  giving  the 
general  condition  of  all  branches  of  the  Order  in  many  of  the  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  and  as  this  is  from  active  official  workers  of  experience 
and  ability,  it  will  prove  interesting  and  instructive  to  all  who  read  it. 

GRAND  LODGES. 

Alabama. — H.  C.  Pollard,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  outcome  of 
the  operations  of  the  Order  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1911,  is 
not  so  gratifying,  either  from  a  financial  point  of  view,  or  an  increase  in 
membership.  We  are  compelled  to  show  a  great  loss  in  our  member¬ 
ship,  also  in  the  number  of  subordinate  lodges.  While  this  is  to  be 
greatly  deplored,  yet  we  are  assiduously  laboring  to  the  end  that  the 
brotherhood  of  man  will  again  assert  itself,  and  the  Order  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction  may  soon  be  on  rising  ground.  Our  greatest  loss  is  through  sus¬ 
pension  for  non-payment  of  dues.  But  we  are  hopeful,  and  shall,  with 
renewed  zeal  and  enthusiasm,  endeavor  to  reclaim  all  that  we  have  lost 
in  the  past  two  or  three  years.” 

Alberta. — 0.  E.  Tisdale,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Taken  as  a  whole, 
the  Order  has  made  good  progress  during  the  past  year;  12  subordinate 
lodges  were  added  to  the  roll,  during  the  regime  of  our  Grand  Master  for 
1911,  with  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  1441,  and  during  the  same  period, 
7  Rebekah  lodges  were  instituted.  We  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of 
our  past  records  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  are  very  hopeful  for  even  better 
and  greater  things  for  the  current  year.” 

British  Columbia. — Fred.  Davey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  You  will 
observe  from  these  reports  that  we  have  made  substantial  progress  in 
each  branch  of  the  Order.  The  increase  in  the  value  of  the  assets  of  the 
subordinate  lodges  for  the  year  is  50  per  cent  and  the  total  shows  an 
average  of  $143.33  per  member,  whereas  the  average  for  the  whole  Order 
is  only  $31.65.  This  position  is  very  gratifying  as  it  assures  us  that  we 
are  in  a  sound  financial  condition,  and  well  able  to  meet  our  obligations. 
Our  prospects  were  never  so  bright  and  encouraging  as  they  are  at  the 
present  time.” 

California. — H.  D.  Richardson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  past, 
year  has  been  a  most  prosperous  one  in  California;  7  new  subordinate 
lodges;  6  new  Rebekah  lodges;  5  new  halls  dedicated;  110  subordinate 
lodges  visited  by  the  Grand  Master  at  which  over  275  subordinate  Cali¬ 
fornia  lodges  were  represented;  a  gain  in  membership  of  583;  the  corner¬ 
stone  laid  for  one  new  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  and  the  cornerstone  laid  and 
dedication  of  a  new  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  which  promises  to  be  second  to 
none  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand 
Master  was  able  to  answer  all  questions  submitted  to  him  by  reference  to 
laws  of  the  Order  as  established;  many  district  meetings  held  throughout 
the  State  were  productive  of  much  good;  over  $355,000.00  expended  in  car¬ 
ing  for  the  sick,  those  in  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  burial  of  the  dead,  etc.; 
the  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  owing  to  the  blessing  extended  to  this  Ju¬ 
risdiction  by  our  Divine  Ruler,  making  the  whole  state  of  California  a 
natural  sanatorium  for  the  relief  of  those  members  afflicted  with  tubercu¬ 
losis,  it  was  deemed  best  at  this  time  to  not  make  any  legislation  concern¬ 
ing  levying  of  a  per  capita  tax  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  prevention  of  the 
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disease.  The  Grand  Lodge  earnestly  desires  the  presence  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco  in  1915,  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  and  passed  a  resolution  sub¬ 
mitted  by  a  committee  of  Past  Grand  Masters  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  that  we  maintain  the  traditions  and  customs  of  this  Order; 
and  that  the  symbols  which  have  so  aroused  the  noble  sentiments  of  our 
members  be  worn  as  of  yore  and  be  made  prominent  wherever  possible. 
A  pleasing  incident  of  the  dedication  of  the  new  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  was 
the  liberal  donation  of  $1200.00  to  fit  up  the  assembly  hall  by  Brother  and 
Sister  Wm.  H.  Barnes;  $500.00  to  fit  up  the  reception  hall  donated  by 
W.  A.  Bonynge,  P.  G.  M.;  $1000.00  cash,  $4000.00  in  all,  by  the  lodges  in 
San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  counties  to  furnish 
each  of  the  four  villas  containing  20  rooms,  to  be  occupied  by  the  old 
brother  residents  of  the  Home.  The  sister  residents  of  the  Home  will 
occupy  comfortable  apartments  in  the  large  reinforced  concrete  adminis¬ 
tration  building  of  the  old  mission  style  of  architecture.  Many  others 
have  signified  their  intentions  to  furnish  various  rooms  about  the  large 
and  spacious  quarters.” 

Colorado. — O.  E.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our  report 
shows  for  the  year  1911  a  net  gain  of  4  lodges  and  a  net  increase  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  285.  The  total  relief  paid  out  has  increased  a  little  over  $3300  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  while  the  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues  are  practically  the  same.  The  year  1910  was  above  the  average 
year  in  growth  and  expansion.  This  causes  the  year  1911  to  appear  to 
suffer  slightly  in  the  comparison.  But  this  year  has  in  fact  been  one  of 
steady  growth  and  advance.  We  now  look  forward  to  the  time  which, 
we  hope,  is  in  the  near  future,  when  we  will  pass  the  15,000  mark.  The 
Trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  invested  with  authority  to  purchase 
the  site  for  our  Odd  Fellows’  Home.  The  selection  will  probably  be  made 
this  spring.  When  the  Home  is  well  under  way,  it  is  confidently  believed 
that  it  will  serve  to  strengthen  our  membership  and  increase  zeal  and 
enthusiasm  in  the  work  of  our  Order.” 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
report  for  the  year  1911  does  not  show  as  large  an  increase  in  member¬ 
ship  as  the  year  1910,  yet  the  results  are  very  satisfactory,  the  lodges 
are  all  in  splendid  condition  and  I  look  for  a  good  year  for  1912.  The 
93  lodges  report  a  membership  of  22,097,  assets  $844,198.91,  on  December 
31,  1911,  a  gain  in  membership  for  the  year  of  759,  and  in  assets 
$38,492.88.” 

Delaware. — William  W.  Douty,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Since 
presenting  our  last  report  to  you  our  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  not 
progressed  as  much  as  we  desired,  but  nevertheless  we  are  going  ahead. 
We  now  have  a  membership  of  3200,  something  never  known  in  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  before  in  our  State.  The  membership  is  working  in  harmony 
for  one  purpose  and  that  is  the  upbuilding  of  our  Order.  We  are  en¬ 
deavoring  to  reach  out  and  still  make  a  better  showing  in  the  work  of 
Odd  Fellowship.  The  subordinate  lodges  are  all  active  in  the  work  of 
our  Order  and  our  Grand  Lodge  is  co-operating  with  them  to  promote  the 
growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  good  fellowship.” 

District  of  Columbia. — W.  E.  Clapp,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our 
Journal  covering  the  work  of  the  year  1911  shows  a  small  increase  in 
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membership  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  the  first  actual  increase  for 
several  years.  This  and  the  fact  that  our  lodges  have  now  nearly 
cleared  their  rosters  of  the  dead  timber,  has  greatly  encouraged  our 
members,  and  judging  by  the  -weekly  reports  received,  the  indications  are 
that  this  Jurisdiction  will  show,  at  the  close  of  this  year’s  work,  an  in¬ 
crease  worthy  of  notice.  Our  lodges  are  all  alive  to  the  fact  that  Odd 
Fellowship  in  the  District  of  Columbia  must  and  will  be  placed  on  that 
higher  and  healthier  plane  where  it  belongs,  and  from  which  it  never 
should  have  been  permitted  to  drop.  With  one  exception,  all  of  our  17 
lodges  have  been  adding  to  the  membership,  while  our  6  Rebekah  lodges 
are  receiving  applications  for  membership  weekly.  The  financial  stand¬ 
ing  of  all  of  our  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  continues  in  a  healthy 
condition.  In  January  last  we  instituted  a  new  Rebekah  lodge,  which 
has  proven  a  strong  and  healthy  addition.  Our  Order  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  has  again  had  to  contend  with  a  serious  loss,  caused  by  deaths, 
30  brothers  having  passed  away  since  my  last  report,  one  being  Past 
Grand  Master  Theodore  F.  Kinney,  and  another  our  Grand  Patriarch, 
John  A.  Pearson,  both  brothers  who  stood  high  in  the  esteem  and 
affection  of  our  membership.  Their  loss  added  to  that  of  many  other 
energetic  workers  who  have  passed  away,  is  deeply  felt.  Our  spring 
series  of  grand  visitations  to  the  lodges,  under  the  efficient  leadership 
of  our  Grand  Master,  George  Gerberich,  aided  by  our  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives,  James  H.  Crew  and  W.  W.  Millan,  have  greatly  aided  in  awakening 
renewed  interest  in  the  lodges  visited,  marked  proficiency  in  the  rendi¬ 
tion  of  the  unwritten  work  having  been  shown  by  the  officers  examined. 
While  we  have  had  several  interesting  social  functions  during  the  past 
year,  the  tendency  has  been  to  encourage  our  working  rather  than  our 
social  membership.  Although  numbered  among  the  small  Jurisdictions, 
like  David,  we  feel  strong,  believing  that  when  the  year’s  history 
has  been  recorded  it  will  show  better  results  than  for  several  years,  and 
our  brothers  of  other  Jurisdictions  will  say,  ‘  well  done,  District  of 
Columbia.’  We  have  been  aided  by  the  successful  efforts  of  some  of  our 
brothers,  headed  by  our  Grand  Warden  Frank  E.  Rapp,  and  Past  Grand 
Milton  S.  Fall,  in  establishing  a  fraternal  paper  in  our  midst,  The  Odd 
Fellow,  which  has  increased  in  both  circulation  and  interesting  reading, 
until  now  having  as  we  believe  weathered  the  storm,  is  a  success,  and 
is  read  with  interest  not  only  in  this  Jurisdiction,  but  also  that  of  our 
sister  Jurisdictions  Maryland  and  Virginia.  We  held  an  unusually  in¬ 
teresting  anniversary  entertainment,  the  auditorium  of  Odd  Fellows’  hall 
in  which  the  exercises  were  held  being  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The 
address  of  the  evening  was  delivered  by  Hon.  George  W.  Norris,  P.  G.  M., 
P.  G.  Rep.,  Representative  in  Congress  from  Nebraska.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  submitting 
the  annual  report  for  this  Jurisdiction  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  while  we 
have  not  had  as  large  a  gain  as  we  wished,  yet  it  shows  a  good  steady 
growth  and  we  hope  in  the  year  1912  to  make  a  still  larger  gain,  not  only 
in  membership,  but  in  lodges.  I  have  not  fiarured  out  the  percentage  of 
gain,  but  am  led  to  believe  that  it  will  hold  its  own  with  most  of  the  other 
Jurisdictions.  The  Rebekah  branch  is  growing  rapidly  and  thev  abe 
doing  good  work.  A  step  is  now  on  foot  to  establish  an  Orphans’  Home 
to  be  under  their  supervision,  and  we  hope  that  it  will  be  a  success.” 

Georgia. — T.  H.  Robertson.  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “There  were  18 
new  lodges  instituted  during  the  last  Grand  Lodge  year;  however,  1911 
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closed  with  the  records  showing  a  small  decrease  in  membership.  This, 
I  am  quite  sure,  is  not  due  to  any  lack  of  enthusiasm  or  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  officers,  or  to  a  waning  interest  on  the  part  of  the  membership 
at  large.  The  growth  of  our  Order  in  Georgia  for  the  past  10  years  has 
been  very  rapid;  so  rapid  that  the  accumulation  of  material  has  evidently 
outstripped  the  process  of  assimilation.  The  slight  reaction,  therefore, 
is  a  natural  result.  Education  in  the  work,  principles  and  teachings  of 
the  Order  has  been  the  key  note  for  effort  during  the  past  year.  Special 
stress  has  been  placed  upon  the  duties  of  the  officers  of  subordinate  lodges 
and  the  management  of  the  business  pertaining  to  their  material  pros¬ 
perity.  In  things  essential  to  future  growth,  we  feel  that  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Georgia  has  made  a  decided  advance  during  the  past  year.” 

Idaho. — Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  very  sorry 
to  have  to  report  a  net  loss  in  membership  for  the  year,  the  first,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  in  the  history  of  this  Jurisdiction,  but  a  combination  of  circum¬ 
stances  has  caused  this  result.  This  decrease  is  not  discouraging  to  us, 
for  we  believe  the  weeding-out  process  is  about  completed,  and  we  are 
in  a  better  position  to  grow  right  than  we  have  ever  been.  You  may 
look  for  a  steady  increase  in  membership  from  now  on.” 

Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Odd  Fellowship 
in  Illinois  reached  the  high-water  mark  during  the  past  year.  The  net 
gain  in  subordinate  membership  is  5064,  and  the  net  gain  in  Rebekah 
membership  is  3785,  being  the  largest  gain  in  membership  in  both 
branches  ever  attained  in  a  single  year  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  sub¬ 
ordinate  membership  of  Illinois  now  numbers  100,326  and  the  Rebekah 
membership  is  50,842,  with  both  branches  rapidly  increasing  in  members. 
This  Jurisdiction  maintains  two  splendid  Homes,  one  for  orphan  chil¬ 
dren,  located  at  Lincoln,  and  another  one  for  old  people,  located  at 
Mattoon,  Illinois.  New  buildings  and  additions  are  constantly  being 
made  to  these  institutions,  and  we  are  now  caring  for  149  orphan  children 
and  121  old  people.  Since  the  opening  of  these  institutions,  542  orphan 
children  have  been  admitted  to  our  Home  and  262  aged  and  indigent 
persons.  The  present  value  of  our  Orphans’  Home,  including  buildings, 
grounds,  etc.,  is  $177,595.01.  The  present  value  of  our  Old  Folks’  Home, 
including  buildings,  ground,  etc.,  is  $160,125.00.  Odd  Fellowship  was 
never  in  a  more  flourishing  condition  in  this  Jurisdiction  than  at  the 
present  time.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  gives  me  much 
pleasure  to  advise  you  that  the  Order  in  Indiana  is  harmonious  and  in 
all  respects  in  splendid  condition.  In  1911  we  gained  nearly  2400  mem¬ 
bers,  and  I  am  inclined  to  believe  from  indications  that  we  will  equal 
that  number  in  1912.  Our  resources  have  increased  until  they  exceed 
$4,000,000,  and  the  amount  of  our  relief  annually  is  about  $350,000.  The 
Grand  Master  has  introduced  what  he  calls  round  table  meetings.  Some 
12  or  15  have  been  held  up  to  this  time  and  a  large  number  will  be  held 
before  his  term  expires  in  November.  The  afternoon  is  given  to  a  general 
conference  of  members;  the  evening  to  a  public  meeting  to  which  a 
special  invitation  is  extended  to  all  citizens,  particularly  those  who  are 
worthy  of  becoming  Odd  Fellows.  So  far  as  is  possible,  weak  or  Inactive 
lodges  are  selected  for  these  meetings  that  they  may  have  the  benefit 
of  the  public  meeting,  etc.  Our  judgment  is  that  these  meetings  are  and 
will  be  of  great  value.  Altogether  the  Order  in  Indiana  is  happy,  healthy 
and  prosperous.” 
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Kansas. — Will  J.  Russell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Owing  to  the 
extreme  dry  weather  which  prevailed  in  Kansas  last  year,  our  gain  was 
not  large  and  under  the  circumstances  we  are  glad  to  show  as  much 
gain  as  we  do.  This  year  we  will  do  better,  there  seems  to  be  a  general 
revival,  our  Grand  Master  is  a  hustler  and  the  result  of  his  labors  is 
already  manifested  among  the  lodges,  reports  coming  in  daily  of  large 
increases  in  membership.  While  our  membership  did  not  increase  as 
much  as  we  would  like  to  have  had  it  last  year,  you  will  note  that  the 
invested  funds  of  our  subordinate  lodges  increased  over  $100,000.00 
which  goes  to  show  that  we  are  advancing.” 

Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  regret  very 
much  we  do  not  make  a  better  showing  this  year.  This  is  the  smallest 
increase  we  have  reported  to  you  in  about  12  years.  The  suspensions 
for  non-payment  of  dues  have  reached  high-water  mark,  this  being  the 
largest  number  we  have  reported.  For  this  ever-increasing  loss  to  the 
Order  some  remedy  ought  to  be  found.  I  believe  if  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  would  obligate  every  member  who  is  initiated  into  the  Order  that 
they  will  agree  to  pay  up  all  claims  against  them  if  they  desire  to  leave 
the  Order,  it  would  have  a  tendency  largely  to  stop  this  heavy  drain  upon 
the  Order.” 

Louisiana. — M.  M.  Dickinson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  Being  highly 
elated  at  our  success  and  prosperity  for  the  year  1910,  a  natural  in¬ 
ference  on  my  part  was  that  the  year  1911  would  exceed  and  surpass  the 
year  1910,  but  we  were  considerably  disappointed  in  our  results,  having 
only  instituted  2  new  subordinate  lodges  and  4  new  Rebekah  lodges 
during  our  last  term,  and  as  the  year  developed  I  was  very  fearful  lest 
there  would  be  a  falling  off  in  our  membership  and  we  would  have  a  de¬ 
crease  instead  of  an  increase,  as  we  afterwards  realized.  The  labor 
difficulties  in  the  saw-mill  districts  and  the  boll  weevil  in  our  cotton 
districts  together  with  the  freeze  in  the  early  November  of  the  cane  in 
our  sugar  districts  created  much  gloom  and  despondency  amongst  the 
working  people  of  our  State,  but  when  we  had  footed  up  the  results  of 
our  year’s  work  our  figures  showed  that  we  had  an  increase  of  186  mem¬ 
bers  instead  of  a  deficit.  And  you  may  imagine  the  gratification  that 
result  was  to  us.  Our  Home,  situated  at  Crowley,  is  doing  for  the 
fraternity  what  was  anticipated  of  it.  Their  report  shows  that  they  had 
8  inmates  in  it  at  the  end  of  the  year  1910  and  since  then  there  has  been 
more  admitted  and  at  the  present  time  they  have  between  25  and  30 
inmates.  The  Rebekah  branch  of  our  Order  also  did  well  the  last  year. 
We  are  in  hopes  that  the  Order  in  our  State  will  continue  to  grow,  and 
although  there  was  a  good  deal  of  internal  strife  with  some  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Order,  their  troubles  are  generally  settled  peaceably  and 
amicably  and  they  all  unite  again  in  doing  what  they  can  to  pull  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  Order.” 

Maine. — Wm.  W.  Cutter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
Maine  is  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  Never  in  its  previous  history 
has  its  membership  been  as  large  as  at  present.  With  a  good  increase 
in  numbers  during  the  past  year,  with  a  financial  strength  unequalled 
in  the  past,  with  the  lodges  thriving  and  prosperous  and  an  evident  in¬ 
terest  in  the  work  throughout  the  state,  the  outlook  for  the  continued 
growth  and  advancement  of  the  Order  is  certainly  most  favorable.” 
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Manitoba. — B.  D.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  affords  me 
much  pleasure  to  again  report  progress.  We  had  a  wet  spell  that  did 
some  damage  to  crops  and  made  money  a  little  scarce,  but  even  with 
this  drawback  we  made  an  increase  of  585.  Odd  Fellowship  being 
progressive  nothing  can  prevent  it  from  growing  and  the  more  its  princi¬ 
ples  become  known  the  more  it  will  progress.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
Manitoba  Odd  Fellowship  is  of  the  right  sort,  the  brothers  performing 
their  duty  to  humanity  by  caring  for  the  sick  and  disabled,  the  widows 
and  orphans,  and  are  raising  a  fund  to  build  a  Home  for  their  comfort. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  Winnipeg  next  September  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  those  who 
visit  us  on  that  occasion  will  long  remember  with  pleasure  their  recep¬ 
tion  and  entertainment.  In  my  next  report  I  hope  to  be  able  to  inform 
you  that  Manitoba  has  a  membership  of  10,000.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — J.  J.  McKinnon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I 
am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  Order  is  flourishing  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction.  ,  We  have  made  a  net  gain  of  574  which  puts  us  over  the  10,000 
mark.  Nine  new  lodges  have  been  added  to  our  roll  and  there  is  every  rea¬ 
son  to  think  that  next  year  will  show  a  larger  increase.  One  of  our 
lodges,  whose  charter  I  fully  expected  it  would  be  necessary  to  reclaim 
before  this,  has  taken  on  a  new  lease  of  life;  they  have  taken  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  candidates  and  reports  from  it  are  very  encouraging.  Our  Grand 
Master,  Brother  Craig,  is  devoting  a  lot  of  time  to  visitations.  He  expects 
to  visit  at  least  100  lodges  before  the  end  of  his  term  and  writes  in 
glowing  terms  of  the  reception  he  has  received  from  every  lodge  visited, 
as  well  as  of  the  interest  being  manifested  by  the  members.  At  the  last 
session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  it  was  decided  to  create  a  fund  for  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  Home  at  some  future  time.  A  thorough  canvass  of 
the  lodges  shows  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  such  an  institution  at 
present,  but  no  doubt  the  time  is  coming  when  it  will  be  required  and 
now  is  the  time  to  prepare.  A  special  annual  per  capita  tax  of  10  cents 
has  been  levied  on  the  subordinate  membership  for  this  fund  and  if  it 
is  found  at  the  end  of  10  years  necessary  to  build  the  Home  we  expect 
that  with  our  growing  membership  and  the  assistance  of  the  Rebekahs 
the  fund  will  have  reached  close  on  to  $15,000.00.  The  increase  in  our 
Rebekah  branch  has,  I  regret  to  say,  not  been  as  large  as  usual,  the  gain 
in  membership  being  only  194,  but  I  understand  there  are  prospects  of 
several  new  lodges  being  organized  and  trust  that  next  year  will  show  a 
much  larger  increase.” 

Maryland. — William  A.  Jones,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Maryland 
has  enjoyed  another  prosperous  and  happy  year  in  the  field  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship.  We  feel  that  our  addition  to  membership  has  given  us  greater 
strength  to  further  build  up  our  noble  institution.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  the  increased  interest  that  is  being  manifested,  the  brotherly  love 
that  is  exhibited,  the  willingness  of  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  general 
membership;  we  are  looking  forward  to  greater  achievements  during 
1913.  The  thought  that  is  beginning  to  permeate  our  Jurisdiction  is 
the  centennial  of  our  Order  and  the  anxious  desire  that  the  mother 
Jurisdiction  shall  have  the  honor  of  having  one  of  her  loyal  sons  preside 
over  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  that  time.” 

Massachusetts. — George  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We 
report  a  gain  of  1  lodge,  making  a  total  of  243  subordinate  lodges;  a  gain 
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of  514  members,  with  total  membership  of  59,725;  a  gain  in  assets  of 
$81,241.13;  with  total  invested  funds  amounting  to  $2,479,292.04.  While 
the  gain  in  membership  is  not  as  large  as  other  Jurisdictions  may  report, 
we  are  very  well  satisfied  with  the  work  of  the  year  and  point  with  pride 
to  the  fact  that  our  subordinate  lodges  have  an  average  membership  of 
245  and  average  invested  funds  of  $10,203.00.  Our  lodge  having  the 
largest  membership  is  Hampden,  No.  27,  of  Springfield,  with  1001  mem¬ 
bers  upon  the  roll.  This  lodge  we  have  reason  to  believe  has  been  for 
many  years  the  largest  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  We  point  with  especial  pride  to  the  fact 
that  the  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  the  smallest 
for  a  period  of  20  years.  The  total  number  suspended  was  G70,  which  is 
but  one  and  one-tenth  per  cent  of  the  total  membership.  You  will  agree 
with  me,  I  am  sure,  that  this  is  but  a  healthy  trimming  of  dead  wood 
and  that  the  Order  is  the  better  for  such  pruning.  It  indicates  moreover 
the  fact  that  the  60,000  Odd  Fellows  of  Massachusetts  appreciate  the 
value  of  membership  in  an  organization  such  as  ours,  and  99  per  cent  of 
the  membership  does  not  permit  itself  to  become  so  much  in  arrears  for 
dues  as  to  be  liable  for  suspension.  This  is  not  the  story  of  any  one  year. 
It  is  a  repetition  of  our  experience  year  after  year.  We  have  a  splendid 
organization  in  this  State,  composed  of  the  best  men  of  the  common¬ 
wealth.” 

Michigan. — Fred  A.  Rogers,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  advising  you  that  ‘  Michigan,  my  Michigan  ’  is  rendering  a 
good  accounting  of  her  stewardship  in  the  great,  grand  and  glorious 
work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  My  annual  report  to  you  shows  a  net  gain  of 
2595  during  1911,  and  every  indication  points  to  a  splendid  gain  for  the 
first  term  of  1912,  as  reports  of  a  lively  interest  come  from  every  section 
of  the  Jurisdiction.  Six  months  of  the  present  Grand  Master’s  term  have 
passed  into  history  and  he  informs  me  that  as  yet  he  has  not  been  out  on 
a  real  *  trouble  mission,’  which  is  indicative  of  the  harmony  that  pre¬ 
vails  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.” 

Minnesota. — A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  showing, 
numerically  and  financially,  as  to  subordinate  lodges,  is  not  equal  to  that 
of  the  year  1910,  but  as  a  whole  it  is  about  all  that  could  be  expected, 
considering  the  adverse  conditions  under  which  our  members  labor. 
We  have  in  Minnesota  more  than  the  average  of  peoples  whose  churches 
forbid  them  joining  a  fraternal  society  (‘secret’  societies  they  call 
them),  and  this  feeling  operates  to  a  considerable  extent  against  the 
efforts  of  our  brothers  to  increase  the  membership  as  rapidly  as  we 
desire.  But  the  barriers  of  prejudice  are  gradually,  if  slowly,  being 
broken  down,  and  there  can  be  seen  evidences  of  a  better  understanding 
of  the  objects  and  purposes  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  net  gain  in  member¬ 
ship  of  subordinate  lodges  is  761,  and  in  assets  $22,836.38.  There  was 
increase  in  amounts  received  for  dues  and  for  rents,  but  a  decrease  in 
receipts  for  admissions  and  degrees,  as  well  as  from  *  other  sources,’ 
but  this  latter  is  an  uncertain  quantity  and  cannot  be  taken  as  a  true 
criterion  when  making  comparisons.  There  was  increase  in  amounts 
paid  for  benefits  and  relief,  thus  demonstrating  that  Jurisdictions,  like 
individual  lodges,  as  they  grow  older  will  have  to  meet  increasing  de¬ 
mands  of  the  members  and  that  they  must  provide  therefor.” 
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Missouri. — J.  W.  Wilkerson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  per¬ 
ceptible  results  of  our  past  year’s  work  are  not  in  harmony  with  our 
efforts,  hence  it  is  useless  to  say  we  are  somewhat  disappointed.  Otfr 
net  increase  is  only  1181.  The  large  suspension  list  is  responsible  for 
the  unsatisfactory  results.  It  seems  like  we  are  unsuccessful  in  our 
efforts  to  check  this  ever-increasing  evil,  but  we  will  not  falter  until  we 
master  it,  at  least,  to  some  extent.  No  fault  can  be  found  with  us  other¬ 
wise  because  we  are  exceedingly  active,  harmonious  and  hopeful.  The 
standard  of  Odd  Fellowship  here  is  gradually  improving,  the  fraternal 
relations  between  us  and  our  sister  organizations  are  rapidly  increasing 
and  it  is  plainly  to  be  seen  on  every  hand  that  the  brethren  are  awaken¬ 
ing  to  a  fuller  realization  of  their  fraternal  duties.  Our  lodges  are 
accumulating  property  rapidly,  building  new  and  beautiful  Homes  all 
over  the  State,  and  thereby  placing  the  Order  on  a  surer  and  firmer 
foundation.  The  whole  condition  could  be  truthfully  stated  in  the  simple 
expression  ‘  all  is  well  with  us.’  ” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  You  will  notice 
by  our  report  that  we  have  made  a  slight  increase  in  our  membership 
in  the  subordinate  branch,  and  a  very  healthy  increase  in  the  Rebekah 
branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year,  and  expect 
to  show  a  much  larger  increase  during  1912,  as  prospects  are  brighter.” 

New  Hampshire. — Frank  L.  Way,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
past  year  in  Odd  Fellowship  circles  has  been  a  quiet  one  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction,  but  nevertheless  a  successful  one.  In  fact,  New  Hampshire  Odd 
Fellowship  has  taken  no  backward  step  in  the  last  50  years,  but  each 
year  has  shown  a  constant,  steady  growth,  fluctuating  but  little  in  its 
yearly  progress.  However,  the  past  year  has  not  met  our  anticipations 
and  we  believe  that  we  must  soon  arouse  from  our  apathy  or  be  in 
danger  of  losing  the  high  standard  which  New  Hampshire  has  so  long 
maintained.  While  our  membership  (15,400)  at  the  close  of  1911  was 
the  largest  ever  reported  at  a  similar  period,  it  shows  a  gain  for  the 
year  of  43  only,  which  is  the  smallest  yearly  gain  we  find  recorded  in  the 
past  half  century.  This,  it  is  believed,  is  too  small  a  gain  and  we  should 
bestir  ourselves  with  a  determined  effort  to  keep  New  Hampshire  Odd 
Fellowship  in  the  front  rank.  There  is  now  one  Odd  Fellow  to  every 
28  of  its  inhabitants,  the  largest  ratio  to  population  of  any  Jurisdiction 
in  the  world;  and  we  must  work  unitedly  to  maintain  that  distinction. 
These  conditions  were  not  obtained  bv  aggressive  *  boosting,’  but  rather 
by  conservative  ‘  stick-to-it-iveness  ’  for  which  New  Englanders  are  noted. 
Most  of  the  lodges  in  the  state  have  shown  activity  in  the  past  year, 
the  lodge  showing  the  largest  net  gain  (No.  48,  of  Portsmouth)  report¬ 
ing  a  gain  of  22.  All  but  ten  of  the  104  lodges  in  the  State  have  had 
initiatory  work.  The  percentage  of  losses  for  non-payment  of  dues  is 
still  at  the  minimum  (about  1  per  cent),  a  condition  we  are  proud  of.” 

New  Jersey. — Harry  S.  Pine,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order 
in  this  State  is  in  good  condition.  Though  paying  out  an  average  of 
$5.23  per  member  in  relief  each  year,  we  are  increasing  our  net  assets, 
taking  care  of  the  aged  and  the  orphan,  adding  to  our  membership  and 
steadily  drawing  the  brothers  into  closer  fellowship.” 

New  Mexico. — N.  E.  Stevens,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Notwith¬ 
standing  unfavorable  business  conditions  during  the  past  year  we  have 
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made  a  fair  gain  in  all  branches  of  our  Order  in  the  new  State  of  New 
Mexico,  and  from  present  indications  we  hope  to  make  a  better  showing 
for  1912.  At  our  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  in  Roswell,  October 
9  and  10,  1911,  we  dedicated  our  Home  and  the  same  was  opened  on 
February  1,  1912.  It  is  free  of  debt,  and  we  have  a  good  balance  in  the 
treasury,  and  considering  the  financial  conditions,  we  feel  proud  of  our 
sisters  and  brothers  who,  by  their  interest  and  financial  aid,  have  made  it 
possible  to  establish  an  Odd  Fellows’  Home  in  New  Mexico.  We  hope  to 
institute  at  least  3  new  lodges  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  October.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  submitting 
the  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  for  year  ending 
December  31,  1911,  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  continued  and  healthy  growth  during  the  term,  the  total  gain  in 
membership  being  2706,  making  a  total  of  122,713.  From  present  indi¬ 
cations  we  are  led  to  believe  that  at  the  end  of  this  year  we  shall  again 
be  able  to  show  a  handsome  addition  to  membership  and  development 
along  the  line  of  fraternal  work,  which  is  more  to  be  desired  than  any 
numerical  increase.” 

North  Carolina. — B.  H.  Woodell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  are 
regretful  that  the  gain  is  not  larger,  but  are  glad  that  it  is  a  gain  at  all, 
as  we  showed  a  small  loss  the  year  before.  At  the  present  time  prospects 
are  brighter  for  the  Order  in  this  State  than  they  were  one  year  ago,  and 
with  no  drawback  we  calculate  to  make  a  better  showing  in  our  next 
annual  report.” 

North  Dakota. — Don.  McDonald,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  past 
year,  1911,  has  been  a  peculiar  one  in  many  respects  in  this  Jurisdiction. 
Following  the  year  1910,  which  was  the  worst  in  the  way  of  crop  pro¬ 
duction  that  the  State  has  ever  known,  we  started  out  with  the  idea  that 
if  we  held  our  own  in  the  way  of  membership  we  would  do  well.  This 
we  have  practically  done.  There  has  been  no  unusual  loss  in  member¬ 
ship,  nor  is  there  any  apparent  diminution  in  the  interest  in  the  Order. 
We  congratulate  ourselves  on  having  held  our  ground,  and  are  ready 
for  active  forward  movement  for  the  coming  year.” 

Ohio. — C.  H.  Lyman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  regret  that  our  gain 
in  membership  for  the  past  year  is  about  100  less  than  that  of  the 
previous  year.  This  was  a  great  disappointment  to  us.  The  cause  for 
this  result  is  from  the  fact  that  the  great  leak  of  the  Order,  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  was  much  larger  than  usual.  We  have  searched 
our  poor  brain  for  years  to  find  some  idea,  some  suggestion,  that  might 
aid  in  saving  a  larger  number  of  our  dropped  members,  but  all  seems  to 
have  availed  nothing.  During  the  past  year  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  of  this  Jurisdiction  have  been  holding  a  series  of 
*  Special  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge.’  These  meetings  are  something 
new  in  this  Jurisdiction,  but  my  observation  convinces  me  that  they  are 
popular  with  the  membership  and  have  been  successful  in  creating  a 
new  enthusiasm  among  the  brethren  who  have  attended  them.  There 
were  47  of  these  sessions  held  during  the  latter  part  of  the  present  fiscal 
year.  This  means  that  these  officials  have  visited  fully  47  county  seats, 
and  have  held  a  session  in  each  one  visited.  These  meetings  are  schools 
of  instruction,  and  are  such  from  start  to  finish.  They  have  enabled  our 
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membership  to  become  better  acquainted  with  our  laws,  secret  work, 
and  the  ritualistic  teachings.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  since  the  first  of 
January  the  membership  prospects  look  brighter  in  this  Jurisdiction. 
There  has  been  more  activity  and  enthusiasm  among  our  several  sub¬ 
ordinates  than  at  any  time  since  I  have  been  its  Grand  Secretary — a 
period  of  nearly  20  years.  Our  *  observation  and  travels  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction  ’  prompts  us  to  predict  that  the  present  year  will  show 
one  of  the  old-time  gains  in  membership.  We  are  trying  to  impress  upon 
our  subordinates  that  it  is  an  absolute  necessity  to  recruit  our  member¬ 
ship  from  the  young  manhood  just  entering  into  active  life.  If  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  its  wisdom,  would  only  give  us  the  eighteen 
year  old  amendment  it  would  redound  to  a  great  advantage  to  our 
splendid  Order.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  there  is  a  perceptible  increase 
in  the  assets  of  the  subordinate  lodges,  although  we  have  paid  out  a 
larger  amount  for  sick  benefits  and  other  relief.” 

Oklahoma. — G.  W.  Bruce,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with  no 
small  amount  of  pleasure  that  you  are  advised  that  under  exceedingly 
adverse  circumstances  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  has 
prospered  very  materially  during  the  year  1911,  and  up  to  this  date,  in 
the  year  1912.  For  the  year  1911,  under  the  most  adverse  conditions 
that  we  have  experienced  in  this  State  for  several  years,  we  made  a  net 
gain  in  membership  of  1897  members.  Since  the  consolidation  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  April  14,  1911,  we  have 
instituted  33  new  lodges  and  expect  to  go  to  the  next  session  of  our 
Grand  Lodge,  to  be  held  upon  October  1,  next,  with  a  membership  of 
33,000.  It  seems  as  though  any  statement  that  we  would  make  relative 
to  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  wrould  be  incomplete  unless  some  men¬ 
tion  was  made  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  our  Jurisdiction  in 
caring  for  the  orphans  and  the  distressed.  We  have  two  Homes  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  of  which  we  are  justly  proud.  They  are  worth  $130,000.00, 
at  the  very  least  calculation,  and  are  both  fully  paid  for.  In  these  Homes, 
since  the  organization  of  one  in  1903  and  the  other  in  1907,  we  have  cared 
for  247  persons,  from  the  two  extremes  in  life,  and  at  the  present  time  we 
are  caring  for  127  residents.  Everything  indicates,  at  the  present  time, 
that  much  progress  will  be  made  in  the  subordinate  branch  of  the  Order 
in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  present  year.  We  are  expecting  great 
things  and  hope  and  believe  that  we  will  not  be  disappointed.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  annual  report  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for  the  year  1911  shows  a  net  increase  of  736 
and  total  membership  of  18,510,  with  total  assets  of  lodges  amounting 
to  $1,476,271.05.  Our  increase  is  not  so  great  as  the  previous  year,  but 
indicates  we  are  going  ahead  safely  and  surely.” 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Pennsylvania  in  all  its  career  has  never  seemed  in  as  pros¬ 
perous  a  condition  as  it  has  been  during  the  last  year,  and  the  prospects 
for  the  future  were  never  brighter.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  there  was 
a  net  gain  in  Pennsylvania  of  nearly  3000  subordinate  lodge  members  and 
the  increase  in  the  assets  of  our  subordinate  lodges  amounted  close  on 
to  $200,000.  This  increase  in  membership  was  not  the  result  of  the 
institution  of  any  great  number  of  new  lodges,  as  we  remained  about 
the  same  in  lodge  strength  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  it  is  the  increase 
of  membership  that  is  scattered  over  nearly  every  section  of  our  Juris- 
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diction.  It  is  true  that  some  few  lodges  have  made  a  rapid  stride,  par¬ 
ticularly  one  located  in  the  city  of  Erie  which  now  numbers  its  members 
by  fciir  figures,  having  slightly  over  one  thousand  on  its  roll  at  the 
present  time.  These  results  have  been  attained  through  an  earnest  and 
persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  our  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and 
individual  members  of  the  several  lodges  wherein  the  progress  has  been 
made.  It  shows  an  increased  effort  and  determination  on  the  part  of 
individual  members  to  extend  the  advantages  of  our  Order  in  the  several 
communities  in  which  they  reside,  and  this  individual  effort  rightly 
directed  is  the  thing  that  counts  most  in  the  material  progress  of  our 
Order,  as  well  as  that  which  brings  the  greatest  result  in  all  other  walks 
of  life.  Another  indication  of  our  prosperity,  and  that  which  counts 
much  for  the  good  influences  of  our  Order  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  is 
the  fact  that  several  of  our  lodges  either  have  completed,  or  are  about  to 
complete  and  dedicate  halls  of  their  own.  These  monuments  to  Odd 
Fellowship,  scattered  as  they  are  throughout  the  smaller  towns  and 
boroughs  of  our  State,  tell  the  story  of  prosperity  and  the  future  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  cause  of  humanity  in  general.” 

Quebec. — T.  J.  Potter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  Our  report  for  the 

year  1911  is  1  new  lodge  to  our  list  and  an  increase  of  175  in  membership, 
making  our  total  5321.  We  would  like  to  do  greater  work  in  this  Prov¬ 
ince,  but  we  are  working  in  a  limited  field  and  must  be  content  with  slow 
progress.  Our  financial  standing  is  good.  Our  membership  is  active, 
and  we  hope  to  report  a  larger  increase  next  year.” 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  onwrard  march  of  the  Order  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  A  moderate  addition  has  been  made  to  the  membership, 
and  the  indications  now  are  that  the  excellent  record  of  the  past  year 
will  be  surpassed  by  that  of  the  present  year.  In  short,  the  Order  in 
Rhode  Island  is  in  an  encouraging  numerical  and  financial  condition. 
The  Rebekah  branch  more  than  held  its  own,  the  members  of  which, 
more  particularly  the  sister  members,  are  as  active  and  alert  as  ever  in 
advancing  the  objects  and  purposes  of  Rebekah  lodges.” 

Saskatchewan. — F.  J.  Reynolds,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  The 

Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan  is  making  rapid  strides  and  each  year  we 
are  having  satisfactory  increases  in  membership  and  lodges.  Since  the 
institution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  five  years  ago  our  average  increase  in 
lodges  instituted  per  year  is  13.  The  average  increase  in  membership 
per  year  is  a  little  over  700.  This  last  year  our  membership  increase  was 
over  1000  and  there  were  14  lodges  instituted.  No  special  effort  has  been 
put  forth  such  as  booster  campaigns,  lectures,  etc.,  but  the  growth  has 
been  steady  and  solid.  I  look  forward  to  this  Jurisdiction  having  200 
lodges  in  the  next  5  years.” 

South  Carolina. — S.  F.  Killingsworth,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  We 
have  sustained  another  loss  in  membership,  but  hope  the  recently 
adopted  club  plan  will  turn  the  tide  the  other  way.  We  have  proof 
already  that  it  will.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  Our  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  are  all  in  good  healthy  condition  as  is  shown  by  the 
invested  funds  amounting  to  $323,268.43,  being  $26.00  per  capita.  We 
40 
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are  somewhat  disappointed  in  the  small  increase  of  membership  for 
1911,  but  our  State  being  largely  an  agricultural  district  and  the  past 
year  being  an  unfavorable  one,  it  has  affected  the  membership  materially. 
Yet,  we  feel  that  we  have  reason  for  congratulation  that  we  have  added 
to  our  number  and  now  have  12,149.  The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is 
being  strengthened  year  by  year  and  is  composed  of  a  loyal  bunch  of 
wide-awake  Odd  Fellows,  fully  imbued  with  the  principles  of  Friendship, 
Love  and  Truth.  Our  Home  is  established  and  is  an  object  o£  [Interest  to 
every  individual  Odd  Fellow  and  Rebekah  of  South  Dakota.  We  have 
19  children  and  4  old  brothers  safely  housed  and  one  of  the  best  matrons 
in  the  land.  This  Home  proposition  has  done  much  to  cement  our  mem¬ 
bership,  who,  by  their  loyal  support,  show  the  great  interest  they  all 
take  in  this  movement. 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “During  the 
year  1911  the  Order  in  Tennessee,  with  strenuous  efforts,  held  its  own 
and  made  a  small  gain  in  membership.  We  have  adopted  some  advanced 
methods  from  which  we  anticipate  better  results  in  1912.  One  of  these 
is  the  putting  of  an  able  Grand  Instructor  in  the  field  who  devotes  all 
his  time  to  visiting  the  lodges,  lecturing,  instructing,  advising,  organizing 
county  associations,  etc.  We  have  recently  commenced  the  publication 
of  a  little  monthly  news  bulletin  which  we  distribute  gratuitously  to  the 
lodges,  giving  them  the  news  of  the  Order  in  the  State  and  all  official 
circular  letters  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Master.  We  do  not  dignify 
it  by  calling  it  a  newspaper,  and  yet  it  is  brimful  of  the  very  news  our 
brethren  need.  Everybody  praises  the  little  bulletin  and  thanks  our 
indefatigable  Grand  Master,  Bro.  R.  A.  Brown,  for  his  thoughtful  kind¬ 
ness  in  having  it  published.  We  are  not  yet  quite  over  the  baneful 
effects  of  the  recent  revision  of  the  Ritual.  It  sent  several  of  our  lodges 
to  the  charnel  house  and  caused  the  loss  of  quite  a  number  of  members. 
Great  histrionic  talent  does  not  exist  in  all  our  lodges.” 

Texas. — W.  H.  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
Texas  is  making  fair  progress,  though  financial  reverses,  because  of  crop 
failures  in  some  parts  of  Texas  for  the  past  year  or  two,  have  made  our 
suspension  list  unusually  large.  Since  brighter  skies  now  hang  over  us, 
we  are  at  work  to  retrieve  our  former  losses  and  to  make  the  year  1912 
one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  in  the  annals  of  Texas  Odd  Fellowship. 
We  now  have  800  lodges  and  a  total  membership  of  about  43,000.  It  is 
our  intention  to  pass  the  45,000  mark  by  December  31,  1912,  and  we 
believe  that  such  result  can  be  accomplished.” 

Utah. — Peter  A.  Simpkin,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  gratifying 
to  report  that  in  the  domain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  the  conditions 
in  all  the  lodges  are  excellent.  The  net  gain  for  1911  was  not  great,  but 
in  face  of  the  depressed  business  conditions  the  membership  increased, 
and  what  is  better,  an  enthusiasm  was  maintained  throughout  the  State 
which  leaves  us  ready  for  steady  advance.  The  retiring  Grand  Master, 
P.  P. Christensen,  labored  intensely,  and  leaves  two  new  lodges  as  marks 
of  his  administration.  The  charters  of  4  Rebekah  lodges  were  also 
signed  by  him.  The  olden  prejudice  against  our  fraternity  in  the  State 
is  practically  dead.  The  wide  and  splendid  charities  of  the  Order  have 
softened  judgment,  and  the  apparent  influences  that  make  for  the  unifi¬ 
cation  of  men  of  variant  thought  into  the  vast  and  blessed  brotherhood 
of  man  have  won  the  charitable  consideration  of  those  once  our  antago- 
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nists.  The  fund  for  an  Orphan  Home  is  growing  rapidly,  and  whenever 
it  becomes  a  necessity  a  Home  will  be  quickly  built.” 

Vermont. — 0.  H.  Henderson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  brothers 
of  the  Green  Mountain  State  are  still  carrying  the  banner  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  front  rank.  We  are  progressing  slowly  but  surely,  and  are 
taking  a  stand  in  the  State  which  causes  us  to  be  recognized  as  laboring 
for  the  interest  of  common  brotherhood.  At  the  last  session  of  our 
Grand  Lodge  measures  were  taken  to  prepare  a  statistical  report  of  the 
condition  of  our  Order  in  this  State,  both  numerically  and  financially, 
and  by  this  showing  we  hope  to  improve  and  benefit  the  lodges  within 
this  Jurisdiction,  and  place  them  on  a  better  foundation  than  ever 
before.  The  matter  of  suspensions  is  also  attracting  our  attention  and 
we  are  studying  to  improve  ourselves  in  this  respect.” 

Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  presenting 
this  report  I  am  gratified  that  it  does  not  show  a  decrease,  as  did  that  for 
1910,  but  on  the  contrary  a  small  increase  is  reported.  It  was  feared 
that  there  would  be  many  additional  droppings  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
because*the  per  capita  was  increased  50  per  cent  for  the  Orphans’  Home, 
but  we  are  happy  to  say  that  our  fears  in  that  line  were  not  realized. 
The  financial  portions  of  the  report  are  encouraging,  and  the  amounts 
expended  for  relief  show  that  the  lodges  are  not  forgetful  of  those  in 
need  of  assistance.  Our  orphans,  together  with  the  aged  and  indigent 
members  and  Rebekahs,  are  well  provided  for  at  our  Home  near  the  city 
of  Lynchburg,  and  its  management  is  in  the  hands  of  those  who  labor 
cheerfully  in  their  behalf." 

Washington. — Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “A  gain  of 
2919  members,  or  nearly  12  per  cent,  indicates  the  activity  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  during  the  year  1911.  By  the  use  of  several  thousand  personal 
letters  from  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  we  were  able  to  keep 
the  non-payment  of  dues  list  down  to  the  minimum.  Several  new  lodges 
have  been  instituted  since  the  first  of  January  and  the  Order  throughout 
the  Jurisdiction  is  in  splendid  condition.  In  my  11  years  of  service  I  have 
been  permitted  to  report  each  year  a  net  gain  in  membership  ranging 
from  8  per  cent  to  14  per  cent,  making  a  growth  from  8598  December  31, 
1900,  to  27,900  members  December  31,  1911.  We  expect  to  have  30,000 
members  by  December  31,  1912.” 

West  Virginia. — A.  J.  Wilkinson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  enjoying  a  steady  growth.  Several  new 
lodges  have  been  instituted  this  year,  and  nearly  all  of  the  subordinate 
lodges  in  the  State  are  progressive.  The  Odd  Fellows’  Home  opened  a 
little  more  than  a  year  ago,  and  now  has  3  aged  Odd  Fellows,  and  about 
GO  orphan  children.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard  Hoe,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “One  year  ago 
we  reported  a  loss  of  61  members,  it  is  therefore  a  great  pleasure  to  be 
able  to  report  a  gain  of  267  members  for  the  year  1911.  This  is  not  much 
to  boast  about,  but  we  do  feel  somewhat  encouraged,  for  the  future 
prospects  look  better  and  brighter  than  they  have  for  some  time  past. 
We  have  initiated  more  and  dropped  less  than  usual,  and  we  think  we 
are  on  the  right  track  to  reduce  our  losses  in  the  future  on  account  of 
non-payment  of  dues.  We  sincerely  hope  we  are  not  mistaken  about 
this.” 
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Wyoming. — Thomas  Cottle,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  pleased 
to  report  a  small  gain  in  membership  in  the  subordinate  branch  of  the 
Order  for  the  past  year  1911,  although  not  as  large  as  in  1910.  Neverthe¬ 
less  we  are  progressing  slowly  but  surely.  We  have  instituted  2  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  since  January  1  and  I  have  strong  hopes  that  we  will  be 
able  to  institute  some  more  very  shortly.  The  Order  in  general  is  in  a 
very  healthy  condition.” 


GRAND  ENCAMPMENTS. 

California. — Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  regret  that  the 
report  for  1911  shows  a  slight  decrease,  but  the  present  term  will  more 
than  make  up  for  it,  as  the  outlook  is  most  promising;  in  fact,  matters 
are  more  satisfactory  now  than  they  have  been  since  the  work  was 
changed.  We  have  2  or  3  new  subordinates  in  sight,  and  the  readjust¬ 
ment  of  some  old  ones  which  have  been  in  a  lethargic  state  seem  to  in¬ 
dicate  that  we  are  going  to  have  a  good  year.  From  a  financial  stand¬ 
point,  we  are  doing  well.  All  of  the  encampments  which  lost  their 
effects  in  the  great  disaster  of  1906  have  rebuilt  halls,  obtained  new 
paraphernalia,  and  having  never  lost  their  grit,  are  now  successfully  at 
work.  As  you  know,  our  Grand  Patriarchs  are  required  to  visit  a  certain 
proportion  of  the  subordinates  each  year,  and  the  position  is  no  sinecure. 
When  you  realize  that  from  Eureka  in  the  north  to  San  Diego  in  the 
south  is  over  800  miles  and  that  the  State  from  east  to  west  is  about  400, 
to  say  naught  of  numerous  trips  that  involve  500  miles  each,  some  idea 
may  be  gained  of  what  a  Grand  Officer  does  during  his  visits  to  60  or  70 
subordinates;  but  they  take  pride  in  ‘filling  their  bills/  As  I  say  the 
outlook  is  good  for  the  year  1912,  and  you  can  count  on  California  as 
usual,  to  keep  up  with  the  procession.” 

Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret  to  report 
a  slight  decrease  in  our  membership,  not  from  a  lack  of  interest  in  this 
branch  of  the  Order,  but  a  failure  of  crops  for  two  years  has  worked  a 
hardship  on  this  Jurisdiction.  We  have  been  short  of  water,  and  our 
plains,  instead  of  blossoming  like  the  rose,  have  been  unproductive, 
hence  many  of  our  patriarchs  were  unable  to  maintain  their  member¬ 
ship.  But  we  are  coming  into  possession  of  our  own.  All  winter  ‘  The 
Beautiful  *  has  fallen  over  plains  and  mountain  until  the  soil  is  satu¬ 
rated,  our  mountain  canons  are  packed,  our  reservoirs  are  full,  and 
next  summer  the  soil  will  yield  bumper  crops,  and  our  boys  will  flock 
to  our  tent,  and  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  will  grow  again.  No  lack 
of  harmony  exists,  every  thing  is  peace,  and  with  the  fruition  of  our 
hopes,  the  next  report  from  Colorado  will  be  different.” 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  condition  of  the  subordinate  en¬ 
campments  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  very  satisfactory.  Our  report  shows 
a  nice  increase  in  membership  and  assets  over  that  of  the  year  1910,  and 
the  outlook  for  1912  is  very  promising  and  hope  to  be  able  to  report  a 
much  larger  increase  for  that  year.” 

Delaware. — Edward  B.  Henze,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  We  have  made 
a  healthy  increase  in  membership;  some  of  the  encampments,  those 
outside  of  Wilmington  (which  we  term  the  country  encampments),  have 
taken  on  new  life,  and  have  made  good  increases  in  their  membership, 
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one  of  the  most  notable  being  Dover  Encampment  which,  in  the  spring 
of  1911,  had  a  class  of  initiation  of  32  members.  In  the  city,  Christine 
Encampment  is  always  active  and  on  the  alert  for  new  material  for  our 
ranks.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  1912  will  be  equally  as  good 
a  year,  if  not  a  better  one  than  the  year  just  past,  as  we  are  determined 
to  build  up  the  Patriarchal  branch  in  this  good  old  Diamond  State.” 

District  of  Columbia. — Jos.  Burroughs,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “As 
you  are  aware  our  Jurisdiction  is  not  only  the  smallest  geographically, 
but  one  of  the  smallest  in  numerical  strength  in  all  branches  of  the 
Order.  The  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
includes  in  its  membership  many  splendid  men  and  loyal  Odd  Fellows, 
zealous  in  upholding  and  promoting  the  work  of  our  encampments,  but 
we  have  made  no  advance  in  numbers  for  several  years.  During  the 
year  1911  we  just  about  held  our  own,  closing  the  year  with  a  net  loss 
of  one.  During  the  present  year  this  branch  of  the  Order  has  seemed 
to  take  on  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  which  promises  to  yield  a  substantial 
increase.  Each  of  our  4  subordinate  encampments  is  doing  work — one  of 
them  admitted  4  candidates  at  a  recent  meeting.  A  fine  spirit  of  co-opera¬ 
tion  between  the  different  encampments  exists  and  we  are  having  some 
very  impressive  degree  work  by  combination  degree  teams.  All  of  the 
subordinate  encampments  are  in  a  satisfactory  financial  condition.  On 
the  whole,  I  am  justified  in  saying  that  the  outlook  for  this  branch  of 
the  Order  in  our  Jurisdiction  is  exceedingly  encouraging.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Under  existing 
circumstances  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  small  gain, 
instead  of  loss,  in  our  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order.  We  had  hoped 
that  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  some  action  would 
be  taken  to  put  the  encampments  in  better  condition,  but  same  failed. 
We  hope  though  that  the  future  will  be  better  than  the  past  and  that 
when  reports  are  made  for  1912  that  we  will  show  a  larger  gain  than  in 
the  past.” 

Idaho. — Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to  be 
able  to  show  a  net  increase  in  membership  for  the  year  just  passed,  and 
expect  to  make  a  better  showing  at  the  end  of  the  present  year.  The 
holding  of  district  meetings,  which  was  put  into  practice  by  Grand 
Patriarch  Guyon  last  year,  resulted  in  arousing  activity  in  a  number  of 
encampments  that  had  been  practically  dormant  for  years.  At  these 
meetings  ideas  were  suggested  and  thoroughly  discussed,  looking  to  the 
best  methods  for  stimulating  interest  in  this  branch  of  the  Order  and 
the  degrees  were  properly  and  impressively  conferred  for  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  those  present.  These  meetings  proved  to  be  exceedingly  helpful 
and  we  will  continue  them.” 

Illinois. — Sam.  J.  Baker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  is  gratifying  to 
note  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order 
within  the  State  of  Illinois.  As  you  will  see  our  admissions  to  the  en¬ 
campments  since  the  last  report  are  greater  than  in  the  history  of  this 
Jurisdiction.  While  the  droppings  have  been  heavy  it  is  but  the  result 
of  a  greater  energy  toward  a  live  and  active  membership  and  our  net 
gain  falls  but  very  little  short  of  last  year.  Splendid  reports  are  coming 
in  for  the  year  1912  and  we  hope  this  may  prove  the  banner  year  for 
Illinois  encampments.” 
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Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encampment 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Indiana  continues  in  a  prosperous  and 
healthy  condition.  While  our  growth  is  no  greater  than  for  years  past, 
it  is  equal  thereto  and  is  in  no  way  weakening.  Our  encampments  are  as 
a  rule  in  a  good  condition  and  there  is  no  little  enthusiasm  among  the 
patriarchs.  We  believe  our  June  report  will  show  a  substantial  increase 
in  numbers.” 


Kansas. — A.  M.  Bain,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  encampments  in  Kansas  generally  show  a  healthy  and  satisfactory 
condition,  although  we  have  had  quite  a  heavy  loss  in  one  or  two  encamp- 
ments  owing  purely  to  local  conditions.  We  report  3  new  encampments 
instituted  since  March  1  and  hope  to  have  several  more  before  the  end 
of  this  Grand  Encampment  year.” 

Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  believe  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  in  Kentucky  is  in  a  little  better  condition  than  it  was 
a  year  ago.  There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  encampments  that 
should  have  been  closed  up;  during  the  past  year  this  has  been  done 
with  a  number  of  them  and  that  has  unloaded  a  lot  of  dead  material.  It 
has  been  a  hard  thing  to  keep  up  encampments  that  do  not  pay  benefits 
and  find  the  general  complaint  is  that  there  are  so  many  Orders  that  do 
pay  benefits  they  prefer  going  into  them  instead  of  trying  to  keep  up  the 
branch  of  our  Order  that  does  not  help  them  in  a  beneficial  way.” 

Maine. — William  E.  Plummer,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  a  good  gain  in  membership  in  the  Encampment  branch  in  Maine 
for  the  past  year.  Instead  of  holding  our  own,  or  a  small  loss,  as  for 
several  years  past,  we  have  made  a  net  gain  of  164  and  the  prospects  are 
bright  for  as  large  or  larger  gain  the  coming  year.  I  attribute  this  in¬ 
crease  in  interest  and  membership  to  the  law  allowing  non-beneficial 
members.  Many  of  our  encampments  are  changing  their  by-laws  to  allow 
two  classes  of  members  and  it  is  in  these  encampments  that  the  most 
work  is  being  done.” 

Manitoba. — D.  E.  McKinnon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  a  substantial  increase  in  membership,  but  yet  the  growth  is  not 
what  it  should  be  compared  with  that  of  the  subordinate  lodges.  While 
the  number  admitted  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year  in  our  history, 
the  number  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  doubled  that  of  any 
previous  year,  reducing  the  net  increase  much  below  what  we  expected. 
Still  on  the  whole  the  showing  as  regards  membership  is  satisfactory 
and  nearly  all  the  subordinate  encampments  in  the  Jurisdiction  are 
financially  sound.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — Melville  McKean,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  am 
sorry  to  have  to  report  a  loss  of  2  in  membership,  but  hope  that  things 
will  brighten  up  during  the  present  year,  and  that  we  will  be  able  to  send 
a  more  encouraging  report  at  the  end  of  this  year.” 

Maryland. — Wm.  A.  Jones,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  patriarchs  of 
Maryland  are  working  to  place  the  Patriarchal  branch  upon  the  same 
working  basis  as  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  every  effort  is  being  put  forth  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  every  subordinate  member  the  necessity  of  adding 
to  his  knowledge  the  beautiful  lessons  taught  in  the  Patriarchal  degrees. 
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We  have  the  pleasure  to  report  an  increase  of  281,  which  we  feel  is  an  ex¬ 
ceptional  record  for  our  Jurisdiction.  This  increase  has  encouraged 
us  to  believe  that  we  will  be  able  during  1912  to  increase  our  numerical 
strength  500  more,  and  with  that  object  in  view  we  are  evolving  plans 
and  endeavoring  to  get  closer  to  our  patriarchs  that  we  may  impress 
them  with  the  necessity  of  greater  activity  in  order  to  reach  the  standard 
which  has  been  set.  Our  experience  in  patriarchal  work  has  taught  us 
that  the  Patriarchal  branch  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  subordinate  lodge, 
simply  and  solely  because  the  encampments  have  not  made  it  clear 
enough  to  every  subordinate  member  that  he  is  entitled  and  welcome  to 
the  Patriarchal  branch.” 

Massachusetts. — George  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret 
to  again  report  a  loss  in  membership,  but  the  decrease  is  only  99  as  com¬ 
pared  with  a  loss  of  248  for  the  previous  year.  Henry  E.  Ruggles,  Grand 
Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  in  commenting  upon  the 
decrease  attributed  the  result  to  the  fact  that  the  encampments  of  the 
Jurisdiction  deducted  39  members  for  errors  in  previous  reports  and  this 
deduction,  together  with  the  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  in 
four  encampments  only,  more  than  equalled  the  entire  net  decrease 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  Grand  Patriarch  Ruggles  said  in  his  com¬ 
munication  ‘  It  is  fair  to  say  that  we  may  confidently  expect  and  predict 
that  from  now  on  conditions  will  improve  and  that  we  may  expect  an 
increase  in  our  membership  instead  of  a  loss.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  individual  investigations  by  myself  and  reports  from  deputies 
indicate  the  same  condition,  that  is,  that  there  is  an  interest  in  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  of  the  Order  to-day  that  has  not  been  equalled  for 
many  years,  and  that  especially  during  the  past  two  or  three  months  a 
general  awakening  has  been  noted  and  an  increase  in  membership  pro¬ 
nounced.  There  has  been  a  more  fraternal  feeling  between  the  several 
branches  of  the  Order  and  at  the  present  time  the  subordinate  lodge,  the 
encampment,  and  the  Patriarchs  Militant  present  an  unbroken  front,  and 
are  working  in  harmony  with  the  best  of  fraternal  feeling  and  good  will, 
one  toward  the  other.  In  this  united  effort  all  are  joining,  each  branch 
in  its  own  individual  way,  and  the  result  is  already  shown  in  increased 
attendance  at  the  meetings  and  new  accessions  to  membership.” 

Michigan. — John  B.  Penfield,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “As  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  conditions  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  I  can  only  say  we  show  no 
backward  step,  but  press  on  'with  renewed  vigor  and  hustle.  We  have 
for  several  years  desired  to  enter  the  *  ten  thousand  class  ’  and  with 
the  close  of  the  calendar  year,  1911,  find  ourselves  accomplishing  our  aim, 
and  my  report  to  the  session  of  this  Grand  Body  at  Port  Huron,  May  21 
and  22,  last,  shows  that  we  numbered,  December  31,  1911,  10,231.  The 
relief  extended  shows  a  nice  increase  over  1910  of  about  12V2  per  cent  also. 
We  are  gratified  with  the  gain  in  all  the  work  of  the  Patriarchal  branch 
in  the  Peninsular  State,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  finances  of  this 
Grand  Body  have  increased  year  by  year,  showing  no  falling  off,  during 
the  incumbency  of  your  humble  servant,  who  is  entering  his  tenth  con¬ 
secutive  year  of  service  in  this  Grand  Body  as  its  recording  officer.  Our 
financial  receipts  are  double  what  they  were  a  decade  ago,  showing  that 
we  are  truly  prospering  all  along  the  line.  During  the  year  4  new,  good 
strong  camps  have  been  instituted,  several  revivals,  and  a  general  clean¬ 
up  of  the  field  work,  so  that  the  condition  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of 
the  Order  is  in  the  best  possible  shape.  The  increase  in  Michigan  is  a 
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large  percentage  of  the  gain  shown  throughout  the  world,  and  we  feel  a 
justifiable  pride  in  it.  As  we  enter  the  new  fiscal  year,  it  is  with  renewed 
courage  and  zeal,  and  we  hope  and  trust  it  will  not  be  many  years  before 
we  can  enter  the  ‘  fifteen  thousand  class  ’  as  we  know  we  soon  will.” 

Minnesota. — Frank  H.  Castner,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  It  pleases  me 
very  much  to  be  able  to  report  such  a  large  increase  in  membership  in 
this  Jurisdiction  during  the  last  year.  You  will  observe  by  the  report 
that  our  net  increase  for  last  year  was  196.  I  have  every  confidence  that 
if  the  same  enthusiasm  is  maintained  the  balance  of  this  year  that  our 
increase  will  reach  500.  Since  our  last  encampment  session  we  have 
instituted  9  encampments  and  have  2  or  3  more  petitions  out  and  good 
prospects  for  their  institution  before  our  next  session  on  June  11.” 

Missouri. — Ben  Weidle,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Reporting  on  con¬ 
ditions  of  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Missouri,  it  certainly  affords 
me  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  ‘  show  me  *  State  will  live  up  to  its 
name.  We  have  at  this  writing  750  net  gain  and  every  reason  to  expect 
that  figure  to  be  raised  so  that  when  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meets, 
Missouri  will  be  able  to  report  1000  net  gain.  We  have  been  able  to  ac¬ 
complish  this  by  co-operative  work,  the  patriarchs  have  been  more  than 
loyal  and  we  have  had  classes  ranging  from  10  to  175  members,  the  class 
of  175  being  at  Louisiana,  Missouri,  on  March  15,  by  Pike  Encampment, 
No.  113.  We  are  at  this  time  engaged  in  securing,  a  class  in  southwest 
Missouri  of  not  less  than  250  members.  We  want,  and  will  not  be  content 
with  less  than  20,000  patriarchs  in  Missouri.  I  have  adopted  the  idea  of 
presenting  an  Honor  Button  to  each  patriarch  who  secures  one  or  more 
new  members,  this  is  a  special  design  and  cannot  be  purchased.  You 
can  write  the  words  *  alive  and  getting  livelier  ’  along  side  of  Missouri.”

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  "  I  regret  to  report 
a  slight  falling  off  in  patriarchal  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction  during 
the  year  1911,  due  principally  to  non-payment  of  dues.  There  are  two 
other  factors  that  have  assisted  in  depleting  the  membership  of  the  En 
campment  branch  in  this  Jurisdiction,  viz.:  the  non-payment  of  benefits 
and  the  change  in  our  Ritual.  However,  we  still  hope  that  these  objec¬ 
tions  may  be  overcome  in  the  near  future,  and  that  our  next  annual 
report  will  show  a  substantial  gain  in  membership.” 

New  PIampsiiire. — Hendrick  A.  Currier,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It 
gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  to  you  an  increase  of  membership  in  the 
Encampment  branch  of  our  Order  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the 
year  1911.  One  new  encampment  has  been  added  to  the  number  and 
we  are  looking  forward  to  a  very  successful  year  to  come.  The  Grand 
Officers  will  put  forth  every  effort  to  assist  the  encampments  to  build 
up  their  membership  and  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  good  of  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  encampments  are  following 
the  Ritual  very  closely  and  are  doing  the  best  work  ever  done  in  this 
Jurisdiction.” 

New  Jersey. — Frank  R.  Jummel,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  It  gives  me 
a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Encampment  branch  in  New 
Jersey  is  in  far  better  condition  to-day  than  it  was  a  year  ago.  The 
commendable  work  done  by  Stephen  H.  Schleif,  Past  Grand  Patriarch, 
during  his  turn  of  office  resulted  in  increased  membership,  and  while  the 
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net  gain  is  very  small,  it  is  much  more  encouraging  to  report  a  small 
gain  than  a  heavy  loss.  We  are  confidently  looking  forward  to  a  large 
increase  in  membership,  and  I  feel  certain  that  under  the  progressive 
leadership  of  Morris  Lunger,  Grand  Patriarch,  our  expectations  will 
find  full  realization.” 

New  Mexico. — S.  E.  Ferree,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret  to  an¬ 
nounce  a  net  loss  in  membership  in  the  encampments  of  26,  less  than  6 
per  cent,  for  the  year  1911,  as  compared  with  a  net  gain  of  37  the  previous 
year.  This  loss  was  occasioned  by  a  decreased  number  of  initiations  and 
reinstatements.  The  revenue  received  from  the  small  membership  does 
not  warrant  official  visitations  that  are  productive  of  awakened  interest 
in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  and  the  encampments  scattered  over  a 
wide  expanse  are  left  to  their  own  resources.  With  a  return  of  good 
times  renewed  activity  may  be  expected  in  the  encampments.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  regret  to  say 
that  the  hopeful  anticipations  expressed  when  sending  last  annual  report 
have  not  been  realized,  the  gain  in  membership  for  the  year  being  38 
only.  Business  conditions  have  had  some  effect  in  retarding  the  growth 
of  our  encampments,  but  the  result  of  my  observations  is  that  much 
harm  has  been  caused  by  the  uncertainty  and  apprehension  prevailing 
in  the  last  two  or  three  years  from  proposed  changes  in  the  status  of 
Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship.  If  our  encampments  can  be  left  alone  with 
the  assurance  that  the  work  of  the  patriarchs  will  not  be  rendered  fruit¬ 
less  by  some  chimerical  schemes  of  alteration  or  revision,  I  am  hopeful 
that  the  Empire  State  Encampment  branch  will  soon  regain  its  old 
stride  of  advancement.” 

North  Dakota. — H.  J.  Rowe,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  We  have  made  a 
little  advance  during  the  year — not  what  we  had  hoped  to,  but  better  than 
conditions  foreshadowed.  The  condition  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  is 
healthy  and  we  hope  that  if  crop  conditions  are  favorable  this  year  that 
considerable  progress  will  be  made  in  securing  additions.  Prospective 
encampments  are  looming  up  and  we  feel  encouraged  to  believe  that 
several  new  encampments  will  be  instituted  during  this  year.  Our 
territory  is  so  large  that  it  is  quite  a  problem  to  group  the  several  en¬ 
campments  without  infringing  on  those  existing  without  depleting  such 
as  have  prior  claims  on  the  lodges  nearest  to  them.  New  towns  are 
springing  up  along  the  newer  railroads  being  constructed  and  in  time 
distance  will  be  eliminated  and  it  will  be  more  convenient  for  assembling 
the  patriarchs  without  the  loss  of  so  much  time.  We  are  greatly  en¬ 
couraged  in  the  few  losses  and  look  for  increased  and  more  permanent 
progress.” 

Oklahoma. — H.  A.  Herwig,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “This  is  our  first 
report  since  the  two  Jurisdictions  in  this  State  were  considered  and 
presents  a  very  poor  showing;  however,  it  is  very  good  considering  the 
conditions  that  existed,  especially  in  the  Indian  Territory  Jurisdiction.” 

Ontario.— John  A.  Macdonald,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “You  will  note 
that  we  are  still  growing  in  membership,  having  made  a  net  gain  of  over 
600  since  last  report.  The  present  term  bids  fair  to  excel  all  previous 
efforts,  as  cheering  reports  are  coming  in  from  all  over  the  Jurisdiction 
of  renewed  interest  and  awakening  enthusiasm  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fel- 
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lowship.  We  are  working  along  steadily  in  Ontario,  and  can  safely 
promise  you  a  much  larger  proportionate  increase  by  the  end  of  the 
present  year,  as  the  majority  of  our  encampments  are  very  active,  and 
the  degree  work  is  being  exemplified  in  a  most  creditable  manner  by 
many  of  them.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon  shows  a  total  membership  of  4310,  a  net 
loss  of  23  for  the  year  1911.  Our  list  of  suspended  members  was  more 
than  doubled  because  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  that  should  have 
been  dropped  the  previous  year  were  held  over  for  various  reasons.  The 
‘  weeding-out  ’  process  caused  a  loss  for  the  first  time  in  many  years, 
but  it  is  now  safe  to  predict  a  handsome  increase  for  this  year.” 

Pennsylvania. — Edwin  L.  Ritter,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  En¬ 
campment  branch  in  Pennsylvania,  I  am  glad  to  say,  will  show  quite  a 
considerable  increase;  the  work  this  year  far  exceeds  that  of  last,  and 
from  the  reports  I  have  received  from  the  various  encampments,  I  am  led 
to  believe  that  by  this  time  next  year  we  will  have  an  increase  of  at  least 
500.” 


Quebec. — W.  Kennedy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encampment 
branch  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  has  been  steadily  improving  since  the 
institution  of  a  Grand  Encampment.  We  instituted  1  new  encampment 
during  last  term,  have  1  more  at  least  on  the  list  for  this  month.  We 
are  working  for  a  membership  of  1000,  at  the  present  moment  we  cannot 
hope  to  reach  that  goal  this  term,  but  hope  to  do  so  next  year.” 

Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “While  we 
have  made  no  gain  in  membership,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  we  have, 
at  least,  very  nearly  held  our  own.  The  annual  returns  show  a  sub¬ 
stantial  accession  of  new  recruits  compared  with  the  record  made  in 
1910,  indicating  an  increase  of  interest  and  activity.  The  weeding  out 
of  many  dormant  members  is  largely  responsible  for  our  apparent  stand¬ 
still,  yet  I  feel  that  our  ranks  have  been  strengthened  thereby,  and  that 
the  encampments  are  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition  than  they  have 
been  for  a  long  period.  The  prospects  for  the  present  year  are  bright  and 
full  of  promise.” 

South  Carolina. — F.  C.  Perry,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  have  just 
held  our  meeting  and  I  think  it  as  profitable  a  meeting  as  any  I  have 
attended.  We  put  our  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  instituted  an  encamp¬ 
ment  with  33  members,  with  all  Grand  Officers  in  their  Chairs.  We  have 
worked  faithfully  and  show  an  increase  of  41,  and  I  have  good  hopes  for 
a  prosperous  year,  as  we  have  some  very  energetic  officers  this  term.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  Most  of  our 
encampments  are  on  a  good  working  basis  and  we  have  gained  in  num¬ 
bers  during  the  past  year  in  spite  of  the  adverse  conditions.  We  hope  to 
show  a  decided  increase  during  1912.  We  now  have  2190  members.  It 
seems  but  a  little  while  since  we  were  striving  to  get  1000  and  in  looking 
back  at  the  record  of  the  past  few  years  we  feel  encouraged  to  press 
forward  with  renewed  energy.” 
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Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  We  have  had  quite 
a  struggle  to  keep  our  encampments  in  good  shape  and  prevent  a  net  loss 
in  membership.  I  am  glad  to  report  our  efforts  have  not  been  entirely 
in  vain.  Our  increase  for  1911  was  small,  but  enough  to  give  encourage¬ 
ment  and  hope.  I  find  it  very  difficult  to  keep  the  patriarchs  interested, 
except  at  a  few  points  where  the  contiguous  subordinate  lodges  are 
strong.  Revision  of  the  Ritual  did  us  harm  in  some  quarters  as  in  the 
lodges,  but  we  hope  to  survive.” 

Utah. — W.  J.  Moore,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  feel  proud  of  the 
year’s  work  in  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Utah.  Only  those  well 
acquainted  with  the  conditions  in  this  State  can  appreciate  what  it 
means.  The  year  1911  closed  with  a  net  gain  of  over  59  per  cent  and 
every  indication  points  to  even  a  greater  success  in  the  work  of  the 
present  year.  The  Grand  Encampment  amended  its  Constitution  chang¬ 
ing  its  time  of  meeting  from  November  to  August  at  which  time  there 
will  not  only  be  a  session  of  the  Grand  Body,  but  a  general  outing  of  the 
Order,  and  we  believe  it  will  knit  together  the  membership  of  all  the 
branches  more  closely.  We  believe  that  success  crowns  every  effort  put 
forth  for  the  advancement  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  entering  upon  a  new 
year  with  the  splendid  record  of  1911  before  us,  the  grandeur  of  our 
Order  impresses  us  as  never  before,  its  beauty  and  purity  stands  revealed 
in  a  clearer  light,  its  powers  for  doing  good  seems  limitless.  Believing 
in  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man,  we  march,  an  army 
strong  and  brave,  to  strive  for  truth,  and  peace,  and  love,  to  war  with

— Charles  W.  Farr,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  have  made  a 
small  loss  in  membership,  also  1  encampment  surrendered  its  charter 
during  the  year  1911,  but  the  prospect  for  1912  is  very  good.  We  have 
instituted  1  new  encampment  this  year  and  a  good  prospect  of  2  more 
before  the  year  closes.” 

Virginia. — E.  M.  Bunch,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “While  the  report 
shows  a  slight  loss  in  membership  this  does  not  indicate  the  Patriarchal 
branch  in  the  State  is  on  the  decline  at  present,  for  since  January  1  we 
have  had  many  initiations  into  the  Order  and  there  seems  to  be  more 
interest  taken  than  for  some  years  past.  We  are  adopting  a  policy  of 
cutting  off  the  dead  timber  and  with  a  little  more  pruning  hope  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  good,  strong  membership  that  will  grow  and  thrive.  The  encamp¬ 
ments  are  taking  more  interest  in  the  degree  work  and  several  are  work¬ 
ing  up  good  degree  teams  and  no  doubt  our  report  for  the  year  1912  will 
show  a  membership  gain  somewhat  in  excess  of  that  of  several  years 
past.” 

Washington. — Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  is  with  a 
considerable  degree  of  pride  we  report  ‘  The  largest  encampment  of 
patriarchs  in  the  world,’  as  well  as  the  largest  net  gain  in  membership  in 
our  history.  Unique  Encampment,  No.  32,  of  Spokane,  closed  the  year 
with  961  patriarchs  on  the  roll.  The  net  gain  in  the  Jurisdiction  was  770. 
Present  membership  6254.  Good  feeling  prevails  throughout  the  Juris¬ 
diction.  Two  strong  encampments  instituted  since  January  1,  and  all 
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encampments  at  work  give  fair  promise  of  a  nice  gain  for  1912.  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1901,  we  reported  1388  members;  Decembr  31,  1911,  we  had  6254. 
A  reasonably  satisfactory  increase  for  the  decade.” 

West  Virginia. — C.  L.  Simpson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes;  “While  we 
have  not  accomplished  all  that  we  desired  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship 
in  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  year  1911,  we  show  an  increase  of  298,  which 
shows  a  decidedly  improved  condition  over  the  year  of  1910.  We  hope 
to  maintain  this  condition  and  go  forward  and  not  backward,  but  the 
end  of  the  year  will  tell  whether  or  not  the  patriarchs  have  been  busy, 
or  whether  they  will  get  into  the  old  rut  of  1910.  We  have  instituted  5 
new  encampments  since  our  last  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  with 
many  letters  of  information  for  instituting  others,  which  looks  like  we 
would  have  a  grand  good  year.” 

Wisconsin. — Jas.  A.  Fathers,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “You  will  note 
that  we  have  a  little  gain,  but  not  as  large  as  I  had  hoped  for,  but  it  is 
better  to  be  on  the  gain  rather  than  on  the  losing  side.” 

Wyoming. — Thomas  Cottle,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to 
announce  that  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction 
is  progressing  onward,  although  our  gain  in  membership  was  not  as  large 
as  it  was  in  1910.  We  are  still  in  a  very  healthy  condition,  and  I  trust 
that  in  the  near  future  we  will  be  able  to  institute  one  or  two  new 
encampments  as  the  outlook  is  good  toward  that  end.” 

REBEKAH  ASSEMBLIES. 

Arkansas. — Adelaide  D.  Horton,  Secretary,  wrjtes:  “I  believe  on 
the  whole  conditions  are  better  than  they  were  a  year  ago.  Last  winter 
was  hard  on  the  lodges  and  several  fell  by  the  wayside,  many  more  than 
I  like  to  see.  Some,  however,  are  picking  up,  and  others  are  making 
great  gains  so  I  feel  that  the  Order  is  beginning  to  prosper  again.  A 
careful  examination  of  conditions  showed  us  that  we  had  over  100 
dormant  lodges,  some  of  them  many  years  behind.  We  have  been  try¬ 
ing  hard  to  get  these  lodges  either  on  their  feet  or  to  reclaim  the  charter. 
It  is  quite  a  gigantic  task,  but  our  Grand  Master,  Brother  Pardee,  has 
taken  the  lead,  as  is  the  Grand  Master’s  duty,  and  has  been  of  invaluable 
assistance  to  us.  On  July  1  about  one-third  of  thejdormant  lodges  had 
either  started  to  work  or  given  up  their  charters  and  many  more  are  busy 
to  see  what  they  can  do.  We  hope  to  dispose  of  all  by  the  time  the  Assem¬ 
bly  meets  in  October.  We  have  not  instituted  so  many  new  lodges  as  in 
some  past  years,  but  we  do  not  consider  that  many  new  lodges  are  always 
a  benefit  to  the  Order.  We  hope  to  show  a  good  gain  in  membership 
another  year,  which  is  more  needed  than  are  new  lodges.  I  hope  that  all 
Jurisdictions  will  show  a  substantial  growth  this  year.” 

British  Columbia. — Frances  Walker,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  are  in  a  very 
prosperous  condition.  The  loss  of  membership  for  non-payment  of  dues 
is  considerably  less.  One  new  lodge  was  instituted  at  Armstrong,  April 
2,  by  Sister  Evans,  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  21  members.  The  increase  of  membership  for  the  past  year  in  this 
Jurisdiction  is  343  members.” 

— Mary  E.  Donoho,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
California,  during  the  past  year,  has  made  gratifying  progress,  a  fair 
gain  in  membership,  decidedly  improved  finances,  and  a  record  of  good 
work  never  more  creditable.  Total  number  of  lodges  326,  total  member¬ 
ship  33,392.  Our  Orphans’  Home,  at  Gilroy,  is  in  splendid  condition,  and 
continues  to  receive  ready  support  from  our  generous  membership.  The 
session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  recently  held  in  the  city  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  was  the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  ever  held  in  our  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  Los  Angeles  will  be  the  meeting  place  in  1913.” 

Colorado. — E.  V.  L.  Beggs,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report 
the  Order  in  Colorado  doing  well.  While  the  gain  in  membership  has 
not  been  as  large  this  year  as  we  would  like  to  have  it,  the  enthusiasm 
and  zeal  of  the  members  has  not  diminished.  Three  new  lodges  have 
been  instituted  this  year,  and  we  expect  several  more.  Our  Home  fund 
is  growing,  and  our  Home  Committee  is  a  busy  hive,  and  we  are  only 
waiting  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  decide  on  a  location,  in  October,  which 
they  will  surely  do,  then  keep  your  eye  on  Colorado.” 

— Mary  E.  Johnson,  Secretary,  writes:  “  The  last  annual 
report  compiled  January  1,  1912,  showed  a  net  gain  of  380,  the  largest 
gain  in  15  years.

An  addition  is  being 
built  to  the  Orphans’  Home  which  will  accommodate  at  least  75  half¬ 
orphan  children.” 

Iowa. — S.  Elizabeth  Matheney,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah 
degree  in  this  State  is  in  a  very  excellent  condition  at  this  time  and  the 
future  looks  quite  promising,  yet  we  all  realize  there  is  hard  work  to  be 
done  if  our  standard  be  retained.  We  have  passed  the  40,000  mark  in 
membership,  so  this  gives  us  great  cause  of  rejoicing,  as  this  has  been  our 
ambition  for  years.  Harmony  prevails  throughout  the  State  and  a  most 
excellent  feeling  exists  between  all  our  Grand  Bodies,  as  we  realize  that 
in  unity  there  is  strength.

We  do  not  need  to  be 
anxious  about  our  gain  in  new  membership  in  this  State,  but  it  is  the  loss 
by  non-payment  of  dues  that  is  our  great  concern,  as  in  many  other 
States.  We  hope  the  time  will  hasten  when  some  remedy  for  this  will 
be  advanced.  Fifteen  new  lodges  have  been  instituted  this  year  and  but 
few  charters  surrendered.  Again  we  can  safely  say  our  work  in  Iowa  is 
in  good  hands  and  in  a  most  excellent  condition,  and  our  reports  are 
watched  so  carefully  that  every  member  we  report,  we  have  no  supposi¬ 
tion  on  this  score,  is  countenanced.” 

Kansas. — Iza  E.  Potter,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  interest  has  not 
lessened  in  any  way  and  while  the  growth  in  membership  has  not  been 
so  great  as  we  desired  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  over.  Our  Juris¬ 
diction  is  divided  into  districts  where  schools  of  instruction  are  held 
and  this  year  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Warden  have  been  very 
busy  holding  such  meetings.

Rebekah  lodges  of  Louisiana  in  a  prosperous  condition,  the 
membership  throughout  the  State  seems  to  have  taken  a  more  intense 
interest  in  their  respective  lodges,  and  a  very  promising  year  seems  in 
prospect.  Although  the  Assembly  year  is  but  three  months  old,  a  new 
Rebekah  lodge  is  ready  for  institution,  and  another  will  be  ready  within 
a  few  weeks.

We  appreciate  the  honor  conferred  on  our  dear  little  Prairie 
Province  in  being  chosen  for  this  wonderful  convention,  and  we  are  sure 
that  all  branches  of  the  Order  will  greatly  benefit  thereby.  Our  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  Assembly  was  held  in  March,  all  lodges  being 
represented.  The  intense  interest  shown  by  these  Representatives  and 
the  assistance  given  us  beforehand  by  Grand  Lodge  officers,  made  the 
work  of  this  Assembly  much  easier  than  we  anticipated.” 

Maine. — Grace  E.  WTalton,  Secretary,  writes:  “  Rebekah  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Maine  is  in  its  usual  prosperous  condition.  The  last  annual  re¬ 
port  places  the  membership  at  21,846,  net  increase  during  the  year  463 
and  number  of  lodges  132.

One  new 
lodge,  Regina,  No.  133,  was  instituted  March  27,  at  Smyrna  Mills,  with 
36  charter  members.  The  Home  work  is  increasing  in  interest  each  year. 
•The  Assembly  officers  are  working  diligently  at  all  district  and  other 
meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  Home  and  the  Home  Committee  have  a 
plan  from  which  they  hope  to  realize  a  goodly  sum  during  the  coming 
Assembly  session.” 

Maryland. — Susan  Jones,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah  work  in 
Maryland  is  progressing,  the  31  lodges  this  year  have  each  had  an  in¬ 
crease  over  any  previous  year.

Our 
Homes  and  Orphanages  have  been  well  taken  care  of  during  the  year. 
Quality  not  quantity  seems  to  be  the  incentive  among  the  members  of 
this  State.” 

North  Carolina.— Patti e  E.  Beck,  Secretary,  writes:  “  Since  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  Rebekah  State  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  May,  1909, 
the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  making  steady  progress, 
and  doing  good  work.  Our  principal  work  is  in  connection  with  the 
Orphans’  Home,  at  Goldsboro.  During  the  year  1909-1910  we  furnished 
the  dormitories  of  the  new  Jacobi  Memorial  Building,  as  well  as  the 
library,  at  a  cost  of  $2000.00.  The  year  1910-1911  we  added  to  the 
furnishings  in  the  Jacobi  Memorial  Building,  and  furnished  the  in- 
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firmary,  at  a  cost  of  $500.00.  In  1911-1912  we  furnished  the  school  books 
for  the  children,  costing  about  $670.00.  Heretofore  they  had  been  at¬ 
tending  the  graded  school  in  Goldsboro,  but  it  became  necessary  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  school  at  the  Home,  which  is  furnished  with  modern  graded 
school  equipment.  For  our  work  the  coming  year,  1912-1913,  we  have 
undertaken  the  equipment  of  a  laundry  at  the  Home,  which  will  cost 
something  like  $2000.00.” 

Ohio. — Emma  M.  Bell,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
Ohio  has  had  a  very  satisfactory  growth  during  the  past  year,  with  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  Assembly  and  lodges  in  a  very  good  condition. 
Since  January  1  we  have  added  8  new  lodges  to  our  rolls,  with  others 
waiting,  making  the  outlook  for  the  future  very  encouraging,  and  we 
trust  this  may  be  the  banner  year  for  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  our 
State.” 

Oklahoma. — Ida  C.  Beck,  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  I  report  to  you  the  condition  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Oklahoma. 
There  Is  no  question  but  that  the  new  Assembly  is  a  success.  We  have 
at  this  date  332  lodges  on  the  roll  with  a  membership  near  15,000  and 
with  few  exception  all  lodges  are  doing  good  work.  From  December  31, 
1910,  to  April  13,  1911,  we  had  a  heavy  loss  in  membership  as  well  as 
lodges,  owing  to  the  fact  that  each  Jurisdiction  was  getting  ready  for 
consolidation;  since  consolidation  we  have  gained  in  membership  and 
several  dormant  lodges  have  been  revived.  Sixteen  lodges  have  been 
instituted  since  consolidation.  Our  two  Homes  are  in  good  condition  and 
stand  as  monuments  to  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship,  because  were  it  not  for 
the  Rebekah  branch  we  would  not  have  the  Homes  throughout  the  world 
for  the  education  of  Odd  Fellows’  children  who  have  been  deprived  of  the 
best  of  all,  the  care  of  a  father  or  mother,  and  perhaps  both.  The  Grand 
Master,  President,  and  the  members  of  the  Home  Board,  all  should  have 
special  mention,  but  space  will  not  permit.  This  much  is  due  to  them. 
They  assumed  the  obligation  of  office  and  have  proven  themselves  worthy 
of  the  honor  conferred  and  confidence  reposed,  and  when  they  make  their 
report  none  of  them  should  have  any  regrets  for  they  have  served  the 
Jurisdiction  impartially  and  faithfully,  and  I  feel  the  Jurisdiction  can 
say  ‘  well  done  thou  good  and  faithful  servants.’  The  entire  corps  of 
officers  have  been  in  perfect  harmony  and  if  ever  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth  have  been  exemplified  it  has  been  in  the  Jurisdiction  since  con¬ 
solidation,  and  the  principles  taught  by  our  Order  have  been  practiced 
as  well  as  taught.” 

Ontario. — Ida  G.  Moore,  Secretary,  writes:  “  In  giving  to  you  a  report 
of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  I  take  great  pleasure 
in  stating  that  it  is  in  a  most  flourishing  condition.  The  prospects  are 
very  bright  for  several  more  institutions  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
We  find  all  our  lodges  working  peacefully,  and  with  the  true  spirit  of 
Odd  Fellowship  throughout  our  Province.” 


Oregon. — Ora  Cosper,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to  report  a 
good  substantial  growth  in  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction. 
While  the  gain  in  membership  is  not  quite  as  good  as  some  former  years, 
this  is  no  indication  of  lack  of  interest  in  the  work.  We  have  instituted 
6  new  lodges  since  our  last  meeting  of  the  Assembly  and  no  chprters  have 
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been  surrendered,  which  proves,  beyond  a  doubt,  that  we  are  moving 
steadily  onward.” 

Pennsylvania. — Mary  N.  Joslyn,  Secretary,  writes:  “Our  gain  in 
membership  is  not  as  large  as  in  some  previous  years,  yet  we  hope  our 
work  may  be  as  effectual  as  in  former  years.  We  have  added  more  than 
20  new  Rebekah  lodges  to  our  number,  and  this  will  add  a  large  number 
to  our  membership.  The  Rebekahs  of  the  Keystone  State  are  still  actively 
engaged  in  working  for  the  orphans  and  the  aged  sisters  under  our  care.” 

Quebec. — H.  Spencer,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  prevail  in  this  ‘  Old  Rock  Province.’  Our 
membership  is  small  we  know,  but  we  are  making  a  mighty  effort  to 
reach  1500  by  the  end  of  the  present  term  and  we  are  confident  we  can  do 
it.  We  have  as  good  loyal  hard  working  Rebekahs  in  each  of  our  23 
lodges  as  you  will  find  anywhere  on  the  Continent  and  bright  prospects 
are  reported  for  several  new  lodges  in  the  near  future.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Our 
Rebekah  lodges  are  generally  in  good  condition  and  while  our  increase 
in  this  branch  has  not  met  our  expectations  owing  to  the  unfavorable 
conditions  existing  the  past  year,  we  have  made  a  nice  increase  and  added 
to  our  numbers.  We  now  have  5034  sisters  who  are  very  much  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  Order  and  stand  ready  at  all  times  to  assist  in  the 
work  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 

Tennessee. — Theresa  A.  Cramer,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  regret  to  re¬ 
port  that  the  Rebekah  branch  in  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  year  1911  has 
not  made  the  usual  progress  from  a  numerical  standpoint,  a  large 
majority  of  our  lodges  reported  more  members  dropped  for  non-payment 
of  dues  than  were  initiated  during  the  year.  Were  it  not  for  the  number 
of  new  lodges  instituted  the  membership  in  this  degree  would  show  a 
decrease  rather  than  increase,  as  comparatively  few  of  the  old  lodges 
reported  any  gain  in  membership.  However,  as  many  new  lodges  have 
been  instituted  in  the  different  sections  of  the  state,  the  outlook  for  the 
future  is  quite  encouraging.” 

Texas. — J.  D.  Alexander,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  past  year  in  the 
work  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Texas  has  been  one  unprecedented  in  its 
history  in  the  State.  All  through  the  hard  struggles,  the  great  financial 
strain  that  most  every  part  of  the  world  has  experienced,  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  waves  aloft  the  banner  of  success.  During  the  year  46  new 
lodges  were  organized  and  the  membership  increased  over  the  suspended 
list  3100.  The  finances  of  the  Order  are  in  good  condition.  At  a  recent 
meeting  held  by  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board  $3000.00  were  given 
from  the  Assembly  and  Advisory  Board  fund  toward  the  building  of  the 
auditorium  at  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Home  in  Corsicana.  The  annual  meeting 
had  to  be  postponed  from  the  first  Monday  in  March  to  the  22d  of  April, 
being  held  in  Dallas  on  this  date.  Miss  Bessie  Dolan,  the  retiring  Presi¬ 
dent,  gave  a  most  interesting  report  of  the  great  amount  of  work  done 
by  one  little  woman  we  all  loved  to  hear.  The  National,  or  General 
Assembly  organization  was  heartily  endorsed,  and  it  is  expected  that 
members  from  Texas  will  attend  the  meeting  in  Winnipeg  in  September.” 
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Utah. — Clara  I.  Moore,  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  affords  me  great 
pleasure  to  report  the  Rebekah  work  in  Utah  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
During  the  term  closed  March  31,  1912,  2  new  lodges  were  instituted  an'd 
2  resuscitated,  which  speaks  well  for  the  untiring  efforts  of  all  interested 
in  the  work  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  gain  throughout  the  lodges 
was  small  owing  to  the  non-payment  list,  which  it  seems  we  have  not  yet 
learned  how  to  control  to  a  better  advantage.  The  Orphans’  Home  report 
given  at  our  last  session  was  very  good  indeed  and  we  are  encouraged  to 
still  ply  ourselves  more  earnestly  in  the  building  of  a  Home,  and  thereby 
our  efforts  shall  surely  be  rewarded.  Every  lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  is 
interested  in  this  question  and  is  working  for  the  same  purpose,  and 
true  to  the  old  adage,  ‘  there  is  strength  in  unity,’  we  know  only  good 
can  result  though  it  may  require  a  little  time.” 

Vermont. — Louise  L.  Boyce,  Secretary,  writes:  “We  are  prospering 
as  usual;  although  we  have  instituted  no  new  lodges  there  has  been  a 
fair  increase  in  the  membership.  Our  district  meetings  are  soon  to  begin, 
the  attendance  increases  each  year.” 

Virginia. — Ola  L.  Bunch,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  past  year  may  be 
considered  a  very  good  one  in  the  Rebekah  branch  in  Virginia.  We  have 
made  a  very  nice  gain  in  membership  and  have  especially  gained  in 
interest  taken  in  the  ritualistic  work.  At  least  three  new  degree  staffs 
have  been  organized  that  have  become  very  proficient  in  the  work  and 
interest  has  been  evidenced  throughout  the  entire  Jurisdiction.  Our 
main  work  this  year  has  been  to  get  sufficient  funds  to  build  a  chapel 
and  school  house  at  the  Home  to  cost  about  $12,000.00.  We  decided  not 
to  start  the  building  until  the  money  was  contributed  and  hope  that  the 
necessary  amount  will  be  raised  during  the  present  year.” 

Washington. — Nellie  M.  Knoff,  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  a  great 
pleasure  to  me  to  report  that  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship  in  Washington 
is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  both  financially  and  numerically.  The 
summary  of  Rebekah  lodges  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1911, 
shows  225  lodges,  and  a  membership  of  21,214,  the  net  increase  for  the 
year  being  1734.  Since  January  1,  1912,  we  have  instituted  10  new 
Rebekah  lodges.  We  do  not  feel  that  we  have  reached  the  height  of  our 
ambition  by  any  means,  and  are  working  zealously  for  still  greater 
triumphs  and  achievements.  Our  Board  of  Instructors  issued  certificates 
of  proficiency  in  the  Unwritten  Work  of  the  Order  to  over  300  members 
at  our  recent  session.  Great  interest  is  manifested  in  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home  at  Walla  Walla.  We  now  have  nearly  $13,000  in  our  Rebekah 
Orphans’  Home  Fund  and  some  day  hope  to  erect  a  Rebekah  Orphans’ 
Home  that  will  be  a  living  monument  to  the  Rebekahs  of  the  Evergreen 
State.” 

West  Virginia. — Martha  Alexander-Ferrell,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am 
glad  to  write  you  that  affairs  in  our  State  are  in  good  condition.  We  have 
instituted  11  new  lodges  since  the  last  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  have  the  papers  out  for  one  more  and  several  more  that  are  almost 
ready  to  institute.  We  find  that  the  greater  number  of  the  lodges  are 
actively  engaged  in  advancing  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship  and  that  all 
are  very  much  interested  and  anxious  to  help,  in  any  way  possible,  our 
Home  at  Elkins.” 
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Wyoming. — Thomas  Cottle,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased 
to  state  that  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  is  in  a  healthy  and  pros¬ 
perous  condition.  Although  the  increase  in  membership  for  the  past 
year  was  not  as  large  as  in  the  year  1910,  everything  looks  favorable  to 
a  larger  increase  during  the  present  year.  The  Rebekahs  are  anxiously 
looking  forward  to  the  institution  of  a  Rebekah  Assembly  which  is  to 
take  place  at  the  next  Grand  Lodge  session  in  October,  1912,  after  which 
we  hope  that  this  branch  of  the  Order  will  take  on  new  life  and  surpass 
everything  in  this  Jurisdiction.” 

FOREIGN  JURISDICTIONS. 

Australasia. — John  C.  Smith,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  May  31, 
1912,  writes:  “We  have  done  fairly  well  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  but 
the  Rebekah  lodges  and  encampments  have  practically  remained  at 
anchor  during  the  past  year.  We  fully  anticipated  that  the  membership 
of  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  (sisters  only  of  the  latter)  would 
have  reached  50,000  at  December  31,  1911,  but  we  have  failed  to  reach 
the  mark  by  a  few  members.  By  adding  our  juvenile  lodge  members  to 
the  other  total,  the  full  membership  stands  at  51,001,  upon  which  you 
will  probably  compliment  us  by  saying  that  we  have  done  well,  but  I  am 
not  satisfied  that  we  have  done  well  enough.  However,  I  keep  on  be¬ 
lieving,  and  never  lose  heart,  or  at  any  rate  I  do  not  admit  it.  In  ad¬ 
dressing  a  gathering  of  Odd  Fellows  a  few  weeks  back,  I  told  them  that 
we  had  reached  the  50,000  mark  after  many  years  of  desperate  hard  work, 
but  the  getting  of  the  next  50,000  should  be  comparatively  easy,  for  the 
tide  of  emigration  was  now  setting  strongly  towards  Australia,  and  good 
earnest  work  would  produce  the  same  or  similar  results  to  those  at¬ 
tained  on  the  American  Continent,  where,  at  the  date  of  my  birth,  there 
were  only  about  50,000  members  altogether.  My  American  brethren  have 
not  forgotten  me  yet,  and  I  am  constantly  receiving  letters,  post  cards, 
etc.,  to  remind  me  of  the  fact.  A  few  are  just  at  present  inquiring  if  I 
will  be  at  Winnipeg  next  session,  where  I  certainly  should  like  to  be, 
but,  alas,  the  fates  are  against  me.  Our  elected  Representative  is  not 
going  this  year,  but  I  suppose  that  he  will  make  hi*  effort  next  year. 
Writing  for  the  Order  in  Australasia,  I  send  fraternal  greetings  to  the 
Grand  Sire,  Officers  and  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
in  session  at  Winnipeg,  and  pray  for  such  results  as  may  further  advance 
the  glorious  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship  throughout  the  world.” 

New  South  Wales. — Robt.  Critchley,  Grand  Scribe,  under  date  of  May 
23,  1912,  writes:  “We  expect  our  Journal  to  be  out  in  about  a  week’s 
time,  and  I  will  then  take  much  pleasure  in  forwarding  one  to  you.  It 
will  not  contain  so  much  information  as  our  previous  Journal,  as  un¬ 
fortunately  our  financial  position  will  not  allow  us  to  spend  too  much  on 
printing,  etc.  As  far  as  our  encampments  are  concerned,  we  are 
gradually  improving  our  position,  and  carrying  out  our  work  in  a  more 
dignified  manner  than  formerly.  We  are  endeavoring  to  set  an  example 
to  our  encampments,  and  to  encourage  them  in  every  way  to  lift  up  the 
patriarchal  work.” 

Netherlands. — H.  J.  Van  Wankum,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of 
May  31,  1912,  writes:  “  The  annual  report  for  the  year  1911  proves  that 
we  have  not  been  too  optimistic  in  our  information  of  last  year,  indeed 
we  counted  on  December  31, 1911,  607  brethren  against  552  on  December 
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31,  1910.  The  increase  in  number  was  the  result  of  the  founding  of  two 
new  lodges,  one  at  Rotterdam  and  one  in  the  Kingdom  Belgium,  in  the 
town  Antwerp.  In  our  last  annual  meeting  we  stated  with  much  pleasure 
this  progress,  and  were  already  able  to  state  much  good  of  the  lodge  at 
Antwerp,  also  that  steps  were  taken  to  enlarge  the  Order  in  Belgium. 
May  I  use  this  opportunity  to  inform  you  that  the  Concorde  Lodge  at 
Havre,  France,  has  not  existed  for  two  years  and  yet  still  appears  in  all 
European  address  books.” 

Sweden. — Fred.  Geijer,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  April  29,  1912, 
writes:  “  It  is  with  a  feeling  of  great  satisfaction  that  I  beg  to  hand 
you  enclosed  our  statistical  tables  for  our  last  financial  year  ending 
March  31,  1912.  It  has  been  a  year  of  record  in  our  hitherto  always 
prosperous  Jurisdiction.  We  have  instituted  7  new  lodges  and  our  net 
gain  in  membership  is  572.  The  net  increase  in  membership  in  our 
encampments  is  121.  The  capital  of  our  subordinates  has  increased  with 
more  than  $40,000.00,  and  the  capital  of  our  Grand  Lodge  with  nearly 
$2000.00.  Peace  and  harmony  prevail  everywhere  and  we  may  only  hope 
that  all  will  be  going  on  well  for  the  future  as  hitherto.” 

Switzerland. — Ed.  Knuchel,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  March  4, 
1912,  writes:  “  I  enclose  you  the  annual  reports  for  the  year  1911.  Last 
year  has  not  been  as  good  as  the  year  1910  for  our  Jurisdiction.  We 
can  only  report  a  gain  of  8  members  in  the  lodge  branch  and  a  gain  of  1 
in  the  Encampment  branch.  We  have  lost  not  less  than  13  members  by 
death,  among  them  our  Past  Grand  Sire  Kurt  Demme,  who  died  on 
January  21, 1911,  in  his  71st  year.  Brother  Demme  was  one  of  our  ablest 
promoters  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Switzerland.  His  eminent  virtues  as  a 
man  and  Odd  Fellow  and  his  distinguished  services  will  be  ever  cherished 
and  constitute  a  bright  chapter  in  the  history  of  the  beloved  Order  in  our 
country.  The  financial  condition  of  all  subordinates  is  very  good;  the 
funds  of  the  subordinates  have  reached  $42,887.43,  those  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  $12,140.56.  Three  of  our  six  lodges  have  now  their  own  lodge 
buildings,  Helvetia  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Zurich,  St.  Jakobs  Lodge,  No.  6,  at 
Basel,  and  Rheinfall  Lodge,  No.  9,  at  Schaffhausen.” 

Yukon. — D.  C.  Robertson,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  under  date  of  February  10, 
1912,  writes:  “  I  beg  to  submit  my  report  to  you  as  D.  D.  G.  Sire  of 
Yukon  for  the  year  1911.  We  have  had  a  very  successful  year  notwith¬ 
standing  the  drawbacks  we  had.  We  have  lost  three  brothers  by  death, 
one  shot  by  accident  and  two  by  heart  trouble,  and  we  had  an  epidemic 
of  smallpox  which  we  got  our  share  of,  having  had  five  brothers  down 
with  it  at  one  time,  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  none  of  them  died  and 
none  of  the  brothers  were  badly  disfigured.  We  had  to  suspend  our 
meetings  at  the  request  of  the  authorities  for  about  two  months,  but 
as  a  matter  of  fact  the  officers  met  and  cleaned  up  the  necessary  business. 
Even  the  churches,  schools  and  shows  were  closed.  There  were  only  three 
real  bad  cases  and  no  deaths  and  as  we  have  not  heard  of  a  case  for 
over  four  months  I  guess  it  is  all  over  for  the  present.  I  believe  Dawson 
Lodge,  No.  1,  initiated  31  and  took  in  2  by  card  during  the  year  1911. 

I  believe  the  report  says  we  have  169  in  good  standing,  but  since  then  on 
account  of  having  been  transferred  to  British  Columbia  they  have  sus¬ 
pended  a  number,  leaving  152  in  good  standing.  We  will  now  have  to 
suspend  as  soon  as  they  are  over  due  on  account  of  having  to  pay  a  per 
capita  tax.  We  are  in  good  shape  financially.  On  January  1,  1912, 
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we  owed  $620.00  and  we  had  $300.00  in  the  treasury  and  that  amount 
owed  is  all  held  by  brothers  in  coupons.  We  hope  to  be  out  of  debt 
by  July  1,  1912,  if  we  have  no  bad  luck.  So  you  see  we  are  not 
turning  over  a  lemon  or  a  dead  lodge  to  British  Columbia.  Klondike 
Encampment,  No.  1,  has  also  had  a  very  successful  year,  having  taken  in 
19  new  members  during  the  year  and  lost  two  by  death.  The  increase  is 
fair  when  we  consider  the  small  field  we  have  to  draw  from,  only  one 
lodge.  The  percentage  due  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  $19.30  which 
has  been  forwarded.  Yukon  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  held  its  own 
during  the  year,  having  taken  in  14  new  members.  The  Rebekahs  are  not 
making  satisfactory  progress  to  my  mind,  they  just  drift  along.  The 
sisters  don’t  try  to  get  any  ladies  and  there  seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of 
jealousy  amongst  them.  I  am  in  hopes  they  will  improve  in  the  future. 
There  is  another  ladies’  lodge  in  Dawson  and  it  seems  to  be  in  the  same 
condition.  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  installed  officers  on  January  3.  I  was 
unable  to  be  present  on  account  of  being  upon  the  creeks  and  could  not 
travel,  the  weather  was  so  cold,  over  60  below  zero.  I  deputized  Chas. 
I.  Tennant.  P.  G.,  who  acted  for  me  in  a  very  able  manner.”

In  this  activity  and  de¬ 
velopment  Odd  Fellowship  has  not  been  forgotten  or  neglected,  but  it  is 
well  established  and  encouraged  to  give  comfort  and  carry  its  mission 
of  beneficence  and  good  will  to  all  who  dwell  in  this  favored  part  of  the 
world.  In  Manitoba  the  Order  is  prosperous  and  strong,  and  in  the 
neighboring  Provinces  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan,  where  compara¬ 
tively  a  few  years  ago  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  establishing  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges,  each  Province  now  has  a  Grand  Lodge  and  many  sub¬ 
ordinates,  while  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  in  the  east,  and  British  Columbia 
in  the  farther  west,  the  success  and  prestige  of  the  Order  have  long 
been  known  and  recognized.  From  the  cordiality  of  the  invitations  re¬ 
ceived  last  year  and  the  information  of  the  good  work  being  done  and  ar¬ 
rangements  made  by  the  Committees  on  Reception,  together  with  the 
loyalty  and  zeal  of  the  membership  here,  it  is  realized  that  this  meeting 
will  go  down  in  history  as  one  of  the  best  and  greatest  ever  held  any¬ 
where,  and  will  be  remembered  fondly  by  all  who  have  the  good  fortune 
to  attend.

Its  mission  and  purpose  have  touched  the  heart 
sympathy  of  the  good  and  philanthropic  everywhere.  Its  fraternal  work 
and  influence  are  beyond  figures  or  computation,  but  we  know  its  relief 
expenditures  have  reached  $5,854,271.64  annually  and  that  the  aggregate 
of  relief  since  1830  is  $142,552,661.72.  With  the  present  vast  membership 
and  a  pervading  enthusiasm  and  loyalty,  prospects  for  continued  success 
in  the  great  field  of  fraternal  and  benevolent  endeavor  were  never  so 
bright  as  now. 

With  the  fervent  wish  that  the  blessings  of  the  past  and  present  may 
follow  the  future  career  of  the  Order.

committee  and  to  fix  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the 
business  of  such  committee  as  shall  be  necessary.

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  be  recognized  that  the  reason  many  are 
dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  because  they  are  separated  from 
former  associations,  and  it  is  self-evident  that  the  knowledge  of  what 
is  being  done  throughout  any  Jurisdiction  maintains  the  interest  of 
members,  and  conduces  to  the  upbuilding  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  every 
hamlet  and  city;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow¬ 
ered,  in  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  to  make  appropriations  from 
their  general  funds,  or  to  levy  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a 
paper  or  journal  devoted  exclusively  to  Odd  Fellowship  to  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  such  Jurisdictions;  or  to  purchase  and  publish,  or  to  procure 
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to  be  published  such  paper  or  journal  so  devoted  exclusively  to  Odd 
Fellowship,  to  be  sent  to  those  who  are  members  of  such  Jurisdictions; 
and  the  Grand  Lodges  are  hereby  vested  with  the  power,  in  their  dis¬ 
cretion,  either  to  own  and  publish,  or  to  contract  for  the  publication  of 
such  paper  or  periodical,  or  to  contract  with  the  owners  of  such  publica¬ 
tion  for  the  delivery  thereof  to  the  membership  of  such  Jurisdiction. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  32.) 

No.  4.  Rep.  Davis,  of  Illinois,  moved  the  following,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
mail  the  annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Adjutant 
General,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  Daily  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  each 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  to  all  Past  Grand  Representatives 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

(Not  adopted.  See  Report  45.) 

No.  5.  Rep.  Davis,  of  Illinois,  under  instructions  from  the 
Grand  Lodge,  of  Illinois,  moved  the  following,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Whereas,  There  are  many  brothers  of  our  Order  who  have  been 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  every  obligation  and  duty  as  required  by 
the  laws  of  the  fraternity  for  forty  years  or  more,  and  are  now  old  and 
dependent  on  the  charity  of  relatives  or  friends,  and  unable  for  the  want 
of  a  regular  or  sufficient  income  to  keep  up  their  dues  to  their  lodge, 
and  therefore  become  non-beneficial;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Representatives  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
requested  to  bring  this  matter  before  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that 
some  provision  be  made  to  meet  such  cases.

No.  6.  Rep.  Baker,  of  Kansas,  moved  the  following,  which  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved ,  That  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  session  of  this  Body  in 
1911,  found  on  pages  311  and  375,  Journal  of  1911,  which  resolution  reads 
as  follows:

subordinate  lodge,  under  existing  laws  cannot  expend  its  funds.

Resolved ,  That  Section  1,  Article  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge,  be  amended  by  adding  the  words  “  of  the  World  ” 
after  the  word  “  Odd  Fellows  ”  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall 
rGcid  * 

“  This  lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  ‘  The  Sover¬ 
eign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order-  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the 
World.’  ” 

Eep.  Goudy,  of  Colorado,  moved  that  the  further  consideration 
be  indefinitely  postponed,  which  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Howser,  of  Tennessee,  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  took  a  recess  to  receive  a  visit  from  the  Grand  Master  and 
suite  of  the  Association  of  Orangemen  of  Manitoba.

Report  4.  By  Rep.  Foxwell,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  submit  the  following  report: 

Two  meetings  of  the  committee  were  held  during  the  past  year,  one 
at  Baltimore,  Maryland,  December  8,  1911,  and  the  other  at  Atlantic  City 
!  commencing  July  2,  1912.  The  first  meeting  was  attended  by  Bro.  John 
B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire,  and  the  following  business  was  transacted: 

Gen.  A.  R.  Stocker,  Commanding  P.  M.,  submitted  a  communication 
bearing  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Sire,  suspending  the  issuance  of  the 
P.  M.  Drill  Regulations  adopted  at  the  1911  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  authorizing  the  printing  and  re-issuing  of  the  Drill 
Regulations  of  1898  and  action  of  the  Committee  was  taken  in  conformity 
thereto  and  further  recommended  to  the  Grand  Sire  the  approval  of  an 
exchange  of  the  1898.  Drill  Regulations  for  the  1910  edition  now  in  use. 

The  committee  provided  for  the  manufacture  of  a  10  carat  Veteran 
Button  for  the  price  of  70c.  per  button,  to  be  sold  to  Grand  Jurisdictions 
at  $1.00  each  and  recommended  that  Grand  Lodges  sell  the  same  to  sub¬ 
ordinates  at  not  exceeding  $1.25  each,  the  buttons  to  be  numbered  con¬ 
secutively  by  the  manufacturer  and  no  other,  inscription  to  be  placed 
thereon.  The  cost  and  size  of  the  buttons  being  so  small,  no  provision 
was  made  for  the  change  of  numerals. 

The  committee  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  destroy  all  supnlies 
bearing  the  signatures  of  former  Grand  Secretaries  and  of  other  officers 
out  of  commission,  and  issue  new  ones  bearing  the  signatures  of  the 
i  present  Grand  Officers.  ; 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized 
to  furnish  Official  Certificates  to  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  sheets  un¬ 
bound,  where  ordered  in  large  quantities,  the  minimum  number  to  be 
5000  Certificates,  and  at  the  same  price  as  sold  in  books. 
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At  the  meeting  commencing  July  2,  1912,  business  was  transacted  as 
follows: 

Bids  for  printing  the  Daily  Journal  of  the  1912  session  were  received 
and  the  contract  for  the  same  awarded  to  The  Stovel  Company,  of 
Winnipeg. 

Bids  were  received  for  printing  the  Officers’  Reports  and  Journal  of 
Proceedings  for  1912  and  the  contract  for  the  same  awarded  to  the  Lord 
Baltimore  Press,  of  Baltimore. 

Bids  for  furnishing  the  paper  for  the  Officers’  Reports  and  Journal  of 
Proceedings  for  1912  were  received  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the 
Smith-Dixon  Company,  of  Baltimore. 

In  accordance  with  the  legislation  of  the  1911  session  bids  were 
received  for  the  manufacture  of  the  reduced  size  Rebekah  Veteran 
Jewel,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  The  Theodore  Neuhaus  Co.,  of 
Cincinnati,  the  same  to  be  furnished  in  two  qualities,  one  a  10-carat 
gold  jewel,  and  the  other  a  plated  jewel,  the  prices  being  respectively 
$4.50  each  for  the  gold  jewel  and  $1.75  for  the  plated  jewel;  the  gold 
jewel  to  be  sold  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  $6.00  each,  and  by 
Grand  Bodies  to  their  subordinates  at  $7.00;  the  plated  jewel  to  be  sold 
by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  $2.50  each  and  by  Grand  Bodies  to  their 
subordinates  at  $3.00  each. 

In  accordance  with  action  of  the  1911  session  providing  for  the  same 
the  committee  considered  samples  of  jewels  respectively  for  Past  Grand 
Masters,  Past  Grand  Patriarchs  and  Past  Grand  Representatives,  and 
adopted  samples  submitted  by  The  M.  C.  Lilley  &  Co.,  and  awarded  the 
contract  for  the  manufacture  and  furnishing  of  the  same  to  said 
company,  subject  to  the  approval  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  to 
price,  design  and  reduction  of  size.  As  the  manufacturer  could  furnish 
said  jewels  at  a  lower  price  by  having  a  five-year  contract  for  the  same, 
the  committee  recommend  that  a  contract  for  the  manufacture  and 
furnishing  of  each  of  said  jewels  be  executed  accordingly  with  The 
M.  C.  Lilley  &  Co.,  at  a  price  to  said  company  of  $23.00  each,  and  that 
said  jewels  be  sold  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  Grand  Bodies  at 
$28.00  each,  and  that  Grand  Bodies  sell  to  subordinates  or  individuals  at 
$30.00  each.  The  above  prices  are  based  on  designs  and  reduction  of 
size  of  said  jewels  from  that  now  contained  in  the  law  as  set  forth  in 
Busbee’s  Digest. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  hereafter  the  design  and  size  respectively  of  the  jewels 
for  Past  Grand  Masters,  Past  Grand  Patriarchs  and  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives  shall  be  as  follows: 

Past  Grand  Masters’  Jewel:  The  rays  of  sterling  silver,  two  inches 
in  diameter,  upon  which  rests  a  circle  of  10  carat  gold,  one  and  three- 
eighths  inches  in  diameter,  on  which  in  raised  letters  the  words 
“  Friendship,  Love,  Truth  ”  and  “  I.  O.  O.  F.”  appear.  In  the  center  of 
this  circle  sterling  eight  pointed  rays  upon  which  rests  the  Hand 
and  Heart;  in  the  latter  the  heart-shaped  reconstructed  ruby  or  ruby 
doublet.  Over  the  two-inch  sterling  silver  rays  an  open  engraved  scroll, 
one  and  one-half  by  five-eighths  inches,  hand  engraved.  This  jewel  is 
suspended  from  a  single  bar  hanger,  10  carat  gold,  one  and  fifteen- 
sixteenths  by  one  inch  with  ornamental  three  links  on  top  and  All-seeing 
Eye  and  scroll  below,  and  the  words  “  Past  Grand  Master  ”  in  raised 
letters.  On  the  back  of  hanger  ten  carat  gold  pin,  joint  and  safety  catch. 
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Past  Grand  Patriarch’s  Jewel:  Rays  of  10  carat  gold,  two  inches  in- 
diameter,  upon  which  is  a  circle  of  10  carat  gold,  one  and  seven-sixteenths 
inches  in  diameter  and  one-quarter  inch  wide,  on  which  in  raised  letters 
the  words  “  Faith,  Hope,  Charity  ”  and  “  I.  O.  O.  F.”  appear.  On  this 
circle  double  interlaced  equilateral  triangle,  10  carat  gold  fifteen-six¬ 
teenths  inch  point  to  point.  On  the  triangle  10  carat  gold  monogram 
“  P.  G.  P.”  seven-sixteenths  inch  high.  Over  the  rays  10  carat  gold  open 
engraved  scroll,  three-fourths  by  one  and  one-fourth  inches.  This  jewel 
is  suspended  from  a  single  bar  hanger,  10  carat  gold  one  and  fifteen- 
sixteenths  inches  by  one  and  three-sixteenths  inches,  with  ornamental 
three  links  on  top  and  crossed  crooks  and  tent  and  scroll  below,  and  the 
words  “  Past  Grand  Patriarch  ”  in  raised  letters.  The  hanger  10  carat 
gold  pin,  joint  and  safety  catch. 

Past  Grand  Representatives’  Jewel:  Medal  10  carat  gold,  two  inches 
long  by  one  and  five-eighths  wide,  with  the  seal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  center,  raised,  surrounded  by  a  circle  showing  the  words 
“  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.”  raised.  Surrounding  this  circle 
ornamental  raised  engraved  scroll  work,  with  All-seeing  Eye  in  upper 
part  and  above  the  Eye  the  three  links  in  chased  gold.  Two-part  hanger, 
the  upper  one  10  carat  gold  one  and  seven-eighths  by  five-eighths  inches, 
containing  the  name  of  the  owner  in  the  upper  panel  and  the  letters 
“  P.  G.  R.”  in  the  lower  panel,  in  blue  enamel,  one  and  three-eighths  by 
one-half  inches,  to  contain  the  name  of  the  State  in  blue  enamel.  The 
upper  hanger  to  be  connected  to  the  lower  hanger  by  means  of  three 
oval  10  carat  gold  rings  on  each  side,  and  the  lower  hanger  to  the  pendant 
by  one  oval  10  carat  gold  ring  on  each  side. 


Jewels  over  all  to  measure  as  follows: 

Past  Grand  Master — three  and  five-eighths  by  two  inches. 

Past  Grand  Patriarch — three  and  three-fourths  by  two  inches. 

Past  Grand  Representatives — three  and  three-sixteenths  by  one  and 
seven-eighths  inches. 


On  Resolution  40,  page  341,  Report  118,  pages  399  and  425,  Journal 
1911,  providing  for  a  fifty-year  Rebekah  Veteran  Jewel,  if  there  should 
be  a  demand  for  the  same,  your  committee  respectfully  report  that  no 
such  demand  exists;  besides,  at  the  1911  session,  Resolution  12,  page  387, 
Report  20,  pages  327  and  345,  action  was  taken  providing  that  Rebekah 
Veteran  Jewels  be  hereafter  so  constructed  that  the  numerals  “  15  ” 
can  be  changed  every  five  years,  and  as  Rebekah  Veteran  Jewels  can 
now  be  ordered  accordingly,  with  numerals  up  to  50  years,  no  other  than 
the  Rebekah  Veteran  Jewel  is  necessary. 

Op  Resolution  52,  page  382,  Journal  of  1911,  providing  that  Canadian 
Jurisdictions  be  authorized  to  make  changes  of  numerals  on  Veteran 
Jewels  under  regulations  and  safe-guards,  the  committee  find  that  up 
to  this  time  none  of  the  Canadian  Jurisdictions  have  forwarded  any 
Veteran  Jewels  for  change  of  numerals,  and  on  account  of  the  tariff 
laws  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  it  is  difficult  if  not  impracticable, 
to  do  so.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  purpose  of  the  resolution 
be  approved  and  carried  out,  and  submit  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  each  Canadian  Jurisdiction 
be  authorized  to  have  changes  of  numerals  on  Veteran  Jewels,  and  also 
on  Rebekah  and  Honorable  Veteran  Jewels  made  for  members  of  such 
Jurisdictions  respectively,  or,  if  preferred,  the  Grand  Masters  and  Grand 
Secretaries  of  Canadian  Jurisdictions  may  agree  upon  and  designate 
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from  time  to  time  the  Grand  Secretary  of  one  of  the  Grand  Lodges  to 
act  for  all  of  said  Grand  Lodges  in  having  such  change  of  numerals  i 

made.  . 

On  Resolution  63,  page  421,  Journal  of  1911,  proposing  the  issue  of  a  > 
Membership  Certificate,  your  committee  find  that  there  is  already  a  mem-  j 
bership  certificate  carried  as  supplies,  the  same  being  a  beautiful  steel  ! 
engraving  and  known  as  a  “  Diploma  ”  and  sold  at  50  cents.  We,  there-  | 
fore,  recommend  that  no  other  certificate  be  prepared  or  issued. 

At  the  1911  session  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  (Journal  j 
page  47)  as  recommends  that  lodges  and  encampments  may  be  insti¬ 
tuted  and  authorized  to  keep  their  records  and  transact  their  business 
in  other  than  the  English  language,  where  there  has  been  no  transla¬ 
tion  of  the  Ritual  into  the  language  used,  but  to  use  the  Ritual  in 
English  in  such  cases,  was  referred  to  this  committee,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  same  be  approved,  and  that  authority  be  hereby  given  accord¬ 
ingly,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
respectively  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which  such  subordinate  lodge  or 
encampment  is  to  be  instituted  and  work,  but  with  the  condition  and 
proviso  that  a  certified  translation  into  English  shall  be  made  whenever 
officially  required  by  the  Grand  Bodies  respectively  or  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  1911  session  a  resolution  was  referred  to  this  committee  author¬ 
izing  and  directing  the  translation  of  the  Subordinate  Encampment 
Ritual  into  the  Italian  language.  We  find  that  there  is  one  lodge  each 
working  in  the  Italian  language  in  California,  Illinois,  Maryland,  Okla¬ 
homa  and  Pennsylvania,  two  in  Texas,  three  in  New  Jersey  and  four 
in  New  York,  being  a  total  of  fourteen  lodges.  The  committee  ascer¬ 
tained  by  correspondence  that  in  only  one  Jurisdiction  is  there  a  demand 
for  such  translation,  that  being  New  York.  Besides,  if  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  Grand  Sire,  which  is  hereinabove  reported  favorably, 
authorizing  lodges  and  encampments  using  the  Ritual  in  English  to 
keep  their  records  and  transact  their  business  in  the  foreign  language 
desired,  is  adopted  this  will  in  great  measure  accommodate  the  desire 
for  using  a  language  other  than  English.  We,  therefore,  recommend 
that  no  translation  of  the  Encampment  Ritual  into  Italian  be  made. 

At  the  1911  session  the  report  and  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Sire 
under  the  head  of  “  Unauthorized  Circulars  offering  Articles  for  Sale 
to  Members  of  the  Order”  (Journal  pages  52  and  53)  was  referred  by 
the  Committee  on  Distribution  to  this  committee.  We  fully  agree  with 
the  Grand  Sire  as  to  the  importance  of  legislation  controlling  this 
subject  in  the  interest  of  the  Order.  While  the  law  set  forth  in  the 
Digest  at  Sections  1907  to  1910  properly  prohibits  receiving  or  consider¬ 
ing  applications  for  relief  without  the  accompanying  consent  of  Grand 
Masters  and  Grand  Patriarchs  respectively  of  Jurisdictions,  there  is  not 
sufficient  regulation  or  prohibition  of  offering  articles  for  sale  and 
prohibiting  the  presentation  to  lodges  and  other  organizations  of  the 
Order  of  various  schemes  for  profit.  The  present  great  extent  of  the 
Order  renders  it  an  inviting  and  tempting  field  to  the  mercenary  for 
exploiting  various  articles  and  schemes  which  should  be  regulated  or 
prohibited;  besides  which,  patents  on  a  number  of  supplies  will  soon 
expire  and  may  not  be  renewable  and  there  will  be  as  to  these  no 
protection  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  unless  the  purchase  of  these 
can  be  required  to  be  made  from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  the  following:

Resolved,  That  no  member  of  the  Order  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Executive  Officer  of  that  branch  of  the  Order  in  the  Jurisdiction 
in  which  the  same  is  desired  to  be  offered  or  circulated,  or  in  any 
way  advertised,  offer  for  sale  or  exchange,  or  advertise  in  any  way  any 
article  or  thing  to  lodges  or  other  organizations  of  the  Order,  Any 
member  violating  this  regulation  shall  be  punished  by  reprimand,  sus¬ 
pension  or  expulsion,  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  Nor  shall  this  be 
done  in  any  hall  or  building  occupied  or  controlled  by  the  Order, 
without  such  consent  under  the  same  penalty  as  above  for  violation. 

Resolved,  That  no  lodge  or  other  organization  of  the  Order  shall 
in  any  way  or  to  any  extent  consider  or  act  upon  asny  proposition  or 
offer,  whether  from  a  member  of  the  Order  or  others,  for  the  sale  or 
exchange  of  any  article  or  thing  to  such  lodge  or  other  organization, 
or  for  a  donation  or  contribution  from  the  same,  unless  the  same  is 
accompanied  by  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  or  Department  Commander, 
to  which  such  subordinate  lodge  is  subordinate.  A  violation  of  this 
provision  shall  subject  the  offending  lodge  to  such  discipline  and 
|  penalty  as  the  Grand  Body  having  jurisdiction  may  deem  proper. 

Resolved,  That  no  subordinate  lodge,  encampment,  Rebekah  lodge  or 
canton,  shall  purchase  or  use  any  supplies  of  any  kind  which  are 
furnished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  except  through  the  regular 
channels  and  authority  of  the  Order.  Nor  shall  they  or  any  of  them 
purchase  or  use  any  supplies  of  any  kind  which  it  is  claimed  may  be 
used  or  take  the  place  of  any  furnished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  or  which  are  so  intended. 

Resolved,  That  no  lodge  or  other  organization  of  the  Order,  nor  any 
member  of  the  Order,  by  letter,  circular  or  otherwise,  shall  issue  to  or 
deliver  or  forward  to  any  lodge  or  other  organization  of  the  Order,  or 
member  thereof,  any  complaint  or  criticism  of  any  member  of  the 
Order  or  of  any  lodge  or  organization  of  the  Order,  or  of  any  Home  or 
other  institution  of  the  Order,  without  the  accompanying  written  consent 
of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction,  as  and  under  the  penalty 
prescribed  in  the  first  resolution  hereof,  preferring  charges  under  the 
law’s  of  the  Order  excepted. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  regalia  houses  fur¬ 
nishing  proper  supplies  to  lodges  and  organizations  which  are  not  fur¬ 
nished  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  not  apply  to  letters  or 
circulars  in  behalf  of  the  circulation  and  work  of  the  Odd  Fellows 
fraternal  press.

SYLLABUS. 

Sufficiency  of  Charges. — Specification  apprising  accused  of  the  nature, 
time,  place  and  circumstances  of  the  offense  are  sufficiently  definite. 

Evidence  anew  heard  by  Committee  on  Appeals  of  Grand  Lodge  when 
permissible. — May  be  received  for  the  purpose  of  refuting  or  es¬ 
tablishing  the  facts  presented  when  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  so  provides. 
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Effect  of  Illegal  Sentence. — Does  not  affect  the  power  of  the  lodge  to 
thereafter  regularly  proceed  and  fix  a  legal  penalty. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Ellis 
W.  Blake,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  submit 
the  following  report: 


STATEMENT  OF  CASE. 

On  November  10,  1909,  charges  were  preferred  against  appellant,  Ellis 
W.  Blake,  by  Bro.  Frank  B.  Clark,  in  Standish  Lodge,  No.  177,  Rockland, 
Massachusetts,  charging  said  brother  “  with  having  been  guilty  of  con¬ 
duct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow  as  appears  in  the  following  specifi¬ 
cations: 

“  First. — That  the  conduct  of  Bro.  Ellis  W.  Blake,  in  his  relations  with 
my  wife,  Mrs.  Lottie  L.  Clark,  has  caused  me  to  think  he  is  not  a  true 
Odd  Fellow.  That  upon  the  nights  of  Wednesday,  July  21,  1909,  Thurs¬ 
day,  July  22,  1909,  Monday,  July  26,  1909,  and  Wednesday,  July  28,  1909, 
I,  Frank  B.  Clark,  saw  Bro.  Ellis  W.  Blake  go  into  the  house  of  Almon  M. 
Lane,  No.  347  Market  Street,  Rockland,  Massachusetts,  between  the  hours 
of  half-past  ten  and  eleven  p.  m.,  when  there  was  not  a  light  in  the  house, 
this  being  the  house  where  my  wife,  Mrs.  Lottie  L.  Clark,  lives,  and  that 
neither  Mr.  or  Mrs.  Almon  M.  Lane  knew  Mr.  Ellis  W.  Blake  was  in  their 
house  on  either  of  these  dates.  Also,  upon  the  nights  of  Wednesday, 
August  4,  1909,  Monday,  August  9,  1909,  I,  Frank  B.  Clark,  with  witness 
saw  Ellis  W.  Blake  go  into  the  house  of  Almon  M.  Lane,  No.  347  Market 
Street,  Rockland,  Massachusetts,  between  the  hours  of  half-past  ten  and 
eleven  p.  m.,  and  that  it  would  be  anywhere  from  twelve  to  two  o’clock 
in  the  morning  when  Mr.  Ellis  W.  Blake  would  leave  the  house  of  Mr. 
Almon  M.  Lane,  No.  347  Market  Street,  Rockland,  Massachusetts,  and 
believing  that  Mr.  Ellis  W.  Blake  was  at  the  aforesaid  house  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  my  wife,  Mrs.  Lottie  L.  Clark,  I,  therefore,  prefer 
these  charges.” 

Trial  was  duly  and  regularly  had  before  a  properly  constituted  trial 
committee,  and  on  February  2,  1910,  said  committee  reported  to  the 
lodge  as  follows: 

“  The  committee  finds  as  follows: 

“  First.  As  to  the  charges  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  that 
the  accused  is  guilty.” 

“  Second.  As  to  specifications,  that  the  brother  is  guilty.” 

“  The  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  Bro.  Ellis.  W.  Blake  be 
suspended  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  months.” 

Upon  the  presentation  of  said  report,  the  Noble  Grand  announced  that 
the  same  would  be  taken  up  for  action  at  the  regular  meeting  on 
February  16,  at  which  time  the  findings  and  verdict  of  the  trial  committee 
were  confirmed  by  the  lodge,  and  it  was  thereupon,  “  Voted,  that  Ellis  W. 
Blake  be  suspended  from  Standish  Lodge.” 

On  March  9,  1910,  the  record  shows  that  “  the  Noble  Grand  announced 
that  the  vote  that  was  taken  suspending  Ellis  W.  Blake  was  declared 
void,  and  that  the  case  would  be  laid  on  the  table  one  week.  Thereupon 
was  voted  that  the  membership  be  notified  of  the  action  of  the  lodge. 

At  the  meeting  held  March  16,  1910,  the  Noble  Grand  declared  Brother 
Blake  free  from  suspension,  and  said  brother  was  admitted  to  the  lodge 
room.  At  this  meeting  Bro.  Ellis  W.  Blake  was  expelled  by  the  lodge. 
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From  the  action  and  judgment  of  the  lodge  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the 
Grand  Master  on  the  following  grounds: 

“  First.  The  charges  were  too  vague  and  indefinite. 

“  Second.  The  charges  constituted  no  offense. 

“  Third.  The  verdict  was  against  the  weight  of  the  evidence. 

“  Fourth.  The  penalty  inflicted  was  illegal. 

“  Fifth.  Certain  evidence  was  illegally  admitted,  which  admissions  of 
evidence  were  duly  excepted  to.” 

The  Grand  Master  sustained  the  appeal,  and  Standish  Lodge  appealed 
from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand 
Lodge  sustained  the  appeal  and  approved  the  action  of  Standish  Lodge 
in  expelling  Bro.  Ellis  W.  Blake. 

From  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  an  appeal  is  now  taken  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

OPINION. 

Appellant  contends  that  the  charges  constitute  no  offense,  unless 
offenses  not  charged  are  to  be  inferred.  Having  considered  the  charges 
and  specifications,  we  find  that  same  are  sufficiently  definite  to  fairly 
and  fully  apprise  the  accused  of  the  nature,  time,  place  and  circumstances 
of  the  offense  charged,  and  that,  therefore,  his  contention  is  without 
merit. 

It  appears  that  the  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  the  case  was 
referred  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  conducted  certain  hear¬ 
ings  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  such  evidence  as  in  its  judgment  might 
seem  proper  to  enable  it  to  arrive  at  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the 
facts  tending  to  sustain  or  refute  the  charges.  Appellant  contends  that 
the  committee  erred  in  thus  hearing  anew  evidence  on  the  original 
charges  over  objections  of  accused.  Section  1  of  Article  IX  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  contains  the  following 
provision:  “Provided,  however,  that  the  Committee  on  Appeals  may 
receive  testimony,  either  written  or  oral,  to  refute  or  establish  the 
correctness  of  the  facts  presented.  In  case  of  non-conformity,  by  either 
party,  the  papers  may  be  returned  for  the  correction  of  defects.”  In  view 
of  this  constitutional  provision,  the  Committee  on  Appeals  acted  within 
its  powers. 

It  is  further  contended  by  appellant  that  the  imposition  of  an  illegal 
sentence — indefinite  suspension — barred  the  lodge  from  again  sentencing 
the  accused.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  law  no  rights  what¬ 
soever,  of  theTodge  or  of  the  accused,  were  affected  thereby,  and  that  the 
lodge  had  a  legal  right  to  thereafter  proceed  to  regularly  and  legally  fix 
the  penalty  and  that,  therefore,  the  penalty  of  expulsion  as  imposed  by 
the  lodge  was  legal. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  add  to,  or  improve  upon,  the  very  able  report 
presented  in  this  case  by  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Massachusetts,  and  your  committee  are  in  full  accord  therewith. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts  in  sustaining  the  appeal  of  Standish  Lodge  be,  and  the 
same  is,  hereby  approved  and  this  appeal  dismissed.

Report  7.  By  Rep.  Millan,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  the 
same  committee : 
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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Almon 
M.  Lane  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

SYLLABUS. 

Competency  of  wife  to  testify  against  husband.  Held:  That  a  wife  may 
not  testify  against  her  husband  except  where  he  is  charged  with 
inflicting  corporal  injury  upon  her. 

Practice  on  Appeal.  Opening  a  case  for  further  testimony  before  the 
Appeals  Committee  of  a  Grand  Lodge.  Held:  That  under  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  its  Appeals 
Committee  has  authority  to  hear  further  testimony  on  an  appealed 
case.  (Following  Blake  vs.  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  decided 
at  this  session.) 


STATEMENT. 

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts 
approving  a  report  of  its  Committee  on  Appeals.  The  case  is  closely 
related  to  the  case  of  Ellis  W.  Blake  vs.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts 
which  is  before  us  at  this  session  and  disposed  of  in  our  Report  No.  6. 

In  that  case,  as  will  appear  from  our  report,  Ellis  W.  Blake  was 
expelled  from  Standish  Lodge,  No.  177,  on  March  16,  1910,  after  con¬ 
viction  upon  charges  preferred  by  Frank  B.  Clark,  also  a  member  of 
said  lodge,  which  involved  Lottie  L.  Clark,  wife  of  said  Frank  B.  Clark. 

Two  weeks  later,  on  March  30,  1910,  another  member  of  said  lodge, 
Almon  M.  Lane,  charged  said  Frank  B.  Clark  with  conduct  unbecoming 
an  Odd  Fellow  and  filed  the  following  specifications,  viz.: 

“  First,  that  on  or  about  December  25,  1908,  while  in  Lynchburg, 
Virginia,  he  was  drunk. 

“  Second,  that  on  or  about  December  16,  1908,  in  or  near  said  Lynch¬ 
burg,  he  was  guilty  of  the  crime  of  adultery  with  some  woman  unknown 
to  the  undersigned. 

“  Third,  that  on  or  about  1905  he  exposed  the  Subordinate  Lodge 
Ritual  to  his  wife,  Lottie  Lane  Clark.” 

A  trial  committee  was  regularly  appointed  and,  after  hearing,  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  accused  be  acquitted.  The  lodge  adopted  the  report, 
whereupon  Lane  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  That 
Body  sustained  the  action  of  Standish  Lodge  but  granted  leave  to  appeal. 

The  record  before  us  indicates  that  the  case  was  opened  for  testimony 
before  the  Committee  of  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts. 
According  to  the  report  of  said  committee,  which  is  the  only  settlement 
of  the  facts  before  us,  “  practically  the  only  evidence  offered  to  sustain 
the  charges,  was  either  oral  evidence  of  Lottie  L.  Clark  or  letters  pur¬ 
porting  to  have  been  written  by  Frank  B.  Clark  to  his  wife,  said  Lottie  L. 
Clark.”  This  evidence  was  excluded. 

The  record  contains  no  statement  of  the  grounds  of  appeal  but  the 
brief  of  appellant  discusses  two  grounds  of  error: 

1.  The  exclusion  of  the  testimony  of  the  wife  of  the  accused. 

2.  That  the  Appeals  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts 
tried  the  case  de  novo. 
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OPINION. 

This  case  presents  no  new  or  difficult  question.  It  has  long  been  the 
settled  law  of  this  Order  that  a  wife  may  not  testify  against  her  husband 
(Journal  1844,  page  655),  except  where  he  is  charged  with  inflicting 
corporal  injury  upon  her.  (Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  2020.) 

The  rule  of  the  common  law,  based  upon  the  legal  identity  of  husband 
and  wife,  as  well  as  upon  reasons  of  public  policy,  was  that  husband  and 
wife  could  not  testify  for  or  against  each  other  in  any  case.  While  this 
doctrine  and  policy  have  been  departed  from  or  modified  by  legislation, 
in  many  places,  we  see  no  sound  reason  for  our  Order  to  reverse  its 
decisions  and  policy  with  respect  to  this  vital  question,  and,  even  if  we 
felt  a  disposition  to  so  do,  the  present  case,  involving  as  it  does  charges 
filed  five  years  in  the  one  instance  and  fifteen  months  in  the  other,  after 
the  alleged  commission  of  the  offences  charged  and  not  until  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  trial  of  the  other  case  above  mentioned,  in  which 
the  witness  whose  testimony  is  here  excluded  was  involved  as  indicated, 
is  not  one  that  appeals  to  us  as  calling  for  such  action. 

The  second  point  discussed  in  the  brief  is  disposed  of  by  our  decision 
in  the  case  of  Blake  vs.  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  supra,  at  this 
session.  So  far  as  the  record  before  us  shows,  the  Appeals  Committee 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  did  not  exceed  the  authority  given 
it  by  the  Constitution  of  that  Body. 

Finding  no  error,  in  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts 
sustaining  the  action  of  Standish  Lodge,  No.  177,  declaring  Bro.  Frank  B. 
Clark  not  guilty,  we  recommend  that  said  action  and  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  be  affirmed.

Where  the 
code  of  laws  of  a  Jurisdiction  provides  that  the  Committee  on 
Grievances  and  Appeals  shall  have  full  power  to  hear  and  determine 
all  questions  arising  in  the  notice  of  appeal,  it  is  not  error  for 
them  to  pass  on  the  sufficiency  of  the  charges  or  the  weight  of  the 
evidence. 

Guttenberg  Lodge,  No.  319,  vs.  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana.  Your  Committee 
on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  in  the  above  entitled 
action,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

STATEMENT  OF  CASE. 

The  following  charges  were  filed  in  Fayette  Lodge,  No.  31,  Jurisdiction 
of  Indiana,  against  Bro.  F.  D.  White,  of  that  lodge,  on  February  25, 
1911: 

*'  To  the  Noble  Grand,  Fayette  Lodge,  Nb.  31,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows.  We  hereby  charge  Bro.  F.  D.  White  as  follows: 

“  Charge  1.  Failing  to  provide  for  wife  and  abandoning  family. 

“  Charge  2.  Associating  with  and  spending  money  on  another  woman. 

“  Signed  by  the  Committee.” 

The  accused  brother  applied  for  a  change  of  venue  and  the  application 
was  granted  and  the  cause  transferred  to  Guttenberg  Lodge,  No.  319, 
located  in  the  same  city. 

A  trial  committee  was  appointed,  time  set  for  trial  and  the  summons 
issued  and  served  on  the  accused  and  at  the  appointed  time  the  cause 
came  on  for  trial,  both  parties  being  present  and  represented  by  counsel. 

The  Trial-Committee  found  the  accused  guilty  as  to  the  first  charge  and 
acquitted  him  as  to  the  second  charge. 

The  lodge  subsequently  concurred  in  the  report  of  the  Trial  Committee, 
and  upon  vote  duly  taken,  the  lodge  fixed  the  penalty  at  expulsion. 
From  this  action  and  judgment  of  the  lodge,  Bro.  F.  D.  White  prosecuted 
an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  and  in  his  notice  of  appeal, 
among  other  objections,  urged  the  following  allegations  of  error: 

“  1.  That  allegation  1  of  the  charge  is  not  specific,  and  does  not  state 
an  offence. 

M  2.  That  the  finding  of  the  Trial  Committee  is  not  sustained  by  suffi¬ 
cient  evidence.  ♦ 

“  3.  That  the  penalty  fixed  is  excessive.” 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodce  of  Indiana,  in  an  able 
report,  sustained  the  allegations  of  error,  ursmd  bv  the  accused  and 
herein  contained,  and  reversed  the  judgment  of  Guttenberg  Lodee.  No. 
319,  and  directed  that  the  accused  brother  be  restored  to  membership  in 
Fayette  Lodee.  No.  31,  which  report  was  adopted  bv  the  Grand  Lodge. 

From  this  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodee  of  Indiana,  Guttenberg  Lodge, 
No.  319,  prosecutes  this  appeal  having  first  been  granted  the  consent  of

said  Grand  Lodge  so  to  do.  The  appellant  asks  for  a  reversal  of  the 
decision  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  and  for  reason  therefor,  submits  the 
following  assignments  of  error: 

“  1.  The  decision  and  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  contrary  to  law. 

“  2.  The  decision  and  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  against  the  facts. 

“  3.  The  Grand  Lodge  erred  in  that  it  weighed  conflicting  evidence. 

“  4.  The  Grand  Lodge  erred  in  ordering  the  reinstatement  of  Brother 
White  to  membership  of  Fayette  Lodge,  No.  31.” 

OPINION. 

This  appeal  has  been  submitted  upon  a  duly  certified  “  Statement  of 
Facts,”  and  able  counsel  appeared  before  your  committee  on  behalf  of 
appellant  lodge.  We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  each  assignment 
of  error  set  forth  in  the  record  and  also  urged  by  counsel  in  his  brief 
and  also  in  his  oral  argument,  and  especially  upon  the  question  of  the 
right  and  authority  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  weigh  conflicting  evidence. 

Sec.  253  of  the  Revised  Edition  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Indiana  (a  certified  copy  of  which  was  included  in  the  record), 
under  the  caption  “  Notice  of  Appeal,”  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

“  And  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
shall  have  full  power  to  hear  and  determine  all  questions  arising  therein, 
and  to  make  such  orders  and  decrees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  therein 
at  the  first  session  thereafter.” 

The  expelled  brother  in  his  notice  of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  made 
three  allegations  of  error,  one  of  which  was  “  that  the  finding  of  the 
Trial  Committee  is  not  sustained  by  sufficient  evidence.” 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  of  said  Grand  Lodge  con¬ 
sidered  all  three  of  the  allegations  of  error  and  decided  adversely  to  the 
trial  lodge  on  each  and  all  of  them,  and  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion, 
as  we  believe,  directed  the  reinstatement  of  the  brother  to  membership 
in  his  lodge. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  con¬ 
tained  in  Sec.  253,  conferred  upon  said  committee  the  necessary  power 
and  authority  to  consider  and  determine  all  questions  where  error  was 
alleged  in  the  notice  of  appeal  of  appellant,  and  while  it  may  be  true  that 
their  decision  reversed  a  long  line  of  former  decisions  by  said  Grand 
Lodge,  as  is  urged  by  counsel,  we  can  find  no  error  in  the  record. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Indiana  be  affirmed.

Majority  Eeport  14.  By  Bep.  Borst,  of  New  York,  from  the  same 
committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

Right  to  Tote. — A  member  of  each  subordinate  lodge  and  an  encamp¬ 
ment  may  vote  to  loan  the  funds  of  the  one  to  the  other. 

Appeal  by  Bro.  Jay  Fuller  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  Michigan  sustaining  the  right  of  certain  subordinate  lodge  members 
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to  vote  in  their  encampment  to  loan  the  Encampment  funds  to  such 
subordinate  lodges  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  Temple. 

The  propriety  of  the  loan  as  an  investment  we  consider  settled  against 
the  appellant  by  the  determination  of  the  subordinate  and  Grand  En¬ 
campment  which  possessed  opportunity  better  than  ours  to  pass  upon  that 
question. 

The  determination  to  make  the  loan  was,  however,  concededly  deter¬ 
mined  by  votes,  challenged,  but  allowed,  of  members  of  the  encampment 
who  were  members  of  the  lodges  to  which  the  loan  was  made.  The 
allowance  of  their  votes  presents  the  main  question  on  this  appeal. 

The  question  here  presented  for  review  appears  to  have  troubled  the 
Fathers  of  the  Order  and  to  settle  it  they  seem  to  have  swung  the  pen¬ 
dulum  back  and  forth. 

In  1872,  Journal  page  5522,  brethren  about  to  withdraw  from  a  lodge 
had  voted  to  lease  its  regalia  to  a  lodge  of  which  they  were  intending  to 
become  members.  Their  right  to  so  vote  was  sustained  by  this  Body  on 
appeal. 

At  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Body,  Journal  1873,  pages  5776  and 
5785,  it  was  enacted  as  follows: 

“  That  no  member  or  members  of  a  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment 
shall  vote  upon  any  question  in  which  he  or  they  may  be  interested  or 
in  which  he  or  they  intend  to  become  interested,  by  reason  of  his  or  their 
connection  or  intended  connection  with  any  lodge  or  encampment  of  this 
Order  then  existing  or  about  to  exist,  or  with  any  other  organization.” 

This  legislation  was  evidently  considered  too  strenuous,  for  at  the 
session  in  1885  of  this  Grand  Body  several  resolutions  were  presented 
aimed  at  a  modification  of  the  legislation  of  1873.  These  resolutions  went 
to  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  Journal  1885,  page  10,094,  which  re¬ 
ported  the  following: 

“  Resolved,  That  no  member  of  a  lodge  or  encampment  shall  vote 
upon  any  question  relating  to  the  fiscal  affairs  of  his  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  in  the  result  of  which  he  has  a  direct  personal  interest;  but  may 
vote  upon  all  questions  concerning  the  leasing  or  renting  of  the  hall  or 
other  property  of  his  lodge  or  encampment  to  any  lodge,  encampment, 
Rebekah  degree  lodge  or  Uniform  degree  camp  of  this  Order  and  that 
all  law  in  conflict  herewith  be,  and  the  same  is,  herebv  repealed.” 

When  this  resolution  came  before  this  Grand  Body  for  adoption, 
Journal  1885,  page  10,174,  it  was  proposed  to  insert  after  the  word  “  he,” 
third  line,  the  words  “  or  his  lodge  or  encampment.”  With  the  amend¬ 
ment  the  resolution  would  have  read:  “  That  no  member  of  a  lodge  or 
encampment  shall  vote  upon  any  question  relating  to  the  fiscal  affairs 
of  his  lodge  or  encampment  in  the  result  of  which  he  or  his  lodge  or 
encampment  has  a  direct  personal  interest.” 

The  proposed  amendment  was  lost,  thus  leaving  it  clearly  to  be  inferred 
that  the  resolution  was  not  to  be  understood  as  abridging  the  right  of  a 
brother  to  vote  on  any  question  concerning  the  fiscal  affairs  of  his  lodge 
or  encampment,  because  another  lodge  or  encampment,  of  which  he  was 
also  a  member  had  a  personal  interest  in  such  vote. 

This  construction  we  think  was  intended  and  should  prevail,  despite 
the  fact,  as  urged  upon  us,  that  as  the  last  clause  of  the  resolution  defined 
certain  cases  in  which  a  brother  may  vote,  this  ordinarily  would  by 
implication  exclude  all  others. 

The  resolution  was  undoubtedly  intended  to  modify  the  legislation  of 
1873.  The  proposition  to  extend  the  meaning  of  the  words  “  personal 
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interest  ”  of  a  brother  in  the  resolution  by  amendment,  so  that  it  would 
exclude  his  vote  when  his  lodge  and  encampment  were  interested,  being 
rejected,  clearly  negatives  the  idea  that  the  words  suggested  in  the  last 
clause  of  the  resolution  define  the  only  instances  in  which  he  might 
vote  in  cases  under  consideration. 

Our  construction  of  this  resolution  of  1885  and  its  effect  upon  the 
enactment  of  1873,  is  borne  out  by  a  decision  made  in  1887  in  the  Smith 
vs.  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  case,  signed  by  Past  Grand  Sire  John  W. 
Stebbins,  Past  Grand  Sire  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  and  our  present  Grand 
Secretary;  Journal  1887,  page  10,869,  where  they  say,  referring  to  this 
resolution  of  1885,  “  by  this  change  in  the  law  it  must  be  shown  that  the 
persons  so  voting  must  have  a  personal  interest  in  the  matter  to  deprive 
them  of  the  right  to  vote.”  While  their  opinion  in  that  case  was  not 
accepted  by  this  Body,  yet  their  construction  of  this  resolution  of  1885 
was  not  challenged  by  it.  The  minority  report  in  the  case  referred  to, 
Smith  vs.  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  Journal  1887,  pages  10,865,  10,909, 
was  adopted  as  before  stated.  In  that  case  the  members  of  a  canton  had 
voted  to  loan  the  funds  of  their  subordinate  lodge  to  the  canton.  There 
was  a  discussion  or  reference  to  this  right  to  vote  in  the  minority  opinion, 
but  the  question  was  not  passed  upon  by  this  Body  and  the  loan  was 
sustained  if  good  security  were  given. 

In  our  judgment,  the  personal  interest  of  a  brother  in  the  funds  of  an 
encampment  should  not  disbar  him  from  voting  a  loan  of  its  funds  to  his 
lodge,  nor  should  his  personal  interest  in  his  lodge  disbar  him  from 
voting  in  his  encampment  a  loan  of  its  funds  to  his  lodge.  A  member  of 
an  encampment  must  of  necessity  be  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge 
and  he  ought  not  to  be  disfranchised  on  questions  presented  in  the  one 
which  relate  to  or  concern  the  other  without  reasons  which  should  be 
most  clear  and  convincing. 

It  is  universally  recognized  that  a  citizen  is  competent  to  serve  as  a 
juror  although  the  verdict  which  he  shall  render  will  give  to  or  take 
from  the  municipality  in  which  he  is  a  taxpayer,  funds  or  property.  So 
too,  a  citizen  may  vote  on  questions  which  result  in  the  taking  of  funds 
of  the  greater  municipality  of  which  he  is  a  member  and  transferring 
them  to  the  lesser  municipality,  of  which  he  is  also  a  member. 

The  personal  interest  of  a  brother  in  a  subordinate  lodge  is  no  greater 
nor  no  less  than  his  interest  in  the  encampment  of  which  he  also  happens 
to  be  a  member.  In  the  case  under  consideration,  the  brothers  who 
voted  to  reject  the  loan  were  interested  in  the  funds  of  the  encampment, 
as  were  those  who  voted  to  make  the  loan.  The  difference  between  the 
two  in  their  interest  was  only  in  degree.  Those  who  voted  for  the  loan 
had  the  additional  interest  that  their  subordinate  lodges  were  to  receive 
the  loan.  This  difference  in  degree  of  interest,  however,  furnishes  no 
substantial  ground  for  permitting  the  one  to  vote  and  not  the  other. 

It  might  well  be  that  the  members  of  an  encampment  should  all  be 
members  of  the  same  subordinate  lodge.  In  such  case  a  loan  from  the 
one  to  the  other  could  not  be  made  if  we  are  to  adopt  the  construction 
that  a  brother  in  the  encampment  cannot  vote  because  his  lodge  was  to 
receive  a  benefit  from  such  vote,  however  beneficial  or  to  be  desired  it 
might  be  to  make  such  a  loan. 

We,  therefore,  conclude  on  this  question,  unsettled  as  we  consider  it, 
by  this  Grand  Body,  that  on  reason  and  principle,  the  law  of  this  Order 
should  stand  as  stated  in  the  Syllabus  in  this  opinion. 
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In  the  very  excellent  and  concise  brief  presented  by  the  appellant  in 
this  case,  in  addition  to  the  questions  before  referred  to,  he  urges  a 
parliamentary  reason  for  reversal.  We  have  considered  this  and  while 
we  agree  with  him  that  there  should  have  been  a  reconsideration  of  the 
defeated  motion  in  the  encampment  before  the  consideration  of  another 
similar  motion,  yet  this  is  at  most  an  irregularity  only,  which,  while 
condemning,  we  do  not  think  calls  for  the  reversal  of  the  decision  made 
herein. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved ,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Michigan  in 
this  case  be  affirmed.

Minority  Report  15.  By  Rep.  Henry,  of  Colorado,  from  the  same 
committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

Right  to  Vote. — A  member  of  an  encampment  has  no  right  to  vote  upon 
the  question  of  his  encampment  making  a  loan  to  a  subordinate 
lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  to  an  association  of  subordinate 
lodges,  of  which  his  lodge  is  a  member. 

The  appeal  of  Jay  Fuller  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Michigan,  in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Amity  and  Island  View 
lodges,  from  Ingersoll  Encampment,  referred  to  your  Committee  on 
Appeals  has  evoked  a  minority  report,  and  the  minority  of  said 
committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 

When  the  application  for  the  loan  was  made  by  Amity  and  Island  View 
lodges,  34  voted  in  favor  and  22  against  making  the  loan.  The  Chief 
Patriarch  declared  the  motion  lost;  on  appeal  from  the  Chair,  the  Chair 
was  sustained  by  a  vote  of  41  to  31.  From  this  record  it  seems  that 
Ingersoll  Encampment  by  its  vote  had  determined  that  the  loan  could 
not  be  made.  There  was  never  a  reconsideration  so  far  as  the  records 
show  of  this  motion. 

At  this  meeting  it  appears  from  the  records  that  Amity  and  Island 
View  lodges,  acting  together,  were  engaged  in  erecting  on  ground  owned 
by  them  and  valued  at  $2100.00,  a  building  which  was  to  cost  about 
$30,000.  The  lodges  had  expended  about  $5000.00  on  basement  construc¬ 
tion,  and  had  entered  into  some  sort  of  an  agreement  with  a  bank  to 
procure  a  loan  of  $15,000.00  when  the  lodges  had  expended  the  sum  of 
$15,000.00  in  construction.  At  the  time  in  que'stion  the  lodges  had  raised 
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about  $10,000.00,  and  it  was  necessary  to  procure  the  $2000.00  from 
the  encampment  to  close  the  matter  up  and  start  to  build.  The  lodges 
proposed  to  give  the  encampment  a  second  mortgage  for  five  years  at 
5  per  cent  interest  to  secure  the  loan.  At  the  meeting  of  the  encampment 
after  the  above  meeting  (the  above  meeting  being  September  13,  1911), 
on  October  11,  1911,  a  motion  was  made  that  a  resolution  offered  at  the 
above  September  meeting  to  make  the  loan  of  $2000.00  be  taken  from  the 
table,  was  carried,  and  thereupon  the  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote 
of  55  to  48;  over  objections  then  made  to  the  members  of  Amity  and 
Island  view  lodges  voted,  thereupon  the  encampment  by  a  vote  of  53  to  38 
decided  to  make  the  loan.  At  a  later  meeting,  November  22,  1911,  a 
motion  was  made  to  rescind  the  action  of  the  encampment  in  making  the 
loan  of  $2000.00  to  the  Amity  and  Island  View  lodges,  which  motion  was 
lost  by  29  to  26. 

Appeal  was  perfected  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Michigan  alleging 
the  grounds  that  of  the  55  members  voting  in  favor  of  the  loan  51  were 
members  of  said  Amity  and  Island  View  lodges;  second,  that  the  encamp¬ 
ment  erred  in  voting  to  make  the  loan  and  taking  a  second  mortgage  on  a 
lot  worth  $2100.00  with  improvements  amounting  to  $3000.00,  the  security 
being  inadequate;  third,  the  said  encampment  erred  in  voting  to  loan  the 
money  on  second  mortgage  security;  and,  fourth,  the  said  encampment 
erred  in  voting  to  loan  said  money  to  said  lodges  on  October  11,  1911, 
when  on  September  27,  1911,  the  matter  had  been  previously  determined 
in  the  negative  by  said  encampment,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider  or 
rescind  such  action  had  been  made. 

The  number  of  members  who  voted  in  favor  of  the  affirmative  is  set 
out  by  affidavits  which  were  apparently  included  in  the  record.  The 
Grand  Encampment  of  Michigan  by  its  Committee  on  Appeals,  sustained 
the  appeal.  Thereupon,  by  motion,  the  Grand  Encampment  dismissed 
the  appeal.  From  that  action  the  appeal  is  taken  here. 

FINDINGS. 

We  find  that  while  in  some  instances  a  motion  to  rescind  or  reconsider 
previous  action  may  be  termed  merely  technical,  yet  in  matters  of  voting 
to  loan  the  money  of  an  encampment  or  lodge,  every  proper  and  legal 
step  must  be  taken.  Pass  this  question  for  what  it  may  be  worth,  we 
approach  a  question  of  great  importance. 

From  a  statement  of  the  facts,  which  so  far  have  not  been  challenged, 
it  appears  that  the  security  offered  was  not  even  a  reasonable  security, 
and  that  there  was  an  evident  attempt  by  a  majority  composed  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  encampment,  who  were  also  members  of  Amity  and  Island 
View  lodges,  to  take  from  the  treasury  of  encampment,  as  an  investment, 
the  funds  of  the  encampment  to  carry  on  an  undertaking  which  did  not 
offer  any  substantial  security  at  that  time.  We  do  not  profess  to  be  able 
to  pass  upon  this  question  any  better  than  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Michigan.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  trustees  of  the  encampment  and  the 
committee  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  giving  careful  personal  attention 
to  the  questions,  disapproved  of  the  action.  The  force  of  this  is  more 
apparent  in  the  consideration  and  interpretation  of  the  resolution  in  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  of  1885,  pages  10,094,  10,174  and  previous 
legislation. 

In  1873,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  provided  (Journal  5776,  5785) 
that,  “No  member  or  members  of  any  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment 
shall  vote  upon  any  question  in  which  he  or  they  may  be  interested,  or 
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in  which  he  or  they  intend  to  become  interested,  by  reason  of  his  or  their 
connection  or  intended  connection  with  any  lodge  or  encampment  of 
this  Order,  then  existing  or  about  to  exist,  or  with  any  other  organiza¬ 
tion.”  Penalties  are  provided.  In  1879  (Busbee’s  Digest  1904),  it  was 
held  that  this  section  applied  to  a  case  where  the  members  of  a  lodge 
who  were  also  members  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  claimed  the  right  to 
vote  on  the  question  of  permitting  the  use  of  certain  personal  property 
of  the  lodge  by  that  organization,  and  that  it  deprived  such  member  of 
the  right  to  vote. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  element  of  personal  interest  was  held 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  extend  to  an  instance  where  a  member  of  our 
Order  was  also  a  member  of  another  order.  The  law  now  stands  so  that 
personal  interest  is  made  plain  and  prohibitive  of  the  right  of  the  mem¬ 
ber  to  vote  in  a  “  result  of  which  he  has  a  direct  personal  interest,”  and 
that  while  there  has  been  an  amendment,  such  amendment  follows 
distinctly  the  line  of  the  decision  of  1879  quoted  above. 

Under  the  law  as  it  now  stands  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
(Journal  1887,  page  10,860)  sustained  a  dismissal  of  an  appeal  wherein  a 
subordinate  lodge  had  made  a  donation  of  $600.00  to  a  canton.  A  minority 
report  was  submitted,  and  the  law  as  it  now  stands  on  the  subject  was  in 
full  force  quoted  and  considered,  and  that  minority  report  among  other 
things  stated  as  follows: 

“  In  enacting  the  above  law  (Journal  1885,  page  10,094)  we  think  this 
Grand  Lodge  had  in  contemplation  the  renting  of  a  hall  or  the  use  of 
other  lodge  fixtures  and  paraphernalia,  and  that  it  did  not  contemplate 
the  loaning  of  the  funds  of  the  lodge,  and  that,  therefore,  the  law  on  the 
loaning  of  the  funds  of  a  lodge  stands  just  as  it  did  before  the  enactment 
of  the  resolution  above  quoted  found  on  page  10,094  of  the  Journal.” 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  the  case  that  came  from  Indiana,  that  the  money 
had  already  been  paid  to  the  canton.  We  understand  in  this  case  the 
money  has  not  been  paid  over.  In  that  case  the  minority  report  required 
that  the  canton  immediately  repay  said  sum  of  money  or  give  first  class 
security  for  the  same;  and  further,  said  report  provided  as  an  expression 
of  the  Grand  Body:  “  And  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Body  that 
no  lodge  should  divert  its  funds  from  the  uses  for  which  they  were  paid 
in,  nor  loan  the  same  at  any  time  without  ample  security  being  given 
and  a  reasonable  interest  being  paid.” 

The  minority  report  above  referred  to  was  adopted,  Journal  1887,  page 
10,928.  We  contend  that  by  this  report  the  law  of  1885,  while  not  ex¬ 
plicitly  construed  to  cover  the  case  now  being  considered,  did  fix  the  law 
so  that  the  only  exceptions  where  a  member  could  vote  were  in  the 
matter  of  rental,  etc. 

In  the  session  of  1885,  Rep.  Van  Valkenburg  offered  a  resolution  in 
effect  permitting  members  of  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments  situ¬ 
ated  in  the  same  town,-  city  or  Grand  Jurisdiction,  to  vote  upon  questions 
in  which  they  may  be  interested,  or  which  they  intend  to  become  inter¬ 
ested  in  by  reason  of  his  or  their  connection  with  any  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  of  this  Order.  At  the  same  session,  page  10,078,  Rep.  Van  Deman 
offered  a  resolution,  “  That  voting  upon  questions  affecting  the  different 
branches  of  Odd  Fellowship  only  shall  be  declared  to  be  an  exception 
to  the  law  of  1873.” 

The  committee,  in  making  its  report  upon  these  various  resolutions, 
said:  “It  seems  to  your  committee  unreasonable  that  the  right  of  a

member  of  a  lodge  to  vote  upon  the  question  of  leasing  or  renting  his 
lodge  hall  to  an  encampment,  should  be  abridged  because  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  such  encampment;  or  the  reverse,  if  an  encampment  owning 
a  hall  should  be  considering  the  question  of  leasing  the  same  to  a  lodge, 
that  the  right  of  any  member  thereof  to  vote  should  be  abridged  by  his 
being  a  member  of  the  lodge  seeking  the  use  of  such  encampment  hall 
for  lodge  meetings.”  The  committee  states  that  like  reasons  exist  with 
reference  to  furniture  and  equipment.  The  committee  then  reported 
the  following  resolution:  “Resolved,  That  no  member  of  a  lodge  or 
encampment  shall  vote  upon  a  question  relating  to  the  fiscal  affairs  of 
his  lodge  or  encampment  in  the  result  of  which  he  has  a  direct  personal 
interest,  but  may  vote  upon  all  questions  concerning  the  leasing  or 
renting  of  the  hall,  or  other  property  of  his  lodge  or  encampment,  to 
any  lodge,  encampment,  Rebekah  degree  lodge  or  Uniform  degree  camp 
of  this  Order,  and  that  all  law  in  conflict  herewith  be,  and  the  same  is, 
hereby  repealed.”  Adopted  Journal  1885,  page  10,174. 

It  is  true  that  an  amendment  was  sought  to  be  made  to  interpose  the 
'words  “  or  his  lodge  or  encampment  ”  after  “  he  ”  and  before  “  has,”  but 
in  view  of  the  law  as  it  then  stood,  the  language  used  and  the  report 
made,  such  words  were  wholly  unnecessary.  In  order  to  give  force  and 
effect,  and  such  seems  to  be  the  proper  rule  of  interpretation,  to  the 
latter  part  of  the  law  of  1885,  to  wit:  “but  may  vote  upon  all  questions 
concerning  the  leasing  or  renting,  etc.,”  it  is  necessary  to  understand  that 
those  words  were  added  to  relieve  the  Order  from  the  strict  rule  of  1873, 
and  to  hold  that  “  a  member  who  holds  membership  in  both  branches 
may  vote  upon  such  questions,”  is  to  render  the  balance  of  the  law 
meaningless,  a  thing  which  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  above  decision  of 
1887  refused  to  do. 

The  responsibility  of  members  in  a  lodge  or  encampment  is  frequently 
lost  sight  of  by  comparison  with  governments  and  corporations.  The 
law  may  consider  an  aggregation  of  individuals  acting  as  a  corporation 
an  entity,  and  relieve  the  members  of  individual  responsibility.  This  is 
not  true  in  Odd  Fellowship.  In  addition  to  holding  the  funds  sacred  and 
avoiding  the  semblance  of  becoming  investors  and  money  lenders,  our 
laws  contemplate  members  of  a  lodge  or  encampment  as  holding  indi¬ 
vidual  responsibility.  Our  Order  has  always  avoided  the  friction  of  law, 
that  a  member  can  escape  responsibility  by  pleading  the  action  of  the 
lod^e  or  branch  to  which  he  belongs.  The  interlocking  of  trustees  in 
modern  corporations  is  a  relaxing  of  personal  responsibility  antagonistic 
to  the  principles  of  our  Order. 

We,  therefore,  submit  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
rule  as  a  declaration  of  the  law  in  this  case: 

A  member  of  an  encampment  has  no  right  to  vote  upon  the  question 
of  his  encampment  making  a  loan  to  a  subordinate  lodge  of  which  he  is 
a  member,  or  to  an  association  of  subordinate  lodges,  of  which  his 
lodge  is  a  member.  We  declare  that  the  action  of  the  Michigan  encamp¬ 
ment  in  the  above  entitled  action  should  be,  and  is,  hereby  reversed  and 
said  Grand  Encampment  is  directed  to  proceed  in  accordance  herewith.

The  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Sire,  declared 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  open  for  business. 

The  Grand  Secretary  proceeded  to  read  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting, .  when  it  was  moved  that  the  reading  of  the 
J ournal  be  dispensed  with,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  having  been  called  from  his 
duties,  Rep.  Millan,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  temporarily  as¬ 
sumed  the  duties  of  Reading  Clerk. 
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No.  14.  Rep.  Pardee,  of  Arkansas,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 

Resolved .  That  the  Transfer  Law  be  amended  by  adding  the  following: 

“  Provided  further,  that  if  the  member  for  whom  said  Transfer  Cer¬ 
tificate  is  issued  shall  remove  from  the  vicinity  of  the  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  electing  him  to  membership,  before  he  shall  have  signed  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  said  lodge  or  encampment,  he  may,  upon  petitioning  the  lodge  or 
encampment  issuing  said  Transfer  Certificate,  have  same  cancelled  and 
declared  void  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing 
same,  in  which  event  he  shall  retain  his  membership  in  his  old  lodge  or 
encampment,  the  same  as  though  no  Transfer  Certificate  had  been  issued. 

“  Provided,  further,  that  the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing  said  Trans¬ 
fer  Certificate  shall  retain  penal  jurisdiction  over  such  member  until  he 
shall  have  completed  his  membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  elect¬ 
ing  him  to  membership,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  holder  of  a  Withdrawal  Card,”  so  that  said  Transfer 
Law  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Resolved ,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official 
Certificate  or  Visiting  Card  changing  his  residence  from  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  his  lodge  or  encampment  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  or  encampment  at  his  new 
place  of  residence,  upon  making  application  for  membership,  accom¬ 
panied  by  his  Official  Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his  dues  paid 
in  advance,  and  being  elected  as  provided  by  local  law,  upon  notice 
being  sent  by  the  Secretary  or  Scribe,  to  his  lodge  or  encampment,  said 
lodge  or  encampment  shall,  unless  charges  are  pending  against  him, 
without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Transfer  Certificate  and  send  the 
same,  at  once,  to  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for  the  same;  and  upon 
the  receipt  of  the  Transfer  Certificate,  the  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
sign  the  constitution  and  become  a  member  of  the  new  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  without  the  payment  of  any  admission  fee;  provided,  that  if  a 
physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expenses  of  same. 
The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall  sever  membership  in  the 
lodge  or  encampment  issuing  it;  provided,  that  if  the  member  becomes 
sick  or  disabled,  or  should  die  within  four  weeks  of  its  date  and  before 
completing  his  membership  by  signing  the  constitution  of  his  new  lodge 
or  encampment,  then  said  Transfer  Certificate  shall  be  cancelled  and  said 
member  shall  retain  his  beneficial  standing  in  his  old  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment,  the  same  as  though  no  Transfer  Certificate  had  been  issued.  Pro¬ 
vided,  further,  that  a  brother  desiring  to  receive  advantage  of  the 
preceding  proviso  must  pay  his  dues  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  date 
of  his  Transfer  Certificate. 

“  Provided,  further,  that  if  the  member  for  whom  said  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  is  issued  shall  remove  from  the  vicinity  of  the  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  electing  him  to  membership,  before  he  shall  have  signed  the 
constitution  of  said  lodge  or  encampment,  he  may,  upon  petitioning  the 
lodge  or  encampment  issuing  said  Transfer  Certificate,  have  same

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“  Provided,  further,  that  the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing  said  Trans¬ 
fer  Certificate  shall  retain  penal  jurisdiction  over  such  member  until  he 
shall  have  completed  his  membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  elect¬ 
ing  him  to  membership,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  holder  of  a  Withdrawal  Card.”

Whereas,  As  shown  by  Report  116,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
page  395,  with  amendment  thereto  and  adoption  of  same,  and  Report, 
page  426,  Journal  1903,  there  was  thus  specifically  appropriated  all  the 
net  profit  of  all  sales  of  Patriarchs  Militant  supplies  during  the  past  and 
ensuing  year  to  be  paid  to  General  Commanding  amounting  for  the  past 
I  year  to  $2521.03,  for  which  no  warrant  was  ever  drawn  or  part  or  portion 
thereof  paid  as  appropriated  and  directed.

weekly  dues  shall  accrue  against  any  such  member,  but  he  shall  remain 
in  good  standing  without  the  payment  of  any  dues;  provided,  he  shall 
have  been  in  good  standing  and  beneficial  at  the  time  of  his  admission  as 
an  inmate  of  such  Home.

liquors.

Report  16.  By  Rep.  Trautmann,  of  New  York,  from  the  Special 
Committee  on  Funeral  Ceremony : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee  appointed  in  pursuance  to  Resolution  No.  13, 
page  287,  Journal  1911,  to  re-write  and  issue  a  new  Funeral  Ceremony 
and  to  report  thereon  at  this  session,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

We  have  carefully  considered  the  subject  matter,  as  well  as  the  several 
Funeral  Ceremonies  of  the  Order  now  and  heretofore  in  existence,  and 
after  much  thought  present  the  one  herewith  submitted  as  suitable  and 
in  harmony  with  the  teachings,  growth  and  progress  of  the  Order. 

No  cla,im  is  made  by  your  committee  that  the  service  is  original  or 
up-to-date  in  any  way. 

The  committee  have  taken  it  from  the  old  services  of  1879,  and  the 
scriptures,  with  some  original  portions  here  and  there  to  bring  these 
excerpts  properly  together. 

The  purpose  was  to  produce  a  simple,  dignified  and  impressive  Cere¬ 
mony  in  which  all  the  attending  brethren  could  in  some  way  actively 
participate,  and  what  is  presented  is  the  result  of  efforts  faithfully 
directed  toward  these  ends. 

The  Chaplain’s  sentences  are  arranged  to  lead  thought  from  the 
contemplation  of  death  to  a  realization  of  the  Creator’s  almighty  power 
and  the  promise  of  immortality  contained  in  scriptures. 

The  hymns  on  the  present  Funeral  Ode  Card  seem  in  every  way 
suitable. 

It  is  suggested  that  in  printing  any  ceremony  adopted  the  portion  to 
be  read  should  be  in  large  type  and  the  directions  in  small  type. 

The  reader  is  sometimes  placed  in  a  poor  light  and  should  have  every 
advantage  that  can  be  given  on  paper  and  print.  The  Ritual  type  and 
paper  is  advisable. 
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FUNERAL  SERVICE. 

Fob  the  Use  of  Lodges  and  Encampments. 

The  lodge  will  assemble  in  the  lodge-room  or  in  such  other  place  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  Noble  Grand  in  the  call  which  he  shall 
issue  for  the  ceremony. 

Emblems  of  mourning  worn  by  members  of  the  lodge  shall  be  uniform, 
and  may  be  either  a  band  of  crepe  on  the  left  arm  or  a  black  badge  on  the 
left  breast. 

The  lodge  will  be  formed  in  the  regular  order  for  processions  and 
march  to  the  place  of  service. 

If  the  service  be  held  at  the  lodge-room  or  in  the  home,  the  Noble 
Grand  shall  stand  at  the  head  of  the  casket,  the  Vice  Grand  at  the  foot, 
and  the  Chaplain  in  the  centre  facing  the  people.  The  members  shall 
remain  in  a  body  so  far  as  convenience  will  allow. 

If  the  service  be  held  at  the  grave  the  Noble  Grand  shall  stand  at  the 
head,  the  Vice  Grand  at  the  foot,  and  the  Chaplain  in  the  centre  facing 
the  people.  The  members  will  form  in  a  semi-circle  or  arch  back  of  the

Chaplain  in  as  many  rows  as  may  be  necessary  to  accommodate  the  mem¬ 
bers,  the  officers  being  in  the  first  row. 

Noble  Grand:  The  brothers  of  the  lodge  and  all  Odd  Fellows  who 
desire  to  participate  in  this  service  will  please  gather  around  the  casket 
(or  grave). 

(Pause  until  all  are  in  place.) 

Noble  Grand:  My  brothers,  we  have  assembled  here  for  final  meeting 
and  parting  with  one  whose  life  was  bound  to  ours  by  the  strong  ties  of 
Odd  Fellowship — to  look  for  the  last  time  upon  the  face  of  a  companion 
and  friend  united  to  us  by  the  most  solemn  and  binding  of  obligations — 
the  pledge  of  fraternity. 

This  duty  to  the  dead  is  as  ancient  as  humanity.  Friendship  prompts 
it,  respect  commands  it.  It  is  the  last  act  of  our  earthly  ministrations. 
Here  we  bid  good-bye  to  our  brother,  gone  before  us  to  the  silent  home 
which  awaits  us  all;  there  to  rest  within  the  bosom  of  the  common 
mother  from  whom  we  all  have  come.  Here  we  meet  to  say  farewell — a 
last  farewell!  Often  have  we  been  reminded  in  the  solemn  ceremonies 
of  our  Order  of  the  great  truth  that  we  were  born  to  die.  Mortality  has 
been  presented  to  our  view  that  we  might  the  more  earnestly  seek  beyond 
this  fleeting  life  an  immortality  where  death  comes  no  more  forever.

Death  ever  confronts  us  as  the  only  certainty  in  life,  and  the  teachings 
of  Odd  Fellowship  admonish  its  contemplation,  that  we  may  order  our 
actions  in  the  shadow  of  its  monition. 

When  pleasure  tempts  to  dangerous  paths,  when  evil  assails  in  enticing 
forms,  recollections  of  this  solemn  hour  that  must  surely  come  to  all, 
will  bid  us  pause  before  we  yield  to  their  allurements. 

Heed  well  this  admonition,  for  all  our  hopes  of  eternal  happiness,  of 
light  beyond  the  darkness,  rest  upon  our  aspirations  and  strivings  to  fit 
ourselves  for  a  higher  and  holier  hereafter. 

Is  it  not  written  in  the  sacred  volume  without  which  no  lodge  of  our 
Order  may  lawfully  exist. 

“  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord?  or  who  shall  stand  in 
his  holy  place?  He  that  hath  clean  hands  and  a  pure  heart,  who  hath  not 
lifted  up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  deceitfully.” 

Let  us  then  listen  attentively  while  our  Chaplain  reads  from  the  Holy 
Book  words  that  shall  lead  from  the  contemplation  of  death  to  the  cheer¬ 
ing  promise  of  immortality. 

Chaplain:  The  Lord  gave  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away,  blessed  be 
the  name  of  the  Lord. 

It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning  than  to  go  to  the  house  of 
feasting,  for  that  is  the  end  of  all  men,  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his 
heart. 

He 
cometh  forth  as  a  flower  and  is  cut  down,  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow  and 
continueth  not. 

What  man  is  he  that  liveth  and  shall  not  see  death? 

Shall  he  deliver  his  soul  from  the  power  of  the  grave? 

The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years  and  ten  and  if  by  reason  of 
strength  they  be  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength  but  labor  and 
sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off  and  we  fly  away.  For  He  knoweth  our  frame. 
He  remembereth  that  we  are  but  dust. 

Now,  Lord,  what  is  my  hope?  Truly  my  hope  is  even  in  Thee,  who  hath 
measured  the  waters  in  the  hollow  of  Thy  hand,  and  meted  out  heaven 
with  a  span,  and  comprehended  the  dust  of  the  earth  in  a  measure,  and 
weighed  the  mountains  in  scales  and  the  earth  in  a  balance.

And  when  our  earthly  pilgrimage  is 
ended,  when  with  us  “  the  Silver  Cord  is  loosed  and  the  Golden  Bowl  is 
broken  ”  grant  we  humbly  pray  Thee  Merciful  Father  in  that  moment  of 
mortal  extrepaity  Thy  guiding  hand  to  comfort  and  support  us  as  we 
enter  the  dark  valley  until  we  at  last  gain  admission  into  the  ineffable 
glories  of  a  home  in  heaven.

No.  32.  Rep.  Rinehart,  of  Florida,  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Petitions : 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  would  respectfully  represent  to  this  Grand 
Body  that  many  years  ago  a  project  to  establish  a  National  Sanitarium  in 
Florida  for  the  treatment  of  brothers  from  other  Jurisdictions  suffering 
from  pulmonary  troubles,  was  endorsed  by  this  Grand  Body  and  per¬ 
mission  given  to  solicit  from  the  various  Jurisdictions.  It  is  further 
represented  that  the  Jurisdiction  of  Florida,  in  conjunction  with  the 
contributions  made  by  other  Jurisdictions,  erected  a  sanitarium  which 
was  dedicated  in  1894,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  the  Jurisdiction 
of  Florida  has  struggled  with  the  problem  of  its  maintenance  and  opera¬ 
tion.  Many  years  ago,  however,  it  became  apparent  that  this  sanitarium 
could  not  be  a  success,  medical  science  having  advanced  and  having 
shown  that  the  sanitarium  such  as  was  constructed  here,  was  not  the  besf 
arrangement.  However,  there  has  been  practically  no  patronage  of  this 
institution  as  a  sanitarium  for  several  years  and  it  seems  to  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Florida  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  make  some  better  use  of 
this  valuable  property  along  the  recognized  lines  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and 
the  Rebekahs  especially  of  the  State  are  anxious  to  begin  a  project  for  a 
Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home,  using  this  property  as  a  nucleus  for  this 
project.  The  contributions  that  were  made  by  other  Jurisdictions  were 
made  on  the  specific  understanding  that  they  were  to  be  used  for  a  sani¬ 
tarium,  but  we  submit  that  it  is  entirely  competent  for  this  Grand  Body 
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to  authorize  a  deviation  from  the  strict  terms  of  the  trust  so  long  as  its 
use  is  kept  within  the  recognized  purposes  of  the  Order.  If  such  is  not 
the  case  the  investment  is  almost  entirely  lost,  for  it  is  manifestly  im¬ 
practicable  to  return  the  donors  moneys  generously  advanced  years  ago 
on  account  of  the  great  number  of  small  donations.  We,  therefore, 
fraternally  request  that  this  Grand  Body  may  authorize  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Florida  to  make  use  of  the  sanitarium  property  as  an  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home,  or  a  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  for  Odd  Fellows  as  may  seem 
best,  it  being  understood  that  this  property  will  at  all  times  in  future  be 
strictly  retained  or  used  for  legitimate  purposes  of  Odd  Fellowship  only. 
By  “  retain  ”  as  used  hereinbefore,  it  is  not  to  be  understood  that  the 
property  may  not  be  sold  should  that  be  the  most  advantageous  course, 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  devoted  to  the  uses  of  a  Home,  or  Homes,  such 
as  above  indicated.

Whereas,  Sunday  is  the  one  day  of  the  week  on  which  practically  all 
our  brothers  and  sisters  who  are  immersed  in  business  or  closely  con¬ 
fined  to  work  have  the  time  and  the  inclination  to  attend  to  such  cere¬ 
monies  and  to  derive  from  them  both  profit  and  pleasure;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  favors  a  change  in  our  laws  so  as  to 
permit  the  laying  of  corner-stones  and  the  dedication  of  our  halls  or 
temples  on  a  Sunday. 

Resolved,  That  our  Grand  Representatives  be  requested  to  seek  to  have 
the  present  law  changed  accordingly,  by  introducing  the  needed  amend¬ 
ment  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  using  their  best  endeavors  to 
have  the  change  made.

PEACE  MEMORIAL. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Dakota,  I.  O.  0.  F.,  requests  the  adoption  of 
the  following: 

The  Fraternity  of  Odd  Fellows  was  organized  and  since  its  birth  has 
persistently  labored  for  the  establishment  of  universal  brotherhood 
among  men. 

It  has  extended  into  all  the  civilized  nations  of  the  world,  and  has 
always  held  itself  aloof  from  all  questions  that  relate  to  organized  re¬ 
ligion,  and  organized  politics;  nor  does  it  seek  at  this  time  to  abrogate 
this  fundamental  law,  or  change  in  any  manner  its  long  established 
attitude  upon  the  subject  already  mentioned.  Neither  would  we  make 
any  alignment  with  any  questions  that  would  involve  our  Order  in  con- 
troversity  upon  the  subjects  named. 

Upon  such  questions  as  are  universally  conceded  to  be  in  the  interest 
of  a  world-wide  peace  considered  from  a  broad  standpoint  of  the  brother¬ 
hood  of  all  men,  we  may  with  the  utmost  consistency  use  the  great  in¬ 
influence  of  our  Fraternity  for  the  promotion  of  peace  among  the  nations 
of  the  world. 

With  a  full  consideration  of  the  facts  recited  above,  we  would,  there¬ 
fore,  recommend  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  take  into  consideration 
the  great  question  of  choosing  a  Representative  who  shall  be  the  Deputy 
Grand^  Sire  and  his  successors,  and  ask  that  he  be  given  his  seat  in  the 
World’s  Peace  Congress,  and  who  shall  in  the  name  of  our  Fraternity, 
and  by  his  influence  as  an  Embassador  for  the  more  than  two  million 
of  our  members  throughout  the  world,  lend  his  influence  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  great  world’s  peace. 

We  would  further  ask  that  he  be  authorized  to  speak  the  convictions 
of  our  Fraternity  in  favor  of  religious  liberty  for  all  mankind,  to  the 
end  that  religious  persecution  may  forever  cease.

“  Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official 
Certificate  or  Visiting  Card  changing  his  residence  from  the  territorial 
jurisdiction  of  his  lodge  or  encampment  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
another  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  or  encampment  at  his  new 
place  of  residence  upon  making  application  for  membership  accompanied 
by  his  Official  Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his  dues  paid  in  ad¬ 
vance,  and  being  elected  as  provided  by  law,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  said  lodge  or  encampment  to  notify  the  lodge  or  encampment 
issuing  the  Official  Certificate  or  Card;  and  if  notice  is  not  received  from 
said  lodge  or  encampment  that  charges  are  pending  against  the  brother 
within  15  days  from  date  of  said  notice,  the  member  shall  be  entitled  to 
sign  the  constitution  and  become  a  member  of  the  new  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  without  the  payment  of  any  admission  fee;  provided,  that  if  a 
physician’s  certificate  is  required,  he  must  pay  the  expense  of  the  same. 
Should  the  member  become  sick  or  disabled,  or  should  he  die  before 
completing  his  membership  by  signing  the  constitution  of  his  new  lodge 
or  encampment,  said  member  shall  retain  his  beneficial  standing  in  his 
old  lodge  or  encampment;  provided,  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  extend 
to  or  affect  the  Quasi-Independent  Grand  Jurisdictions.”

Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local 
legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  by  striking  therefrom 
the  words  “  twenty-one  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  “  eight¬ 
een  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America  in  which  the 
Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  local 
legislation.”

Two-part  hanger, 
the  upper  one  10-carat  gold  one  and  seven-eighths  by  five-eighths  inches, 
containing  the  name  of  the  owner  in  the  upper  panel  and  the  letters 
‘  P.  G.  R.’  in  the  lower  panel,  in  blue  enamel,  one  and  three-eighths  by 
one-half  inches,  to  contain  the  name  of  the  State  in  blue  enamel.  The 
upper  hanger  to  be  connected  to  the  lower  hanger  by  means  of  three  oval 
10-carat  gold  rings  on  each  side,  and  the  lower  hanger  to  the  pendant  by 
one  oval  10-carat  gold  ring  on  each  side.  The  same  to  be  three  and  three- 
sixteenths  by  one  and  seven-eighths  inches.”

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HIS  ANTECEDENTS,  EARLY  TRAINING  AND  PUBLIC  CAREER. 

Robert  Emmet  Wright  was  a  native  of  Allentown,  Pennsylvania — 
born  February  15,  1847.  He  was  a  son  of  Robert  Emmet  and  Maria  Huber 
(Hutter)  Wright;  and  also  descended  from  one  of  the  original  Moravian 
emigrants  to  the  United  States  from  New  Dietendorf,  in  Saxe  Gotha, 
Germany.  His  grandfather,  Charles  Hutter,  established  the  first  news¬ 
paper  in  Allentown — the  “  Republikaner,”  which  recently  observed  its 
centennial;  and  young  Wright  was  brought  up  in  the  patriotic  school  of 
Republico-Democrat  thought,  spiced  with  the  bravery  of  sterling  man¬ 
hood. 

He  was  from  the  beginning  taught  in  the  college  of  honor,  kindness 
and  charity  toward  the  outer  world,  embellished  with  the  truest  love 
for  the  home  circle — enriched  by  devotion  to  his  own;  and  there  were 
many  strong  admirable  qualities  of  the  young  man,  which  grew  into 
nobleness  of  character  that  both  attracted  and  attached  to  him  his  com¬ 
panions  and  even  remote  associates  among  fellow  men.  His  friendships 
were  constant  and  enduring,  and  his  love  as  boundless  as  the  waving 
billows  of  the  ocean — all  attested  by  his  resultant  merit  as  one  of  the 
foremost  humanitarians  of  any  age.  He  necessarily  became  widely 
known,  and  his  friends  and  acquaintances  were  legion  in  every  walk  of 
life,  and  the  taking  away  of  such  a  benefactor  within  his  sphere  of  action 
I  caused  lamentations  of  sorrow  and  distress,  accompanied  by  many,  very 
many,  moist  eyes. 

The  call  of  the  messenger  of  death  came  the  morning  of  April  15,  1912, 
in  the  66th  year  of  his  age,  and  though  his  demise  was  not  unexpected, 
still  it  cast  a  pall  over  the  hearts  of  his  friends  and  loved  ones,  while 
there  was  no  darkness  in  death  for  him;  for  the  lights  which  faded  out 
I  the  cherished  faces  of  those  loyal  and  true  souls  surrounding  him, 
brightened  into  the  luminous  lake  of  eternal  glory  his  fortitude  and  soul 
thoughts  achieved. 

Robert  E.  Wright  lived  an  eventful  stiring  life  from  boyhood  to  the 
zenith  years  of  man’s  greatest  eminence,  when  he  was  cut  down  with  a 
lingering  incurable  disease  which  shortly  thereafter  curtailed  his  active 
usefulness,  but  it  did  not  destroy  his  wonderful  mind.  He  had  received 
an  academic  education — pushing  forward  and  developing  the  mathe¬ 
matical  trend  of  his  mind,  which  served  him  well  in  after  life;  so  that 
when  15  years  of  age  he  began  the  practice  of  a  civil  engineer,  and  for 
several  years  as  both  student  and  employee  in  that  profession,  he  de¬ 
veloped  his  reasoning  powers  to  a  very  great  degree  and  later,  for  four 
years,  he  served  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  Company  in  his 
full  professional  capacity  of  civil  engineer. 

Finally,  not  being  satisfied  with  his  engineering  profession,  he  began 
to  study  common  law,  wherein  his  analytical  and  reasoning  faculties, 
fully  developed  by  his  scientific  training,  enabled  him  to  readily  grasp 
the  intricate  logic  of  the  law;  and  after  a  very  creditable  examination  in 
September,  1869,  he  was  granted  license  and  admitted  to  the  Lehigh 
County  bar  and  for  about  one  year  was  the  business  associate  with  his 
father;  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  when  his  father  retired  from  the 
firm,  his  extensive  practice  as  a  heritage  cloak  fell  /upon  the  shoulders 
of  the  son — at  the  time  only  23  years  old. 

His  success  at  the  bar,  together  with  his  railroad  and  constructing  ex¬ 
perience  as  a  civil  engineer,  led  to  his  being  retained  as  attorney  for  the 
Lehigh  Valley,  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading,  the  New  Jersey  Central, 
and  many  other  railroad  companies.  He  also  became  attorney  for  a  large 
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number  of  corporations,  and  in  1886  was  chosen  president  of  the  Allen¬ 
town  National  Bank — for  which  he  had  been  the  attorney  for  many  years, 
and  serving  for  20  years  as  its  president  he  extended  its  capacity  and 
developed  the  institution  to  the  fullest  extent,  so  that  it  became  one  of 
the  strongest  banks  in  the  great  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

He  became  interested  in  the  advancement  and  building  up  of  his  home 
city,  espoused  the  cause  of  education  and  served  a  number  of  years  as  a 
member  of  the  School  Board  and  was  for  a  time  a  Trustee  of  Mullenberg 
College.  We  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  and 
for  a  number  of  years  was  in  the  City  Council — in  which  service  he 
distinguished  himself  for  his  scrupulous  honesty,  and  his  liberal  and 
progressive  activity.  For  several  years  he  was  president  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Traction  Company,  and  was  instrumental  in  building  it  into  the 
fine  and  profitable  property  it  is  to-day — carrying  as  it  does  millions 
upon  millions  of  passengers  every  year. 

Politically,  he  was  one  of  the  strongest  advocates  of  the  Democratic 
party — advocating  its  principles  in  city,  State  and  national  contests; 
and  tvas  well  known  in  party  circles  and  councils  throughout  the  land.  | 
For  many  years  he  was  a  local  leader  and  served  several  terms  as  County  , 
Chairman;  was  a  delegate  of  nearly  every  State  Convention  of  his  party  ; 
during  the  last  decade  of  his  activity,  being  chairman  of  that  held  in  ; 
Harrisburg  in  1883.  In  1886  he  was  alternate  to  the  National  Convention  j 
at  St.  Louis  which  nominated  Governor  Cleveland  for  President,  and  i 
he  was  the  delegate-at-large  to  the  National  Conventions  of  1896  and  1904.  ! 
In  1880  he  was  nominated  for  the  State  Senate,  but  not  desiring  the  office  j 
he  declined  the  honor.  He  was  the  Democratic  candidate  for  Auditor-  j 
General,  for  which  office  his  training  in  law  and  finance  admirably  j 
fitted  him;  and  the  slogan  he  sent  forth  that  year,  “Thou  shalt  not 
steal,”  has  been  the  watch-word  and  platform  cry  of  all  reformers  ever 
since.  He  became  a  legal  giant  at  the  bar,  and  was  one  of  the  strongest 
and  most  aggressive  leaders  in  the  political  arena  of  his  time — always 
for  the  right  and  ever  denouncing  corruption  of  every  nature. 

HIS  HONOR  ROLL  ON  THE  RECORDS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Brother  Wright  joined  Lehigh  Lodge,  No.  83,  I.  O.  0.  F.,  in  1868,  and 
from  the  beginning  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge,  becoming  Noble  Grand  very  early;  and  was  elected  a 
Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  first  in  1872  and  in 
1879  he  was  made  Grand  Warden  of  that  Grand  Body.  Such  position  was 
the  stepping  stone  to  higher  offices  in  the  Order  in  his  State,  and  in  1881 
he  became  Grand  Master  of  the  great  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
served  the  Order  with  distinction. 

Thereafter,  in  1885,  he  was  elected  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  served  on  very  important  committees — notably 
the  “Legislative”  Committee  in  1886;  “Appeals,”  in  1887;  and 
“  Judiciary,”  in  1889,  where  he  remained  consecutively  and  became  its 
chairman  in  1894.  At  the  Des  Moines  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  1902,  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  that  Body;  and  at 
San  Francisco  in  1904 — though  absent  because  of  illness — he  was  elected 
Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  became  the  Executive 
head  of  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  throughout  the  world,  the  highest  office 
known  to  the  Fraternity.  At  that  time  his  physical  condition  was  such 
that  he  was  unable  to  attend  the  session  of  the  Supreme  Body  thus  honor¬ 
ing  him;  and  was  consequently  installed  into  office  at  his  home  in  Allen- 
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town,  Pennsylvania,  during  a  recess  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in 
San  Francisco,  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Cl.  T.  Campbell,  of  London,  Ontario, 
Canada,  who  was  specially  deputized  to  act  as  the  installing  officer. 
Brother  Wright  was  also  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch  of  Unity  Encampment, 
No.  12;  a  member  of  Lincoln  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  72;  and  a  chevalier  of 
Canton  Allentown,  No.  39,  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  all  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  writer  did  not  become  acquainted  with  him  until  after  he  entered 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  was  then  attracted  by  his  personnel, 
both  in  physique  and  mind,  and  admired  his  equipoise  of  character.  His 
service  on  the  floor  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  replete  with 
effective  duties  which  caused  him  to  forge  to  the  front,  and  it  was  soon 
demonstrated  that  he  discharged  every  assignment  with  accomplished 
ability.  While  an  orator  of  very  considerable  captivation,  yet  he  seemed 
never  to  be  conscious  of  such  gifted  attainment;  and  one  strength  of  his 
every  argument  was,  that  ha  made  his  points  logically,  and  had  the  good 
sense  to  so  express  himself  in  plain  words,  that  all  hearers  might  easily 
understand  his  meaning.  He  had  made  himself  a  scholar,  and  by  practice 
and  study  became  an  accomplished  and  most  effective  sound  thinking 
lawyer  and  speaker — never  risking  expression  on  any  subject  without 
forethought  and  consideration  as  to  what  he  should -say;  and  with  all  he 
was  ready  in  repartee,  never  at  a  loss  for  a  quick  reply  to  questions  in 
debate  and  generally  won  the  applause  of  his  audience  by  his  brightness. 
Well  do  I  remember  his  admirable  burst  of  oratorical  reasoning  at  the 
session  in  Richmond,  Virginia  (I  believe),  which  spread  like  a  blaze  of 
light  over  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  disk  of  the  Fraternity,  and  be¬ 
came  meteorlike  as  he  progressed  with  luminous  thought,  culminating 
in  his  peroration,  “  In  Odd  Fellowship,  as  in  everything  else,  the 
supremacy  of  the  law  should  prevail.”  Yet  with  all  his  gifted  and  edu¬ 
cated  attainments,  sickness  and  affliction  cut  him  down  at  the  very 
zenith  of  his  power  to  linger  through  a  decade  of  misery  and  pain;  verily 
a  blast  in  a  knightly  bloom : 

Life  is  a  race,  where  the  best  men  should  win, 
Metaphorically  speaking — stating  a  fact; 

But  pain  a  jockey,  weighing  a  mountain, 

Often  handicaps  the  truest  heart  on  the  track. 

HIS  FAMILY  LIFE. 

Brother  Wright  was  married  three  times,  and  he  leaves  surviving  him 
a  widow,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary  Delacroix,  and  she  was  his  con¬ 
stant  and  faithful  companion,  who  nursed  him  through  his  long  affliction 
with  the  loving  care  only  to  be  given  by  a  devoted  wife.  There  are  three 
heartbroken  children  who  by  his  demise  became  fatherless — a  son  and 
two  daughters,  one  child  by  each  wife;  and  no  words  are  adequate  to  even 
feebly  express  the  sorrow  surrounding  the  sad  hearts  of  his  devoted 
family,  when  its  sorely  afflicted  members  see  in  every  shadow  the  weary 
image  of  their  distressed  one — waiting  for  the  end. 

To  his  distressed  loved  ones — inconsolable  because  of  his  lingering 
fate,  his  friends  and  associates  and  the  great  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in 
admiration  of  his  charm  of  character  and  golden  fortitude,  extend  their 
heart-felt  sympathy  and  mourn  with  the  disconsolate  family. 

And — In  the  parting,  all  did  know, 

He  lived  the  Soldier  of  the  Cross; 

And  could  justly  call  to  Jehovah — 

Heavenly  Father,  Mercy  Show! 
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For: 

“  His  only  fault,  the  fault  that  some  of  old, 

Laid  even  to  God — was, 

That  he  was  ever  wont,  to  bend  the  law 
To  let  his  Mercy  out.”

The  Grand  Bodies  not  represented  at  this  session  are  all  those  not  on 
the  Continent  of  North  America,  viz.,  Australasia,  Denmark,  Germany, 
Netherlands,  Sweden  and  Switzerland.  We  regret  that  we  have  not  the 
pleasure  of  greeting  brethren  from  these  distant  Jurisdictions  in  our 
annual  gathering,  but  note  with  gratification  that  a  Representative  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  has  been  elected  and  express  the  hope 
that  he  may  be  able  to  visit  us  at  the  session  of  1913. 

It  is  an  additional  source  of  pleasure  that  our  worthy  brother,  George 
T.  Clarke,  who  was  present  as  a  Representative  from  said  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  Denver  session,  in  1908,  and  who  has  now  been  elevated  to  the 
high  office  of  Lord  Mayor  of  Sydney,  retains  so  much  interest  in  the  work 
of  this  Body  that  he  has  invited  us  to  hold  the  session  of  1913  in  his  city. 

We  urge  a  careful  reading  of  the  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Sire  and 
the  Grand  Secretary  with  the  Representatives  of  the  Order  in  these 
Jurisdictions,  given  in  their  reports,  and  commend  the  care  with  which 
they  have,  in  the  midst  of  many  duties  nearer  at  hand,  fostered  the 
interests  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  far-off  out-posts  of  the  Fraternity. 
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The  statistics  of  the  Order  in  these  Jurisdictions,  given  in  the  report 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  show  a  healthy  condition  of  growth  and  progress. 
No  reports  from  Denmark  and  Germany  for  the  year  1911  were  received. 
The  other  four  Jurisdictions  all  show  an  increase  in  subordinate  lodge 
membership,  the  total  increase  being  3160,  or  nearly  7  per  cent,  for  the 
Jurisdictions  reporting,  and  the  total  membership  now  more  than  60,000. 

In  encampment  membership,  the  increase  is  236,  or  more  than  10  per 
cent,  for  the  three  Jurisdictions  reporting  (there  being  no  encampment 
in  the  Netherlands)  and  the  total  membership  in  the  five  Jurisdictions 
3617. 

The  statistics  indicate  also  a  very  fine  financial  condition  of  the  Order, 
with  a  substantial  return  from  invested  funds,  which  amount  to  more 
than  three  millions  of  dollars,  as  well  as  a  high  rate  of  income  from  fees 
and  dues.  Encouraging  conditions  are  further  shown  by  the  existence 
in  Australasia  of  a  Home  for  orphans  of  Odd  Fellows  representing  a  cost 
of  $15,000  and  maintained  at  an  expense  of  $2080  per  annum,  and  by 
the  publication  in  these  Jurisdictions  of  at  least  six  papers  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  the  Fraternity,  namely,  two  in  Australasia,  one  in  Den¬ 
mark,  one  in  Germany,  one  in  Sweden,  and  one  in  Switzerland.  These 
have  reported  to  the  Grand  Secretary;  there  may  be  others  in  existence. 

Believing  that  Odd  Fellowship  has  in  it  that  which  is  bound  to  attract 
the  good  men  and  women  of  every  country  when  they  are  made  ac¬ 
quainted  with  its  principles  and  its  work,  we  rejoice  in  the  satisfactory 
conditions,  thus  briefly  shown  in  the  lands  across  the  sea.

“  All  initiation  and  degree  charges  and  fees  and  all  dues  received  from 
said  member  so  admitted  to  membership  must  be  paid  by  the  lodge 
receiving  the  candidate  illegally  to  the  subordinate  lodge  of  the  Juris¬ 
diction  in  which  the  candidate  resides.”  (See  Journal  1906,  page  777, 
Report  37.)

Majority  Report  84.  By  Rep.  Turner,  of  Virginia,  from  the 
Special  Committee  on  Regalia : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  at  the  session  of  1911,  to  report 
at  this  session  on  sanitary  regalia  beg  leave  to  report: 

We  have  given  the  matter  committed  to  us  careful  consideration  and 
find  that  when  the  collar  was  adopted  as  regalia  it  became  distinctive 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  but  since  that  date,  there  have  arisen  many  other 
societies  who,  by  the  use  of  the  collar,  have  caused  it  to  lose  entirely  its 
distinctive  features,  that  in  the  early  history  of  the  collar,  it  was  uni¬ 
versally  used  in  all  our  gatherings,  and  served  to  identify  our  brothers, 
both  in  the  lodge-room  and  when  on  parade,  that  its  use  outside  the 
lodge-room  has  in  many  localities  entirely  ceased,  and  that  in  the  lodges 
and  encampments  the  law  requiring  its  use  is  being  more  and  more 
disregarded.  Especially  is  this  true  of  special  occasions,  such  as  visita¬ 
tions,  district  meetings,  Grand  Bodies,  etc.  Formerly,  when  public 
meetings  were  held,  or  the  brothers  as  such  mingled  with  outsiders,  the 
members  of  the  Order  by  wearing  the  collar,  were  plainly  distinguished 
from  other  men,  but  its  use  in  this  regard  is  rapidly  passing  and,  in  some 
Jurisdictions,  has  already  passed.  Its  only  useful  purpose  is  therefore  to 
distinguish  the  rank  of  those  who  wear  it,  and  we  believe  this  distinction 
can  much  better  be  shown  by  use  of  something  just  as  easily  identified, 
and  much  more  becoming.

The  collar  is  expensive,  practically  impossible  to  keep  clean,  a  carrier 
of  disease  germs,  cumbersome  and  uncomfortable,  burdensome  in  warm 
weather,  and  is  gradually  passing  out  of  use.  We  believe  our  legislation 
regarding  it  should  be  modified  to  comply  with  local  practice  and  local 
demand.  For  a  term  of  years,  the  sisters  have  been  allowed  to  substitute 
a  badge,  and  we  believe  the  time  has  come  when  the  privilege  should 
be  extended  to  the  brothers. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments 
be  empowered  to  grant  subordinates  under  them  the  privilege  of  sub¬ 
stituting  badges  for  their  full-fledged  members,  not  occupying  official 
station,  under  certain  general  restrictions  as  to  color,  size,  etc. 

We  recommend  the  badges  to  be  authorized  shall  be  of  leather  or  other 
suitable  material,  bearing  three  links  upon  its  face,  showing  not  less  than 
two  inches  nor  more  than  three  inches  in  width,  the  length  to  exceed  the 
width  by  at  least  one-half,  to  be  worn  on  the  outer  garment,  over  the 
left  breast. 

That  a  heading  at  top,  or  medallion  at  bottom,  or  both,  be  authorized, 
of  metal  or  other  suitable  substance,  not  exceeding  the  badge  by  more 
than  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  width,  and  bearing  emblems  of  the 
Order,  the  name  and  number  of  the  lodge  or  encampment,  its  locality,  the 
name  of  Jurisdiction,  or  other  similar  legend. 

The  color  of  the  badge  for  Third  degree  members  to  be  scarlet,  for  Past 
Grands  scarlet  trimmed  with  white,  for  Royal  Purple  members  purple 
trimmed  with  yellow,  and  if  a  Past  Chief  Patriarch,  may  bear  the  letters 
P.  C.  P. 

Nothing  herein  contained  is  to  be  construed  as  changing  the  regalia 
for  officers  of  any  body  in  the  Order,  and  where  adopted,  badges  must  be 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  members,  as  now  obtains  to  collars.  We 
recommend  that  the  compulsory  use  of  collars  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  be  dispensed  with. 

To  carry  this  into  effect  and  to  make  clear  the  law,  relative  thereto, 
we  recommend  the  following  changes  to  the  By-laws  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge: 

Article  XXII,  Section  1,  which  reads  as  follows:  “Regalia  described. 
The  regalia  of  the  Order  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit:  Collars  of  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges,  shall  be  white,  trimmed  with  the  emblematic  color  of  the 
degree  intended  to  be  represented,  namely:  First  degree,  pink;  Second 
degree,  blue;  Third  degree,  scarlet;  Initiatory  degree,  a  plain  white 
collar.  Rosettes  of  the  appropriate  color  may  be  worn  upon  the  collar. 
Among  those  who  may  have  attained  the  Royal  Purple  degree,  rosettes 
composed  of  black,  yellow  and  purple  may  be  worn  on  the  collars,  either 
in  connection  with  the  other  colors  or  as  a  separate  rosette  (Journal  1869, 
pages  4668,  4685).  The  Noble  Grand,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  each 
wear  a  scarlet  collar  trimmed  with  white  or  silver,  the  Vice  Grand,  a  blue 
collar  trimmed  in  like  manner.  Supporters  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice 
Grand  shall  wear  sashes  of  the  colors  of  those  officers,  respectively; 
Warden  and  Conductor,  black  sashes;  Scene  Supporters,  white  sashes; 
Chaplain,  white  sash;  Outside  Guardian,  scarlet  sash;  Inside  Guardian, 
scarlet  sash.  The  position  of  each  officer  shall  be  indicated  by  the  jewel 
of  the  office.  The  above  shall  apply  to  all  lodges  that  may  be  hereafter 
instituted,  and  to  all  lodges  that  shall  hereafter  procure  new  regalia  ”  (as 
amended  Journal  1881,  page  8763),  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
number  4685,  the  following:  “And  where  Grand  Lodges  so  provide,  Third 
degree  members  must  wear  a  badge  of  scarlet  leather  or  some  other  suit- 
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able  material,  showing  not  less  than  two  inches  nor  more  than  three 
inches  in  width,  the  length  to  exceed  the  width  by  at  least  one-half,  bear¬ 
ing  three  links  upon  its  face,  to  be  worn  on  the  outer  garment,  over  the 
left  breast,  having  a  heading  at  top  or  medallion  at  bottom,  or  both  of 
metal  or  other  suitable  substance,  not  exceeding  the  badge  by  more  than 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  width,  and  bearing  emblems  of  the  Order, 
name  and  number  of  the  lodge  or  encampment,  its  locality,  the  name  of 
the  Jurisdiction,  or  other  similar  legend.” 

So  that  as  amended,  it  shall  read  as  follows:  “  Section  1.  Regalia 
described.  The  regalia  of  the  Order  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit:  Collars 
of  subordinate  lodges  shall  be  white,  trimmed  with  the  emblematic 
color  of  the  degree  intended  to  be  represented,  namely:  First  degree, 
pink;  Second  degree,  blue;  Third  degree,  scarlet;  Initiatory  degree,  a 
plain  white  collar.  Rosettes  of  the  appropriate  color  may  be  worn  upon 
the  collar.  Among  those  who  may  have  attained  the  Royal  Purple  degree, 
rosettes  composed  of  black,  yellow  and  purple  may  be  worn  on  the  collars, 
either  in  connection  with  the  other  colors  or  as  a  separate  rosette 
(Journal  1869,  pages  4668,  4685)  and  where  Grand  Lodges  so  provide, 
Third  degree  members  must  wear  a  badge  of  scarlet  leather  or  some 
other  suitable  material,  showing  not  less  than  two  inches  nor  more  than 
three  inches  in  width,  the  length  to  exceed  the  width  by  at  least  one- 
half,  bearing  three  links  upon  its  face,  to  be  worn  on  the  outer  gar¬ 
ment,  over  the  left  breast,  having  a  heading  at  top  or  medallion  at 
bottom,  or  both,  of  metal  or  other  suitable  substance,  not  exceeding 
the  badge  by  more  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  width,  and  bearing 
emblems  of  the  Order,  name  and  number  of  the  lodge  or  encampment, 
its  locality,  the  name  of  the  Jurisdiction,  or  other  similar  legend. 

“  The  Noble  Grand,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  each  wear  a  scarlet 
collar  trimmed  with  white  or  silver;  the  Vice  Grand,  a  blue  collar 
trimmed  in  like  manner.  Supporters  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand 
shall  wear  sashes  of  the  colors  of  those  officers,  respectively;  Warden 
and  Conductor,  black  sashes;  Scene  Supporters,  white  sashes;  Chaplain, 
white  sash;  Outside  Guardian,  scarlet  sash;  Inside  Guardian,  scarlet 
sash.  The  position  of  each  officer  shall  be  indicated  by  the  jewel  of  the 
office.  The  above  shall  apply  to  all  lodges  that  may  be  hereafter  insti¬ 
tuted,  and  to  all  lodges  that  shall  hereafter  procure  new  regalia.”  (As 
amended,  Journal  1881,  page  8763.) 

Article  XXII,  Section  2,  which  reads  as  follows:  “Past  Grands  shall 
wear  scarlet  rollars  or  sashes  trimmed  with  white.  The  collars  or  sashes 
may  be  trimmed  with  silver  lace  or  fringe,  and  those  having  attained  the 
Royal  Purple  degree  may  have  trimmings  of  yellow  metal,  except  that 
Past  Grands,  not  occupying  official  station,  entitled  to  wear  and  in 
possession  of,  Veteran  Jewels  issued  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may 
wear  said  Jewels  in  lieu  of  regalia  above  described;  and  provided,  also, 
that  a  Past  Grand  not  occupying  official  station,  who  is  entitled  to  wear 
and  is  in  possession  of  a  Past  Grand  Master’s,  Past  Grand  Patriarch’s,  or 
Past  Grand  Representative’s  Jewel,  may  wear  said  Jewel  in  lieu  of 
regalia,”  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  words: 
“  And  where  Grand  Lodges  so  provide  must  wear  a  badge  as  provided 
for  Third  degree  members  in  the  preceding  section,  the  leather  or  other 
suitable  material  to  be  trimmed  with  white,”  so  that  as  amended,  it  shall 
read  as  follows:  “  Section  2.  Past  Grands  shall  wear  scarlet  collars  or 
sashes  trimmed  with  white.  The  collars  or  sashes  may  be  trimmed  with 
silver  lace  or  fringe,  and  those  having  attained  the  Royal  Purple  degree 
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may  have  trimmings  of  yellow  metal,  except  that  Past  Grands,  not 
occupying  official  station,  entitled  to  wear  and  in  possession  of,  Veteran 
Jewel  issued  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  wear  said  Jewels  in 
lieu  of  regalia,  above  described;  and  provided,  also,  that  a  Past  Grand 
not  occupying  official  station,  who  is  entitled  to  wear  and  is  in  possession 
of  a  Past  Grand  Master’s,  Past  Grand  Patriarch’s,  or  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative’s  Jewel,  may  wear  said  Jewel  in  lieu  of  regalia,  and  where 
Grand  Lodges  so  provide,  must  wear  a  badge  as  provided  for  Third 
degree  members  in  the  preceding  section,  the  leather  or  other  suitable 
material  to  be  trimmed  with  white.” 

Article  XXII,  Section  4,  which  reads  as  follows:  “The  encampment 
regalia  shall  be  as  follows:  Patriarchal  degree,  a  plain  black  collar; 
Golden  Rule  degree,  a  black  collar  trimmed  with  yellow;  Royal  Purple 
degree,  a  purple  collar  trimmed  with  yellow  lace  or  fringe;  Past  Chief 
Patriarch,  same  as  Royal  Purple  degree  with  crossed  crooks  on  right  and 
the  letters  P.  C.  P.  on  left  side  of  collar.  All  collars  not  to  exceed  four 
inches  in  width,”  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  words: 
“  And  where  Grand  Encampments  so  provide,  must  wear  badges  as 
described  for  Third  degree  members,  in  Section  1  preceding,  except  color 
which  shall  be  purple  trimmed  with  yellow,  cross  crooks  to  be  used 
thereon  in  place  of  three  links,  and  for  Past  Chief  Patriarchs,  may  bear 
the  letters  P.  C.  P.,”  so  that  as  amended  it  shall  read:  “  Section  4.  The 
encampment  regalia  shall  be  as  follows:  Patriarchal  degree,  a  plain 
black  collar;  Golden  Rule  degree,  a  black  collar  trimmed  with  yellow; 
Royal  Purple  degree,  a  purple  collar  trimmed  with  yellow  lace  or  fringe; 
Past  Chief  Patriarch,  same  as  Royal  Purple  degree,  with  crossed  crooks 
on  right  and  the  letters  P.  C.  P.  on  left  side  of  collar.  All  collars  not  to 
exceed  four  inches  in  width.  And  where  Grand  Encampments  so  pro¬ 
vide,  must  wear  badges  as  described  for  Third  degree  members  in 
Section  1,  preceding,  except  color  which  shall  be  purple,  trimmed  with 
yellow,  crossed  crooks  to  be  used  thereon  in  place  of  three  links,  and 
for  Past  Chief  Patriarchs,  may  bear  the  letters  P.  C.  P.” 

And  we  further  recommend  that  the  Rules  of  Order  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  be  amended  by  striking  out  Rule  No.  27,  which  reads: 
“  Must  be  in  regalia.  A  member  shall  not  be  permitted  to  speak  or 
vote  unless  clothed  in  proper  regalia.”

Minority  Beport  85.  By  Bep.  Foxtvell,  of  Maryland,  from  the 
Special  Committee  on  Begalia  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

As  a  member  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Regalia,  appointed  at  the 
last  session,  and  being  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  I  present  herewith  a  minority  report. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  regalia  of  the 
Order,  as  the  collar  is  almost  universally  regarded  as  distinctly  repre¬ 
sentative  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  general  sentiment 
asking  or  favoring  any  change. 

I  believe  also  that  the  objection  made  by  some  to  the  use  of  the  collar 
on  the  ground  that  its  use  is  not  healthful  or  sanitary  is  exaggerated  as 
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it  is  doubtful  whether  any  case  can  be  attributed  or  traced  to  the  use  of 
the  collar.  Entertaining  these  views,  I  report  adversely  to  any  legisla¬ 
tion  on  this  subject.

11,  page  718,  by  Rep.  Oliver,  of  Ontario,  recommend  that  the  same  be 
not  adopted.

Rep.  Lnchsinger,  of  Wisconsin,  submitted  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Constitution : 

Whereas,  With  this  age  of  swift  thought  and  great  achievement  has 
come  earlier  development  and  maturity  of  mind,  the  young  man  of 
to-day  is  in  the  active  work  of  the  world  at  a  younger  age  than  ever 
before,  and  the  need  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  come  sooner  because  of  these 
conditions,  our  precepts  and  principles  entitle  us  to  a  full  share  of  the 
best  and  brightest  youth  of  the  world,  let  us  continue  to  be  leaders  in 
offering  them  those  teachings  which  are  the  best  safeguards  against 
the  evils  and  temptations  of  human  life;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  XVI,  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution  reading  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of 
21  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver 
of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America  in  which  the 
Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be,  established,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  the  local 
legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
number  “  21  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  “  18,”  so  that  the  said  section 
when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of 
18  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and  Preserver 
of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
other  countries  not  on  the  continent  of  North  America  in  which  the 
Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall  be  left  to  the  local 
legislation.”

Gicquelais  and  Hall,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  the 
following,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Patriarchal 
Branch  of  the  Order  : 

Whereas,  The  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  our  Order  is  doing  good 
work  and  is  efficiently  organized  for  display  and  escort  service,  and  its 
uniform  has  become  generally  recognized  as  distinctly  belonging  to  this 
Order,  and  is  also  one  of  the  most  admired  uniforms  in  existence;  there¬ 
fore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  said  Patriarchs  Militant  uniform  hereafter  be  given 
sole  recognition  as  the  official  uniform  of  this  Order,  and  all  other  uni¬ 
forms  declared  illegal.

The  General  Military  Council,  Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  convened 
in  annual  communication  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  Canada,  September  16, 
1912. 

The  following  Departments  were  represented  by  their  Department 
Commanders  or  Representatives: 

Alberta,  California,  District  of  Columbia,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Kansas,  Massachusetts,  Manitoba,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Nebraska, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Nova  Scotia,  Ohio,  Oklahoma, 
Ontario,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  Vermont,  Washington  and  Wis¬ 
consin. 

Sessions  have  been  held  during  Monday,  the  16th,  Tuesday,  the  17th 
and  Wednesday,  the  18th  of  September. 

The  following  matters  have  been  favorably  acted  on  by  the  General 
Military  Council  and  are  hereby  submitted  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  for  its  action. 

First.  That  all  recommendations  and  authorizations  for  the  Grand 
Decoration  of  Chivalry  shall  become  null  and  void  after  two  years,  unless 
the  officer  recommended  shall  receive  the  Decoration  during  that  period. 

Second.  That  the  design  of  the  official  badge  (lapel  button)  be  changed 
by  slightly  lowering  the  three  links  below  the  crown  so  that  said  three 
links  will  be  more  clearly  discernible  and  that  the  three  links  be  made  of 
uniform  size. 

Third.  That  the  period  within  which  inspections  may  be  held  be 
changed  to  include  October  with  the  months  of  November,  December  and 
January. 

Fourth.  General  Military  Council  approves  the  resolution  from  the 
Department  of  Michigan  relative  to  making  official  the  proposed  badge, 
and  submits  it  herewith  for  your  consideration  and  action. 

Fifth.  General  Military  Council  approves  the  request  from  Canton 
Toronto,  No.  7,  relative  to  badge,  and  submits  same  herewith  for  your 
consideration  and  action.

‘  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.’  raised.  Surrounding  this  circle 
ornamental  raised  engraved  scroll  work,  with  All-seeing  Eye  in  upper 
part  and  above  the  Eye  the  three  links  in  chased  gold.  Two-part  hanger, 
the  upper  one  10-karat  gold  one  and  seven-eighths  by  five-eighths  inches, 
containing  the  name  of  the  owner  in  the  upper  panel  and  the  letters 
‘  P.  G.  R.’  in  the  lower  panel,  in  blue  enamel,  one  and  three-eighths  by  one- 
half  inches,  to  contain  the  name  of  the  State  in  blue  enamel.  The  upper 
hanger  to  be  connected  to  the  lower  hanger  by  means  of  three  oval  10- 
karat  gold  rings  on  each  side,  and  the  lower  hanger  to  the  pendant  by 
one  oval  10-karat  gold  ring  on  each  side,  the  same  to  be  three  and  three- 
sixteenths  by  one  and  seven-eighths  inches.”

Pending  the  consideration  of  the  report,  fitting,  loving,  eloquent 
tributes  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Robert  E.  Wright  were 
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made  by  Past  Grand  Sires  Underwood,  Pinkerton,  Campbell,  Good¬ 
win,  and  Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire  Cockrum,  and  Rep.  Mohr,  of 
Pennsylvania. 

On  motion  of  Rep.  Rinehart,  of  Florida,  the  several  brothers  were 
requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of  their  several  remarks  for  insertion  in 
the  Journal  of  Proceedings. 

The  following  are  the  addresses  furnished : 

REMARKS  OF  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  UNDERWOOD. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — The  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire 
Robert  Emmet  Wright,  though  not  unexpected,  has  cast  a  gloom  over 
the  entire  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  especially  is  his  demise  felt  by  the 
Grand  Representatives  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  who  have  served 
with  and  under  him. 

Brother  Wright  having  been  so  long  a  sufferer  from  an  incurable 
affliction,  which  for  years  confined  him  to  his  house,  room  and  often  to 
his  bed,  had  the  keenest  sympathy  of  all  who  personally  knew  him,  and 
of  even  those  members  of  the  Fraternity  who  were  acquainted  with  him 
only  by  reputation  and  name,  supplemented  by  the  valuable  services  he 
had  rendered  the  Order. 

He  was  a  most  affable  gentleman,  every  way,  a  man  of  the  brightest 
intellect,  thoroughly  educated  in  belles-letters,  a  constant  student  well 
informed  about  the  momentous  questions  of  the  day  in  which  he  lived, 
a  learned  practitioner  of  the  law,  and  possessing  that  rare  faculty  of 
mind  and  speech,  which  enabled  him  to  express  succinctly  his  opinion 
in  a  terse,  plain  and  effective  manner  that  carried  conviction  with  his 
sentences. 

He  was  a  legal  orator,  a  wise  judge,  and  was  endowed  with  the  rich 
faculty  of  never  making  a  mistatement,  and  being  ever  ready  to  satis¬ 
factorily  explain  the  most  intricate  and  difficult  point,  to  the  full  under¬ 
standing  of  all  who  heard  him. 

As  a  presiding  officer,  he  had  great  ability;  always  being  ready  and 
mentally  able  to  quickly  determine  points  raised  for  his  decision;  and  it 
was  gratifying  to  hear  him  quietly  make  rulings  from  the  Chair,  which 
though  he  was  physically  suffering  all  the  time,  were  ever  consistent 
with  the  law  and  so  polished  by  expression  and  manner  as  even  to  win 
encomiums  from  the  losing  side;  and  it  seemed  as  if  he  thought  that 
nothing  could  he  unworthily  born  in  “  God’s  own  image,”  and  that  man 
should  determine  to  be  what  he  willed,  rather  than  what  he  might 
selfishly  choose. 

“  Lord  God  of  Hosts!  he  with  us  yet, 

Lest  we  forget — lest  we  forget.” 

— Kipling’s  Recessional. 

He  was  one  of  the  lawyers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  who  knew 
how  to  win  his  points  without  appearing  to  he  practising  law  on  its  floor, 
before  the  mixed  representation  of  nearly  all  avocations  of  business  and 
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professional  life,  so  widely  constituting  the  Sovereign  Body.  The 
wisdom  of  his  remarks  always  attracted  attention,  and  his  quiet  gentle¬ 
manly  deportment  in  the  oratory  of  debate  ever  won  a  close  hearing, 
and  brought  about  considerate  action. 

As  a  judge  he  would  have  become  eminent  on  the  bench  of  a  Superior 
Court,  had  his  trend  thrown  him  in  that  branch  of  his  profession;  and 
as  a  statesmen  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate;  of  Odd  Fellowship,  in  his  zenith 
he  had  few  equals,  and  has  been  sorely  missed  from  the  councils  of  the 
Grand  Body  he  so  richly  ornamented. 

Rare  combinations  of  abilities  are  not  to  be  had  every  day,  and  the 
many  talents  of  Brother  Wright  in  all  the  spheres  in  which  he  was  tested 
by  the  Order,  found  him  equal  to  the  demand  and  happy  in  his  manner 
of  displaying  them;  and  the  memory  of  him  as  a  legislator  and  presiding 
officer,  will  ever  be  cherished  as  worthy  of  the  great  Jurisdiction  whence 
he  came,  and  as  having  by  example  and  profit  enriched  the  supreme  body 
of  the  Fraternity  of  which  he  was  a  shining  light. 

In  business,  other  than  the  law,  Brother  Wright  was  a  banker,  shrewd, 
careful,  and  considerate  of  the  rights  of  others,  never  grasping  for  gain 
at  the  expense  of  justice,  but  practising  reasonable  liberality,  and  acting 
toward  a  client  or  financial  patron  as  he  would  have  persons  act  toward 
himself. 

He  was  both  a  business  and  soulful  Odd  Fellow,  feeling  the  teachings 
of  the  noble  Order  and  at  the  same  time  admonishing  all  to  obey  its 
mandates  and  tenets,  even  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  and  personally  meting 
out  charity  with  a  liberal  hand  according  to  his  ability  so  to  do.  He  was 
not  profligate  in  his  expenditures,  yet  he  was  liberality  itself  and 
possessed  a  soul  and  hand  which  prompted  and  performed  a  charitable 
deed  and  noble  act — without  heralding  it  from  the  house  tops. 

As  a  man  he  was  a  fine  social  companion  eajoyable  to  be  with,  fond  of 
anecdote  and  good  at  repartee,  yet  never  using  such  gift  in  the  slightest 
manner  objectionable,  lest  it  should  give  offense;  and  once  when  I  said 
to  him  that  I  always  told  my  stories  on  myself,  he  seemed  to  enjoy  the 
good  policy  of  the  maxim  and  replied,  “  then  none  need  fear  the  truth 
of  their  acts  as  pictured  by  you.”  In  the  free  liberal  measure  of  America, 
he  was  “  an  all-around  good  fellow,”  a  fine  associate,  an  elevated  com-  _ 
panion  and  a  staunch  true  friend  and  comrade. 

He  was  typically  upright  in  his  ministrations,  never  swerving  from 
justice  and  throwing  the  cloak  of  charity  over  many  shortcomings  of 
fellow  man;  and  such  attributes  made  him  respected  and,  when  inti¬ 
mately  known,  beloved  by  the  broad  coterie  of  his  associates.  Up  to  the 
time  of  his  great  affliction  he  was  one  of  the  most  active  men  in  his 
community,  greatly  valued  and  appreciated  by  the  citizens  of  Allen¬ 
town,  and  a  recognized  power  within  his  political  party  in  the  great 
State  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  personal  manhood  he  was  a  patterned  soldier  enlisted  to  fate, 
bearing  with  greatest  fortitude  the  suffering  which  had  fallen  to  his  lot, 
without  murmur  or  complaint;  and  during  his  affliction  he  would  receive 
his  friends  and  acquaintances  with  the  same  polite,  courteous  manner 
for  which  he  was  noted  in  his  days  of  health,  betraying  not  the  pain  he 
endured. 

Originally  blessed  with  constructive  types  of  perfection,  he  builded 
upon  them  and  became  the  true  man  that  he  was — accomplished  in 
letters,  logic,  finance  and  statesmanship  toward  the  outer  world;  and  in 
his  family  as  kind,  generous  and  loving  as  the  creative  portrait  pictured 
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for  mortals  by  the  divine  law.  In  discourse,  a  veritable  sunburst  of 
brightness!  In  rhetoric,  a  cultured  scholar!  In  gentleness,  where  the 
soul  held  sway,  the  pathos  of  his  nature  brought  silence  to  his  audi¬ 
ence  and  tears  from  the  eyes  of  sympathetic  hearers!  And  with  all,  he 
ever  displayed  a  fearless  bravery  ennobling  to  emulate! 

If  one  could  but  paint  his  mind, 

’Twould  teach  much  good  to  mankind, 

In  his  family  he  was  a  devoted  husband  and  father,  contributing  all 
kinds  of  benefits  and  luxuries  upon  his  accomplished  wife  and  daughter, 
and  bestowing  upon  all  his  children  such  educations  as  they  would 
receive,  and  in  every  possible  way  displaying  the  great  affection  he  bore 
for  his  own;  and  in  turn  for  which,  his  wife  and  their  daughter,  with 
whom  the  speaker  is  personally  acquainted,  showered  every  attention 
upon  the  husband  and  father  during  his  affliction  and  sickness,  and 
the  devotion,  unselfish  and  constant  care  of  his  noble  wife  during  his 
many  years  of  illness,  shortened  the  periods  and  soothed  much  of  the 
suffering  he  endured. 

Let  all  cherish  his  memory  and  bow  in  sorrow  with  the  devoted, 
loving  widow  and  children;  and  build  in  the  monumental  heart  of  Odd 
Fellowship  a  pinnacle  of  fame  to  his  brilliant  and  staunch  character — 
worthy  of  the  greatest  heroes  of  any  age.

REMARKS  BY  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  PINKERTON. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  is  well  that  in  the  midst 
of  our  active  duties,  we  should  pause  to  salute  the  memory  of  those  who 
once  were  with  us,  but  whose  living  presence  has  passed  forever  from 
our  councils. 

How  rapidly  time  moves!  How  rapidly  the  men  who  for  years  domi¬ 
nated  this  Body  are  passing  from  our  midst!  Within  the  last  few  years, 
Nolen,  Cable  and  Busbee,  have  laid  them  down  to  rest.  Only  at  the  last 
session  we  wore  mourning  garlands  for  a  great  son  of  Texas,  and  missed 
from  this  council  the  inspiration  and  the  leadership  of  one  who  for  more 
than  fifty  years  was  counselor,  guide  and  friend.  To-day  we  honor  the 
memory  of  one  who  not  long  since  laid  down  the  mantle  of  Grand  Sire, 
and  who  for  many  years  was  a  conspicuous  and  leading  figure  upon  the 
floor  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  hardly  dare  to  trust  myself  to 
speak  of  Brother  Wright,  lest  my  love  for  the  man,  and  my  belief  in  him, 
should  cause  my  impulses  and  feeling  to  lightly  weigh  and  to  exaggerate 
my  speech.  Five  years  my  senior  in  this  Body,  we  were  soon  thrown  into 
an  intimate  relationship;  we  for  some  time  associated  together  in  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  and  in  various  kindred  relationships  I 
52 
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early  learned  of  his  analytical  and  logical  mind,  his  deep  reading,  his 
power  of  memory,  his  facility  of  expression,  and  the  deep  and  abiding 
honor  that  characterized  every  action  of  his  life.  As  a  lawyer  he  was 
learned,  not  only  in  the  code  and  statute,  but  in  the  deep  principles  that 
lay  at  the  foundation  of  what  we  term  the  law,  but  which  in  reality  is  the 
foundation  of  civic  government  itself.  In  the  application  of  those 
principles  to  the  problems  presented  to  him,  Brother  Wright  evinced  a 
clearness  of  judgment  and  keenness  of  vision  that  was  the  envy  of  his 
associates,  and  I  never  knew  him  to  swerve  from  the  straight  line  of 
logical  application  for  the  mere  purpose  of  pleasing  any  particular 
interest,  nor  did  he  serve  any  cause  of  which  he  did  not  heartily  approve. 
I  never  knew  him  upon  this  floor,  or  elsewhere,  to  advocate  any  action 
or  to  lay  down  any  rule  of  procedure  that  was  not  as  sound  in  the  court 
of  morals  as  it  was  in  the  code  of  law.  In  the  practice  of  his  profession 
through  the  medium  of  the  civic  courts,  he  won  a  most  enviable  reputa¬ 
tion,  a  reputation  based  upon  the  same  broad  view  of  his  professional 
duties,  and  the  application  of  his  wide  learning  to  the  controversies  and 
problems  of  civic  and  industrial  life,  that  were  so  apparent  within  the 
confines  of  this  Order. 

For  twenty  years  Brother  Wright  was  a  conspicuous  figure  in  this 
assembly,  and  I  can  recall  now,  and  in  memory’s  vision  see,  that  rather 
slight  and  graceful  figure,  with  his  clean-cut  face,  the  picture  of  the 
gentleman  that  he  was,  rising  in  his  place,  commanding  the  instant  at¬ 
tention  of  this  assembly,  and  with  his  somewhat  clear  enunciation,  the 
superb  mastery  of  facts,  and  his  clear  presentation  of  his  cause,  winning 
almost  invariably  the  allegiance  of  our  membership.  During  the  time  of 
his  service,  many,  many  important  questions,  vital  to  the  interest  of  this 
Order,  were  considered  by  the  Sovereign  Lodge.  To  the  discussion  of 
these  great  subjects,  Brother  Wright  brought  a  modest,  but  conspicuous 
part.  As  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  he  exerted  a  power¬ 
ful  influence,  and  as  a  former  member  of  that  committee,  associated  with 
him,  I  want  to  pay  my  tribute  here  and  now  to  his  splendid  service  upon 
that  important  committee.  He  was  indeed  the  chairman,  the  guiding 
spirit.  He  was  attentive  and  courteous  to  the  most  humble  member,  he 
never  unduly  sought  to  enforce  his  own  opinion,  but  reached  his  expressed 
conclusions  only  after  all  others  had  been  afforded  an  opportunity  of 
being  heard.  Many  were  the  important  opinions  that  he  wrote  or  assisted 
in  shaping.  But  I  think  two  of  the  opinions  written  by  him  stand  forth 
as  most  luminous  expositions  of  a  clear  and  luminous  mind.  He  and  I 
were  a  sub-committee  of  the  Judiciary  in  1894  to  consider  a  controversy 
arising  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Kansas,  and  popularly  known  as  the  De 
Boissiere  Home  Case.  We  worked  practically  all  night  in  considering 
the  evidence  and  the  law  and  the  report  prepared  by  Brother  Wright, 
concurred  in  by  the  entire  committee,  and  which  appears  in  full  in  the 
Journals  of  this  Body,  I  consider  as  well  expressed  an  opinion,  as  im¬ 
portant  in  its  result  and  accurate  in  its  findings  as  any  submitted  to  this 
Body  in  recent  years,  unless  it  be  the  reports  presented  by  Brother 
Wright  in  1900  relative  to  foreign  charters  and  the  Australian  contro¬ 
versy. 

The  first  decision  made  by  a  special  committee,  three  members  of  which 
afterward  became  Grand  Sires,  is  conceded  to  have  been  prepared  by 
Brother  Wright,  and  is  a  clearly  expressed,  logical,  charitable  and  im¬ 
portant  contribution  to  the  literature  and  jurisprudence  of  this  Order. 
The  same  may  be  well  said  of  the  report  relative  to  Australian  matters. 
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As  Grand  Sire  at  the  time,  I  was  familiar  with  the  controversies  and 
the  perils  of  the  hour,  and  perhaps  more  than  brothers  not  so  familiar 
with  the  situation,  can  I  appreciate  the  far-reaching  results  and  the 
beneficial  influence  of  these  two  wide-reaching  and  clearly  expressed 
interpretations  of  the  law,  and  definition  of  our  relations  with  those 
of  our  brethren  who  dwell  beyond  the  seas. 

I  cannot  adequately  express,  Grand  Sire,  my  sense  of  personal  loss  in 
the  passing  of  Brother  Wright.  All  the  years  that  we  sat  together  on  this 
floor  we  were  close  friends,  even  after  sickness  held  him  in  its  lingering 
grasp  that  friendship  was  not  disturbed,  and  while  the  intercourse  neces¬ 
sarily  was  somewhat  abated,  it  was  still  unbroken.  His  companionship 
was  so  to  be  coveted,  his  friendship  so  sincere,  his  honor  so  pure,  his 
manhood  so  true,  that  I  should  be  recreant  to  my  own  desires,  false  to  my 
conception  of  brotherhood  did  I  not  pay  this  passing,  and  inadequate, 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  one  whom  I  have  loved  and  tried. 

In  the  bright  springtime  of  the  year,  in  Nature’s  resurrection  hours, 
his  hands  did  grasp, 

“  That  golden  key 
That  opes  the  palace  of  Eternity.” 

It  is  hard  to  reconcile  ourselves  to  these  earthly  partings.  We  cling 
to  the  companionship  of  by-gone  years,  yet  when  we  recall  how  long 
and  how  patiently  our  brother  suffered,  while  we  instinctively  cling  to 
and  believe  in  the  life  to  come  and  in  a  joyful  reunion  hereafter,  we  can 
rejoice  that  the  days  of  suffering  are  past,  that  he  is  resting  in  peace 
and  honor,  from  the  strain  and  worry  of  daily  life.  In  this  belief  we  can 
here,  to-day,  say,  not  in  a  spirit  of  desolation,  but  in  the  abiding  faith  of 
an  ultimate  reunion  that  we  have  met  to  celebrate  the  birthday  of  our 
brother,  who  has  but 

“  Gone  before, 

To  that  unknown  and  silent  shore.” 


REMARKS  BY  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  GOODWIN. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — My  acquaintance  with  Robert 
E.  Wright,  Past  Grand  Sire,  commenced  on  his  admission  to  membership 
in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Boston  session  in  1886  as  a  Repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  and  grew  nearer  and 
dearer  to  me  throughout  his  long  and  distinguished  service  in  that  Body 
and  until  his  death.  For  sixteen  years  he  was  a  leader  on  the  floor  of 
this  Body  of  able  men,  and  possessed  in  a  high  degree  all  the  qualities' 
of  leadership.  In  him  were  combined  ability,  eloquence,  industry, 
courtesy,  and  strong  conviction  for  the  cause  he  espoused.  It  is  only 
just  to  say,  and  no  exaggeration,  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  ever  had  in  its  membership  and  service  a  stronger 
or  more  useful  member,  or  a  more  commanding  personality. 

After  earning  and  well  deserving  the  promotion,  he  was  elected 
Deputy  Grand  Sire  at  the  Des  Moines  session  in  1902.  In  the  summer  of 
1904  the  hitherto  healthful  and  active  man  was  stricken  with  the  illness 
from  which  he  never  recovered,  and  not  being  physically  able  to  attend 
the  San  Francisco  session  of  1904,  he,  several  weeks  before  that  session, 
forwarded  to  the  speaker,  who  was  then  Grand  Sire,  his  written  resigna¬ 
tion  as  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  was  prepared  and  expected  to  forego 
election  and  honor  as  Grand  Sire,  which  all  were  anxious  to  confer 
upon  him.  The  proffered  resignation  brought  me  sorrow,  and  feeling 
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that  he  must  not  decline  the  exalted  station  of  Grand  Sire  because  he 
could  not  be  present  at  the  session,  a  letter  was  transmitted  expressing 
this  view,  and  he  was  advised  that  his  resignation  as  Deputy  Grand  Sire 
would  not  be  presented.  His  reply  modified  his  position  to  the  extent 
of  authorizing  me  to  present  the  resignation  or  not  as  was  deemed  best. 
The  resignation  was  not  presented;  he  was  unanimously  elected  Grand 
Sire,  and  action  was  taken  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  session 
providing  for  his  installation  at  his  home  in  Allentown,  Pennsylvania,  by 
Past  Grand  Sire  Campbell. 

With  his  service  as  Grand  Sire  during  the  greater  part  of  his  term  I 
was  familiar,  being  in  close  and  constant  communication  with  him  in 
my  work  as  Grand  Secretary  from  May  12,  1905,  and  gladly  bear  testi¬ 
mony  to  what  the  records  also  show  as  to  his  great  work  in  behalf  of  the 
Order.  Knowing  his  bodily  infirmity,  my  admiration  for  his  undi¬ 
minished  clearness  of  mental  power  was  unlimited.  The  evidence  was 
ever  present  that  suffering  did  not  weaken  the  strength  or  dim  the 
brightness  of  his  wonderful  mind.  All  his  correspondence,  decisions  and 
official  acts  reflected  his  great  vigor  and  intellectuality,  and  all  who 
were  present  will  recall  with  what  grace  and  ability  he  presided  at  the 
sessions  of  1905  and  1906.  His  service  as  Grand  Sire  closed  at  the 
Toronto  session  of  1906,  and  he  then  and  there  completed  a  period  of 
twenty  years  of  active  service  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
Journals  of  all  those  years  abound  with  his  contributions  to  the  legisla¬ 
tion  and  decisions  in  behalf  of  the  Order,  which  he  loved  and  served  so 
well.  The  Order  is  richer  for  his  life  and  service,  and  he  will  live  in  its 
imperishable  records  and  in  the  hearts  of  the  membership.  It  was  my 
blessed  privilege  to  know  him  well,  to  esteem  and  love  him,  and  to  have 
the  evidence  of  his  affection  and  consideration. 

It  was  Brother  Wright,  who,  as  Grand  Sire,  in  April,  1905,  honored  me 
with  appointment  as  Grand  Secretary,  to  succeed  Brother  J.  Frank 
Grant,  deceased.  While  the  appointment  was  made  on  April  19,  business 
arrangements  rendered  it  impossible  to  enter  upon  the  duties  until  May 
12.  In  this  interval  it  was  realized  that  the  change  to  be  made  in  life 
work  was  greater  than  at  first  fully  appreciated  and  at  times  doubt  and 
uncertainty  were  experienced,  even  after  appointment  as  to  whether 
the  service  should  be  entered  upon,  and  the  solution  of  these  was  greatly 
aided  and  comforted  by  the  fact  that  one  for  whom  I  had  such  high 
regard,  and  in  whose  judgment  I  reposed  such  confidence,  had  extended 
the  honor. 

After  the  close  of  the  1906  session  I  did  not  see  him  in  life  again,  and 
when  next  at  the  home  in  Allentown,  it  was  in  the  performance  of  a  sad 
duty  in  honor  of  his  memory  and  virtues  to  join  with  the  family,  loved 
ones,  brothers  and  friends,  in  his  funeral  rites,  and  in  bearing  to  the  last 
earthly  resting  place,  my  brother  and  friend. 


REMARKS  BY  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  KUYKENDALL. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Again  we  are  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  death  of  another  Past  Grand  Sire  and  to  place  on  record  in 
the  Journal  of  this  Grand  Body  our  tribute  of  love,  respect  and  admira¬ 
tion  *for  the  ability  displayed  by  our  late  deceased  brother,  Robert  E. 
Wright,  in  his  works  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  as  well  as  in  all  the  walks  of 
life.  I  well  remember  when  he  first  entered  this  Grand  Lodge  as  one 
of  the  Representatives  from  the  grand  old  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania. 
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He  was  soon  honored  by  being  placed  on  the  Committee  of  the  Judiciary, 
of  which  he  remained  a  member  and  finally  serving  as  chairman  until  he 
was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Sire.  It  fell  to  my  lot  to  serve  with  him  on 
that  committee  at  a  time  when  more  than  one  question  of  vital  im¬ 
portance  was  submitted  to  the  committee  for  adjudication,  in  the 
determination  of  which  he  was  a  leader.  Without  preparation  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  give  data  regarding  the  many  services  he  rendered  the  Order 
on  the  floor  of  this  Body.  I  recall  to  mind,  however,  two  great  and 
praiseworthy  acts  which  clearly  stamped  him  as  a  brother  quick  in 
ability  to  grasp  a  critical  point  and  instantly  seize  the  opportunity  to 
settle  successfully  conflicting  questions  of  material  advantage  to  the 
Order.  Probably  his  greatest  achievement  was  a  lengthy  report  as 
chairman  on  a  question,  the  subject  matter  of  which  I  cannot  at  this 
moment  recall  which  in  phraseology  and  clear  exposition  of  the  law  has 
seldom,  if  ever,  been  equalled  by  any  report  adopted  by  this  Grand 
Lodge.  It  is  well  worth  the  time  which  may  be  spent  in  finding,  perusing 
and  studying  it  as  a  gem  in  the  literature  of  our  Order.  The  report  just 
submitted  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Underwood  and  adopted  with  such 
unanimity  leaves  little  that  can  be  added  to  the  life  history  of  our 
lamented  brother  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  citizen,  father,  husband,  brother  and 
friend,  and  yet  I  wish  to  add  a  few  words  on  this  occasion  to  express 
my  great  admiration  and  esteem  for  him  as  one  of  the  ablest  members 
who  ever  graced  a  seat  in  this  Grand  Body,  as  a  great  conservative  and 
impartial  presiding  officer,  though  sorely  afflicted  physically,  but  above  it 
all  for  the  true  and  tried,  unbroken  friendship  which  existed  between  us 
during  the  many  years  of  our  service  together  in  this  Grand  Body. 
Another  intellectual  giant  who  materially  aided  in  shaping  the  destiny 
of  our  Order  has  fallen,  thus  obeying  the  last  great  summons  which 
comes  to  all.  Like  him  let  us  all  set  our  earthly  tabernacles  in  order 
that  we  too  may  be  prepared  to  answer  without  fear  the  summons  of  the 
Great  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe  and  meet  our  brother  in  the  great 
unknown  beyond. 


REMARKS  BY  GRAND  SIRE  COCKRUM. 

Representatives. — I  feel  that  I  cannot  allow  this  matter  to  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  without  saying  a  few  words  in  favor  of  the  pending  resolution. 
I  knew  Brother  Wright  very  intimately.  When  I  first  entered  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  his  was  one  of  the  commanding  personages  I  soon 
discovered.  He  was  always  clear  in  his  statements,  sound  in  his 
opinions  and  advice,  firm  and  determined  in  any  position  taken  by  him, 
but  just,  fair  and  impartial  in  his  work.  He  was  an  able  advocate,  a 
thorough,  scholarly  lawyer,  an  honest  man  endowed  with  the  highest 
ability  of  every  nature.  He  was  a  strong  leader.  A  suggestion  by  him 
was  usually  respected  as  worthy  of  immediate  adoption.  His  imprint 
upon  our  records  will  long  live  as  the  embodiment  of  the  best  thought 
in  connection  with  the  Order’s  progress. 

He  was  a  companionable  and  reliable  friend.  His  word  was  as  final 
as  his  bond.  Always  keeping  in  mind  his  duty  to  the  Order  he  was  ever 
ready  to  help  those  who  relied  upon  him  in  every  way  possible.  His 
private  life  was  exemplary;  his  home  life  was  ideal;  his  official  life  as 
Grand  Sire  was,  without  doubt,  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  able  leaders 
since  the  foundation  of  our  beloved  Order.  His  work  as  leader,  worker, 
citizen,  neighbor,  friend,  husband,  father  and  brother,  was  completed 
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and  finished  and  a  life  of  usefulness  rounded  out  in  keeping  with  his 
work  while  actively  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  life’s  duties. 

No  more  we  shall  see  him  amongst  us.  He  has  gone  to  his  reward. 
His  examples  and  virtues  are  worthy  our  earnest  emulation.  May  we 
so  live  that  when  our  summons  comes  it  may  he  said  of  us,  as  of  Brother 
Wright,  that  we  have  lived  a  life  of  usefulness  and  purpose  and  have 
discharged  our  duties  as  friend  and  brother  in  the  same  manner  and  the 
same  high  character  as  they  have  been  discharged  by  him. 

REMARKS  BY  REP.  MOHR,  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — As  one  of  the  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Pennsylvania,  I  desire  to  pay 
my  humble  tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  personal  friend,  a  fellow  citizen 
and  a  co-worker  in  the  great  Order  of  Odd  Fellowship,  the  late  Robert 
Emmet  Wright,  Past  Grand  Sire.  He  was  born  and  raised  in  the  same 
city  where  I  hail  from.  He  was  an  associate  in  the  legal  profession, 
was  interested  in  many  business  propositions  where,  besides  our 
fraternal  relations,  there  was  formed  an  intimacy  and  friendship  that 
spanned  a  period  of  more  than  thirty  years  and  continued  until  the 
close  of  his  earthly  existence. 

It  is  sad  to  think  that  a  life  so  good  and  kind,  so  bright  and  cheer¬ 
ful,  diffusing  in  its  pathway  the  rays  of  perennial  sunshine,  the  very 
spirit  of  kindly  sympathy  and  gladness,  should  ever  close.  But  it 
must  be.  However,  there  are  those  in  the  inner  circle  of  his  friendship 
that  will  remember  him,  there  are  those  who  enjoyed  his  benevolence 
and  love  who  ever  will  keep  his  memory  green  and  treasure  his 
goodness. 

The  solitary  pine  tree,  the  monarch  of  the  forest,  dies  at  the  top 
last.  High  above  all  its  companions  of  the  forest  it  raises  itself,  its 
head  seeking  the  sky.  The  lower  branches  one  by  one  fall  away, 
leaving  it  stripped  but  still  erect  and  firm  until  some  lightning  or  the 
slower  but  sure  processes  of  nature  cause  its  fall. 

The  life  of  this  pine  tree  typifies  the  life  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Robert 
E.  Wright,  closed  so  sadly  and  yet  so  peacefully  on  the  15th  day  of 
April  last.  He  died  at  the  top  last. 

Had  Brother  Wright  completed  his  earthly  life  ten  years  ago  when 
he  was  first  stricken  with  what  afterwards  proved  a  mortal  disease, 
the  shock  to  the  community,  to  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  to  the 
thousands  of  people  in  various  walks  of  life  would  have  been  one  of 
the  greatest  that  it  had  ever  experienced  by  the  taking  off  of  a  public 
benefactor,  a  foremost  citizen  and  a  leader  of  man  in  affairs.  No  one 
can  comprehend  the  chaos  and  loss  which  it  would  have  occasioned 
and  there  would  have  been  in  many  circles  necessity  for  immediate 
re-adjustments  that  would  have  been  fraught  with  the  greatest  dangers 
and  disappointments. 

Thus  he  passed  out  of  the  public  eye  for  some  time  past,  his  active 
participation  in  public  and  fraternal  affairs  ceased.  Gradually  as  his 
ailment  increased,  he  was  compelled  to  relinquish,  one  after  another, 
the  many  engagements  of  his  active  life  until  at  last  prostrated  on 
his  bed  of  suffering  and  pain,  his  noble  and  great  mind  with  its 
splendid  memory  to  the  last  was  like  a  sparkling  spring  of  perennial 
sweetness  and  joy  to  those  who  gathered  around  him,  his  friends  and 
colleagues  of  his  former  busy  days. 
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Brother  Wright’s  career  in  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  is  so  well 
known  and  has  been  so  often  commented  upon  that  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  enter  into  the  details  of  his  connection  with  his  activity 
in  and  the  high  honors  he  attained  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania 
and  in  this  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  When  serving  as  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  he  was  stricken  with  his  illness  and  was  unable  to  attend 
the  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  San  Francisco. 
He  was  willing  to  retire  and  seek  no  further  advancement  but  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  would  not  consider  it  and  he  was  elected 
Grand  Sire. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess  while  a  telegraphic  mes¬ 
sage  was  sent  to  Past  Grand  Sire  Campbell  asking  him  to  proceed 
from  his  home  at  London,  Ontario,  to  Allentown,  and  there  as  a 
special  officer  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  install  Brother  Wright 
at  his  home  as  Grand  Sire,  which  accordingly  was  done  in  the  presence 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  and 
other  Past  Grands  who  were  hurriedly  called  together  to  participate 
in  the  ceremony,  and  immediately  thereafter  the  news  was  flashed  over 
the  wires  to  the  Pacific  coast,  where  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  re¬ 
convened  and  resumed  its  business.  This  was  the  first  instance  in  the 
history  of  Odd  Fellowship  that  this  was  ever  done  and  this  act  without 
any  other  words  to  emphasize  it  showed  the  high  regard  in  which 
Brother  Wright  was  held  by  those  who  controlled  and  directed  the 
destiny  of  the  greatest  fraternal  society  in  the  world. 

Brother  Wright  did  not  disappoint  his  ardent  supporters  and  admir- 
.  ers  for  he  gave  the  Order  an  exceptionally  brilliant  administration  of 
the  high  position,  and  the  business  of  The*  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
was  conducted  in  such  a  manner  that  aroused  the  admiration  of  the 
Odd  Fellows  universally.  His  reports  were  so  interesting,  in  such 
beautiful  and  elegant  language  that  had  he  followed  literature  he 
would  have  been  a  great  success.  This  was  the  last  time  that  he 
appeared  in  any  official  capacity;  but,  to  the  last  he  was  a  staunch  and 
true  brother. 

Brother  Wright  left  to  the  Order  a  legacy  of  which  it  can  well  feel 
proud,  in  valuable  and  interesting  works,  his  splendid  compositions, 
his  eloquent  speeches  and  the  measures  of  legislation  which  he  inaugu¬ 
rated  and  accomplished.  He  is  dead,  but  he  still  lives  in  the  hearts  of 
his  brethren,  and  he  will  live  on  the  pages  of  our  history  as  long  as 
our  history  shall  endure  and  as  long  as  our  Order  shall  be  true  and 
loyal  to  its  cardinal  principles  and  teach  the  lessons  of  true  brother¬ 
hood  to  all  mankind. 

Let  us  cherish  the  life  and  memory  of  Robert  E.  Wright  and  at  the 
same  time  let  us  never  forget  the  duty  that  we  owe  to  our  Order  which 
he  so  beautifully  expressed  in  that  touchingly  sincere  tribute  that  he 
gave  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Sire  James  B.  Nicholson  in  a 
memorial  address  delivered  at  Gettysburg,  in  1901,  when  he  said: 

“  Let  the  stream  of  benevolence  pass  by  us,  as  pure  as  when  it 
reached  us,  that  those  who  come  after  us  may  use  and  enjoy  it  un¬ 
adulterated  by  any  act  of  ours;  let  each  lodge-room  be  a  center  round 
which  the  wise  and  good  of  every  community  may  gather  in  works 
of  human  benefaction.  Let  the  widows  and  the  orphans,  and  all  the 
worthy  poor  around  you  feel  its  beneficent  influence.  Let  vice  be  dis¬ 
couraged  and  virtue  respected,  regardless  of  the  robes  or  rags  with 
which  they  are  invested. 
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“  This  is  our  work.  We  may  meet  with  opposition  here  or  elsewhere; 
nevertheless  press  on  in  our  career,  the  world  will  some  day  do  us 
justice;  and  if  it  never  does,  what  matters  it?  There  is  a  time  coming 
when  it  will  be  done;  a  day  when  all  that  is  dark  shall  be  made  clear 
and  bright;  when  misconception  and  detraction  shall  cease;  when  all 
who  have  truly  loved  their  fellow  men  shall  bathe  in  the  fountain  of 
infinite  love.” 

I  cannot  close  this  brief  tribute  to  his  memory  more  appropriately 
than  by  quoting  the  tender  words  of  the  poet  Whittier: 

“  He  has  done  the  work  of  a  true  man; 

Crown  him,  honor  him,  love  him; 

Weep  over  him  tears  of  woman, 

Stoop  manliest  brows  above  him.

“  No  duty  could  overtask  him, 

No  need  his  will  outrun; 

Or  ever  our  lips  could  ask  him 
His  hands  the  work  had  done.” 

The  question  being  on  the  report,  it  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Report  87.  By  Rep.  Marks,  of  Nebraska,  from  the  Committee 
on  the  Rebekah  Degree : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Rebekah  Degree,  to  whom  was  referred  Resolu¬ 
tion  No.  24,  page  750,  by  Rep.  Houck,  of  Ohio,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
we  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  it  for  adoption. 

Signed  by  the  Committee.

We  also  find  that  while  there  has  been  an  increase  in  admissions,  there 
has  been  a  reduction  in  expense  of  maintenance,  $651,548.45  being  ex¬ 
pended  during  the  year  1911  or  $9009.34  less  than  the  previous  year. 
This  is  very  gratifying,  as  it  shows  that  the  various  Jurisdictions  are 
evidently  giving  closer  attention  to  the  management  of  their  Homes. 

Many  Jurisdictions  have  erected  additional  buildings  or  enlarged  their 
present  buildings.  Idaho  and  Colorado  have  secured  sites  and  will  soon 
erect  Homes. 

And  we  note  with  pleasure  that  the  few  Jurisdictions  which  do  not 
now  maintain  Homes  are  accumulating  funds  for  the  purpose,  and  it  will 
be  but  a  few  years  until  every  Jurisdiction  will  have  its  Home. 

We  attended  sessions  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  National  Home  Association 
and  feel  that  superintendents,  matrons,  and  other  officers  of  our  Homes 
are  greatly  benefited  by  exchange  of  ideas  that  these  meetings  make 
possible. 
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Our  Homes  are  the  flavor  and  fruit  of  the  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
They  appeal  to  the  world  and  to  us.  May  they  continue  to  be  supported 
and  maintained  in  liberality  and  love,  remembering  that  “  It  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.”

Rep.  Cavalsky,  of  British  Columbia,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Edward  Quennell,  Past  Grand 
Master,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born 
in  Sussex,  England,  1846,  and  died  on  April  26,  1912,  in  his  66th  year. 
In  the  early  sixties  he  arrived  in  British  Columbia  and  made  Nanaimo 
his  home,  started  in  business  and  prospered.  He  was  an  active  member 
of  the  City  Council  of  which  he  was  Alderman  for  fifteen  years  and 
Mayor  for  two  years  and  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees 
for  twenty  years. 

He  was  an  active  and  prominent  member  of  our  beloved  Order,  a 
charter  member  of  Black  Diamond  Lodge,  No.  5,  in  1874,  and  chairman 
of  the  Trustee  Board  for  twenty-three  years.  He  was  elected  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia  in  1890,  and  was  a 
charter  member  of  Nanaimo  Encampment,  No.  4,  and  elected  the  first 
Grand  Patriarch  in  the  Grand  Encampment  1891  and  represented  the 
same  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1892-1893. 

Brother  Quennell  was  always  regarded  as  an  earnest  advocate  of  the 
principles  of  our  Order  and  a  firm  believer  in  the  great  doctrines  of 
Odd  Fellowship.  He  was  ever  faithful  and  untiring  in  the  work  in  which 
he  was  so  generously  endowed.  He  was  a  just  man,  always  ready  to 
lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  suffering  and  distressed.  He  possessed  a 
warm  heart  and  his  friendship  was  true  and  steadfast  under  all  cir¬ 
cumstances.

Brother  Winn  was  an  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellow  and  did  much  to  spread 
the  gospel  of  fraternity  and  brotherhood  in  far-away  California  during 
her  pioneer  days. 

Brother  Winn  was  a  good  man,  he  stood  for  the  best  in  social,  civil  and 
fraternal  life,  and  the  memory  of  his  sweet  life  will  linger  long  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  California.

Whose  life  has  closed  its  span, 

Beneath  this  stone  a  brother  sleeps 
Who  loved  his  fellow  man.” 

Clarence  P.  Elder,  Past  Grand  Representative,  of  Colorado,  aged  73 
years,  born  in  Columbus,  Pennsylvania,  was  initiated  an  Odd  Fellow  in 
Kosciusko  Lodge,  No.  6,  at  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  moved  to  Colorado  in  1863 
and  united  with  Union  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Denver,  in  1865,  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  and  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  which  framed  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution.  In  1869,  Brother 
Elder  was  installed  into  the  office  of  Grand  Master  of  Colorado,  being 
the  third  Grand  Master  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  was  chosen  Grand 
Patriarch  when  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Colorado  was  instituted. 
He  was  the  first  Grand  Representative  of  Colorado  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  United  States  (now  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge)  and  ably  filled  that 
position  for  many  years.  During  his  service  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Body,  he  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Durham  and  that 
friendship  lasted  through  life  and  was  one  of  Brother  Elder’s  fondest 
recollections.  He  was  always  a  welcome  figure  in  both  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Grand  Encampment  of  his  Jurisdiction,  and  also  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

He  was  a  successful  business  man,  besides  he  held  several  political 
positions,  in  which  offices  he  faithfully  discharged  every  duty  imposed 
upon  him.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Territorial  and  State  legislatures, 
and  was  an  active  and  most  useful  member  of  the  Constitutional  Con¬ 
vention  that  prepared  the  Constitution  of  Colorado,  upon  the  admission 
of  that  State  into  the  Union. 

In  every  position  he  held,  whether  political  or  fraternal,  Past  Grand 
Representative  Clarence  P.  Elder  performed  his  work  faithfully  and 
thoroughly,  always  justifying  the  confidence  placed  in  him.  He  was  a 
zealous  Odd  Fellow  to  the  end,  a  loyal  and  true  friend,  and  one  of  Colo¬ 
rado’s  pioneers,  beloved  and  respected  by  all.

Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Bro.  Charles  C.  Jackson,  Past  Grand  Master, 
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Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  passed  out  of  this 
world  and  into  the  more  beautiful  life  beyond. 

Brother  Jackson’s  death  occurred  on  July  19  last  and  was  due  to  old 
age.  For  many  years,  and  up  to  the  time  when  the  infirmities  of  age  had 
crept  upon  him  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  get 
about,  he  was  an  earnest,  faithful  worker.  The  high  moral  tone  of  the 
Order  in  Connecticut  is  largely  due  to  his  influence  and  example. 

Gentle,  kindly,  generous  and  sternly  opposed  to  anything  that  seemed 
to  lead  to  infringement  of  correct  practices  in  the  Order,  and  in  the 
community  in  which  he  lived,  he  gathered  about  him  a  vast  number  of 
friends  who  have  been  plunged  into  deep  sorrow  by  his  death. 

Brother  Jackson  was  born  at  Derby,  Connecticut,  December  31,  1823, 
and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  the  ninetieth  year  of  his  age.  He  was 
initiated  into  Ousatonic  Lodge,  No.  6,  January  13,  1845,  transferred  his 
membership  afterward  to  Nangatuck,  No.  63,  of  Ansonia,  of  which  he 
was  a  member  when  he  died.  He  joined  Sassacus  Encampment,  No.  1, 
in  1850,  holding  his  membership  as  long  as  he  lived. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Brother  Jackson  joined  the  Order  almost  exactly 
one  year  after  he  became  eligible  and  at  the  date  of  his  death  was  the 
oldest  member  in  the  Jurisdiction,  in  point  of  continuous  membership. 

Brother  Jackson  served  a  term  as  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Connecticut  in  1856-1857,  and  represented  that  Body  in 
1858-1859.  He  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  in 
1868-1869  and  represented  that  Grand  Body  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  1869-1870.

William  N.  Andrew,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Connecticut,  died  April  22,  1912.  He  was 
Grand  Patriarch  April  16,  1877,  to  October  16,  1877;  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  1878  and  1879.  He  was  an  active  worker  in  all  branches  of  the  Order 
for  many  years,  a  loyal  and  true  friend.  He  has  gone  to  his  reward 
possessing  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  people  and  lamented  by  his 
friends  and  brothers. 

Eeps.  Brown,  Stocking,  Sayler  and  Davis,  of  Illinois,  submitted 
the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  becomes  our  painful  duty 
to  report  to  this  Grand  Body  the  death  of  two  Past  Grand  Representatives 
during  the  year. 

Past  Grand  Representative  Theodore  Finn,  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  of  Illinois,  died  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  where  he  resided,  on  April 
7,  1912.  Brother  Finn  was  one  of  the  representative  business  men  of 
Chicago;  one  of  the  best  known  and  most  highly  respected  members  of 
the  Order.  He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  March  21,  1860, 
and  received  his  education  in  the  schools  of  that  place.  At  the  age  of  six¬ 
teen  he  became  errand  boy  in  an  establishment  that  made  military  uni1- 
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forms,  and  secret  society  supplies,  where,  by  strict  fidelity  to  every  duty 
he  was  continually  advanced  until  he  became  department  manager.  In 
1894  he  moved  to  Chicago  and  assisted  in  the  organization  of  a  manu¬ 
facturing  company,  conducting  the  same  line  of  business,  and  became  its 
secretary  and  treasurer,  continuously  holding  this  position  until  his 
death. 

When  21  years  of  age  he  became  a  member  of  our  Order,  and  at  time 
of  his  death  was  Past  Grand  of  Cook  County  Lodge,  No.  240,  Past  Chief 
Patriarch  of  Chicago  Encampment,  No.  10,  a  member  of  Cook  County 
Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  90,  and  Canton  Jackson  Park,  Patriarchs  Militant. 

In  1903  he  was  appointed  Grand  Sentinel  of  the  Grand  Encampment, 
and  reappointed  in  1904.  In  1905  he  was  appointed  a  director  of  our 
Orphans’  Home,  and  served  the  Order  in  that  capacity  faithfully  and  most 
efficiently  for  five  years.  In  September,  1906,  he  was  appointed  Grand 
Representative  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Illinois,  to  fill  a  vacancy 
by  resignation,  and  was  elected  Grand  Representative  at  the  following 
session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  to  fill  out  the  term.  He  served  as 
Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Illinois  in  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  session  of  1906  and  1907.  He  was  for  many  years 
Adjutant-General  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  Illinois,  which  position 
he  resigned  to  accept  the  appointment  of  Chief-of-Equipment  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant,  on  the  staff  of  General  Raney. 

Brother  Finn  was  a  man  of  highest  personal  integrity,  and  one  who 
never  forgot  that  kindness  makes  all  hearts  glad,  he  ever  had  a  warm 
hand  clasp  and  a  pleasant  word  for  every  one  he  met.  He  combined  the 
qualities  of  sound  business  judgment,  keen  insight  into  human  nature 
and  pleasant  personality  that  made  him  a  power  in  every  undertaking 
that  enlisted  his  support.  He  was  a  living  demonstration  that  friend¬ 
ship,  love  and  truth  are  potent  factors  in  business  success  as  well  as 
social  and  fraternal  undertakings. 

His  remains  were  removed  to  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  interment  was  in 
the  cemetery  in  that  city  on  April  10,  1912. 

.As  Odd  Fellows,  we  are  taught  to  have  faith  in  the  Creator,  and  to  bow

Past  Grand  Representative  John  P.  Foss,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  of  Illinois,  was  born  in  the  city  of  Stafford,  New  Hampshire, 
July  28,  1816,  and  while  still  a  young  man  moved  to  Chicago,  Illinois, 
where  in  1844  he  became  &  member  of  our  Order,  joining  Union  Lodge, 
No.  9,  and  was  a  charter  member  of  Chicago  Lodge,  No.  55,  organized 
July  14,  1849.  In  1855  he  became  a  member  of  Chicago  Encampment, 
No.  10,  transferring  his  membership  in  1872  to  Excelsior  Encampment, 
No.  2,  all  of  Chicago. 

In  1863  he  was  appointed  Grand  Representative  from  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Illinois  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  resignation.  In  1880  he 
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served  as  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment,  and  was  Grand 
Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Encampment  from  1884  to  1898  inclusive.  He 
served  as  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  in  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  sessions  of  1865  and  1866. 

Brother  Foss  was  a  genuine  Odd  Fellow  and  loved  the  Order  to  which 
he  had  belonged  so  long,  and  served  so  faithfully;  genial  and  pleasant 
to  meet,  and  ever  ready  to  do  what  he  could  for  the  advancement  of  Odd 
Fellowship.  Through  adversity  overtaking  him  in  his  declining  years, 
he  found  it  necessary  to  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  he  had  helped  to 
make  possible,  and  took  up  his  abode  at  the  Old  Folks’  Home,  at  Mattoon, 
where  on  the  evening  of  August  19,  1912,  at  the  age  of  96  years  and  22 
days,  his  spirit  departed  to  the  great  beyond.

Reps.  Kemper  and  Cole,  of  Kansas,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — William  T.  Taylor,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  of  Kansas,  was  born  in 
Sangamon  County,  Illinois,  on  May  21,  1844,  where  he  grew  up  and 
received  his  education.  He  taught  school  and  later  took  up  medicine  as 
a  profession.  From  Illinois  he  moved  to  Marion  County,  Iowa,  and  after 
a  short  residence  there  located  in  western  Kansas  in  1874,  and  soon  aftdr 
came  to  Topeka,  where  he  made  his  residence  until  the  time  of  his  death 
with  the  exception  of  a  short  residence  in  Menlo,  Kansas. 

Brother  Taylor  was  initiated  into  the  Order  in  Iowa  and  later  united 
with  Shawnee  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  Topeka,  on  Withdrawal  Card,  retaining 
his  membership  in  No.  1,  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  Grand  Master  of  Kansas  in  1895  and  Grand  Representative  in 
1897  and  1898. 

Brother  Taylor  died  at  his  residence  in  Topeka,  January  20,  1912, 
following  a  sickness  of  short  duration.

It  becomes  our  sad  duty  to  report  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  and 
Past  Grand  Representative  Levi  Ferguson,  of  Kansas.  Brother  Ferguson 
was  born  May  29,  1841,  in  Pike  County,  Indiana.  He  joined  the  Union 
Army  July  1,  1861,  and  served  throughout  the  war  with  much  distinction. 
He  was  mustered  in  as  a  private  and  at  the  close  of  the  war  was  mustered 
out  with  the  title  of  brevet  major. 

He  moved  from  Indiana  to  Kansas  in  1887  and  settled  at  Wellington. 
He  was  Probate  Judge  of  Sumner  County  one  term  and  postmaster  8 
years  in  Wellington. 

He  joined  the  Order  in  1866  in  Indiana  and  when  he  came  to  Kansas 
he  transferred  his  membership  to  Wellington,  and  remained  a  member  of 
that  lodge  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

In  1894  he  was  elected  Grand  Master  of  Kansas  and  represented  the 
State  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1896  at  Dallas,  Texas,  and  in  1897 
at  Springfield,  Ill.

He  was  a  peacemaker  and  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Kansas  will  long  remem¬ 
ber  his  ardent  and  unselfish  work. 

Reps.  Miller,  Robinson,  Merrill  and  Kimball,  of  Maine,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives . — It  is  with  sincere  regret  that 
the  Representatives  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maine  announce  the  death 
of  Past  Grand  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Master  Edward  W.  Conant, 
which  occurred  at  his  home  in  Oldtown,  Maine,  August,  1912. 

Edward  Weston  Conant  was  born  in  Winterport,  Maine,  June  24,  1837. 
He  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  his  native  town,  but  left  school  at 
the  age  of  17  years  to  enter  the  store  of  Kaler  &  Co.  as  clerk,  where  he 
remained  two  years.  The  senior  member  of  the  firm  was  Otis  Kaler, 
afterwards  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine.  In  1858  Mr. 
Conant  removed  to  Milford,  Maine,  where  he  engaged  in  the  lumber  and 
stock  business,  remaining  there  ten  years.  In  1869  he  became  a  resident 
of  Oldtown  in  which  place  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death.  Here 
he  engaged  in  the  grocery  business  and  continued  in  the  same  until 
1880.  He  then  formed  the  copartnership  of  Conant,  White  &  Co.  in  the 
manufacture  of  lumber  which  firm  continued  until  1891  when  it  was 
changed  to  Conant  &  Carr,  and  now  bears  that  name.  Mr.  Conant  was 
always  one  of  the  solid  business  men  of  Oldtown,  and  closely  identified 
with  the  city’s  interests.  From  1891  to  1897  he  was  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Registration,  when  he  resigned  to  accept  the  officer  of  assessor 
for  three  years  and  was  re-elected  in  1901. 

Mr.  Conant  became  an  Odd  Fellow,  December  2,  1870,  by  joining 
Tarratine  Lodge,  No.  27,  of  Oldtown,  and  was  ever  known  as  a  faithful 
worker  in  the  Order.  In  1872  was  elected  Noble  Grand.  In  1886,  the  next 
year  after  he  was  Grand  Master,  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  his  lodge 
and  continued  to  hold  the  position  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  one 
of  those  Odd  Fellows  who  believed  that  his  interest  should  not  cease  in 
the  subordinate  lodge  because  he  held  high  offices  in  the  Grand  Bodies. 
Mr.  Conant  became  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  annual  session 
held  in  August,  1876,  and  was  appointed  District  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
serving  faithfully  for  two  years.  In  1883  he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  never  having  served  as  Grand  Warden.  At  the  annual  session 
held  in  Bangor,  August  12,  1884,  he  was  elected  Grand  Master.  A 
memorial  day  for  commemorating  the  memory  of  deceased  brothers  and 
for  the  decoration  of  their  graves  was  established  during  his  term.  Mr. 
Conant  was  elected  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
for  a  term  of  two  years,  serving  his  Jurisdiction  faithfully  and  honorably. 
December  21,  1871,  he  became  a  member  of  Oldtown  Encampment,  No.  12. 
He  passed  all  the  Chairs  in  that  body,  and  in  1883  was  elected  Treasurer, 
an  office  he  held  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  charter  member 
of  Myrtle  Rehekah  Lodge,  No.  14,  and  a  former  President  of  the  Past 
Grand  Representatives’  Association. 

Mr.  Conant  was  kindly  and  courteous  in  his  relations  with  his  fellow- 
men,  an  honorable  citizen,  a  faithful  official,  and  a  true  Odd  Fellow.  He 
was  a  man  of  opinions  and  convictions,  but  he  did  not  make  himself 
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obnoxious  in  giving  expression  to  them.  “  He  rests  from  his  labors,  and 
his  works  do  follow  him.”

The  Representatives  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maine  have  the  sad  duty 
to  perform  of  announcing  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand 
Representative  Gorham  Nash  Weymouth,  of  Maine. 

Brother  Weymouth  was  a  native  of  Maine,  born  on  a  farm  in  the  town 
of  Lyman,  January  15, 1841.  Shortly  after  attaining  his  majority  he  went 
to  Biddeford  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Mr.  Luther  T.  Mason  with 
whom  he  later  formed  a  partnership  under  the  firm  name  of  Mason  & , 
Weymouth.  He  held  many  positions  of  trust  in  business  and  civic  affairs, 
among  them  being  recorder  of  the  Municipal  Court  for  21  years,  city 
solicitor,  President  of  Common  Council,  Alderman,  School  Committee, 
representative  in  the  State  legislature,  Secretary  Biddeford  Board  of 
Trade,  Treasurer  Maine  State  Board  of  Trade. 

Brother  Weymouth  was  interested  in  social,  religious,  and  fraternal 
work.  While  holding  membership  in  several  fraternal  organizations,  it 
was  in  Odd  Fellowship  he  achieved  his  greatest  honors.  He  became 
interested  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  1869  when  he  was  initiated  into  Laconia 
Lodge,  No.  44,  of  Biddeford.  His  progress  in  the  Order  was  rapid  and  in 
1879  he  was  made  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  At  the  close  of 
Brother  Weymouth’s  term  as  Grand  Master  he  was  unable  to  accept  the 
election  as  Grand  Representative,  but  in  1893  when  opportunity  offered 
he  was  unanimously  elected  to  represent  Maine  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  which  Body  he  served  with  distinction.  Brother  Weymouth 
was  also  a  loyal  and  enthusiastic  member  of  the  Encampment,  Patriarchs 
Militant,  and  Rebekah  branches  of  the  Order. 

On  December  6,  1865,  Brother  Weymouth  was  married  to  Sarah  Abbie 
Hayes,  Parsonsfield,  who,  with  one  daughter,  survives  the  husband 
and  father.  His  death,  which  occurred  February  19,  1912,  after  an  illness 
of  some  months,  leaves  not  only  a  large  circle  of  friends,  but  also  the 
entire  membership  of  a  great  Fraternity  mourning  his  loss.

For  the  third  time  during  the  current  year  the  Representatives  from 
Maine  are  called  upon  to  announce  the  death  of  a  Past  Grand  Patriarch 
and  Past  Grand  Representative.  On  June  23,  1912,  Milton  Higgins,  who 
had  filled  both  of  these  honorable  and  responsible  positions  died  at  his 
home  in  Portland,  Maine,  at  the  age  of  83  years.  Patriarch  Higgins  for 
many  years  conducted  a  large  and  profitable  business  on  Commercial 
Street,  retiring  about  twenty  years  ago  from  active  work.  He  became 
much  interested  in  Odd  Fellowship  early  in  life,  nearly  always  occupying 
some  official  position,  and  serving  on  imnortant  committees.  He  was  a 
Past  Grand  of  Harmony  Lodge,  in  which  he  held  membership,  and  a  Past 
Chief  Patriarch  of  Machigonne  Encamnment.  He  was  elected  Grand 
Junior  Warden  of  the  Grand  Encampment  in  Aueust,  1883,  passing 
through  the  successive  Chairs  and  served  as  Grand  Patriarch,  the  term 
of  1885  and  1886,  and  as  Grand  Representative  in  1886  and  1887,  at 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  at  Denver,  Colorado,  where  he  faithfully 
discharged  every  duty  devolving  upon  him.  He  was  also  a  charter 
member  of  Woodbine  Rebekah  Lodge.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Aged 
Brotherhood  of  the  city  of  Portland,  and  had  served  as  its  president. 
He  was  a  man  highly  esteemed  by  his  associates  in  all  the  walks  of 
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life,  and  while  never  a  seeker  after  office  he  was  elected  and  served  as 
a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  his  city  for  the  years  of  1884  and 
1885,  and  had,  it  is  said,  served  on  more  juries  than  almost  any  man 
who  ever  resided  in  his  community,  thus  showing  in  a  striking  manner 
the  confidence  reposed  in  him.  He  is  survived  by  one  son,  Harry  S. 
Higgins,  of  New  York,  and  one  daughter  who  resides  in  Portland.

It  is  with  heartfelt  sorrow  that  the  Representatives  from  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Maine  report  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand 
Patriarch  and  Grand  Secretary  Herbert  W.  Sears,  who  had  represented 
that  Jurisdiction  in  this  Grand  Body  for  three  years,  being  with  us  at 
the  last  session  in  1911.  Thus  has  Maine  lost  one  of  its  most  zealous 
members  of  the  Order  who,  by  continuous  service,  had  endeared  himself 
tc  the  Fraternity  in  a  manner  equalled  by  few  men. 

Herbert  W.  Sears  was  born  in  Portland,  Maine,  January  7,  1863.  When 
seven  years  of  age  his  father  moved  to  Sandwich,  Massachusetts,  his 
native  town,  where  he  attended  the  public  schools,  returning  to  Portland 
in  1877,  where  he  ever  after  resided.  In  his  young  manhood  he  entered 
an  office  as  an  insurance  clerk,  and  later  the  Portland  Company  em¬ 
ployed  him  about  their  works,  subsequent  to  which  for  some  years  he  was 
in  the  grocery  business.  He  became  an  Odd  Fellow  February  19,  1887, 
and  united  with  the  Encampment  branch  March  2,  1888,  and  with  Canton 
Ridgely,  June  8,  1898,  and  with  Mrs.  Sears  joined  the  Rebekah  branch 
in  1901.  In  all  these  various  branches  he  took  an  active  part,  his 
ritualistic  work  being  hard  to  surpass.  Brother  Sears  passed  through  all 
the  Chairs  in  both  lodge  and  encampment,  entering  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
August,  1891,  and  the  Grand  Encampment  in  October,  1893,  passing 
through  the  several  Chairs  in  both  Bodies,  being  Grand  Patriarch  in 
1904-1905  and  Grand  Master  in  1909-1910,  and  upon  the  death  of  Grand 
Secretary  Russell  G.  Dyer  he  was  appointed  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Scribe,  which  positions  he  filled  most  faithfully  until  death  called  him 
home.  He  was  also  an  honored  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  having 
taken  the  York  Rite  degrees  and  the  Scottish  up  to  and  including  the  32d. 
He  leaves  to  mourn  his  loss  a  devoted  wife  together  with  a  son,  daughter, 
and  a  host  of  friends.

It  is  with  feeling  of  deep  regret  that  the  Representatives  from  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Maine  announce  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and 
Past  Grand  Representative  James  N.  Read,  who  died  at  his  home  in 
Portland  on  February  9, 1912.  Brother  Read  was  born  in  Windham,  near 
Portland,  on  October  17,  1820,  and  was  therefore  of  the  same  age  as  the 
State  of  Maine,  a  fact  often  alluded  to  by  him.  He  came  to  Portland  at 
the  age  of  17  years  and  made  it  his  home  for  more  than  73  years,  being 
91  years  and  3  months  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  con¬ 
tractor  and  builder  for  many  years  and  worked  upon  some  of  the  finest 
of  the  old  Portland  buildings.  He  identified  himself  with  Odd  Fellowship 
very  soon  after  it  was  established  in  Maine,  becoming  a  member  of  Maine 
Lodge,  No.  1,  which  was  instituted  August  25,  1843.  He  always  took  great 
interest  in  the  Order,  passing  through  the  successive  Chairs  in  both 
lodge  ana  encampment;  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  of  Maine  in  1866,  to  which  position  he  was  re-elected,  an  honor 
rarely  conferred  in  this  Jurisdiction.  He  served  two  years  in  this  Grand 
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Body,  at  the  session  in  Baltimore  in  1873,  and  at  Atlanta  in  1874,  dis¬ 
charging  every  duty  incumbent  on  him  with  fidelity.  He  had  for  several 
years  been  the  oldest  Odd  Fellow  in  Maine,  but  notwithstanding  his 
great  age  he  maintained  his  interest  and  was  a  constant  attendant  upon 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  sessions,  and  at  the  last  Grand 
Lodge  meeting,  although  somewhat  feeble,  stood  in  the  receiving  line  at 
the  reception  given  the  Grand  Master.  He  had  been  Treasurer  of  the 
Past  Grand  Representatives’  Association  for  many  years,  also  member  of 
the  Aged  Brotherhood  and  had  been  its  president.  He  was  much  respected 
by  the  community  in  which  he  lived  and  much  beloved  by  Odd  Fellows 
in  all  parts  of  Maine  who  met  him  in  the  annual  sessions  of  all  branches 
of  the  Order.

It  would  seem  that  the  Great  Archer  found  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maine 
shining  marks  for  his  arrows  the  present  year  for  we  are  again  com¬ 
pelled  to  record  the  death  of  another  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past 
Grand  Representative;  for,  on  the  morning  of  July  14,  1912,  Horatio  K. 
Colesworthy  passed  from  earth  to  the  great  beyond.  Brother  Coles¬ 
worthy  had  been  in  poor  health  for  a  long  time,  afflicted  with  an  incur¬ 
able  disease  which  made  him  somewhat  despondent  as  he  had  not  been 
able  to  engage  in  any  active  employment.  He  was  a  man  of  a  genial 
and  pleasant  disposition,  and  one  who  was  always  worthy  of  trust,  being 
for  many  years  timekeeper  in  the  public  works  department  of  Portland, 
the  city  where  he  was  born,  lived  and  died,  previous  to  which  he  had  been 
bookkeeper  in  a  large  Commercial  Street  house. 

Brother  Colesworthy  became  interested  in  Odd  Fellowship  early  in  life, 
being  a  member  and  Past  Noble  Grand  of  Ligonia  Lodge,  No.  5,  also  a 
member  and  Past  Chief  Patriarch  of  Falmouth  Encampment,  No.  11, 
taking  an  active  interest  in  both,  but  particularly  in  the  Encampment 
branch,  going  through  all  the  Grand  Chairs,  serving  as  Grand  High  Priest 
two  years  which  is  unusual  in  this  Jurisdiction.  He  was  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch  in  1897,  Grand  Representative  in  1898  and  1899,  attended  the  sessions 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  at  Boston  and  Detroit,  faithfully 
attending  to  all  duties  assigned  him.  He  was  about  67  years  old  at  the 
time  of  his  decease.  .  I 

Eeps.  Foxwell,  Chapman,  Cook  and  Young,  of  Maryland,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  is  with  deep  sorrow  and 
regret  that  we  are  called  upon  to  announce  the  death  of  Eugene  S.  Ander¬ 
son,  Past  Grand  Representative,  who  departed  this  life  on  June  20,  1912, 
at  the  age  of  forty-two,  and  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  the  Grand 
Patriarch  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Maryland. 

Brother  Anderson  was  initiated  into  the  Order  on  September  12,  1890, 
and  from  the  time  of  receiving  the  degree  of  Truth  he  became  an  active 
and  energetic  worker  in  the  cause.  He  was  Grand  Master  1902-1903; 
Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  1906  to  1909 
inclusive.  He  was  stricken  down  at  an  age  when  life,  beauty  and  joy 
were  at  their  height;  when  home,  family  and  friends  were  deeply  loved 
and  appreciated;  when  the  ties  of  brotherhood  were  of  the  greatest  bless- 
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ing;  when  the  charm  of  brotherly  kindness  shone  in  his  countenance; 
when  the  right  hand  of  love,  sympathy  and  helpfulness  were  extended  to 
humanity  in  all  its  trials  and  vicissitudes;  when  his  advice  and  counsel 
were  ready  as  a  leavening  power  and  influence  in  carrying  forward  the 
God-given  principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.  While  as  a  fra¬ 
ternity  we  shall  miss  him  in  all  our  councils  as  a  factor  for  the  right 
under  any  conditions,  we  feel  that  his  influence  will  ever  pervade  the 
ranks  of  Odd  Fellowship.  His  uprightness  of  character,  his  love  for  his 
brother,  have  been  stamped  upon  us  all,  and  his  life  will  always  be 
remembered  as  one  who  loved  his  fellow  man. 

Since  our  last  meeting  Maryland  has  been  called  upon  to  give  to  the 
great  beyond  Augustus  Bouldin,  Past  Grand  Master,  Past  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch,  Past  Grand  Representative  and  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Maryland. 

Brother  Bouldin  was  an  esteemed  and  honorable  citizen  of  Baltimore,  a 
man  of  the  highest  integrity,  faithful  to  duty  and  responsibility.  As  an 
Odd  Fellow  he  was  initiated  in  Oriental  Lodge,  No.  52,  in  October,  1859, 
retaining  his  membership  there  until  his  death.  He  was  Grand  Patriarch 
in  1882,  Grand  Master  in  1892,  and  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1894.  For  fifty  years  he  was  an  active  spirit  in 
the  councils  of  all  the  departments  of  work  in  Odd  Fellowship,  ever 
ready  and  willing  to  co-operate  in  the  spreading  of  the  gospel  of  Friend¬ 
ship,  Love  and  Truth. 

Therefore,  with  deep  regret  we  announce  the  departure  of  our  beloved 
brother  Augustus  Bouldin  on  February  7,  1912,  and  lament  his  death 
because  we  feel  that  Odd  Fellowship  and  humanity  have  lost  one  of  its 
beloved  servants. 

Rep.  Bryant,  of  Missouri,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — James  Asa  Gregory,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born  in  Shelby  County, 
Kentucky,  May  25,  1823.  He  spent  his  youth  on  his  father’s  farm,  attend¬ 
ing  the  local  school  and  finishing  his  education  at  the  South  Hanover 
College,  at  South  Hanover,  Indiana.  At  the  age  of  18  he  went  to  Louis¬ 
ville  to  take  up  law,  but,  after  a  few  months  study,  abandoned  the  idea 
of  a  professional  life  and  returned  to  his  father’s  farm  in  Shelby  County. 

In  1845,  at  the  age  of  22,  he  came  to  the  State  of  Missouri  and  engaged 
in  farming,  locating  in  Jackson  County  and  tilling  the  land  where  the 
principal  business  portion  of  Kansas  City  now  stands.  Later,  when  the 
town  became  a  trading  point,  he  engaged  in  the  general  merchandise 
business.  In  1862  he  sold  his  interests  in  Kansas  City  and  moved  to 
St.  Louis,  which  became  his  permanent  home.  Here  he  became  the 
senior  member  of  a  successful  commission  firm,  a  leading  spirit  in  the 
“  Merchant’s  Exchange,”  and  was  identified  with  many  of  the  enter¬ 
prising  movements  in  the  business  interests  of  the  city.  He  was  an 
industrious,  energetic  business  man,  honest  in  his  dealings,  successful 
in  his  financial  affairs,  becoming  one  of  the  solid  financiers  of  the  great 
metropolis  of  our  State. 

While  a  resident  of  Kansas  City  he  was  initiated  into  Wyandotte  Lodge, 
No.  35  (1856),  and  held  membership  in  that  lodge  until  his  transfer  to 
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St.  Louis  Lodge,  No.  5,  on  March  8,  1871.  He  passed  the  Chairs  in  both 
of  these  lodges  and  was  spoken  of  as  ritualistically  perfect  in  the  work  in 
all  the  degrees.  In  1877  he  was  elected  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Missouri  and  successively  passed  the  Chairs  of  our  Grand  Lodge, 
presiding  as  Grand  Master  at  the  May,  1880,  session.  In  September  of 
that  year  he  was  one  of  our  Grand  Representatives  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  at  the  historic  session  held  in  Toronto,  when  our  Ritual  was 
revised  and  the  work  of  the  Order  was  changed  from  five  degrees  to 
three.  After  this  active  service,  Brother  Gregory  was  spared  to  us  for 
many  years  of  splendid  service  in  the  councils  of  our  Grand  Lodge  as  a 
Past  Grand  Master,  and  gave  much  time  to  our  Order  as  chairman  of  the 
“  Odd  Fellows’  Employment  Bureau  ”  of  his  home  city.  At  the  time  of  his' 
death,  which  occurred  July  24,  1911,  Brother  Gregory  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Order  55  years. 

James  A.  Gregory  was  an  Odd  Fellow  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  term. 
He  believed  in  God  and  his  fellowman.  He  worshipped  the  one  in  a 
modest,  unassuming,  faithful  manner  and  helped  the  other  with  the  open 
hand  of  fraternal  fellowship.  It  fell  to  his  lot  to  have  the  opportunity  to 
be  of  great  benefit  to  those  about  him.  He  had  the  means  and  the  fra¬ 
ternal  inclination  to  help  those  in  distress  and  the  opportunity  was  em¬ 
braced  to  its  fullest  measure.  He  was  an  affectionate  husband,  kind 
father,  good  neighbor  and  faithful  friend.  In  his  death  Missouri  Odd 
Fellowship  lost  one  of  its  strongest  men,  a  man  who  was  respected  by  all 
who  knew  him  and  warmly  loved  by  his  intimate  and  lodge-room 
associates. 

Reps.  Story,  Arnold,  Carson  and  Marks,  of  Nebraska,  submitted 
the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Master  and  Past 
Grand  Representative  Anton  Zimmerer  was  born  in  Wurttemburg,  Ger¬ 
many,  September  15,  1832,  came  to  America  soon  after  attaining  his 
majority  settling  first  in  Springboro,  Warren  County,  Ohio,  where  he 
was  initiated  in  our  Order,  by  Lodge  No.  261,  on  September  15,  1856. 

Removing  to  Nebraska  in  April,  1857,  he  was  early  identified  with  the 
Order  in  his  new  Nebraska  home,  joining  Frontier  Lodge,  No.  3. 

He  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  in  October,  1868,  was  elected 
Grand  Treasurer  in  1870,  Grand  Master  in  1875,  and  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1876.  He  was  a  man  whom  to 
know  was  to  love,  quiet  and  moderate  in  movement  without  ostentation, 
wholly  unassuming.  He  made  acquaintances  slowly,  but  once  having 
grasped  his  hand  in  friendship,  the  clasp  was  only  broken  when  his  own 
hand  was  folded  across  his  breast  in  token  of  the  final  peace.  He  died 
in  Nebraska  City,  which  had  been  his  home,  for  more  than  a  half  century, 
on  June  27,  1911. 

Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representative  Luther  J.  Byer 
was  born  in  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  October  31,  1836. 

He  came  to  Nebraska  in  April,  1870.  He  was  by  occupation  a  carpenter 
and  contractor.  He  was  initiated  into  Odd  Fellowship  by  Fidelity  Lodge, 
No.  59,  at  Newcastle,  Henry  County,  Indiana,  on  January  1,  1870. 
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He  was  a  member  of  Capital  Lodge,  No.  11,  and  of  Saline  Encampment, 
No.  4.  He  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  in  October,  1876,  and  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  same  Jurisdiction  in  October,  1884.  He  was 
elected  Grand  Patriarch  in  October,  1891,  and  Grand  Representative  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1893.  He  was  active  and  prominent  in 
both  business  and  church  circles  in  his  home  city  until  advancing  years 
had  enfeebled  him,  and  died  on  December  18,  1911. 

Thus  our  Jurisdiction  has  lost  two  of  its  earlier  standard  bearers.  Few 
of  us  ever  became  sufficiently  acquainted  with  either  of  them  to  discover 
their  faults,  but  all  of  us  carry  a  picture  in  our  hearts  of  these  brothers 
whose  virtues  shone  with  so  much  splendor  as  to  keep  the  vices  mostly 
hidden. 

Rep.  Robertson,  of  Oklahoma,  submitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  becomes  my  painful  duty 
to  report  to  this  Sovereign  Body  the  death  of  one  of  the  best  and  truest 
Odd  Fellows  of  our  Jurisdiction,  Bro.  T.  J.  Abbott,  Past  Grand  Patriarch, 
Past  Grand  Representative  and  Past  President  of  the  Department  Council 
of  Oklahoma  Territory. 

Brother  Abbott — “  Tom  ” — as  he  was  affectionately  known  by  all  his 
friends,  was  born  in  New  York  City,  June  18,  1865,  and  died  at  El  Reno, 
Oklahoma,  February  12,  1912.  He  was  initiated  into  the  subordinate 
branch  of  our  Order  August  24,  1895,  the  Encampment  branch  October 
24, 1895,  and  the  Rebekah  degree  was  conferred  on  him  February  15,  1900. 
He  wras  a  member  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  was  honored  by  being 
chosen  as  President  of  the  Department  Council.  He  was  elected  Grand 
Patriarch  in  1901,  and  Grand  Representative  in  1903,  and  served  his  term 
in  this  Body  with  credit  to  himself  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  our 
Jurisdiction.  His  home  city  of  El  Reno  has  always  been  noted  for  its 
devotion  to  the  principles  of  our  Order,  and  for  its  high  appreciation  of 
our  membership,  and  has  within  its  citizenship,  some  of  the  brightest 
lights  in  Oklahoma  Odd  Fellowship,  but  of  all  the  active,  enthusiastic 
workers  none  excelled  Brother  Abbott  in  tireless  energy.  He  was  in 
truth  a  genuine  Odd  Fellow,  with  a  sympathy  and  love  for  humanity 
and  its  frailities  as  wide  as  the  universe.  He  spoke  ill  of  none,  but  good 
of  all.  All  men  were  his  brothers.  He  recognized  and  appreciated  the 
weaknesses  and  shortcomings  of  human  nature,  and  was  ever  on  the 
lookout  for  some  unfortunate  creature,  whether  a  member  of  our  Order 
or  not,  whom  he  might  help  by  words  of  encouragement  and  deeds  of 
genuine  charity.  He  was  liberal  to  a  fault,  and  obeyed  the  spirit  as  well 
as  the  letter  of  our  laws,  which  command  us  to  visit  the  sick,  relieve  the 
distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and  educate  the  orphan.  He  did  all  these,  and 
more,  for  he  was  a  true  Odd  Fellow  in  all  things.  He  was  self-sacrificing; 
he  was  earnest;  he  was  true.  He  had  many  faults,  what  man  amongst 
us  has  not?  But  he  wore  his  heart  on  his  sleeve  and  assumed  the  full 
responsibility  of  his  acts,  and  he  never  played  the  hypocrite.  Since  the 
death  of  his  wife,  a  few  years  ago,  whom  he  adored  and  worshipped,  he 
became  restless  and  dissatisfied.  Her  loss  was  such  a  blow  that  he  never 
fully  recovered  from  it,  and  while  yet  a  comparatively  young  man,  with 
splendid  opportunities  and  a  world  of  usefulness  before  him,  he  really 
longed  for  the  summons  that  called  him  from  the  cares  and  vicissitudes  of 
this  life  to  a  happy  reunion  with  her  on  the  other  side.  Death  to  most  of 
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us,  is  yet,  what  it  always  has  been,  a  mystery.  We  do  not  understand  it. 
Yet  in  the  Bible  we  read,  “  I  heard  a  voice  from  Heaven  saying  unto  me, 
‘  From  henceforth  blessed  are  the  dead,  for  they  rest  from  their  labors  and 
their  works  do  follow  them.’  ” 

Brother  Abbott  is  resting  from  his  labors.  Peace  to  his  ashes.

Derbyshire,  Oliver,  Meek  and  Thomson,  of  Ontario,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Frank  Jeffery,  Past  Grand 
Patriarch,  Past  Grand  Representative,  died  at  Vancouver,  B.  C.,  on 
January  8,  1912,  aged  44.  Brother  Jeffery  was  a.  member  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1902  and  1903  when  it  met  in  Des  Moines  and 
Baltimore.  A  modest  and  worthy  man  called  to  h|s  reward.

George  Bell,  Past  Grand  Patriarch  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  died 
in  Ontario  on  September  10,  1912,  aged  65  years.  He  was  a  member  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1898  and  1899  when  it  met  in  Boston  and 
Detroit.  A  true  Odd  Fellow,  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  leaving 
memories  that  will  be  long  cherished  and  preserved. 

Eeps.  Moore.  Stuart  and  McLeese,  of  Utah,  submitted  the  follow- 
mg: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Enos  D.  Hoge,*Past  Grand 
Master,  Past  Grand  Patriarch,  of  Utah,  and  Past  Grand  Representative 
and  Past  Grand  Guardian  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  was  an  active 
worker  in  all  the  branches  for  many  years,  and  his  ability  and  services 
were  recognized  by  his  filling  the  highest  offices  in  the  gift  of  our  Order 
in  his  State  of  adoption.  Brother  Hoge  came  to  the  West  in  the  year 
1867  and  settled  in  the  then  Territory  of  Utah,  practicing  his  profession, 
that  of  attorney-at-law,  and  his  legal  ability  was  widely  recognized.  He 
was  an  honored  member  of  Salt  Lake  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  member  of  the  State  wearing 
an  Honorable  Veteran  Jewel. 

After  coming  to  Utah  he  associated  himself  with  Salt  Lake  Lodge,  No.  2, 
Salt  Lake  City,  and  in  18.83  was  elected  Grand  Master  and  for  long  years 
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thereafter  was  a  leading  figure,  a  strong  debater,  and  a  wise  adviser  and 
counselor  in  the  halls  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  1886  he  was  again  honored 
by  an  election  as  Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
and  served  in  that  Grand  Body  for  six  years  with  distinction  and  dignity. 
In  1896  he  was  appointed  Grand  Guardian  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
and  served  that  Body  for  two  years. 

In  1900  Brother  Hoge  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  and,  owing  to  the 
time  of  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Utah  being  changed,  he 
served  that  Grand  Body  for  18  months.  He  was  the  first  commissioned 
officer  of  the  canton  branch  of  the  State,  and  also  served  on  the  staff,  as 
an  aide  to  General  Underwood,  now  Past  Grand  Sire. 

From  this  we  learn  in  part  of  his  noble  work  for  the  Order,  and  also 
from  this  will  be  seen  that  his  activity  and  ability  were  rewarded,  by 
every  honor  the  Fraternity  could  give  him  in  Utah. 

Brother  Hoge  was  an  able  lawyer,  and  at  one  time  judge  on  the  bench, 
when  Utah  was  a  Territory,  and  held  many  offices  of  trust,  and  in  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  daily  duties  exemplified  the  principles  of  manly  dignity 
and  uprightness  of  character  that  can  only  emanate  from  an  honest 
heart.  We  shall  miss  him  in  the  councils  of  our  Order  and  remember  him 
when  duty  calls  are  made  to  serve  the  Fraternity  he  loved  so  well. 

On  July  27,  1912,  he  closed  his  eyes  in  sleep — a  sleep  that  knows  no 
waking,  and  in  that  peaceful  dream  we  laid  him  to  rest  in  the  mother 
earth  with  the  beautiful  ceremonies  of  our  Order. 

Brother  Hoge  had  lived  beyond  the  time  allotted  to  man,  having  passed 
his  81st  year,  and  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  months,  in  fact, 
years;  and,  though  beyond  four  score  years,  the  dim  reaper  gathered  the 
golden  grain,  and  loosened  the  silver  cord  that  bound  another  life,  and 
the  soul  passed  to  him  who  gave  it. 

His  views  of  the  world-wide  influence  of  the  principles  of  our  Fra¬ 
ternity  commanded  the  admiration  of  the  optimist  and  left  no  room  for 
pessimistic  doubt. 

He  was  always  in  the  forefront  in  all  great  movements  that  had  for  its 
object  the  betterment  of  the  human  family  and  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Order. 

Brother  Hoge  was  strong  in  nature,  he  was  likewise  strong  in  his  likes 
and  dislikes.  His  convictions, .  both  public  and  private,  were  clear  cut 
and  decisive.  He  gave  the  world  and  the  Order  a  splendid  service  and  he 
deserves  to  be  forever  remembered  in  affection  in  the  commonwealth  he 
helped  to  build. 

And  we  will  not  say  farewell,  we  only  say  good  night.

George  Arbogast,  Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative 
of  Utah,  was  an  active  worker  in  all  branches  of  the  Order  for  many 
years,  and  was  an  honored  and  respected  citizen  of  his  State.  He  was  an 
old  and  respected  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  had  a  large  circle  of 
friends  and  on  August  26,  1912,  he  closed  in  sleep  the  weary  eyes  and  laid 
the  tired  body  down  to  rise  no  more.  One  more  brother  gone,  but  not 
forgotten. 

Reps.  Poll,  Oviatt  and  Russell,  of  Wyoming,  submitted  the  follow¬ 
ing: 
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Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Judge  Henry  Garbanati,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  died  at  his  home  in 
Durango,  Colorado,  December  15,  1910,  at  the  advanced  age  of  90  years. 

Brother  Garbanati  was  born  in  London,  England,  February  23,  1820. 
He  came  to  the  United  States  in  January,  1837,  and  joined  our  Order  at 
the  age  of  21.  In  1874  he  was  elected  as  Grand  Representative  from 
Wyoming  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  now  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  served  as  Grand  Master  from  October  25,  1876,  to 
October  16,  1878.  He  held  many  places  of  public  trust,  which  he  filled 
with  honesty  of  purpose,  and  with  credit  to  himself.  He  was  an  earnest 
student  of  photography,  and  devoted  very  much  time  to  it. 

Brother  Garbanati  was  a  faithful  Odd  Fellow.  As  a  citizen  he  was 
keenly  alive  to  the  public  interests  and  advancement  of  the  community  in 
which  he  lived.

The  eighty-eighth  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  Province  of  Manitoba,  during  the  week 
commencing  Monday,  September  16,  1912,  this  being  the  third  session  of 
the  Body  held  in  Canada.

ADDRESS  BEFORE  TIIE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  OF  ODD  FELLOWS  BY  REV.  JAMES 
L.  GORDON,  D.  D.,  IN  GRACE  METHODIST  CHURCH,  WINNIPEG,  MANITOBA. 

My  Brethren  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Odd  Fellows: 
Welcome!  Welcome  to  Winnipeg!  Welcome  to  her  broad  streets,  hand¬ 
some  buildings,  beautiful  homes,  noble  churches,  splendid  institutions, 
great  industries  and  growing  population.  Winnipeg,  goal  of  the  East, 
gateway  of  the  West  and  central  metropolis  of  our  young  and  rising 
Dominion!  Welcome! 

This  morning  I  desire  to  speak  to  you  on  “Brotherhood:  The  Crown 
Jewel  of  Christianity,”  and  I  have  selected  for  my  text  these  words: 
I  Kings  x,  15.  “  If  thy  heart  be  as  my  heart  give  me  thy  hand.”  (Re¬ 
vised  version.) 

We  are  living  in  a  new  era.  New  ideals  in  politics.  New  standards  in 
philosophy.  New  elements  in  society.  New  theories  in  religion.  New 
discoveries  in  science.  New  achievements  in  invention. 

There  are  five  new  spirits  in  the  world.  In  philosophy,  the  scientific 
spirit.  In  politics,  the  democratic  spirit.  In  society,  the  socialistic 
spirit.  In  diplomacy,  the  conciliatory  spirit.  In  theology,  the  humani¬ 
tarian  spirit. 

I  welcome  new  truth  and  thank  God  for  every  new  phase  of  truth  and 
for  every  needed  emphasis  on  certain  old  and  forgotten  truths.  I  only  ask 
for  one  thing — whether  in  the  chapel,  church  or  cathedral — I  would  be 
sure  of  the  general  drift  and  tendency.  Let  the  new  emphasis  be  the 
right  emphasis,  justified  by  the  needs  of  the  hour  and  appropriate  to  the 
mental  hunger  of  the  times.  Whatever  you  do,  give  me  a  sane  religion, 
with  the  everlasting  God  for  its  foundation,  the,  invisible  realm  for  its 
master  motive,  immortality  for  its  goal,  the  principles  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  for  its  inspiration,  Christ  for  its  ideal,  experience  for  its  final  test 
and  life  for  its  scope  and  application. 

I  have  read  both  sides — dipped  into  poetry,  touched  science,  sailed  over 
the  seas  of  theology,  skirted  the  continents  of  history,  viewed  untold 
islands  of  philosophical  speculation,  travelled  over  the  broad  waters  of 
human  biography  and  entered  the  great  harbors  of  certain  self-evident 
truths — and  there  are  two  things  of  which  I  am  absolutely  sure:  First, 
the  failure  of  Atheism;  second,  the  success  of  Christianity. 

Honest  doubt  has  broadened  human  knowledge,  but  atheism  has  failed. 
Atheism  is  a  building  without  a  foundation,  a  train  without  a  track,  a 
tree  without  a  root,  a  body  without  a  head,  a  circumference  without  a 
center,  a  bloom  without  a  blossom,  a  stream  without  a  source,  a  business 
without  a  manager,  an  effect  without  a  cause  and — a  universe  without  a 
God.  Atheism  has  never  been  able  to  steady  the  heart,  still  the  con¬ 
science,  satisfy  the  intellect,  explain  the  universe  or  account  for  the 
undying  and  inextinguishable  aspirations  of  the  soul.  It  cannot  provide 
a  refuge  in  the  storms  of  life  or  rob  death  of  its  sting.  Ingersoll  has 
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laid  out  the  cold,  still,  silent  form  of  modern  atheism  and  covered  it 
with  the  beautiful  flowers  of  an  orator’s  rhetoric.  Listen  to  his  words. 
This  is  the  best  and  brightest  message  which  the  most  eloquent  apostle 
of  modern  unbelief  has  to  offer.  “  Life  is  a  narrow  vale  between  the 
cold  and  barren  peaks  of  two  eternities.  We  strive  in  vain  to  look  be¬ 
yond  the  heights,  we  cry  aloud,  and  the  only  answer  is  the  echo  of  a 
wailing  cry.”  Atheism  always  fails  in  the  presence  of  death.  No 
wonder  Robert  Hall  exclaimed:  “  I  buried  my  materialism  in  the  grave 
of  my  father.” 

Christianity  begins  where  atheism  ends.  Christianity  means  life,  love 
and  immortality.  Christianity  is  the  greatest  fact  in  history.  The  per¬ 
fume  of  Christianity  fills  the  world.  Christianity  has  placed  a  God  on  the 
throne  of  the  universe,  rekindled  the  light  of  hope  in  the  heart,  furnished 
the  mind  with  a  master  motive  and  justified  a  love  which  spans  the 
chasm  of  the  grave. 

I  would  not  spend  five  minutes  debating  the  question  “  Did  Jesus  turn 
water  into  wine  in  Cana  of  Galilee?  ”  He  turned  Paul  the  persecutor 
into  Paul  the  Apostle,  he  turned  Peter  the  coward  into  Peter  the  heroic, 
he  turned  John  the  thunderblast  into  John  the  blessed,  he  turned  Nico- 
demus  the  timid  into  Nicodemus  the  daring.  He  has  turned  slaves  into 
servants,  servants  into  masters,  masters  into  heroes,  heroes  into  saints, 
saints  into  martyrs,  and  martyrs  into  saviours.  He  has  transformed  the 
page  of  history.  “  The  answered  prayers,  the  realized  deliverances,  the 
transfigured  lives,  the  transformed  characters,  the  historic  reformations 
of  twenty  centuries”  leap  up  before  us!  The  master  miracle  is  the 
master  man. 

After  two  thousand  years  we  have  as  the  result  of  the  work  and  mission 
of  Jesus  Christ.  1.  One  divine  institution — the  Family.  2.  One  master- 
book — the  Bible.  3.  One  universal  sign  and  symbol — the  Cross.  4.  One 
universal  law  for  heaven  and  earth — Love.  5.  One  out-standing  char¬ 
acter — Jesus.  6.  One  supernatural  religion — Christianity. 

Christianity  is  too  big  for  any  church,  creed,  sect,  party,  division,  or 
denomination.  Christianity  must  be  spelled  out  in  such  terms  as  Liberty, 
Equality,  Fraternity  and  Democracy.  Democracy  is  Christianity’s  first 
great  gift  to  the  world— democracy  or  the  rising  of  humanity,  inspired 
by  great  Christian  ideals. 

“What  care  I  for  caste  or  creed? 

It  is  the  deed,  it  is  the  deed; 

What  for  class  or  what  for  clan? 

It  is  the  man,  it  is  the  man; 

Heirs  of  love,  and  joy,  and  woe, 

Who  is  high,  and  who  is  low? 

Mountain,  valley,  sky  and  sea 
Are  for  all  humanity. 

“  What  care  I  for  robe  or  stole? 

It  is  the  soul,  it  is  the  soul; 

What  for  crown,  or  what  for  crest? 

It  is  the  heart  within  the  breast; 

It  is  the  faith,  it  is  the  hope, 

It  is  the  struggle  up  the  slope, 

It  is  the  brain  and  eye  to  see 
One  God  and  one  humanity.” 
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Christianity  has  planted  a  new  spirit  in  the  world.  Discovery  and  the 
spirit  of  conquest.  Invention  and  the  spirit  of  utility.  Science  and  the 
spirit  of  knowledge.  Religion  and  the  spirit  of  toleration.  Democracy 
and  the  spirit  of  liberty.  Socialism  and  the  spirit  of  unrest.  Brother¬ 
hood  and  the  spirit  of  friendship.  There  is  a  new  spirit  in  the  world, 
and  Christianity  has  created  it. 

A  universal  brotherhood  is  the  greatest  dream  which  has  ever  dawned 
on  human  consciousness.  Plato  dreamed  of  a  republic,  Sir  Thomas  Moore 
of  a  “  utopia,”  St.  Augustine  of  “  the  city  of  God,”  John  Milton  of  a 
“  paradise  regained,”  John  the  beloved  of  “  the  holy  city,  the  new 
Jerusalem  coming  down  from  God  out  of  heaven,”  and  Tennyson  of  “  the 
parliament  of  man  and  the  federation  of  the  world,”  but  all  these  are 
lost  in  the  dream  of  universal  brotherhood. 

I,  too,  have  had  a  dream — a  dream  of  a  great  brotherhood.  Listen! 
In  the  realm  of  religion — an  aggressive  church.  In  the  realm  of  business 
— an  honest  bargain.  In  the  realm  of  capital — a  square  deal.  In  the 
realm  of  labor — quality  in  work.  In  the  realm  of  amusements — a 
Christian  theatrical.  In  the  realm  of  politics — a  clean  government.  In 
the  realm  of  literature — an  independent  press.  In  the  realm  of  knowl¬ 
edge — a  system  of  universal  education.  In  the  social  realm — the  en¬ 
thronement  of  Christian  brotherhood. 

“  There’s  a  fount  about  to  stream, 

There’s  a  light  about  to  beam, 

There’s  a  warmth  about  to  glow, 

There’s  a  flower  about  to  blow; 

There’s  a  midnight  blackness  changing 
Into  gray; 

Men  of  thought  and  men  of  action, 

Clear  the  way!  ” 

I  welcome  you,  to-day,  as  the  representatives  of  the  two  wings  of  a 
great  international  brotherhood.  Your  presence  indicates  to  me  that 
reciprocity,  in  its  highest  interpretation,  has  not  failed. 

A  true  Canadian  and  a  genuine  American  are  as  much  alike,  in  their 
personal  ideals  and  Christian  principles,  as  the  two  sides  of  a  brick  wall. 

Destiny  needs  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  order  to  keep  the  moral 
balance  of  this  continent.  There  are  two  laws  in  operation  on  this  planet, 
one  centering  in  the  earth  and  the  other  centering  in  the  sun;  two  laws 
in  operation  in  the  home,  infancy  and  maturity;  two  laws  at  work  on  the 
seed  of  a  plant,  sun  and  soil;  two  forces  at  work  in  the  realm  of  human 
temperament,  optimism  and  pessimism;  two  spirits  at  work  in  the  realm 
of  theology,  the  traditional  spirit  and  the  aggressive  spirit;  two  elements 
at  work  in  society,  the  democratic  and  aristocratic;  and  there  are  two 
temperamental  forces  at  work  on  this  continent,  the  aggressive  spirit 
of  the  new  world  and  the  conservative  spirit  of  the  motherland. 

Mark  you,  destiny  has  determined  that  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America  there  shall  be  two  distinct  governments.  The  division  of  the 
North  American  Continent,  into  a  monarchy  and  a  democracy,  is  a 
providence,  big  with  the  designs  of  destiny.  Manifest  destiny  seems  to 
affirm  that  the  Continent  of  North  America  is  big  enough  for  two  great 
nations — Canada  and  the  United  States,  the  man  of  the  North  and  the 
man  of  the  South,  the  subject  and  the  citizen,  the  daughter  of  Empire 
and  the  son  of  the  Republic,  one  language,  one  literature,  one  religion, 
but  two  governments,  two  capitals,  and  two  flags — the  greatest  empire  of 
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history  and  the  greatest  republic  on  earth.  Two  peoples,  great  and 
strong. 

But,  mark  you  again,  people  residing  on  the  same  continent,  without  an 
intervening  mountain  or  sea,  and  having  the  same  language,  religion, 
literature  and  institutions,  cannot  be  kept  apart.  We  are  separated  by 
history  and  government,  but  we  are  united  by  elements  even  more  vital. 
You  may  build  a  tariff  wall  as  broad  as  a  province  and  as  high  as  the 
highest  peak  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  but  nothing  can  prevent  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  race  from  being  a  moral  unit  and  a  great  directing  influence  among 
the  nations  of  the  earth.  Love,  commerce  and-  common  sense,  will,  in  the 
end,  break  down  any  artificial  wall  which  you  can  put  up.  I  am  not  a 
conservative.  I  am  not  a  liberal.  Were  I  in  the  United  States  I  would 
not  be  a  Democrat  or  a  Republican.  I  am  first,  last  and  always,  an 
Anglosaxonist,  I  believe  that  the  world  should  be  directed  and  dominated 
by  the  best  race  which  time  has  ever  produced.  That  race  will  fulfill 
the  prophecy  of  Cecil  Rhodes:  “  An  alliance  and  a  league  of  all  English 
speaking  peoples.”  The  Anglo-Saxon  race  will  rule  the  world;  and  its 
theater  of  action,  for  the  next  five  hundred  years,  will  be  the  Continent 
of  North  America. 

God  is  looking  for  a  race;  a  race  which  shall  lead  the  nations  of  the 
earth.  That  race  must  have  a  world-religion,  a  world-language,  a  world- 
policy  and  a  world-program.  There  are  world  problems  which  must  be 
solved.  There  is  coming  on  the  scene  of  action  a  new  race,  an  imperial 
race,  in  the  physiognomy  of  which  the  features  of  every  great  nation  will 
be  reflected.  The  Anglo-Saxon  with  the  face  of  Shakespeare,  the  English¬ 
man  with  the  face  of  Gladstone,  the  Russian  with  the  face  of  Tolstoi, 
the  Frenchman  with  the  face  of  Victor  Hugo,  the  German  with  the  face 
of  Bismarck,  the  Scotchman  with  the  face  of  Knox,  the  Welshman  with 
the  face  of  Christmas  Evans,  the  Irishman  with  the  face  of  Daniel 
O’Connell,  the  Bohemian  with  the  face  of  Huss,  the  Jew  with  the 
face  of  Disraeli,  and  the  Italian  with  the  face  of  Michael  Angelo.  A  race 
imperial  in  the  quality  of  its  brotherhood,  wearing  the  garland  of  a  uni¬ 
versal  sympathy.  A  race  which  shall  write  the  first  lines  of  the  world’s 
anthem  and  prepare  the  fabric  of  a  universal  ensign. 

These  things  shall  be!  A  loftier  race 

Than  ere  the  world  hath  known  shall  rise 

With  flame  of  freedom  in  their  souls 
And  light  of  knowledge  in  their  eyes. 

New  arts  shall  bloom  of  loftier  mould 
And  mightier  music  thrill  the  skies; 

And  every  life  shall  be  a  song, 

And  all  the  earth  a  paradise! 

It  is  time  to  think  in  continents.  God  has  given  us  vast  mountains, 
great  oceans,  broad  prairies,  enormous  rivers,  splendid  inland  seas;  can 
we  match  these  by  great  continental  and  international  thoughts? 

Give  me  men  to  match  my  mountains; 

Men  to  match  my  inland  plains; 

Men  with  eras  in  their  purpose — 

Men  with  empires  in  their  brains. 
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Give  me  men  to  match  my  prairies, 

Men  to  match  my  inland  seas; 

Men  whose  thoughts  shall  have  a  pathway, 

Up  to  ampler  destinies. 

I  have  a  dream  of  a  world  empire.  The  world  which  produced  a  Plato, 
a  Shakespeare,  and  a  Jesus,  will  yet  be  one  world.  History  will  yet  fulfil 
the  dream  of  Walt.  Whitman.  “  What  whispers  are  these,  oh  land,  run¬ 
ning  ahead  of  you  and  passing  under  the  seas?  Are  all  nations  commun¬ 
ing?  Is  there  going  to  be  but  one  heart  to  the  globe?  ” 

When  the  population  of  Canada  is  150,000,000  and  the  population  of  the 
United  States  is  350,000,000  (which  will  probably  occur  in  less  than  two 
hundred  years),  then  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  will  dictate  the  political 
policy  of  the  world.  A  democracy  built  on  a  perfect  system  of  education 
and  crowned  with  the  garland  of  spiritual  power  will  solicit  and  secure 
the  friendships  of  the  world.  Then  will  be  ushered  in  an  era  of  universal 
currency,  universal  transportation,  universal  communication,  universal 
enlightenment,  and  universal  legislation;  thus  securing  for  the  world,  a 
new  era  of  broad  knowledge,  political  peace,  international  harmony  and 
an  increased  material  prosper ity  for  every  part  of  the  planet;  thus 
making  possible  a  sisterhood  of  all  nations  and  the  enthronement  of  the 
spirit  of  brotherhood.  I  believe  that  this  achievement  has  been  placed 
by  destiny  within  the  reach  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  and  that  the  children 
of  Britain  and  America  will  not  fail  of  the  opportunity. 

“  One  race  of  ancient  fame, 

One  tongue,  one  faith  we  claim, 

One  God,  whose  glorious  name 
We  love  and  praise.” 

Englishmen,  Scotchmen,  Welshmen,  Irishmen,  Canadians  and  Ameri¬ 
cans  all  belong  to  one  race,  the  English  speaking  race.  Either  by  birth 
or  by  force  of  circumstances  we  are  identified  with  the  foremost  race  in 
the  world.  In  the  year  1700,  there  were  6,000,000  English  speaking  people 
on  the  planet;  in  the  year  1800,  there  were  20,000,000;  in  the  year  1900, 
there  were  130,000,000.  Half  a  century  ago  Gladstone  predicted  that  in 
the  year  2000  A.  D.  there  would  be  600,000,000  people  speaking  the  Eng¬ 
lish  language.  We  are  Anglo-Saxons.  We  move  on  the  high  tide  of  time. 
Let  us  see  to  it  that  we  are  true  to  our  origin,  history  and  destiny.  Let 
us  fulfill  the  splendid  affirmation  of  Bishop  Berkely: 

“  Westward  the  course  of  Empire  takes  its  way, 

The  first  four  acts  already  past, 

The  fifth  shall  close  the  drama  with  the  day, 

Time’s  noblest  offspring  is  the  last.” 

So  I  welcome  you  as  the  representatives  of  the  two  great  wings  of  the 
world’s  greatest  international  brotherhood — and  here  let  me  breathe  an 
apostrophe  to  Odd  Fellowship. 

1.  Odd  Fellowship  means  social  and  international  brotherhood. 

2.  Odd  Fellowship  means  truth  in  symbolism,  love  in  action  and 
friendship  in  life. 

3.  Odd  Fellowship,  means  the  sacredness  of  a  pledged  love  and  the 
secrecy  of  a  sworn  affection. 
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4.  Odd  Fellowship  means  the  consecration  of  every  personal  gift  on 
the  altar  of  social  service. 

5.  Odd  Fellowship  means  a  beautiful  ritual,  radiant  with  the  gold  of 
truth,  bright  with  the  silver  threads  of  divine  principle  and  studded  with 
the  living  jewels  of  great  illustrations  drawn  from  scripture  and 
history. 

6.  Odd  Fellowship  means  an  organized  force  in  the  body  politic  stand¬ 
ing  for  the  preservation  of  every  Christian  virtue. 

7.  Odd  Fellowship  means  the  social  atmosphere  of  the  lodge-room 
where  sincerity  looks  into  the  face  of  sympathy  and  where  great  uni¬ 
versal  thoughts  reign  in  every  heart. 

8.  Odd  Fellowship  means  a  voluntary  system  of  social  service  with  no 
other  hope  of  reward  than  the  joy  of  a  good  deed  well  done  and  the  per¬ 
fume  which  sweetens  the  soul  when  the  flowers  of  memory  begin  to 
bloom. 

9.  Odd  Fellowship  means  truth  applied  to  every  human  relationship  for 
the  enthronement  of  a  universal  brotherhood  and  the  emancipation  of 
the  race. 

10.  Odd  Fellowship  means  love  beaming  in  the  face  of  human  tender¬ 
ness  and  consideration  and  regard  breathing  in  the  voice  of  a  genuine 
Christian  sympathy. 

11.  Odd  Fellowship  means  a  genius  for  friendship,  pledged  in  secrecy, 
tested  in  trial,  manifested  in  the  sick  room,  made  known  in  the  hour  of 
death — a  friendship  which  a  thoughtful  man  may  trustfully  leave  as  a 
legacy  to  his  wife  and  children. 

12.  Odd  Fellowship  means  a  true  circle  of  genuine  mourners  in  the 
hour  of  death,  to  close  the  eyelids  of  the  weary,  brush  away  the  tears  of 
the  bereaved,  fling  a  rose  on  the  grave  of  the  departed,  and  returning  to 
the  homes  and  haunts  of  loneliness,  seeing  to  it,  that  a  loaf  is  provided 
for  the  hungry  and  protection  guaranteed  for  those  who  deserve  the 
guardianship  of  love. 

And,  last,  Odd  Fellowship  means  immortality.  By  a  brotherhood 
steeped  in  sympathy,  by  a  temple  reared  in  faith,  by  an  altar  crowned 
with  love,  by  a  hope  which  spans  the  river  of  death,  by  signs  and  sym¬ 
bols,  song  and  story,  Odd  Fellowship  stands  for  immortality. 

But  whence  this  thought  of  immortality?  Listen!  Hear  me!  Nearly 
two  thousand  years  ago  there  wandered  over  the  hills  and  through  the 
valleys  of  Palestine,  a  young  man  to  whom  we  apply  the  appellation 
“  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  He  never  wrote  a  book.  He  never  formu¬ 
lated  a  creed.  He  never  organized  an  army  or  established  a  govern¬ 
ment.  He  belonged  to  a  despised  people  and  to  an  insignificant  country. 
He  died  the  shameful  death  of  the  cross.  And  yet  to-day  millions 
worship  Him  as  the  very  Son  of  God.  Thousands  have  died  for 
Him  rather  than  deny  Him. 

It  is  said  that  Julian,  the  Apostate,  dying  on  the  field  of  battle,  in  an 
inglorious  defeat,  took  an  handful  of  his  life’s  blood  and  flinging  it  up 
toward  the  blue  dome  of  heaven,  exclaimed,  hatred  hissing  out  between 
his  teeth:  “Oh  Galilean  thou  hast  conquered!  Thou  hast  conquered!  ” 
But,  at  this  moment,  from  tongues  that  number  ten  thousand  times  ten 
thousand  and  thousands  of  thousands,  I  hear  not  words  of  hissing  hate, 
but  words  of  highest  hallelujah,  and  these  are  the  words  I  hear: 

“  Hail  thou  once  despised  Jesus, 

Hail  thou  Galilean  King.” 
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How  shall  I  describe  Him?  He  is  the  Lily  of  the  Valley,  the  Rose  of  j 
Sharon,  the  Bright  and  Morning  Star,  the  chief  among  ten  thousand,  the  i 
one  altogether  lovely,  the  peerless  personality  of  history,  the  Man  of 
Galilee,  the  Sage  of  Nazareth,  “  The  Crystal  Christ.”  “  His  name  shall  , 
be  called  Wonderful,  Counselor,  the  Mighty  God,  the  Everlasting  Father,  j 
and  the  Prince  of  Peace.” 

He  was  the  incarnation  of  tenderness,  the  focalization  of  force,  the 
manifestation  of  might,  the  personification  of  power,  the  crystallization 
of  character,  the  concentration  of  thought,  the  living  illustration  of  truth. 
He  was  a  prophecy  of  manhood’s  possibility.  “  Till  we  all  come  in  the 
unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  per-  ; 
feet  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ.” 

One  glance  from  his  eye  and  crystal  waters  blush  to  amber  wine.  The  j 
dead  forget  themselves  and  live.  The  lame  leap  for  joy.  Ears  which 
never  heard  thirst  for  the  sound  of  his  voice.  Sightless  eyes  deny  their 
past  and  open  their  drooping  lids  to  the  beauty  of  his  presence.  Pain, 
palsied  at  his  touch,  vanishes.  Disease  dreading  the  dictates  of  eternal 
health  speedily  departs.  The  human  soul  touched,  and  thrilled  and 
swayed  exclaims:  “Never  man  spake  like  this  man!”  In  the  con¬ 
templation  of  such  a  character  the  human  heart  instinctively  breaks 
forth  into  the  heavenly  doxology — “  Worthy  is  the  Lamb  that  was  slain 
to  receive  power,  and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  for  the  multitude  shouted 
‘  Hosanna!  Hosanna!  ’  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord!  ” 

How  we  prate  about  the  great  ones  of  earth,  “  Alexander  the  Great,” 

“  Caesar  the  Great,”  “  Frederick  the  Great,”  “  Alfred  the  Great,”  “  Napo¬ 
leon  the  Great  ” — but  there  has  been  only  one  supremely  great  soul  in 
the  history  of  the  world — “  He  shall  be  great  and  shall  be  called  the  Son 
of  the  Highest.” 

The  name  of  Jesus  stands  alone.  Other  names  can  be  linked  together 
— Caesar  and  Alexander,  Napoleon  and  Wellington,  Fox  and  Pitt,  Bright 
and  Cobden,  Longfellow  and  Tennyson,  Wesley  and  Whitefield,  Calvin 
and  Edwards,  Victoria  and  Elizabeth,  Cromwell  and  Lincoln — but  the 
name  of  Jesus  stands  alone.  God  hath  given  Him  a  name  that  is  above 
every  name. 

There  may  be  another  Homer.  There  may  be  another  Virgil.  There 
may  be  another  Dante.  There  may  be  another  Milton.  There  may  be 
another  Shakespeare.  But  there  will  never  be  another  Jesus.  As  Ernest 
Renan  once  remarked,  “  Whatever  surprises  there  may  be  in  store  for 
the  world  Jesus  will  never  be  surpassed.  He  was  ‘  the  goal  of  all  good¬ 
ness,  the  summit  of  all  thought,  the  perfection  of  all  beauty,  the  crown 
of  all  character.’  ” 

All  the  creeds  of  modern  Christendom  center  in  Christ.  The  Presby¬ 
terian  proclaims  a  doctrinal  Christ;  the  Methodist,  a  practical  Christ; 
the  Congregationalist,  a  philosophical  Christ;  the  Anglican,  a  beautiful 
Christ;  the  Roman  Catholic,  a  bleeding  and  crucified  Christ;  the  Baptist, 
a  personal  Christ;  the  Unitarian,  a  humane  Christ;  the  Universalist,  a 
merciful  Christ;  the  Lutheran,  a  historical  Christ;  and  the  Salvation 
Army  (God  bless  them! )  a  living  and  all  powerful  Christ. 

Oh,  wonderful  Christ!  Oh,  blessed  master!  His  name  is  our  watch¬ 
word,  His  beauty  our  joy,  His  love  our  strength,  His  favor  our  life,  His 
character  our  example,  and  His  smile  our  reward.  As  the  sainted 
Beecher,  the  prophet  of  Plymouth  pulpit  once  said :  “  I  would  rather 

have  the  smile  of  Jesus  than  the  applause  of  the  world.” 
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Oh,  how  grand  is  He.  Grand  in  His  tenderness,  grand  in  His  loneliness, 
grand  in  His  holiness,  grand  in  His  loveliness.  If  every  moment  of  my 
life  were  a  ray  of  sunlight,  I  would  gather  the  sunbeams  of  a  lifetime 
and  weave  them  into  a  crown  of  light,  and  with  that  crown  of  light  I 
would  garland  the  brow  that  was  pierced  for  me,  and  I  would  sing: 

“  All  for  Jesus,  all  for  Jesus, 

All  my  being’s  ransomed  powers.” 

I  would  rather  be  a  doorkeeper  in  the  house  of  God  than  dwell  in  the 
tents  of  sin,  and  I  would  rather  be  the  poorest,  humblest  child  of  God 
and  be  inside  the  church  and  kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ,  than  sit  on  the 
highest  throne  the  world  has  ever  lifted  and  be  left  outside  the  church 
and  kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ.  Give  me  the  gold  of  the  earth  and  I  will 
weld  a  sceptre  for  Him!  Give  me  the  mountains  of  the  earth,  and  I 
will  build  a  throne  for  Him.  Give  me  the  stars  of  the  night,  and  I 
will  weave  a  garland  for  His  brow!  If  I  had  within  my  grasp  and  con¬ 
trol  all  the  sweet  notes  of  music  and  harmony  in  this  vast  universe,  I 
would  call  on  all  the  angel  choirs  of  heaven,  all  the  orchestras  of  earth, 
all  the  thunder  peals  of  the  mountain  tops,  all  the  voices  of  the  sea,  all 
the  harmonies  of  nature,  and  all  the  music  of  revolving  worlds,  and  I 
would  have  them  join  in  one  grand  anthem,  and  the  words  of  that 
anthem  should  be: 

“  In  the  cross  of  Christ  I  glory, 

Towering  o’er  the  wrecks  of  time; 

All  the  light  of  sacred  story 

Gathers  round  its  head  sublime.” 

PUBLIC  RECEPTION  AND  ADDRESSES. 

In  the  Central  Congregational  Church,  which  was  profusely  decorated 
with  flags  and  flowers,  the  eighty-eighth  annual  convention  of  The  Sov- 
I  ereign  Grand  Lodge  was  welcomed  at  9.30.  The  church  was  crowded  to 
its  utmost  capacity  and  speeches  of  warm  welcome  were  made  by  Sir 
Rodmond  Roblin,  Mayor  Waugh,  E.  H.  Dewart,  Grand  Master;  L.  Rankin, 
Grand  Patriarch;  Major  E.  G.  Wiswell,  Department  Commander, 
and  Mrs.  C.  W.  McKinnon,  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  A  spark¬ 
ling  reply  was  made  to  the  welcome  by  Hon.  John  B.  Cockrum,  who, 
from  a  humorous  tenor  swung  into  a  heartfelt  and  impressive  speech  of 
!  thanks  for  the  splendid  reception  accorded  to  the  visitors,  leaving  no 
doubt  of  the  sincere  feelings  of  those  who  had  expressed  themselves  so 
j  ably.  The  church  platform  was  tastefully  banked  with  beautiful  lilies 
of  the  valley  and  the  church  itself  draped  with  many  flags.  To  the  rear 
of  the  platform  on  which  the  speakers  sat  was  an  orchestra  which 
played  bright  selections  after  the  addresses. 

Judge  Myers  acted  as  chairman  and  introduced  the  various  speakers. 

The  entire  proceedings  were  short  and  interesting.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  last  address  Rev.  Dr.  J.  L.  Gordon  pronounced  the  benediction. 
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premier's  welcome. 

Sir  Rodmond  P.  Roblin,  Premier  of  Manitoba,  whose  appearance  was 
greeted  with  applause,  was  the  first  speaker  to  address  the  Assembly. 
He  welcomed  the  visiting  delegates  in  these  words: 

On  behalf  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba  I  extend  to  you  a  most  hearty 
welcome.  I  am  not  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  I  have  not  the  password,  or  the 
grip  of  your  Order,  but  I  know  of  some  of  your  splendid  achievements, 
of  your  high  ideals  and  noble  aspirations.  For  these  the  gates  of  this 
city,  and  the  portals  of  our  Province  have  been  opened  wide,  and  an 
hospitality,  generous  as  it  is  simple  and  honest,  is  now  offered  to  you. 

You  have  never  held  a  similar  convention  in  Winnipeg,  and  coming  as 
you  do  from  the  north,  the  south,  the  east  and  the  west,  from  every 
Province  in  the  Dominion,  and  every  State  in  the  Union,  many  of  you 
are  visitors  to  this  city  for  the  first  time.  We  desire  to  emphasize  our 
expressions  of  hospitality  to  you.  Winnipeg,  and  this  country  of  ours  are 
new.  But  western  Canada  is  studded  with  opportunity.  If,  in  your 
goings  to  and  fro,  while  loving  your  homes  as  you  should,  you  see  here 
what  you  think  may  contribute  to  your  future  happiness  and  prosperity, 
make  your  homes  with  us,  and  we  will  insure  to  you  a  hearty  reception. 

If  Odd  Fellowship  is  represented  by  the  qualities  and  character  of  those 
members  of  the  Order  who  make  Winnipeg  their  home,  then  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  has  the  cream  of  the  citizenship  of  the 
North  American  Continent.  I  am  aware  that  you  are  not  here  to  listen 
to  any  dull  speeches  of  mine.  You  have  work  to  do,  and  you  are  anxious 
to  shoulder  manfully  the  responsibilities  that  have  been  laid  upon  you,  by 
those  in  other  cities  who  have  sent  you  here.  I  trust  that  your  delibera¬ 
tions  will  be  marked  by  that  wisdom  and  sincerity  for  which  your  Order 
has  become  famous,  and  that  the  result  of  your  councils  may  be  of 
material  and  lasting  benefit  to  the  community  of  this  Continent. 

CIVIC  ADDRESS. 

Mayor  Waugh  extended  a  welcome  to  the  convention  on  behalf  of  the 
city  of  Winnipeg,  couched  in  terms  which  sent  gusts  of  laughter  and 
applause  through  the  assembly.  He  said: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Brothers  and  Sisters:  Unlike  my  friend,  the  Premier 
of  this  Province,  I  have  the  honor  of  belonging  to  the  Odd  Fellows,  and 
I  feel,  therefore,  particular  pleasure  in  welcoming  you  here  on  behalf  of 
the  city  which  I  represent.  Winnipeg  is  always  glad  to  have  conventions, 
and  on  this  occasion  is  peculiarly  fortunate  in  being  privileged  to  greet 
such  a  splendidly  representative  gathering.  We  are  glad  to  welcome  our 
friends  from  across  the  line.  While  Miss  Canada  has,  so  far,  not  seen 
her  way  to  unite  in  the  bonds  of  holy  matrimony  with  Uncle  Sam,  she 
is  always  ready  to  be  assisted  toward  such  a  consummation.  I  cannot 
tell  you,  in  the  five  minutes  alloted  to  me,  all  that  I  would  like  to*  tell 
you  about  Winnipeg.  But  it  matters  not,  Winnipeg  can  speak  for  her¬ 
self.  While  you  are  here,  the  city  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Odd  Fellows — 
or  rather  in  the  arms  of  the  Rebekahs.  I  know  that  they  will  take  great 
care  of  it. 
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His  Worship  then  outlined,  briefly,  the  progress  of  Winnipeg  since  Fort 
Garry  was  a  trading  post  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company,  on  the  oanks  of 
the  Red  River. 

GRAND  MASTER  OF  MANITOBA. 

E.  H.  Dewart,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  the  next 
speaker,  welcomed  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  Province  in  a  short 
speech,  in  which  he  touched  on  the  history  of  the  Odd  Fellows  in  this 
Province.  He  said  that  in  1873  the  first  Manitoba  lodge  was  formed,  and 
that  the  Province  had  85  subordinate  lodges,  with  a  total  membership 
of  nearly  10,000. 

WELCOME  BY  PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  AND  REBEKAH  BRANCHES. 

Major  Wiswell,  Department  Commander,  welcomed  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  in  these  words:  “  It  must  be  apparent  to  those  who  know  the  uni¬ 
forms  we  wear,  that  we  have  something  better  to  do  than  talk.  We  are 
armed  to  defend  and  protect  the  truth.” 

Mrs.  C.  W.  McKinnon,  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  greeted  the 
visiting  Rebekahs  in  part  as  follows: 

My  greatest  difficulty  this  morning  is  that  I  cannot  adequately  extend 
to  you  the  greetings,  or  express  in  fitting  words  the  pleasure  and  the  joy 
it  gives  the  sisters  of  western  Canada  to  open  their  doors  to  receive  the 
representatives  of  the  greatest  fraternal  Order  in  the  world.  We  have 
eagerly  looked  forward  to  your  coming,  and  now  at  last  we  have  the 
privilege  of  meeting  you  face  to  face.  We  greet  you  as  members  of  one 
great  family,  bound  together  by  the  great  ties  of  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth,  and  proud  of  the  traditions  of  our  great  Order. 

The  aim  of  the  Rebekahs  is  to  help  their  brothers  in  putting  into 
actions  the  great  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  Odd  Fellows  need 
the  Rebekahs  to  aid  them  in  advancing  the  work  of  the  Order;  the 
Rebekahs  need  the  support,  counsel  and  strength  of  the  Odd  Fellows  in 
their  common  work  of  uplifting  humanity,  this  being  the  mission  of  our 
degree. 

We  bid  you  tarry  with  us  for  a  little  while.  Wherever  you  go,  you  will 
find  the  open  hand  of  hospitality.  Walk  our  streets,  mingle  with  our 
people,  sit  by  our  firesides,  hearken  to  our  sincere  and  honest  greeting. 

I  bid  you  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Rebekahs  of  western  Canada. 

GRAND  SIRE  REPLIES. 

Hon.  John  B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire,  in  reply  said: 

Honorable  Sir,  the  Premier  of  Manitoba,  His  Worship,  Mayor  of 
Winnipeg,  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Patriarch  and  President  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  of  Manitoba,  Brother  and  Sister  Odd  Fellows, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — We  know  we  are  welcome  to  Winnipeg;  we 
know  it  because  it  has  been  told  to  us  on  every  hand,  in  every  way,  under 
every  circumstance.  It  started  in  on  Saturday  night  with  the  grand 
banquet  to  Grand  Secretaries.  We  had  it  spoken  yesterday  in  a  song 
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and  story  from  the  lips  of  the  most  eloquent  man  I  have  ever  heard  in 
my  life.  No  Odd  Fellow  who  attended  that  service  yesterday  can  go  to 
his  home  without  having  it  written  in  his  heart  thatfhe  had  been  paid 
everything  it  has  cost  him  to  visit  Winnipeg,  to  hear  that  splendid 
address  given  by  Dr.  Gordon. 

The  words  of  the  Premier  telling  us  that  the  Province  of  Manitoba 
was  at  our  disposal,  the  words  of  His  Worship,  the  Mayor,  giving  the  city 
into  the  hands  of  the  Rebekahs  are  perhaps  not  so  wise  as  they  intended 
them  to  be,  because  I  can  assure  you  that  while  you  may  have  the  fullest 
appreciation  of  the  absolute  integrity  of  your  own  people  and  are  willing 
to  trust  them  to  the  utmost,  yet  these  people  from  the  U.  S.  A.  will  be 
very  glad  to  take  and  carry  away  any  part  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba. 
We  tried  last  year  to  take  you  into  our  hands  and  enjoy  the  blessings 
of  this  great  country  of  yours  when  we  put  the  question  of  reciprocity  to 
you.  But  the  wisdom  of  the  citizenship  of  your  country  concluded  that 
it  did  not  want  to  have  a  marriage  between  Miss  Canada  and  Uncle  Sam, 
and  I  observe  that  there  was  no  great  manifestation  that  we  had  any 
sisterly  affection  on  this  side  of  the  line. 

But  we  have  come  here  for  this  coming  week  representing  two  million 
people,  men  and  women,  who  are  engaged  in  the  great  work  of  universal 
brotherhood,  engaged  in  the  work  for  the  betterment  of  mankind,  giving 
of  their  time,  giving  of  their  money,  of  their  ability,  with  a  view  to  help¬ 
ing  their  fellowmen. 

We  acknowledge  the  kindly  welcome  of  all  who  have  spoken.  We 
appreciate  your  courtesy  and  with  grateful  hearts  thank  you  for  your 
words  of  welcome. 

Many  of  us  have  practically  crossed  the  Continent  to  visit  your  beau¬ 
tiful  city  and  to  sojourn  for  a  brief  period  in  your  great  Province.  We 
have  noted  your  splendid  country  and  have  stored  our  minds  with  the 
evidence  of  the  great  possibilities  of  your  city  and  Province.  The  future 
will  record  your  great  and  grand  achievements  and  certainly  a  pro¬ 
gressive  people  with  the  sterling  qualities  possessed  by  your  citizenship 
will  make  this  record  replete  with  grand  results. 

Your  boundless  opportunities  are  so  inviting  that  I  would  not  be  sur¬ 
prised  to  hear  that  many  of  our  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  have  a 
chance  to  visit  you  at  this  time  had  concluded  to  accept  you  at  the 
fullness  of  your  words  and  locate  here  permanently  to  become  a  part  of 
the  great  energetic  force  that  is  pushing  all  of  your  institutions  forward 
to  such  successful  results. 

We  come  to  you  for  a  brief  season  and  will  not  have  the  time  at  our 
disposal  to  accept  all  that  you  offer  us.  Believe  me,  there  are  those 
amongst  us  that  would  be  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  accept  and  enjoy 
all  you  tender  and  we  shall  go  as  far  as  we  can  in  making  the  fullest  use 
of  the  hospitality  you  offer. 

In  years  gone  by  your  Representatives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
have  brought  some  souvenir  indicative  of  the  character  of  your  Prov¬ 
ince.  Sometimes  wheat  in  one  shape,  sometimes  in  another.  Many  of 
us  had  our  opinions  about  the  over-estimated  character  that  these 
souvenirs  intended  to  represent,  but  having  crossed  mile  after  mile  of 
splendidly  developed  farm  lands,  and  having  looked  out  of  the  car  win¬ 
dows  upon  acres  and  acres  of  wheat  fields,  having  noted  your  store¬

We  come  to  you  as  the  representatives  of  the 
largest  fraternal  Order  in  the  world;  largest  in  membership,  largest  in 
amount  of  money  expended  for  the  benefit  of  its  members,  largest  in  the 
territory  covered  by  it,  and  as  we  think,  largest  in  its  possibility  and 
advantages  over  all  other  organizations.  The  representatives  of  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  more  than  two  millions  are  here  assembled  from  every 
quarter  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  representing  the  lodges  of  Odd 
Fellowship  throughout  the  vast  territory  of  these  two  countries  to 
deliberate  on  the  things  necessary  to  be  done  for  the  best  interests  of  our 
great  organization,  which,  with  its  lodges  in  foreign  Jurisdictions  and 
the  countries  named,  almost  encircles  the  entire  globe. 

Our  deliberations  and  work  in  your  beautiful  capital  city  for  the  week 
that  is  to  follow  will  be  made  much  the  more  pleasant,  and  we  will  be 
encouraged  to  devote  ourselves  the  more  ardently  to  our  duties  because 
of  the  extreme  hospitality  and  kindness  that  have  been  extended  to  us, 
and  now  tendered  to  us  for  the  remainder  of  our  stay  by  all  of  your 
people.  We  know  we  are  welcome  here. 

There  are  no  words  of  mine  that  can  be  uttered  that  can  fully  and  truly 
express  to  you  our  appreciation  of  your  kindly  attention  and  your 
friendly  words.  When  the  week  is  ended  and  we  shall  depart  for  our 
homes  I  am  sure  we  will  carry  with  us  tender  and  kindly  remembrances 
of  your  worthy  citizenship  and  of  the  generous  impulses  and  loving  de¬ 
votions  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  your  community,  whoever  they  may  be. 

Again  to  you  all,  I  present  the  grateful  appreciation  of  more  than  two 
million  members  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  and  acknowl¬ 
edge  with  heartfelt  thanks  your  kindness  in  inviting  us  here,  the  words 
of  welcome  given  us,  and  for  the  attention  I  am  sure  we  will  receive 
at  your  hands. 

We  wish  you  all  long  life,  prosperity  and  happiness  in  enjoyment  of  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  your  rapidly  developing  and  splendid  country. 

I.  0.  O.  F.  HOME  ASSOCIATION. 

At  the  Industrial  Bureau,  the  branch  of  the  Order  connected  with  the 
;  Home  Association,  held  a  session  from  2.30  until  5  Monday  afternoon,  and 
the  addresses  were  all  in  connection  with  the  work  attached  to  the  Home 
I  Association,  a  very  important  branch  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  The  proceedings 
opened  with  an  informal  address  from  the  President,  Dr.  J.  A.  Lucas, 
j  the  Superintendent  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Orphans’  Home  of  Illinois.  He 
also  addressed  those  present  on  what  educational  work  should  be  ex¬ 
pected  of  children.  He  was  followed  by  E.  R.  Sayler,  of  Illinois,  Gen. 
August  Hohenstein,  of  Minnesota,  and  Judge  J.  B.  A.  Robertson,  of 
Oklahoma;  and  A.  E.  Gipson,  Past  Grand  Master,  of  Idaho,  spoke  on 
“  Building  a  Home.”  Mrs.  Ada  Madison,  of  California,  spoke  of  what 
constitutes  an  Orphans'  Home,  and  the  last  address  was  read  by  Hon. 
James  E.  Davis,  of  Chicago.  The  meeting  was  open  to  the  public  and 
many  were  present  to  hear  of  the  work  that  was  being  done  by  this 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
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Following  are  the  addresses  delivered  by  Brothers  Sayler,  Davis  and 
Hohenstein: 

ADDRESS  OF  REP.  E.  R.  SAYLER,  OF  ILLINOIS. 

Mr.  President,  Sisters  and  Brothers. — One  of  the  great  thoughts  in 
Odd  Fellowship  is  the  protection  of  those  claiming  our  attention.  I  was 
impressed  with  the  words  of  Sister  Ada  Madison,  of  California,  yesterday 
in  her  address  of  an  “  Ideal  Home  how  well  she  described  our  Orphans’ 
Home  of  Illinois,  and  to-day  I  was  touched,  as  were  many  others,  with 
the  splendid  remarks  of  Senator  Derbyshire,  of  Ontario. 

This  Association  meeting  from  year  to  year,  exchanging  ideas  and 
picking  up  new  ones  must  necessarily  result  in  much  good  to  our  Order. 

In  claiming  your  attention  for  a  few  minutes  on  the  subject  assigned 
me,  I  will  in  the  first  place  try  to  describe  our  Orphans’  Home.  We  have 
a  very  beautiful  Home  located  just  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
city  of  Lincoln,  Illinois,  composed  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  acres  of 
the  best  black  land  in  Logan  County,  and  five  beautiful  buildings  or 
cottages,  together  with  barns,  sheds  and  outbuildings  located  in  the  rear 
for  the  use  of  the  farm. 

A  beautiful  effect  is  produced  in  the  arrangement  of  our  buildings  and 
the  position  they  occupy.  Beginning  on  the  extreme  right  is  the  school 
and  chapel;  next  comes  a  girls’  cottage,  then  another  girls’  cottage 
(under  construction);  then  the  center  or  administration  building;  fol¬ 
lowing  this  on  the  left  comes  the  domestic  science  building  and  dining 
room,  and  last  a  cottage  for  small  children. 

These  buildings  are  all  placed  in  a  semi-circle,  facing  a  spacious  lawn 
which  is  landscaped  with  trees,  shrubs,  walks,  etc.  A  wide  driveway 
enters  at  one  side  of  the  lawn  passing  in  front  of  the  buildings  and  dis¬ 
appearing  at  the  other  side.  In  the  rear  of  the  administration  building 
is  located  the  central  heating  plant,  laundry  and  manual  training;  still 
farther  in  the  rear  comes  the  barns,  stables  and  implement  sheds. 

In  describing  these  buildings  let  me  call  your  attention,  first  to  our 
school  and  chapel,  where  wre  teach  the  child  in  the  common  school 
branches  up  to  and  including  the  eighth  grade.  Our  children  must  make 
a  general  average  of  90  per  cent  in  order  to  pass  from  one  grade  to 
another  and  also  to  receive  their  diplomas  at  the  end  of  their  school 
work.  We  have  an  object  in  this,  that  it  may  not  be  said  of  our  children, 
they  have  no  education.  This  building  is  two  stories  and  basement; 
the  first  floor  is  devoted  to  school  rooms  while  on  the  second  floor  is 
arranged  one  of  the  most  beautiful  chapels  to  be  found  anywhere.  The 
chapel  is  used  for  all  public  occasions  of  the  Home  and  for  Sunday 
School  every  Sunday  afternoon.  The  gymnasium  is  located  in  the  base¬ 
ment  and  is  easy  of  access.  In  our  gymnasium  we  have  added  everything 
for  the  physical  development  of  the  child.  Our  boys  take  to  this  room 
as  a  duck  takes  to  water.  Our  cottages,  three  in  number,  are  all  two 
stories  and  basement,  used  exclusively  for  girls  and  small  children.  Each 
cottage  is  managed  by  a  governess  whose  duty  is  to  exercise  a  motherly 
care  over  the  girls  nlaced  in  her  charge. 

The  domestic  science  building  was  contributed  by  the  Rebekahs  of  our 
State  and  is  one  of  the  most  comnlete  and  most  appreciated  buildings  on 
our  grounds.  In  this  building  is  the  kitchen,  bakery,  dining  rooms  and 
domestic  science  or  (as  we  call  it),  practical  housekeeping.  There  are 
three  dining  rooms  in  this  building,  viz.:  one  for  our  children,  one  for 
the  governesses  and  teachers,  and  one  for  the  hired  help  on  the  farm. 
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The  manual  training  is  located  over  the  laundry  in  the  central  heat¬ 
ing  plant  and  is  a  very  large,  well-lighted  and  well-ventilated  room.  This 
department  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  teacher  who  is  doing  as  much, 
if  not  more,  for  the  boys  of  our  Home  than  any  other  department  in  the 
Home. 

Last,  but  not  least  comes  the  administration  building  standing  as  it 
does  in  the  most  conspicuous  place  of  the  semi-circle,  in  a  commanding 
position  giving  tone  and  character  to  the  landscape.  We  are  truly  proud 
of  this  building  on  account  of  its  history  and  I  regret  that  I  have  not  the 
time  to  go  into  details.  Suffice  it  to  say  it  was  the  first  building  erected 
on  the  grounds.  The  money  to  pay  for  this  building  was  contributed 
through  the  efforts  of  one  of  the  noblest,  purest,  best  Christian  women  of 
our  State,  a  devoted  Rebekah  and  who  afterwards  became  the  first  matron 
of  our  Home,  holding  this'  position  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  our  Order 
until  death  called  her  hence,  and  when  Sister  Lizzie  L.  Morrison  died 
our  children  had  lost  a  mother. 

This  building  is  quite  large  and  has  three  stories  and  basement.  All 
the  boys  of  our  Home  live  in  this  building.  The  office,  living  rooms  and 
dining  rooms  of  the  superintendent  and  matron  are  located  in  the  front 
on  the  first  floor,  in  the  rear  of  which  are  the  large  double  parlors  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  the  many  visitors  who  come  to  the 
Home.  The  upper  floors  of  this  building  are  given  to  the  boys. 

We  have  one  hundred  and  seventy  two  children  at  present  and  employ 
eight  teachers,  four  governesses,  superintendent  and  matron  and  the 
necessary  farm  labor.  We  look  to  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  child.  To  develop  its  muscle  and  body  we  have  our 
gymnasium,  manual  training  and  such  labor  on  the  farm  as  the  superin¬ 
tendent  may  in  his  judgment  think  best.  Each  boy  must  have  some  duty 
to  perform  and  each  girl  must  be  kept  busy.  In  our  domestic  science  we 
teach  the  girls  how  to  sew,  mend,  cook,  wash  dishes,  sweep,  bake,  serve 
at  the  table,  in  fact  we  try  to  make  a  useful  woman  of  her.  The  girls 
of  the  graduating  class  of  each  year  must  cook  and  serve  the  dinner  of 
each  day  throughout  the  year  for  all  employees  of  the  Home.  For  the 
mental  development  we  look  well  to  the  foundation  of  a  good  education 
while  the  moral  development  of  each  child  is  reflected  in  the  life  and 
character  of  this  splendid  man,  the  President  of  this  Association,  Dr. 
J.  A.  Lucas,  Superintendent  of  our  Orphans’  Home.  We  maintain  a 
splendid  band  composed  of  boys  and  girls  which  is  self-sustaining. 

The  sufficient  and  wholesome  diet  provided,  together  with  our  splendid 
sanitary  condition,  insures  health  and  comfort  among  the  children.  We 
have  a  herd  of  twenty-one  cows  that  supply  the  milk  and  cream  for  our 
Home.  Each  child  gets  all  the  pure  unskimmed  fresh  milk  he  can  drink 
at  each  meal.  We  do  not  say  to  the  child  “  you  can  have  one  glass,” 
but  “  you  can  have  all  you  want.” 

Our  Home  was  dedicated  in  1892  and  since  that  time  we  have  admitted 
more  than  five  hundred  children,  most  of  whom  have  been  given  back 
and  have  become  useful  men  and  women  of  our  State.  With  all  the 
children  our  Home  has  sheltered,  we  have  never  been  notified  officially 
that  one  has  gone  wrong.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  us  as  Odd  Fellows  and 
Rebekahs  to  know  that  we  can  do  something  in  the  world.  Who  can  tell 
what  the  lives  of  these  children  might  have  been  had  it  not  been  from  the 
fact  that  their  parents  belonged  to  the  Order.  Some  might  have  climbed 
the  ladder  of  fame  and  gained  prominence  in  the  world  while  others 
possibly  would  have  dragged  their  lives  out  through  the  streets  of  our 
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cities,  wearing  rags,  asking  for  bread,  meeting  with  evil  company  and 
going  down  to  an  awful  hell.  The  true  worth  of  these  Homes  can  never 
be  estimated,  the  life  of  one  pure  little  girl  or  boy  is  of  far  greater  value 
than  all  the  money  our  Homes  have  cost.  What  is  more  consoling  to  a 
dying  father  than  to  know  that  his  children  will  be  cared  for;  the 
sympathetic  tears  of  the  widow  go  out  in  a  great  love  to  the  Order’s 
goodness  and  kindness.  Time  may  work  changes  in  the  material  from 
which  these  buildings  are  constructed;  they  may  give  place  to  more 
commodious  affairs,  but  the  love  for  our  Order  implanted  in  the  hearts 
of  our  children  will  live  on  and  on. 

The  record  of  our  noble  deeds  will  never  be  fully  known  until  it  is 
read  in  the  limelight  of  eternity,  then  it  will  be,  the  tears  that  have 
been  wiped  away  will  be  jewels  in  somebody’s  crown  and  the  sobs  that 
have  been  hushed  will  be  heard  again  in  hosannas  of  welcome. 

ADDRESS  OF  REP.  JAMES  EWING  DAVIS,  OF  ILLINOIS. 

Our  Old  Folks’  Home  at  Mattoon  consists  of  136  acres  of  the  best  farm¬ 
ing  land  in  Illinois,  140  acres  of  which  is  located  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  of  Mattoon,  the  land  is  beautifully  situated,  the  north¬ 
west  part  occupies  the  highest  point  in  Coles  County  with  a  graceful 
slope  to  the  south  and  east;  100  acres  are  used  for  pasture  and  grain,  the 
other  36  acres  are  used  for  buildings,  lawn,  garden,  stock  yards,  etc., 
with  a  four-acre  grove  of  soft  maples  which  furnish  a  splendid  shade  in 
summer. 

In  this  grove  are  benches  and  swings  and  on  the  lawn  are  several 
croquet  sets  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  members.  We  maintain  a  complete 
farm,  raising  all  the  vegetables  we  need  at  the  Home  and  selling  about 
$1000  worth  each  year.  We  keep  a  herd  of  twenty  thoroughbred  Holstein 
cows  that  furnish  the  milk  and  cream  for  the  Home.  We  raise  a  great 
many  hogs  and  sell  about  $1000  worth  a  year  besides  what  we  butcher. 
We  employ  a  farmer  and  two  helpers,  who,  with  the  little  help  some  of 
the  old  brothers  give,  carry  on  the  farm  and  care  for  the  stock.  We  have 
a  greenhouse  in  which  we  start  all  the  early  vegetables  and  in  the  win¬ 
ter  it  houses  our  delicate  plants  and  grows  much  lettuce  for  the  Home 
use  and  market.  Our  main  building  is  a  three-story  brick,  180  feet  front, 
70  feet  deep,  containing  72  rooms,  including  dining  room,  kitchen,  super¬ 
intendent  and  matron’s  quarters,  reception  rooms,  barber  shops  and 
six  bath  rooms;  south  of  the  center  of  the  main  building  is  the  new  hos¬ 
pital  annex,  a  three-story,  brick,  fireproof  building,  38  by  97  feet,  con¬ 
taining  54  rooms,  including  nurse’s  office,  trustees’  office,  two  hospital 
wards  with  six  cots  each  and  diet  kitchen.  This  annex  is  connected  with 
main  building  at  first  and  second  floors  by  a  50-foot  two-story  brick  hall¬ 
way.  About  200  feet  west  of  the  main  building  is  a  two-story  frame 
cottage  with  fifteen  rooms,  the  first  floor  is  used  by  the  farmer,  his 
family  and  farm  help,  the  second  story  for  some  of  the  more  able-bodied 
brothers.  In  the  rear  of  the  main  building  stands  the  heating  and 
power  plant  supplying  all  the  buildings.  Between  the  east  end  of  the 
main  building  and  the  public  road  stands  the  chapel  which  the  Rebekahs 
of  Illinois  gave  to  the  Home.  This  is  a  beautiful  building  of  classic 
design  with  an  auditorium  seating  250,  built  of  Bedford  stone.  It  is 
furnished  with  the  best  oak  pews,  richly  carpeted  and  fully  equipped  for 
worship.  In  this  chapel  those  of  the  members  who  so  desire  attend 
services  Sunday  afternoon,  these  services  are  conducted  by  the  various 
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pastors  of  Mattoon,  the  singing  is  led  by  the  superintendent  and  help. 
Prayer  meetings  are  held  on  Thursday  evenings.  In  this  service  no 
member  is  compelled  to  attend,  it  is  purely  a  matter  of  choice  with  them, 
the  average  attendance  being  fifty.  The  rooms  throughout  are  furnished 
as  well  as  the  rooms  in  our  own  homes;  clean,  comfortable  beds,  rugs, 
dressers,  chairs,  pictures,  in  fact  everything  to  be  found  in  a  homelike 
sleeping  room.  All  rooms  are  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam. 

The  meals  we  serve  are  as  good,  if  not  better  than  are  served  at  the 
home  of  the  average  Odd  Fellow  in  Illinois,  and  in  such  quantity  that 
none  need  leave  the  table  hungry.  The  variety  of  food  is  such  as  you 
will  find  in  a  well-regulated  hotel.  The  bill  of  fare  is  made  out  for  four 
weeks  and  the  head  cook  can  order  from  day  to  day  knowing  just  what 
is  to  be  served.  It  is  a  valuable  thing  to  have  a  menu  of  this  kind  for  the 
reason  that  there  is  always  a  variety,  then  again  you  can  always  point  to 
your  record  showing  just  what  members  had  on  a  certain  day  at  a  certain 
meal.  The  trustees  buy  the  best  of  foods,  including  creamery  butter  and 
serve  meat  at  least  once  each  day.  All  eat  at  the  same  time  in  the  large 
dining  room  on  the  first  floor. 

We  have  now  completed  a  two-story  brick  wing  to  the  east  of  the  main 
building,  the  first  floor  of  which  will  be  arranged  for  a  library  and 
reading  room,  two  large  lounging  or  club  rooms,  one  for  the  sisters  and 
one  for  the  brothers.  Each  of  these  rooms  have  large  easy  rockers  and 
davenports  where  the  brothers  can  smoke  and  swap  stories  and  the  sis¬ 
ters  can  do  fancy  work.  The  second  floor  is  divided  into  eleven  sleeping 
rooms.  This  Home  belongs  to  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Illinois,  the  title  rest¬ 
ing  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  has  cost  over  $150,000  to  establish  and 
$25,000  each  year  to  maintain,  an  average  of  about  25  cents  for  each  Odd 
Fellow  in  the  State. 

Since  it  was  opened  in  1897  it  has  cared  for  238  members,  31  of  which 
have  withdrawn,  7  have  become  insane  and  have  been  committed  to  an 
asylum,  5  discharged,  2  expelled  and  88  have  passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
on  high.  We  now  have  116  members,  but  we  have  accommodations  for 
150  members  exclusive  of  employees,  which  we  hope  will  be  ample  for 
years  to  come.  The  management  of  this  Home  is  vested  in  a  board  of 
five  trustees,  one  of  whom  is  appointed  by  each  Grand  Master  for  a  term 
of  five  years.  They  serve  without  pay,  receiving  only  their  travelling 
expenses  to  and  from  the  Home.  The  board  meets  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month  at  the  Home,  audits  and  pays  the  bills  by  drawing  warrants 
on  the  Grand  Secretary,  inspects  the  buildings  and  grounds,  conducts 
investigations,  makes  contracts,  checks  over  the  work  of  employees  for 
the  month,  lays  out  work  for  the  ensuing  month.  The  employees  neces¬ 
sary  to  run  the  Home  are  a  superintendent,  matron,  night  and  day 
nurse,  housekeeper,  engineer,  farmer  and  two  farm  hands,  two  housemen, 
2  cooks,  4  housegirls  and  4  dining  room  girls,  a  total  of  21,  with  an 
average  payroll  of  $500  per  month.  An  Odd  Fellow  or  Rebekah  who  has 
been  in  continuous  membership  in  the  Order  for  the  past  ten  years,  five 
of  which  in  a  lodge  in  Illinois,  or  the  wife  or  widow  of  an  Odd  Fellow 
qualified  as  stated  is  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Old  Folks’  Home, 
provided  he  or  she  is  without  means  of  support  and  incapacitated  by 
reason  of  age  or  infirmity  and  provided  further  that  he  or  she  is  not 
afflicted  with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease  and  that  he  or  she  is 
not  insane. 

This  family  of  116  old  brothers  and  sisters  who  have  lived  as  we  now 
live,  but  who  have  met  with  reverses  and  disappointments  are  given 
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every  comfort,  treated  with  kindness  and  consideration.  We  find  them  a 
happy  family  and  truly  grateful  for  what,  they  are  receiving  at  the  hands 
of  their  brothers  and  sisters. 

ADDRESS  or  REP.  AUGUST  HOHENSTEIN,  OF  MINNESOTA. 

I  am  indeed  grateful  to  you  Mr.  President  for  giving  me,  through 
your  kind  invitation,  this  opportunity  to  meet  with  this  excellent 
assembly,  composed  of  the  men  and  women  who  are  entrusted  with 
the  most  important  and  sacred  duties  which  a  great  fraternity  im¬ 
poses  upon  its  membership. 

If  it  is  true  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  practical  Christianity  then  in¬ 
deed  it  is  also  true  that  the  work  you  are  performing  is  in  every 
sense  of  the  word  practical  Odd  Fellowship.  Upon  you  we,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order,  look  as  our  agents,  to  you  we  are  entrusting  the 
care  of  our  orphans,  our  old  and  helpless  brethren  and  sisters,  and 
on  you  it  depends  in  a  large  measure,  whether  or  not  the  injunction 
so  solemnly  given  us  by  the  highest  tribunal  of  our  Order;  namely, 
to  relieve  the  distressed  and  to  educate  the  orphans,  is  truly  and 
faithfully  obeyed.  We  may  provide  a  well-appointed  building  and 
furnish  it  with  every  conceivable  comfort,  surround  it  with  all  the 
beauties  of  a  kind  nature,  supply  all  the  money  required  to  obtain 
all  the  necessities  of  life,  yet  it  depends  upon  you  to  create  and  main¬ 
tain  in  our  Homes  that  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  affection  which 
alone  can  make  the  inmates  feel  that  they  are  not  objects  of  charity 
but  they  are  indeed  in  their  own  diorne.  The  highest  regard  and 
respect  is  due  you  and  is  cheerfully  bestowed  upon  you  for  your 
magnificent  work;  yet,  only  in  the  satisfaction  that  you  feel  in  your 
own  mind  and  heart,  you  can  find  the  real  and  true  compensation  for 
your  efforts,  for  the  noble  mission  that  you  have  chosen  as  your  life’s 
work. 

Mr.  President,  you  requested  me  to  address  this  assembly  on  the 
subject:  “  Our  Homes  from  a  Business  Man’s  Standpoint.”  It  is  but 
proper  that  I  should  first  express  those  sentiments,  that  come  to  me 
not  only  as  a  business  man,  but  as  such  and  as  an  Odd  Fellow.  I 
believe  above  everything  else  that  in  our  Homes  the  principle  and 
spirit  of  fraternity  finds  its  strongest  expression.  In  fraternity  we 
find  the  strong  hand  in  the  dark  hour  of  adversity,  the  helping  hand  in 
the  time  of  need  and  a  tower  of  strength  in  moments  of  weakness, 
giving  while  yet  there  is  life,  bringing  joy  and  gladness  to  the  sor¬ 
rowing  soul.  Although  the  sun  is  setting  back  of  the  hills,  the  even¬ 
ing  light  is  seen  at  the  window  of  the  Home  and  the  door  stands  ajar 
to  give  entrance  to  the  toiler  at  the  setting  of  the  life’s  sun. 

To  me  as  a  business  man  and  an  Odd  Fellow  the  thought  that  I  am 
a  member  of  a  fraternal  organization  that  provides  a  home  for  its 
old  and  needy  members  gives  a  feeling  of  security  and  puts  my  mind 
at  ease.  Knowing  as  I  do  the  many  failures  of  a  busy  and  active  man 
to  provide  a  competency  for  old  age  and  fully  realizing  that  under 
the  many  and  varied  changes  that  confront  the  life  of  a  business  man 
of  to-day,  my  head  rests  easy  in  nightly  slumber  because  I  know 
that  whatever  fate  may  have  in  store  for  me,  the  strong  arm  of  Odd 
Fellowship  protects  me  against  any  possibility  of  ending  my  life  in  a 
poorhouse.  Indeed,  my  friends,  if  I  received  nothing  else  in  return 
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for  the  money,  time  and  labor  expended  by  me  in  the  cause  of  our 
great  fraternity,  this  one  feature  would  more  than  repay  me. 

Then  again  as  a  business  man  and  as  an  Odd  Fellow,  I  am  fully 
aware  of  the  fact,  that  there  is  no  agency  of  charitable  character 
which  affords  such  an  opportunity  as  our  Order  affords  us  in  our 
Homes,  to  make  every  cent  given  for  the  purposes  of  charity  do  so 
much  real  good  as  it  does  in  the  institutions  which  are  under  your 
personal  care  and  management.  This  very  fact  has  for  many  years 
been  one  of  my  strongest  arguments  to  business  men  in  soliciting 
their  membership  for  our  Order,  and  I  believe  should  be  used  every¬ 
where  and  at  all  times  to  interest  the  business  men  in  the  real  and  true 
work  of  Odd  Fellowship.  For  after  all  we  have  a  higher  and  nobler 
mission  than  the  mere  conferring  of  degrees,  the  work  of  the  Order 
has  a  greater  scope  than  the  repetition  of  ceremonies,  be  they  ever 
so  impressive  or  beautiful  with  sentiment;  if  our  records  did  not  tell 
of  some  good  deed  performed,  some  act  of  charity  done  for  charity’s 
sake,  they  would  only  be  the  memories  of  wasted  hours,  of  vain  pre¬ 
tensions,  of  solemn  promises  broken  or  duties  neglected. 

As  a  business  man  I  realize  that  when  the  Odd  Fellows  are  taking 
care  of  their  orphans,  their  old  and  needy  brethren  and  sisters,  the 
commonwealth  is  relieved  of  this  responsibility  and  is  benefited  to  a 
large  extent  in  the  saving  of  taxes  otherwise  necessary  to  take  care 
of  such  cases.  It  has  often  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  be  perfectly 
proper  and  right  to  have  the  Californian  system  adopted  in  all  the 
States  of  the  Union  and  the  Provinces  of  the  Dominion.  In  California 
the  State  pays  to  every  institution  that  takes  care  of  orphans  annually 
the  sum  of  $100  for  every  full  orphan  and  $75  for  every  half  orphan. 
Legislation  of  this  kind  should  be  agitated  by  you  and  the  members 
of  the  Order  and  I  feel  certain  would  have  the  approval  of  a  large 
majority  of  our  people. 

I  believe  it  is  very  proper  to  call  your  attention  at  this  time  to  an 
article  written  by  the  President  of  our  Minnesota  Home,  P.  G.  M. 
T.  W.  Hugo,  and  published  in  the  Odd  Fellow  Review.  Our  most 
eminent  and  practical  brother  says  that  it  is  at  present  impossible  to 
make  a  comparison  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  Homes  in  the 
various  Jurisdictions  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  generally  adopted 
system  either  of  keeping  track  of  the  cost  or  of  dividing  the  same 
into  natural  groups.  You  for  your  own  guidance  and  satisfaction,  as 
well  as  every  Odd  Fellow,  ought  to  be  able  to  compare  the  cost  of 
different  Jurisdictions  with  each  other  and  a  standard  unit  of  com¬ 
parison  should  be  agreed  upon  and  used  by  all.  It  seems  to  me  that 
this  matter  should  be  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  considered 
by  you  in  your  annual  session.  It  might  be  well  to  select  a  committee 
to  prepare  such  a  unit  of  report  during  the  interim  between  this  and 
your  next  meeting,  when  you  might  adopt  it,  if  you  found  it  answer¬ 
ing  the  purpose.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  would  readily  approve  and  assist  you  by  legislation  if 
required  in  putting  into  operation  such  a  proposition  coming  from 
you. 

The  best  things  in  this  world  can  be  defined  only  by  a  description 
of  theft*  result.  No  man  can  tell  me  what  the  sunshine  is  except  by 
pointing  out  what  it  does.  The  results  of  Odd  Fellowship  are  its 
magnificent  Homes  scattered  throughout  this  great  land  of  ours. 
These  are  the  places  where  Odd  Fellowship  proves  itself.  Here  is 
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our  opportunity  and  my  friends  your  opportunity  to  do  much  in  main¬ 
taining  the  enviable  reputation  so  long  enjoyed  by  our  noble  Order. 
In  conclusion  let  me  say: 

“  May  Heaven  bless  and  prosper  you  in  all  your  ngnteous  efforts  and 
may  they  be  crowned  with  the  choicest  and  richest  results.” 

RECEPTION  BY  GRAND  SIRE  COCKRUM. 

On  Monday  evening  above  six  hundred  Odd  Fellows  filed  two  by  two 
in  a  rank  that  took  an  hour  to  enter,  through  the  doorway  of  the  great 
gold  drawing  room  of  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hotel.  The  occasion  was  the 
reception  given  the  local  and  visiting  lodges  by  Hon.  John  B.  Cockrum, 
Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Grand  Sire  and  Mrs.  Cock¬ 
rum  were  assisted  by  the  following:  Grand  Marshal  Winn  Powers  and 
Mrs.  Powers,  of  St.  Paul;  R.  H.  Shanks,  Chairman  of  the  Reception  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  Mrs.  Shanks;  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Keller  and  Mrs.  Keller;

A  COMPLIMENTARY  BANQUET  TO  THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS 

ASSOCIATION 

Was  tendered  by  the  Executive  Committee  on  Entertainment  at  the 
Royal  Alexandra  Hotel  on  Tuesday  at  6  o’clock.  The  welcome  address 
was  delivered  by  Bro.  R.  H.  Shanks,  Past  Grand  Representative,  chairman 
of  the  committee  for  this  occasion.  Bro.  A.  B.  Parker,  President  of  the 
Association,  made  the  response  to  the  address  of  welcome,  and  addresses 
were  also  made  by  Grand  Sire  Cockrum,  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Keller,  and 
Deputy  Grand  Sire-elect  Daniel  and  others.  During  the  evening  the 
addresses  were  interspersed  with  splendid  music. 

PAST  GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES’  REUNION. 

At  8  p.  m.  Tuesday,  the  Past  Grand  Representatives’  Reunion  was  held 
in  the  Central  Congregational  Church,  presided  over  by  Hon.  Dr.  W.  J. 
Roche,  Past  Grand  Representative  and  Secretary  of  State  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Alfred  S. 
Pinkerton,  of  Massachusetts,  and  Judge  Lucian  J.  Eastin,  of  Missouri. 

THE  GRAND  PARADE. 

Fifteen  thousand  strong  and  with  ideal  weather  for  a  gorgeous  display, 
the  Odd  Fellows  of  America  and  their  Representatives  gathered  from 
every  Province  in  Canada  and  every  State  in  the  Union  to  the  south, 
marched  triumphantly  through  the  streets  of  Winnipeg  Wednesday, 
while  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  representing  practi¬ 
cally  every  section  of  the  universe,  surged  along  the  sides  of  the  streets 
and  cheered  the  great  army  as  it  passed. 

As  the  Odd  Fellows  swept  past  in  grand  array  the  multitude  swayed  in 
delight,  and  declared  it  the  greatest  procession  Winnipeg  has  ever  known, 
while  the  Odd  Fellow  pioneers  themselves  admitted  that  never  before 
had  there  been  such  a  turn  out  of  craftsmen  and  citizens  on  a  similar 
occasion  in  any  place.  It  was  a  glorious  and  solid  army  that  paraded 
over  two  miles  of  Winnipeg’s  principal  streets,  and  a  peacemaking  army, 
representing  in  striking  manner  the  spirit  of  democracy  that  reigns  over 
this  continent.  And  the  crowd  that  cheered  the  marching  men,  too,  was 
a  sight  for  the  gods. 
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It  was  an  unexpected  holiday  and  every  one  turned  out  in  holiday 
array.  The  ropes  along  the  sidewalks  groaned  as  the  surging  crowd  beat 
up  against  them.  Men,  women  and  children  gathered  early,  and  it  was 
such  a  happy,  care-free  gathering.  The  sun  was  in  holiday  mood  too, 
and  smiled  down  on  the  citizens  of  Winnipeg,  young  and  old,  and  en¬ 
couraged  them  in  their  enthusiasm. 

Like  a  perfectly  balanced  piece  of  mechanism  the  procession  made  its 
way  down  Broadway  to  the  great  open  Main  Street,  which  looked  twice 
as  wide  with  the  thousands  forming  a  human  wall  on  either  side. 

The  procession  was  a  great  one,  and  the  crowds  were  delighted  with 
the  sight.  From  mouth  to  mouth  went  the  names  of  each  division  as 
they  passed,  and  then  followed  cheers  upon  cheers.  The  Winnipeg  and 
Canadian  lodges,  of  course,  were  numerically  strongest,  but  the  men  from 
the  southern  republic  had  every  lodge  represented  and  the  cheers  for 
them  were  none  the  less  hearty  though  their  numbers  may  not  have  been 
as  strong.  Union  Jack  and  “  Old  Glory  ”  went  along  together  in  perfect 
harmony  and  the  color  effects  of  the  marchers  sent  a  feeling  of  elation 
through  the  crowds. 

The  weather  was  magnificent,  and  a  glorious  western  sun  shone  in  all 
its  brilliancy,  casting  glittering  rays  over  a  scene  of  wonderful  animation. 
The  myriads  of  color  in  the  uniforms  and  decorations  of  the  craftsmen 
added  to  the  general  radiance  of  the  day  and  made  the  scene  complete. 

The  gold,  violet  and  red  uniforms  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  of  the  first 
division,  were  without  question  the  most  striking  feature  of  the  parade, 
and  in  addition  they  were  the  leading  corps.  Headed  by  a  detachment 
of  mounted  police  and  the  Grand  Marshal,  Harper  Wilson,  the  cantons 
and  the  staff  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  on  horse,  made  a  brilliant 
showing. 

The  assemblage  of  the  Militant  branch  took  place  on  Broadway  just 
south  of  Sherbrooke.  There  were  in  all  seven  cantons,  including  the 
large  Winnipeg  contingent,  over  half  its  members  turning  out  in  uniform 
and  making  a  great  showing. 

The  commanding  officer  was  General  A.  R.  Stocker,  and  he,  with  his 
staff,  were  mounted. 

Many  of  the  lodges  wore  striking  and  original  costumes  and  the 
majority  of  them  carried  flags,  which  were  emblazoned  with  the  names  of 
their  home  towns  and  lodges. 

At  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Main  Street  the  big  assembled  parade 
turned  from  Broadway  into  Main  Street  and  passed  before  the  assembled 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  who  were  seated  in  autos  parked  at  one  side  of 
the  street.  Grand  Sire  Cockrum  was  at  the  head  of  the  review  in  an 
automobile  with  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  at  his  side.  This  was  the  first 
review  of  the  parade,  the  second  and  last  being  at  the  corner  of  Portagq

and  Kennedy  Street.  The  columns  of  marchers  swung  again  and  passed 
the  Temple. 

At  the  corner  in  both  parts  of  the  town,  as  the  columns  swung  past 
the  Grand  Sire,  hats  were  removed  and  the  Sovereign  Body  saluted  by  all 
marching  lodges. 

In  two  automobiles  following  the  present  Grand  Sire  and  Officers  were 
four  Past  Grand  Sires  of  the  Order.  These  were  John  C.  Underwood, 
Kentucky;  Dr.  C.  T.  Campbell,  Ontario;  Hon.  A.  S.  Pinkerton,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  Hon.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Wyoming. 

The  automobiles  bearing  the  names  of  States  and  Provinces  created  as 
great  a  stir  in  the  parade  as  any  other  section.  All  along  the  line  the 
various  State  and  Province  shields  were  loudly  applauded  by  people 
whose  native  place  they  happened  to  be.  They  were  arranged  according 
to  alphabetical  order,  the  Alabama  automobile  coming  first.  In  many 
of  these  machines  United  States  flags  as  well  as  Canadian  flags  were  dis¬ 
played.  As  the  parade  came  abreast  of  the  United  States  consulate, 
which  floated  the  stars  and  stripes  over  the  sidewalk,  the  natives  of  the 
States  sent  up  a  great  cheer,  which  was  returned  from  the  windows  of 
the  consulate. 


PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  BALL. 

The  Arena  rink  was  the  scene  of  a  brilliant  reception  and  ball 
Wednesday  evening  when  the  Patriarchs  Militant  entertained  the  visit¬ 
ing  delegates  to  the  I.  0.  0.  F.  convention  and  their  ladies. 

The  huge  building  was  decorated  with  festoons  of  blue  and  white  bunt¬ 
ing  and  the  rendezvous  were  marked  off  by  big  shields  and  flags. 

The  ball  was  opened  by  the  grand  march  in  which  two  hundred  couples 
took  part,  the  large  number  of  spectators  enjoying  the  different  figures 
which  those  taking  part  performed. 

Barrowclough’s  orchestra  rendered  a  program  of  22  dances  and  three 
extras. 


REBEKAHS  RECEPTION. 

The  Temple  building  in  Kennedy  Street  wore  an  unusual  air  of 
feminine  festivity,  when  from  3  o’clock  till  6  Thursday  afternoon,  the 
Winnipeg  Rebekahs  received  in  honor  of  visiting  delegates  to  the 
Assembly  and  of  the  wives  of  the  Odd  Fellows  attending  the  convention. 

The  building  was  thrown  open  from  top  to  bottom  for  the  use  of  the 
hundreds  of  guests  and  was  handsomely  decorated  with  pale  green  and 
pink,  the  colors  of  the  Order. 

Mrs.  McKinnon,  President  of  the  Assembly,  attired  in  a  maize  satin 
dress,  handsomely  combined  with  lace,  and  wearing  a  black  picture  hat, 
received  the  guests  in  the  drawing  room  on  the  first  floor.

In  the  banquet  hall  refreshments  were  served  from  a  table  made  beau¬ 
tiful  with  trailing  wreaths  of  smilax  in  the  shape  of  the  three-link 
emblem  of  the  Order,  and  by  tanks  of  pink  asters  and  sweet  peas,  the 
whole  having  a  very  charming  effect. 

The  attendants,  who  went  on  duty  in  three  sections,  were  all  Past 
Noble  Grands  of  the  Order  and  the  comfort  of  the  guests  was  very  care¬ 
fully  seen  to  by  these  assiduous  aides.

CIVIC  BANQUET. 

An  event,  unique  in  the  history  of  Winnipeg,  and  one  long  to  be 
remembered  by  those  who  were  present,  transpired  Thursday  night  when 
four  hundred  and  fifty  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and 
Order  were  the  guests  of  the  city  at  a  banquet  at  the  Royal  Alexandra 
Hotel. 

Amidst  surroundings  of  especial  brilliancy  and  beauty,  and  with  every¬ 
one  endeavoring  to  derive  and  cause  the  greatest  enjoyment,  each  moment 
carried  some  incident  of  pleasure  that  in  after  years  will  not  easily  be 
forgotten  by  those  who  attended,  when  they  look  back  to  the  time  when 
Winnipeg  paid  a  tribute  of  honor  to  its  distinguished  guests. 

The  banqueting  hall  was  tastily  decorated.  Behind  the  toastmaster’s 
table  were  suspended  large  flags  of  the  two  countries  represented.  Flags 
and  emblems  were  placed  at  regular  distances  along  the  four  sides  in 
groups  of  three.  In  front  of  the  orchestra  gallery  another  widespread 
emblem  appeared.  Banners  of  the  various  orders  hung  beside  the  win¬ 
dows.  There  was  a  profusion  of  cut  flowers  on  the  tables  and  these 
added  to  the  beautiful  effect  presented.  On  the  table  in  front  lay  large 
bunches  of  ferns  entwined  with  narrow  strips  of  bunting  and  joined  by 
threads  of  smaller  plants. 

Mayor  Waugh  presided  and  when  he  rose  to  speak,  was  greeted  with 
loud  applause.  He  extended  apologies  for  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  His  Grace  Archbishop  Matheson  and  Commandant 
Steele. 

Reading  from  a  letter  from  the  archbishop,  he  said:  “  I  have  a  very' 
.  great  regard  and  respect  for  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  am  one  of 
them  myself,”  a  remark  that  brought  forth  a  tremendous  burst  of  ap¬ 
plause.  Then  after  commenting  on  the  length  of  the  toast  list,  the  mayor 
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said  that  the  speeches  must  be  kept  somewhat  short — because  they  were 
there,  he  believed,  to  enjoy  themselves. 

“  I  would  like  to  say,  however,”  he  continued,  “  how  much  pleasure  it 
has  given  the  representatives  of  the  city  to  see  that  so  many  of  you  have 
taken  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  gather  here  to-night  to  take  part 
in  the  city’s  hospitality. 

“  The  city  of  Winnipeg  has  to  entertain  gatherings  such  as  this  for  the 
promotion  of  commercial  objects,  for  the  promotion  of  some  public 
scheme  or  for  the  entertainment  of  distinguished  visitors.  I  think  I  can 
say  without  hesitation,  that  it  has  not  been  the  privilege  of  the  city,  at 
any  time,  to  have  as  its  guests  such  an  honorable  body  of  men  and 
women  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows. 

“  We  honor  you  for  your  personal  worth,  both  yourselves  and  your 
ladies — I  must  not  forget  them.  We  honor  you  as  representatives  of  over 
two  million  members  of  an  organization  which  is  associated  together  for 
the  purpose  of  exemplyfying  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth.  To  comfort  the  afflicted,  to  feed  the  hungry,  to  clothe  the  naked 
and  to  bring  consolation  out  of  anguish  and  sorrow  is  surely  the  most 
lofty  of  all  human  endeavor.  Against  that,  commerce,  politics,  personal 
ambition  and  all  those  other  things  are  trivial,  and  I  say  what  is  but  a 
commonplace  when  I  add  that  to  you  and  to  the  self-sacrificing  women 
who  are  working  for  the  amelioration  of  human  suffering — that  no  honor 
is  too  great  that  could  be  paid  you  by  this  city,  or  by  any  other  city  where 
you  may  gather  for  your  annual  meetings.” 

The  feature  of  the  evening,  however,  was  the  splendid  speech  of  Hon. 
W.  H.  Montague,  M.  D.,  who  proposed  the  toast  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows.

1.  Resolved ,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  contemplating  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  existing  laws  or  the  revision  of  decisions  heretofore  rendered, 
shall,  when  presented  for  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  that  section  of  the  law  to  be  affected,  or  of 
the  decision,  as  the  same  would  read  if  amended.  (1893,  page  13,421.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  into  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Body  and  referred  to  committees  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal 
and  when  reported  from  committee  for  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  reference  to  said  resolutions  by  its  appropriate  number  shall  be 
sufficient  identification  thereof  without  repeating  its  provisions  at 
length  in  the  committee  report.  (1899,  pages  378,  402,  416.) 


APPEALS. 


3.  A  member,  or  members,  of  a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  without  consent,  the  only  condition 
being  that  the  decision  of  the  Subordinate  Grand  Body  shall  stand  as 
final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(Article  I,  Section  4,  Constitution;  Journal  1883,  pages  9325,  9442;  and 
1885,  pages  9984-9994,  10,151.)  ' 


4.  A  Past  Grand,  a  member  of  a  State  Grand  Body,  may  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  consent  of  the  State  Grand  Body 
in  case  of  a  claim  for  benefits  made  by  him.  (1885,  pages  9984,  9994, 
10,151.) 

Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of  the  Order  as  a  matter  of 
right  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Grand  Encampment;  but  in 
all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal  therefrom.  (1911,  page  393.) 

5.  A  subordinate  lodge  cannot  appeal  without  permission  of  its  State 
Grand  Lodge,  except  in  the  case  of  an  expelled  lodge  which  has  sur¬ 
rendered  its  effect.

6.  Individual  members  of  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  appeal.  (1832-

7.  The  records  in  all  cases  of  appeals  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  so  as  to  reach  him  by  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Mon¬ 
day  in  September  in  each  year,  so  that  they  may  be  furnished  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Appeals  by  the  morning  of  the  Wednesday  following,  and 
that  the  briefs  of  both  appellants  and  appellees,  if  printed  at  all,  shall 
be  printed  separate  and  apart  from  the  record.  (1891,  page  12,681.) 

8.  Appeal  papers  must  be  furnished  by  the  appealing  parties,  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  on  a  page  of  the  same  size  as  that  of  the  printed  Jour*

9.  It  is  not  required  that  the  record  in  appeals  from  the  action  of 
subordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  printed.

10.  Appellants  must  furnish  250  copies  of  all  appeal  papers,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  legislation  of  1855  and  the  legislation  of  1875,  found  on 
page  6562  of  the  Journal.  (1885,  page  10,049;  1897,  page  15,509.) 

11.  In  all  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  it  shall  be  required 
of  the  appellants  to  send  with  their  papers  a  certified  copy  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-Laws  of  their  Grand  Body,  of  the  Constitution  for 
subordinates  and  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  involved  in  the  appeal.  (1886,  page  10,481.) 

12.  The  statement  of  facts  must  be  certified  under  the  Seal  of  the 
Grand  Body  and  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  or  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe,  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
signatures  must  be  written.  (1863,  page  3532;  1893,  pages  13,430,  13,563;

13.  The  appeal  must  show  that  the  Grand  Body  appealed  from  has 
given  its  consent  to  the  appellant,  except  in  the  case  of  a  suspended  or 
expelled  subordinate  that  has  surrendered  its  effects  and  as  provided 
in  Sections  3,  4  and  6  above.

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  send  to  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  no  record  of  appeal  unless  the  same  is  certified,  as  by  our 
laws  required;  and  when  any  appeal  shall  be  received  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  not  so  certified,  he  shall  immediately  return  it  for  proper 
certification.

15.  Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  the  appellant,  at  the  time  the  appeal  is  filed,  shall  notify  the 
appellee  of  such  filing;  and  thereafter  either  party  filing  any  argument 
or  brief  shall  serve  a  copy  on  the  opposite  party.

20.  Resolved,  That  when  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  or  by- 
Laws  of  this  Body  is  proposed,  the  section  proposed  to  be  amended  shall 
be  set  forth  at  length  in  the  resolution  proposing  the  amendment  and 
also  the  changes  proposed  and  the  section  as  it  would  read  should  the 
proposed  amendment  be  adopted. 

21.  Whereas,  Article  XXI  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  provides  that  any  amendment  to  that  instrument,  “  If  agreed  to 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  on  a  call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays,”  shall  become  part  of  such  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that 
in  contemplation  of  said  constitutional  provision  no  member  can  be 
deemed  “  present  on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  ”  whose  vote,  or  that  of 
his  colleague  for  him,  does  not  appear  upon  the  roll-call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays,  unless  he  is  excused  by  a  vote  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
from  voting.

22.  Resolved,  That  each  Officer,  Past  Grand  Sire,  and  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall,  on  or  before  the  opening  day 
of  the  annual  session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable,  fur¬ 
nish,  in  duplicate,  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  a  mailing  list  of  names 
and  addresses  of  the  persons,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  to  whom 
he  desires  to  have  mailed  the  Daily  Journal  of  Proceedings;  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  employ  a  clerk  or 
assistant,  at  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  allowed  Grand  Represen¬ 
tatives,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  mail  each  day  the  Journal 
of  Proceedings  to  the  persons  whose  names  and  addresses  shall  have 
been  so  furnished  as  aforesaid — necessary  postage  to  be  provided  by 
this  Grand  Lodge.  (1908,  page  621.) 

23.  Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  be 
mailed  to  each  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Sire  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1892,  pages  13,170,  13,197; 
1896,  pages  14,881,  14,932,  15,016.) 

24.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed 
to  furnish  the  Fraternal  Press  with  a  copy  of  the  Officers’  Reports  and 
each  day’s  proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1900,  pages 
834,  851,  875.) 

25.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Officers  be  requested,  at  the  same  time 
they  forward  advance  copies  of  their  reports  to  Grand  Representatives, 
to  also  forward  copies  of  such  reports  to  each  Fraternal  Journal  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  interest  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  which  shall  regularly 
send  a  copy  of  its  publication  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary.

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26.  Resolved ,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  be  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand 
Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Adjutant-General,  and  Grand  Treasurer  to 
all  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  and  Secretaries  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.

27.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
send  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  Adjutant- 
General  and  Grand  Treasurer  to  the  Department  Commanders  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  same  as  he  is  now  required  to  do  the  Grand 
Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes  and  Secretaries  of  the  Rebekah  Assemblies.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 


Proposed  at  September  Session,  1912. 


AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  2,  ARTICLE  XVI. 

Resolved ,  That  Section  2  of  Article  XYI  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided ,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zea¬ 
land,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America  in 
which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall  be 
left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  by  strik¬ 
ing  therefrom  the  word  twenty-one  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  eighteen;  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  that  in  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America  in 
which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  10  local  legislation.” — Journal ,  page  770. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  2,  ARTICLE  XVI. 

Resolved,  That  Section  2,  of  Article  XVI,  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution  reading  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  21  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America 
in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  number  “  21  ”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  “  18,” 
so  that  the  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
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“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  18  years  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America 
in  which  the  Order  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  established  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  to  local  legislation.” — Journal,  page  802.

1.  A  lodge  in  one  State  has  not  the  right  to  grant  a  waiver 

of  Jurisdiction  in  the  case  of  a  citizen  of  said  State 
to  join  a  lodge  in  another  State,  where  the  citizen 
lives  in  one  State  but  is  nearer  the  lodge  in  the  ad¬ 
joining  State  . .

5.  Subordinate  lodges  must  require  the  payment  of  not 

less  than  $2.00  per  week  sick  benefits  to  every  mem¬ 
ber  entitled  to  sick  benefits,  by  the  constitution  or 
by-laws  of  its  lodge,  who  shall  be  disabled  by  sick¬ 
ness  or  bodily  injury  from  following  his  usual  occu¬ 
pation  or  otherwise  earning  a  livelihood  himself,  if 
such  disability  be  not  the  result  of  his  own  vice  and 
immorality.
